We ſpoke with a 
Brigantine from Falmouth bound for Madeira. 

Freſh Gales to the Eaſtward and clou- 
dy Weather. At 7 a. M. on obſerving a Sail to the 
N. W. we made a Signal to the Glouceffer to give her 
Chace; at 9 ſhe returned, and acquainted us it was a 
Dutch Ship from Middleburgh bound to Surinam.

a. M. we fired a Gun and altered our Courſe.

Here we anchor'd in 40 Fathom Wa- 
ter, the Brazen Head bearing E. by S. and the lower 
Rock N. N. W. one Mile, and the great Church N. 
N. E. 2 Miles. At 5 we got our Long-Boat out and 
moored. We found here riding ſeveral Veſſels, and 
two Privateer Sloops, who, on our Arrival, ſaluted us 
with 9 Guns. We returned the Compliment by 7; at 
5 we made a Signal for all the Lieutenants. 

Wedneſday 29. Moderate and hazey Weather. We 
were now employed in watering our Ships.——An Ex- 
zlib Brigantine from Falmouth anchored here.

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Thurſday 30. Ditto Weather. This being the An- 
niverſary of his Majeſty's Coronation we fired 21 Guns. 
A Pipe of Wine was brought on board our Ship for the 
Uſe of the Men; and a Quarter of Beef for the Sick, 
We made a Signal for all the Lieutenants, and the Men 
were employed as before, in watering the Ship. 

Friday 31. Ditto Weather. Employed as before, 
watering the Ship. We receiv'd on Board ten Pipes of 
Wine for the Ship's Company : Made the Signal for all 
the Lieutenantss . | 
Saturday and Sunday, Nov. 1ſt, 2d. fair Weather with 
little Winds. Employed as before taking in Water. 
Monday 3. Ditto Weather. Captain Norris being 
in an ill State of Health, and having Leave to return to 
England, quitted his Majeſty's Ship the Glouceſter, and 
was ſucceeded in his Command of it by Captain Mat- 
thew Mitchell, who, on his coming on board, preſented 
the Ship's Company with two Bullocks; Captain XK of 
the V ager was made Captain of the Pearl, and the Ho- 
nourable Captain Murray of the Tryal was made Cap- 
tain of the Yager, and Lieutenant David Cheap was 
made Captain of the Trya/ in the room of Captain 
Murray. The Commodore being informed that there 
were 10 Sail of Ships cruizing on and off to the Weſt- 
ward, (which Ships were judged to be Spaniſb, and had 
been ſeen every Day for a Week before our Arrival) he 
ſent out one of the Privateer Sloops which lay in the 
Harbour; but ſhe returned the Day following without 
ſeeing them, ſo that no Account can be given of them. 

Tueſday 4. We received a Viſit from the Eagliſß Con- 
ſul, who was received in Form and elegantly encertain'd ; 
at his going a Shore we ſaluted him with 11 Guns. 

Wedneſday 5. Variable and cloudy Weather. This 
Day we compleated watering our Ship, and at 3 p. M. 
fired a Gun as a Signal to unmoor, and at 6 weighed 
in Company with our Squadron and Pinks, hauled up 
the Long-Boat alongſide, and going out of the Road the 
Ghuceſter, by Order, took the Induſtry Pink in Tow. 
At our Departure from Madtira the Privateer Sloops in 
the Harbour ſaluted us with 9 Guns, and we returned ; , 
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At 8 a: M. the Weſt End of Madeira bore N. N. W. 
Leagues. At Noon the Body of the Iſland bore N. 12 
Leagues.“

22d of laſt Month. She informed, that on the 7th In- 
ſtant, ſhe was chaced by five large Spaniſh Men of War, 
off of Peppy's Iſland ; ſhe at firſt Sight took them to be 
our Squadron, their Commodore having a red Pendant 
at his Main-topmaſt Head, and a red Flag at his Enſign- 
aff; but upon a cloſer Obſervation, ſhe diſcovered the 
Pendant of the Commodore to be ſlung different from 
ours, and directly concluded they muſt be Spaniards ; the 
Crew then began to clear Ship, in order to which ure 

; tarew 
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threw over-board and ſtove fourteen Tons of Water, they 
likewiſe ſtove the Long-boat, and threw her overboard, 
with Oars, Sails and Booms, and made all clear for en- 
gaging, With a full Reſolution to defend themſelves to 
the utmoſt, in caſe of an Attack, which, as they 
thought was unavoidable ; but Night coming on they 
loſt Sight of the Enemy. At five the next Morning, 
they ſaw them again from the Maſt-head, and at Nine 
loſt Sight of them again entirely. The Pearl eſcaped 
them by running over a * Replin, which the Spaniard 
did not care to do: Had our whole Fleet fell in with 
them at this Time, probably we ſhould have been able 
to have given a good Account of them. When the Pear/ 
was chaced by the Glouceſter ſhe was very cautious, not 
knowing whether they were Enemies or not. We now 
ſeer*'d our Courfe along Shore ſailing in Search of the 
River Str.

1 Replin is a meeting of two Currents, which creates 


a ceiling in the Sea, and makes it appear like ſhallow Was 
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higheſt all along the Coaſt, and that to the Southward Js 
plain and like a Deſert. Juſt without the Harbour is a 
Bar, where at low Tide is ten Foot Water; it Ebbs 


near three Fathom. When it blows freſh there is a 
great Sea, ſo that no Boat can paſs at low Water. In 


the Middle of the Harbour is about Seventeen Fathom 
Water. There is a ſmall Iſland jaſt without it, which 
is called, by Sir Fohn Narborough, The Iſland of true 
Juſtice. The proper Landing Place is at a great Rock 
three Miles up the Harbour. There are very large Salt- 
Ponds on the Northweſt Side two Miles up the Country, 

'The Channel 1s on the North Side ; ſix Sail of Ships 
might ride here; the Flood runs S. S. W. and the Ebb 
N. N. E. at the Rate of two Miles and half an Hour. 
The Latitude of St. Fulian's is 49: 12. South, Longi- 
tude from London 70: 59 Weſt. Here the Long Boat 
was hoiſted out, and the Commodore ſent two Lieute- 
nants with a Number of Men armed a-ſhore in her, to 
ſearch the Country and endeavoured to find ſome Water. 
They went up about four Miles into the Country, but

Sails, we brought to under a ballanced Mizzen. At 3 
a. M. we bent another Foreſail and ſet it, we were up- 
wards of two Hours hawling the Mainyard up by the 


Capfiain, our Men being ſo very weak. At Noon we 


ſaw ſeveral high cragged Mountains covered with Snow, 
the laſt appeared from the North-weſt to the South-eaſt. 
We found daily a great deal of Water in our Ballaſt, which

to repair any of them, to make a Shift with in our pre- 
ſent Extremity. We bent a Spritſail for a Foretopſail. 
We had likewiſe a great deal of Water in our Ballaſt, 
and our Men died prodigiouſ]y faſt. The high Land 
of Patagonia bore diſtant 5 1 Leagues. | 

Sunday 24. Strong Gales and Squalls, with ſome 
Rain and a great Sea. Our Men being extreamly ill, 
we had not Hands to work the Ship.

Water, under the Land, at our long wiſh'd for 
1 Port, Juan Fernandez, and at 4 mioor'd. We were in 
5 1 a moſt deplorable Condition, not having 200 Men 
left out of above 500 we brought from England, and 
— 1 moſt of thoſe ſcarce able to crawl along the Deck. As 
'* ſoon as we had moor'd, we ſent our Boats a-ſhore with 
© Spars and Sails to make Tents for the Sick. The 
Commodore aſſiſted us in fixing them, and cheer'd 
us with Neceſſaries from his own Stores. This Iſland 
is ſuppos'd to lie in Latitude 34: 45, and about 120 
Leagues from the Main. It is uninhabited. It is 
about twelve Leagues round, with ſmall pleaſant Val- 
lies, which, if manur'd, would probably bear Wheat, 
Peas, Sc. The Sides of the Mountains are partly 
WMoodlands, well ſtock'd with Timber fit for Building, 
but not for Maſts; and partly Savannas, or natural 
Meadows, which produce very fine Graſs. There are 
bat two Bays in the whole Iſland, where Ships may 
anchor, and theſe are at the Eaſt End, in both of which 
sa Rivulet of freſh Water; theſe Bays may be ſo for- 
SE tified with little Charge, that fifty Men in each might 
be able to keep off a Thouſand ; and there is no comin 
into theſe Bays from the Weſt End, but with great Dif 
fnculty, through narrow Paſlages over the Mountains, 
N where, if three Men were plac'd, they may keep off 
as many Thouſands from approaching them. Here we 
bound abundance of * Goats, Dogs, Sea-Lions, Seals, 
22 8 Bream, Cod, and Craw-fifh, as big as a middling Lob- 
er we likewiſe found great Numbers of Roots, much 
reſembling our long Sort of Turneps, Cabbage-Trees, 
7 00 Water-Creſſes, c. which were of great Service to ns, 
and ſayed all our Lives. We at firſt catch'd very few 
5 Soats, 
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* Juan Fernandez, 4vho 6 diſcovered this Iſland ( = 
W om whom it took its Name) in his Voyage from Lima 
% Baldivia, put a Shoar three or four Goats, which have 
W Frce Hoc d the Place; they wwould hawe been much more 
aumerous, had not the Spaniards, wwho frequented the Place 
B afterwards, carried a Number of Dogs to 2 Hrey bear, if 


n any one from ſettling there. 
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Goats, not knowing how to come to them, they taking 
Shelter upon the Mountains, and amongſt the Rocks, 
for fear of the Dogs ; but after a while, finding that 
they always came out towards Night to graze, we uſed 
to way-lay them, and ſhot a great many, which with 
the Dogs that we alſo ſhot, made a delicious Entertain- 
ment. The Sea-Lions we kill'd chiefly for Harſlets, 
which eat as fine as any Calf's Pluck in the World; 
Jometimes indeed we uſed to cut their Fleſh into Stakes, 
and broil it; it eats ſomewhat like a Beef-ſtake, and is 
of the ſame Colour when dreſs'd. The Reaſon why 
they are ſo call'd, as we imagine, is from their Roaring, 
which is very much like that of Land-Lions, and in 
their Heads alſo much reſembling them; they have 
four large Teeth before, the reſt thick, ſhort, and ſtub- 
bed; their hind Parts are very different ; ; they are very 
large, ſome of them being near twice the Bigneſs of a 

_ Horſe; they have four Fins ; the two Foremoſt, which 
are about half a Yard long, ſerve them, when a-ſtore, 
to ſtump along, drawing their hinder Part after them, 
the two Hindermoſt being only of uſe to them in the 
Water ; they have ſhort Hair of a light Colour, but 
Hghter when young than old, for when old, they look 
more {andy ; their Prey is all in the Water, their Food 
being Fiſh, but being of an amphibious Kind, they 
generally come upon the Land to fleep, five or ſix fre- 
quently come and huddle together like Swine, and lie 
ſo for two or three Days, if not moleſted ; they are 
very fat, and produce a conſiderable Quantity of Oil, 

ſome of which we uſed in our Lamps, and alſo in frying 
our Fiſh, it having no unpleaſant Taſte. They are very 
much afraid of a Man, for as ſoon as they ſee him, or 
apprehend they are in Danger from any Thing near 
them, they immediately make to the Water, (for they 
never venture very far from it.) Some of our People 
would frequently get on their Backs and ride them. If 
they are cloſe purſued, they will frequently turn about 
and raiſe their Body up with their Fore-Fins, and 
face the Purſuer, ſtanding with their Mouths wide open 


upon their Guard. One of our People was unfortunate. 


ly torn to Pieces by them. Our Method of killing 
| them 
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call'd Lion-bating, then each of us took a Half pike in 


his Hand, and ſo prick'd them to death, which com- 
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them when we wanted them to eat, or their Oil, was 


to clap a Piſtol juſt to their Mouths as they ſtand open, 
i and ſo fire it down their Throats; but when we had a

Mind to have ſome Diverſion with them, which we 


monly was Sport for three or four Hours before we 
2 kilPd them, and oftentimes they would find us work

enough; but they being heavy unweildy Creatures, and 
we aſſaulting them before and behind, and all round,

generally conquer'd them in the End, yet they often 


would put us to the Scower, and ſometimes the Creature 


would run himſelf, but knew not which way, for we 
commonly got between the Water and him. We kilt'd 
| one which was almoſt twenty-four Foot long, fifteen 


round, and ſeventeen Inches deep in Fat. As to Seals, 
we did not eat many of them, judgin 


g them to be un- 


wholeſome; they are almoſt as big as Calves; under 
each Shoulder grows a long thick Fin: Theſe ſerve 


them to ſwim with when in the Sea, and are inſtead of 


Legs to them, when on the Land; for, raiſing their 
Bodies up on end, by the Help of theſe Fins, or Stumps, 
and ſo having their Tail parts drawn cloſe under them, 
they rebound, as it were, and throw their Bodies for- 
ward, drawing their hinder Parts after them ; and then 
again riſing up, and ſpringing forward with their Fore- 
Parts alternately, they lie tumbling thus up and down, 
all the while they are moving on the Land. From 
their Shoulders to their Tails, they grow tapering like 
Fiſh, and have two imall Fins on each Side the Rump, 
which is commonly covered with their Fins: Theſe Fins. 
ſerve inſtead of a Tail in the Sea; and on Land they ſit on 
them, when they give Suck to their Young. Their Hair 
is of divers Colours, as black, grey, dun, ſpotted, looking 
very ſleek and pleaſant when they come firit out of the Sea. 
Here are always Thouſands, either fitting on the Bays, | 
or going and coming round the Iſland, which is co- 
ver'd with them (as they lie at the Top of the Water, 
Playing and ſunning themſelves) for near a Mile from 
the Shore. When they come out of the Sea, they bleat 
like Sheep ſor their Young ; and tho' they pals through , 
„ | f Hundreds 
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Hundreds of other young Ones, before they come to 
their own, yet they will not ſuffer any of them to ſuck. 
The young Ones are like Puppies, and lie much on the 
Shore, but when beaten by any of us, they, as well 
as the old Ones, will make towards the Sea, and ſwim 
very {wift and nimble ; tho', on Shore, they lie very 
fluggiſhly, and will not go out of our Way, unleſs we 
beat them, but ſnap at us. A Blow on the Noſe ſoon 
Kills them. The Bream we uſed to fry, and are pretty 
good eating, only very bony ; they are abont twenty 


| Inches long, and from the Top of their Backs to their 


Bellies, eight Inches ; they have five large Fins on the 
hinder Part of their Heads, and one large one, reach- 
ing from the hindermoſt of them to their Tails; they 
have two middling ones, one on each Side of their 


Gills, and one large one, ſtretching from the Middle 
of the Bottom of their Bellies, to their Tails, which is 


dented like a Half-Moon ; they have large Eyes, wide 
Noftrils, and a ſmall Mouth ; they are very thin, and 
wie called them Bream, becauſe they neareſt reſembled 
that Sort of Fiſh, The Cod we catch'd as faſt as we 
Could bait our Hooks, and are very good eating; we 


likewiſe dried great Numbers, and put them on Board 


our Ship; they are about two Feet long, and have 
ſmall Scales, about the Bigneſs of a Silver Penny; they 
weigh about twelve Pounds, and are fo very fat, that 
they may be eaten boil'd or fry'd, without Butter or 
Oil. The Crawfiſh we made Broth. of, the Turneps 
and Cabbage-Trees were of great Uſe to us, eſpecially 


the latter, the Fruit of which, tho' ſmall, was very 


good and ſweet. The Body of the Tree is ſmall and 
trait, and of a prodigions Length, ſome Trees being 
70 or 80 Feet long, with ſeveral Knots, or Joints, 
about four Inches from each other, without any Leaves, 
except at the Top, in the Middle of which, the Cab- 


dage is contain'd, which, when boil'd, is as good as

Sail, gave her Chace, came up with her, and took her; 
we brought her back to Juan Fernandez, where we 
arrived on the Fourteenth. When we came in we 


 fir'd a Gun, which the Gloucefler anſwer'd. The Cap- 


ture was a Spaniſh Merchant-Ship, calld the Camilla, 
and had on Board between 30 and 40,000 J. in Money, 
a Jarge Quantity of Linnen, and ſome Snuff. The 

Thurſday 17.

Saturday 19. We put 28 Spaniſs Priſoners from on 
Board our Ship, into the Ghuceſer. 
Sunday 20. After leaving Orders for the Glouceſter, 
as ſoon as ſhe was refitted to follow us, we, and our 
Spaniſh Prize, fail'd from the Iſland of Juan Fernandes. 
It was upon this Iſland that Capt. Sharpe left a Mof- 
Rito Indian, in the Year 1681, who remained there 
three Years. He had with him his Gun, a Knife, a 
Tmall Barrel of Powder, and a few Shot. -He choſe for 
His Habitation a pleaſant Valley, about half a Mile 
from the Sea-Coaſt, where he erected a very convenient 
Hutt, and lin'd it with Seal-Skins, and made a Bed of 
the fame, which ſerv'd likewiſe for his Cloathing. 


When his Powder and Shot were ſpent, he ſaw'd his 


Gun- Barrel into ſeveral Pieces with his Knife, which 
he converted into a Saw, by the Help of a Flint; 
theſe Pieees he made into Harpoons, Launces, and Fiſh- # 
"Hooks, and made himſelf, with one of them, another | 

Jong Knife; this he did, by heating the Pieces firſt in 
dis Fire, and afterwards working them on the us 
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which coſt him abundance of Labour. With theſe he 
uſed to ſtrike and kill the Goats and Fiſh for his Sub- 
filtence, on which he liv'd pretty comfortably. He re- 
main'd in this Condition on the Ifland, till March, 1684, 


When he was deliver'd from thence, by ſome Exgliſbß 
Ships which came there to careen. When he firſt ſaw 
them at Sea, he gueſſed they were Ezgliſb, and being 


over-joy'd-with the Sight, return'd to his Hutt, and 


went to cooking for their Reception; accordingly he 


dreſs'd two Goats, and a large Quantity of Cabbage, 
for their Entertainment; and what added greatly to 
his Joy and Pleaſure was, that on their coming on 
Shore, he found they were not only Engliſb, but many 


of them his old Acquaintance, Who were on Board the 


Ship which left him there. 


There was alſo left at this Iſland, in the Vear 1 704, 


one Alexander Selkirk, a Scotchman, the Reaſon of which, 


was a Difference between him and his Captain; this, 


with the Ship's being very leaky, made him at firſt 
more willing to ſtay here, than proceed in the Voyage, 
but he quickly alter'd his Sentiments, and would gladly 
have return'd on Board, which the Captain refuſed to 
admit of, He had with him his Cloaths and Bedding, 
with a Firelock, ſome Powder, Bullets, and 'I'obacco, 


-a Hatchet, a Knife, a Kettle, a Bible, ſome practical 


Books, and his Mathematical Books and Inſtruments; 
thus furniſh'd, he diverted and provided for himſelf as 


well as he could. He built two Hutts with Pimento 
Trees, and covered them with long Graſs, and lin'd 

them with the Skins of Goats, which he kill'd with 
-his Gun, as long as his Powder laſted, which was not 
long, he having but a Pound; and when that was ab- 


moſt ſpent, he got Fire, by rubbing two Sticks of F- 
mento Wood together upon his Knee. In the leſſer 


-Hutt, ſome Diſtance from the other, he dreſs'd his 


Victuals, in the larger he flept, and employ'd himſelf 
in reading, ſinging of Pſalms, and praying. At firft, 
he never eat any Thing, until Hunger conſtrained him, 
partly for Grief, and partly for Want of Bread and 
Salt 3 nor did he go to Bed, till he could watch no 
longer ; the Pimento Wood, which burnt very, cleaf; 


ſerved 
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ſerved him both for Fire and Candle. He might have 
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Fiſh enough, but could not eat them for Want of Salt, 
except Crawhſh, which he ſometimes boil'd, and at 
other Times broil'd 3 as he did alſo the Goats Fleſh, 


of which he made good Broth. When his Powder fail'd, ol 


be took the Goats by the Swiftneſs of his Feet; for, 
being in the Vigour of his Strength, about thirty Years 


of Age, and by his Way of Living, in continual Exer- | 


ciſe of walking and running, cleared of all groſs Hu- 
mours, ſo that he ran with wonderful Swiftneſs through 


the Woods, and up the Rocks and Hills, after them. 


His Agility in purſuing a Goat, had once like to have 
prov'd very fatal to him, for he follow'd it with fo 
much Eagerneſs, that he catch'd hold of it on the Brink 
of a Precipice, of which he was not aware, the Buſhes 
hiding it from him, ſo that he fell with the Goat down 


a great Height, and was ſo ſtunn'd and bruis'd with the 


Fall, that he narrowly eſcap'd with his Life; and when 
he came to his Senſes, he found the Goat dead under 
Him. He lay there about 24 Hours, and was ſcarce 
able to crawl to his Hutt, or to ftir Abroad again in 


ten Days. He came at laſt to reliſh his Meat well 


enough without Salt or Bread, and had Plenty of Tur- 


neps, and Cabbages, from the Cabbage-Trees, and ſea- 1 


ſon'd his Meat with the Fruit of the Pimento Trees, 
which is much the ſame as Jamaica Pepper. He ſoon 
wore out all his Shoes and Cloaths, by running in the 
Woods ; and at laſt, being forc'd to ſhift without them, 
his Feet became ſo hard, that he ran every where with- 
our Difficulty. He was at firſt much peſter'd with Cats 
and Rats, which had bred in great Numbers, from ſome 
of each Species, that had got on Shore from Ships 
which put in there to Wood and Water. 'The Rats 
gnawed his Feet and Cloaths while he ſlept, which 
obliged him to, cheriſh his Cats with his Goat's Fleſh, 
whereby many of them became ſo tame, that they 
would lie about him in great Numbers, and ſoon de- 
liver'd him from the Rats. When his Cloaths were 
worn out, he made himſelf a Coat and Cap of Goats 
Skins, which he ſtitch'd together with Thongs of the

Fort and Veſſels there, and landed. We were no ſooner 
aſhore, but ſome march'd, or rather run, to the Fort, 
ſhooting at every Perſon they met, which alarm'd the 
Fort; and they, firing upon us with their ſmall Arms, 
kill'd one Man and wounded feven. But, however, that 
did not difcourage us, for we ſoon forc'd the Gates of the 
Fort, and the Spaniards as ſoon deſerted it; they fired no 
more at us; hereupon we took Poſſeſſion of it, and nail'd 
up four Pieces of Cannon, (which were quite honey 
comb'd, and ſo of little Uſe) and hoifted Ezg/z/> Colours; 
during which Time others, having attack'd the Govern- 


'or's Houſe, whereof they ſoon made themſelves Maſters, 


alarm'd the whole Town; and the Inhabitants not ex- 


\ pa 
pecting any ſuch Viſit, and taking them in their firſt 
Sleep, were. ſo terribly frighten'd, that they fled to the 
Mountains almoſt naked: For when we came into their 
© Houſes and enter'd their Bed Chambers, their Beds were 


as warm as if they had that Moment got out of them, 
and their Day Cloaths lay all about their Reoms. As 
foon as we were Mafters of the Town, we began to 


plunder and play our Tricks. At the Governor's Houſe

W there was a very large Pier Glaſs in a fine carved and gilt 
Frame, of a conſiderable Value, and having ſound ſome 
1 Wine and Glaſſes there, we drank Confuſion to our Ene- 


mies, with Succeſs likewiſe to our Voyage, and after- 


wards flung the Glaſſes at it, and broke it all to Pieces.

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hind. We got about 3 2,000 Pound Sterling, beſide two 
Cheſts of Jewels and Plate out of the Churches. 

But as to Proviſions and Water, which would have 
been as acceptable as our Wealth, we got very ltttle. 
Of the former we found indeed a few Hogs and ſome fine 
Poultry, which we carous'd with jovially, by carrying 
them to each other's Houſe and dreſſing them; we general- 

ly put the Fowls into the Pot with Feathers, Guts, and all 
together; by that Means we fav'd the Trouble of pick- 
ing them, for when they came out, the Feathers came 
off all at once without any Difficulty ; we found only a 
little Water they had in their Jars, for there is no freſh 
Water in the Town. Other Liquors we had enough of, 
moſt of the Houſes here ſelling Wine or Brandy. We 
likewiſe took about a Dozen Indian Women; to theſe 
we gave no Quarter, tho' they begg'd hard for it, but 
ſacrificed all. During our Stay here, which was three 
Days, we uſed to go out, in Companies of about 10 or 
12, to catch Hogs ; in one of which Expeditions an In- 
habitant of the Town, who was an ifman, came up 
to one of our People, and talk'd Exgliſb with him, and 
pretending to enter along with us, took an Opportunity 
to ſnatch away his Muſket, and made clean off with it, 
notwithſtanding we fir'd a Volley after him. We ſent ſe 
veral Times to the Governor to ranſom the Town, but all 
to no Purpoſe ; ſo that after we had done as much Miſ- 
chief as we could, we ſet Fire to the whole Town (Church- 
es excepted) on the third Day after we took it, and came 
away by the Light of it, leaving behind us the Spaniſh 
Conductor and his Family, and with him a Paper to cer- 
tify, that what he had done was by Compulſion. We 
likewiſe made him a Preſent of a handſome Sum in Re- 
turn for his faithful Services. We deſtroy'd five Veſſels 
chat lay in the Harbour, and brought one away with us, 
into which we put the Lieutenant of the 7rya] to take 
Care of her; but we did not keep her were a Week or 
— | 
The Port of Fons lies in vs Degrees I5 Minzen South 
Latitude, and is one of the beſt Harbours upon the Coaſt, 
capable of containing a Hundred Sail of Ships, and has 
£990. Haben at any _ from fixt to twenty Fathom, 
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and is well ſheltered from the South Weſt by a Point of 
Land. In this Bay, the Sea and Land Breezes ſucceed 
each other very regularly, the Sea Winds blowing in 
the Day Time South and by Weſt, and the Land Winds 
in the Night Time from the Eaſt. The Bay is ſeldom 
without Veſſels, it lying very convenient for thoſe of 
Peru, in going to, and coming from Paname, who put 
in here for Proviſions, that are brought down hither from 
Colan, which is about two Leagues North, North Eaſt, 
from Payta : For at Cs/an there is a ſmall River of freſh 
Water which runs out into the Sea, and from whence 
the Ships at Payza are ſupplied with Water and other Re- 
freſhments, as Fowls, Hogs, Plantain, Maize, Yams, 
Sc. But the Town of Payta itſelf, does not afford fo 
much as freſh Water. 
The Town is built on a ſandy Rock, cloſe by the Sea, 
in a Nook, or ſmall Bay, under a high Hill, and conſiſts 
of about one Hundred and twenty Houſes, moſt of them 
Spaniards, and two Churches, which are large and fair, 
with great Beams, Poſts, and Doors, all adorned with 
carved Work, beſides good Pictures, brought from Spain, 
and rich Hangings of 'Tapeſtry, or painted Callicoes. 
The Houſes are but low, and ill built; the Walls are of 
Brick, made with Earth and Straw kneaded together, 
and which are about three Foot long, two Foot broad, 
and a Foot and a half thick; they never burn their 
Bricks, but lay them a long Time in the Sun to dry, be- 
fore they are uſed in Building. In ſome Places they have 
no Roofs, only Poles laid acroſs from the fide Walls, and 
cover'd with Matts, and then thoſe Walls are carried up _ 
to a conſiderable Height. But where they build Roofs 
upon their Houſes, the Walls are not made ſo high. 
The reaſon why they build their Houſes ſo meanly, is 
their want of Materials to build withal; for here is nei- 
ther Timber nor Stone to build with, the Stone being ſo 
brittle that you may rub it to Sand with your Fingers; 
another Reaſon is, it never rains; therefore they only en- 
deayour to fence themſelves from the Sun, and the Houſes 
w ill continue a long Time as firm as when firſt made, be- 
ing not ſhaken or mouldred by the Winds or Rain. The 
richer Sort indeed have Timber which they uſe in build- 
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ing, but then it is brought from other Places. At one End 
of the Town is a {mall Fort, with four great Guns in it, as 


already mention'd. The Country adjacent to the Town 


produces very large Sheep, called Pacos, of the Bigneſs of 
a Stag, and reſembling a Camel the moſt of any other 
Beaſt, only they have no Bunch on their Backs; they have 
along ſmooth Neck, and their Bodies are covered with a 
coarſe Wooll, and their Hides make excellent Leather; 
they are uſed in carrying Burdens, all kinds of Merchan- 
dize being tranſported from one Part of the Country to 
another on their Backs; their uſual Burden is about three 
or fourſcore Pound weight, with which they travel nine 
or ten Miles a Day; they have no need of Pack-Saddles, 
the Wooll on their Backs ſerving inſtead of them, and 
as they have callous Matter at the Bottom of their Feet, 
it ſerves them inſtead of ſhoeing; they are very apt to 
tire if driven beyond their uſual Place; if once they tire 
and lye down, there is no getting them up again, tho” 
their Burdens were taken off, for which Reaſon, they 
have ſome that are unladen always ready with them, 
that ſo when any of them begin to tire, they may 
eaſe them of their Burden, and lay it on the others. 
Their keeping is of no conſiderable Charge to their Maſ- 
ters, for at the End of every Stage, they only take off 
their Packs and turn them to graze in the common Fields : 
The Fleſh of theſe uſeful Creatures is more over-tender, 
and exceeding fine eating, and ſo wholeſome and inof- 
fenfive, that it is the Food of ſick People, and is prefer- 
ed before Chickens. Here are alſo wild Goats, who are 
very long legged and large, without Horns, and ſo ſwift 
of Foot, that no Greyhound can overtake them, and 
therefore they are uſually ſhot or ſnared. There are like- 
wiſe great Number of Monkeys, of various Kinds and 
Colours, ſome with Tails and ſome without, and ſome 
vaſtly. large. For wild Fowl and Birds they have great 
Variety, both on the Land and Water, particularly Par- 
tridges, ſome of which are as large as European Hens. 
The South Seas is well repleniſhed with all manner of 
Fiſt, but the Rivers ſcarce afford any, which is owing to 
their Rapidity, and the Shallowneſs of the Channels; 
and another principal Reaſon is, that moſt of their Ri- 
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vers are dry in one Seaſon, and conſequently the Fiſh 
muſt then periſh, if there were any in them. |

we left the Bay of Payta, taking with us the Tryal, Ca- 
milla, and a Schooner out of the Harbour, .and ſteer d 


our Courle for Acapulco.

Monday 16, and Tueſday 17. Moderate and fair, 

Wedneſday 18, Little Winds and. fair. At 3 p. M. 
we ſaw the Clauceſter; and as ſoon as they diſcover'd us they. 
hoiſted her Foreſail as a Signal, which we anſwer'd by our 
Mainſail; they then hoiſted a white Flag at her Topmaſt- 
head, we anſwer'd them at our Mizzen peak, and at Nine 
they joined us ; they gave us three Huzza's, which we re- 
turn'd and told them, we had taken and burnt Payta, and 
had alſo deftroy'd the Trya/, and commiſſion'd a Prize 
which ſhe had taken by her Name. They informed us 
that they ſailed from Juan Fernandez onthe ift of October, 
and that on the 21ſt, failing off the Iſland of Lobos, they: 
ſaw a ſmall Sail, on which they hoiſted out the Barge, 
and ſent two Lientenants and ſeven Men arm'd to give 
her Chace, who in about three Hours came up with, her 


and fir'd a Muſket to bring her to; ſhe was a Barcolaga 


of about four Tons, and had five Paſſengers, four Men 
and a Boy; they inform'd us, that when the G/ouceftes's. 
Barge came up with her, they told them they had no- 
thing on Board but Cotton ; however they. took out 


her Crew, and clapt ſome of their own on Board, and 


brought her to. the Ship; and on rummaging her the- 
next Day they, found hid, under: ſome Bags, of Coſtes 
ſeveral Jars ſtuff full of old Rags, and on "pulling tho 


out, they found under them as many double Doubloons 9585 


as amounted to. above thirty thouſand Pounds Sterling. 
They likewiſe told us, that on the 26th, at 7 4. M. they 
{aw another Sail to the Eaſtward, on which, they gave 
Chace, and ſoon came up with her. At nine ſhe hoi ſted 
Spaniſh Colours, and about half an Hour after the G. 
ceflex hoiſted her's, and ſired a Gun a- head; to bring her 


to, at which ſhe ſtruck her Colours, and- then. the Glu 
py: TM out her Boat, and ſent her firſt Lieutenant 
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on Board her, to take Poſſeſſion. She was call'd the 
Nueſtro Senioro del Dolozas, with between 20 and 30 
Men; her Cargo conſiſted of Plate and Pi/caya Wine. 
When they firſt ſaw her, ſhe bore down to them, think- 
ing the Glauceſter was the Ship ſhe parted Company with 
a few Days before ; but when ſhe came a little nearer, 
ſhe diſcover'd her Error, and endeavoured to bear away, 
but to no Purpoſe. 'They farther told us, that on the 
10th of November, they ſaw another Sail, and having 
their Prize in tow, they gave her two Puncheons of Wa- 
ter and caſt her off, and gave Chace after the other, which 


they continued till the next Day in the Afternoon, when 


ſne running under the Land they loſt Sight of her. They 
likewiſe informed us, that on the fifteenth, Payta bear- 
ing then E. by E. five Leagues, they ſaw a great Smoak 
to the Leeward of the Town ; but this we did not be- 
lieve, they only ſaying ſo to come in for the Plunder ; 
however, the Commodore immediately ſent for the

The Ifle of P/aza, 1s about four Miles long, and a Mile 


and a half broad, and of a good height; it is bounded 
with high ſteep Clifts clear round, only at one Place on 
the Eaſt Side; the Top of it Table Land, the Soil ſandy 
and dry; the Trees it produceth are but ſmall bodied, 
low, and grow thin ; there are only three or four Sorts 
of Trees, their Names all unknown to us; they are 
much overgrown with long Moſs; there is no Water on 
this Iſland but at one Place, on the Eaſt ſide cloſe by the 


Sea, Where it drills ſlowly down from the Rocks, ſo as 
to be received into Veſſels; the anchoring Place is on 


3 the Eaſt fide in about twenty Fathom Water; from the 


South Eaſt Point there ſtrikes out a ſmall Shoal, a Quar- 
ter of a Mile into the Sea, where there is commonly a 
great repling or working of ſhort Waves during all the 
Flood. The Tide runs pretty ſtrong, the Flood to the 
South, the Ebb to the North ; there is good landing on 
the ſandy Bay, againſt the anchoring Place, from whence 
you may go up into the Iſland, and at no Place beſides ; 
there are three high ſteep ſmall Rocks at the South Eaft 
Point, not a Cable length from the Iſland, and at no Place 
beſides. The Iſland lies in Latitude o1 : 10 South. Here 
are Plenty of ſmall Turtles and Boobies, and Men of 
War Birds; which laſt are about the Bigneſs of a Kite, 
and in Shape like it, but black, the Neck red, live on 
Fiſh, never light on the Water, but ſoar aloft like a Kite, 
and when they ſee their Prey, they fly down to the Water 
Edge very ſwiftly, take their Prey out of the Sea with 
their Bill, and immediately mount again as ſwiftly, never 
touching the Water with their Wings. 'Their Wings are. 
very long, and their Feet like other Land-Fowl, and they 


build on Trees, where they find any, but where there are 


none, then on the Ground; when they fly off to the Sea 
they leave Guardians to their Young, leaſt they ffiould 
be ſtary'd, or deftroy'd by their Neighbours during their 
Abſence, which Guardians are the old lame Birds that 
cannot fly off to Sea, to ſeek their own Faod: Theſe 
do not uſually live amongſt the reſt, but at n

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from them, ſcattered here and there, where they can re- 


tide ſecureſt, from whence they can often ſalley forth to 


Plunder from others, particularly from the young Boobies; 


if they find any of them unguarded, they ſtrike them on 
their Backs to make them diſgorge; this they will often 
do at one Stroke, and it may be caſt, up a Fiſh or two as 
big as an Orange; theſe the Plunderers will immediate- 
Iy ſwallow up, and ſneak off, looking for another Prize. 
The Men of War Birds will often ſerve the old Boobies 
ſo, off at Sea: We have ſeen one of them fly directly 
at an old Booby, and, on ſtri king it one Blow, cauſe it 
to caft up a large Fiſh, which the Man of War, flying 
direaly down after, has catched in the Air, before it has 
reached the Water.

gerhead Turtle, and the Green Turtle; the Hawksbill ® 
"Turtle are the leaſt Kind, and are ſo called becauſe their 
Mouths much reſemble the Bill of a Hawk, their Shells 
are the moſt.eſteem'd for making of Cabinets, Boxes, 
Combs, &c. ſome of which weigh above two Pounds, 
but they are but ordinary Fool, eſpecially thoſe that feed 
on Moſs, but the Fleſh of thoſe who ſeed on Graſs, is 
much ſweeter, and their Shells much clearer ; they are 
commonly over-grown with Carbuncles, which ſpoil the 
Shell, and their Fleſh is generally yellow, eſpecially the 
Fat. The Trunk Turtle is commonly bigger than the 
other; their Backs are higher and rounder, and their 
Fleſh rank and unwholeſome. The Logger-head Turtle 
is fo called, becauſe it has a Head much larger than any 
of the other Species; their Fleſh is very rank, and ſel - 
dom eaten, but in caſe of Neceſſity. The Green Turtle 
are the ſweeteſt, and the beſt Meat, their Fat is yellow, 
and their Fleſh white, and exceedingly ſweet; their 
Shell is greener than any other, and is very thin and 
clear, and is only uſed for Inlays: Theſe are generally 
larger chan others; ſome of them weigh near two hun- 
dred Pounds. Thoſe in the South Seas are ſmall, but 
pretty ſweet eating: their Feeding is on Graſs, which 

grows in the Sea. At their breeding Time, which is a- 
bout May, June, and 7uby, they leave, for two or three 
Months, 
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Months, their common Haunt, where they feed moſt part 
of the Year, and reſort to other Places to lay their Eggs, 
when they go aſhore in ſome ſandy Bay, and with their 
Pins make a Hole in the Sand near three Foot deep, 


in which they lay their Eggs, commonly about eighty 


or ninety at a Time; they then cover them up with the 
Sand they had ſcraped out of the Hole, and ſo leave them 
for the Sun to hatch. When a She Turtle comes out of 
the Sea to lay her Eggs, ſhe is an Hour at leaſt before ſhe 
returns, for ſhe always goes above high Water Mark; 
and if it be low Water when ſhe comes aſhore, ſhe muſt 
treſt once or twice (being very heavy) before ſhe comes 


to the Place. When the Females go to lay, the Males 
accompany them, and never leave them till their Return. 
They are both Fat at the Beginning of the Seaſon, but 


before their Return they are ſo lean that they are not fit 


to eat. It is ſuppoſed that they never eat or drink all 
that Seaſon. It is alſo the general Opinion that they are 


nine Days engendering, the He's on the She's Back, in 


the Water; this is certain, that at that Time, the He 
will not forſake the She, who is much more fearful, and 
often endeavours to get away, but that the Male keeps 
her with his Fins ; ſo that if we ſtruck the She at the 
firſt coupling Time, we are ſure of the He. After they 
have laid their Eggs, they go off to Sea, and le ve their 
Young, when hatch'd, to ſhift for themſelves; who, as 


1 | Toon as they get out of the Shell and the Sand, make to 


the Water. Their Eggs are round, about the Bigneſs of 

a Duck's, covered over with a white tough Skin, but no 
Shell; both Eggs and Turtle are exceeding good Food. 
Thoſe who make it their Buſineſs to catch them wait for 
them in the Night, when they come on Shore, and turn- 

ing them upon their Backs with Poles, they have them 
ſecure, becauſe they cannot turn again. A large green 
Turtle will find work enough for two Men to turn her 

on her Back. It is very eaſy to intercept them, they 
march ſo ſlowly, and two Men will turn a great many in 
one Night. We frequentlycacch'd them with a Harpoonat 
the Vard arm; firiking this thro' the Shell we drew them 
up into the Ship, by a Line faſtened to the End of it.

would often fly into our Ships to eſcape them; from 
whence, if they did not happen to fall into Water, they 
could not fly out again. This was aur chief Employ- 
ment all the while we were on this Coaſt, and on which 
we liv'd plentifully. 


Nothing remarkable happened for ſeveral Days, the 


Weather being fair and pleaſant, till. 

Medneſday, Fan. 6. When we took one of the Prizes 
in tow, and the G/oucefter another. At 11 at Night we 
caſt. her off, on Account of the Wind being variable, 
and at 3 in the Afternoon, we ſaw the Iſland of Cocos, 
bearing North by Weſt diſtant feven or eight Leagues.

the Town and. Ships of Acapulco. The Port is very 
commodious for the Reception of Veſſels, and ſo large, 
that ſome hundreds may ride in Safety without damag- 
ing each other. There is a {mall Iſland crofling the 
Mouth of the Harbour, about a Mile and a half long, 
ſtretching Eaft and Weſt, leaving a wide deep Channel 
on each Side, where Ships may ſafely go in or come out, 
taking the Advantage of the Winds: They muſt enter 
with the Sea Wind, and go out with the Land Wind, 
for theſe Winds ſeldom or never fail to ſucceed each 
other alternately eery Day and Night. The Weſternmoſt 
Channel is the narroweft, but ſo deep that there is no 
anchoring. 'This Harbour runs in North about three 
Miles, then, growing very narrow, it turns ſhort to 
the Weſt, and runs about a Mile farther, where it ends. 
The Town ftands in a deep Bay on the North Weſt 
Side, at the Mouth of this narrow Paſſage, cloſe by the 
Sea, ſo that Ships may come quite to the Shore, and be 
faſte n'd to the Trees on the Beach; and at the End of 
the Town is a Platform with a great many Guns. . Op- 
poſite to the Town, on the Eaſt Side between two. Hills, 
ſtands a ſtrong Caſtle of between 40 and 50 Braſs Guns, 
which carry thirty-five Pounders. The Ships common- 
ly ride near the Bottom of the Harbour, under the Com- 
mand of both the Caſtle and Platform. The Town 
eonſiſts of between two and three hundred low thatch'd 
Houſes, moſtly inhabited by Spaniards, two religious 

duſes, and an Hoſpital; and is the only Place of 
Traffick on all this Coaſt. Here all the Merchandize 
of Europe and America is ſhipp'd for China, the Philp- 
int Hands, und the Eaft-Indies: And here Ships arrive 
in Fanuary from China, the Eaft-Indies, and Peru, with 


the Merchandize of thoſe Countries, to the Fair that is 


annually held here, and which is one of the greateſt in 
thewhole World. There are likewiſe three ſtation'd Ships 
for Trade here, two of which conſtantly go once a. -

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Year between this and Manila in Luconia, one of the 
Philippine Iſlands, and the other every Year to and 
from Lima ; that from Lima commonly arrives about 
the latter End of December, and brings with her Quick- 
filver, Cocoa, and Pieces of Eight, and ſtays here till 


the Manila Ships arrive, and then takes in a Cargoe of 


Spices, Silks, Callicoes, Muſlins, and other Eaft India 
Commodities, for the Uſe of Peru, and then returns 
therewith to Lima: This is but a ſmall Veſſel of twenty 


Guns, but the other two, which trade to Manila, are 


conſiderably larger, being about ſeven or eight Hundred 
Ton. Theſe make their Voyage alternately, ſo that 


one or other of them is always at Manila. When 


either of them ſets out from Acapulco, which 1s at the 
latter End of March, or Beginning of Apri/, ſhe al- 
ways touches to refreſh at Galam, one of the Ladrone 
Iſlands, in about ſixty Days Time after ſhe ſets out; 
there ſhe ſtays two or three Days, and then proceeds 
on her Voyage to Manila, where ſhe commonly arrives 


ſome Time in June, by which Time the other is ready 


to ſail from thence, laden with Eat India Commodi- 
ties. This laſt takes her Courſe Northward, as far as 
36 or 37 Degrees of North Latitude, before ſhe gets a 
Wind to ſtand over to the American Shore; then ſhe falls 
in with the Coaſt of California, from whence ſhe |; 
ſtretches over to Cape Corrientes, which is about the 
zoth Degree of North Latitude; from thence i ſhe 


_ coaſts along till ſhe comes to Sa/lagua, and there ſets 


a-ſhore Paſſengers that are bound to the City of Mexico; 
from thence ſhe makes the beſt of her Way, coaſting 
till along Shore, till ſhe arrives at Acapulco, which is 


commonly about Chriſimas, or a little earlier or later, 


according as the Wind ſets in. The Cargoe of this 
Ship conſiſts of Diamonds, Rubies, Saphires, and other 
precious Stones, found in the Eaſt Indies; of Cinna- 
mon, Cloves, Mace, Nutmegs, and Pepper; of the 
rich Carpets of Perſia; the Camphire of Borneo; the 
Benjamin and Ivory of Pega and Cambadia; the Silks, 
Muſlins, and Callicoes of Zaft: India; the Gold Duſt, 
Tea, China Ware, Silk, Cabinets, c. of Chua and 


on 
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one Ship having more Riches in it. than ſome whole 
Fleets. The Merchants get 1, or 200 per Cent. by this 
Voyage; the Boatſwain even gets an Eſtate in one 
Turn; the Wages of every Sailor is 370 Pieces of 
Eight, and the King's Duties amount to 80,000 of the 
ſame Pieces. The Goods are uſually carried from Aca- 
pulco to Mexico, by Mules and Pack- Horſes, and from 
thence, in the ſame Manner, over the Land to Vera 
Cruz, in order to be ſhipp'd for Europe. Upon the 
Return of this Ship to the Manila, the other, which 
ſtays there till her Arrival, takes her Turn back to Aca- 
pulco. This Country produceth wild Cattle very plenti- 
fully, which they hunt and ham: ſtring in the following 
Manner: Having Horſes bred up to the Exerciſe, the 
Hunter purſues them on Horſeback, with a Pike: ſtaff, 
armed at the End with a ſharp Iron, with which he 
rides after the Game full Speed, and having overtaken 
it, he ſtrikes his Iron into the Leg of it, juſt above the 

Hock, and ham: ſtrings it; whereon the Rider wheels 
about, becauſe the Beaſt, on finding itſelf wounded, 
faces about, and makes at him with all his Force, but 
finding the Horſe too ſwift for it, it turns Tail again; 
whereupon the Huntſman renews his Purſuit, and, on 
coming up with. the Creature, repeats his Stroke, and 
having ſufficiently lam'd it, he attacks it in Front, and 
ſtrikes it in the Knees with his Pike; on this, the 
Beaſt falling down, the Huntſman diſmounts, and ſtabs 
it in the Neck, a little behind the Horns, and this is 
done ſo dextrouſly, that the String of the Neck is often 
cut at once, and down falls the Creature's Head; then 
the Huntſman purſues his Game, leaving the Perſons 
who follow him to ſtrip the Beaſt, and take Care of the 
Carcaſs. Theſe Animals are in ſome Places ſo plenti- 
ful, that the Hides are what they principally regard. 
Beſides theſe, they bave alſo ſome Sheep, and ſeveral 
Kinds of Deer, Hares, Rabbits, c. They have alſo 
ſeme peculiar Sorts of Wild Beaſts, as the Pecaree, the 
Waree, the Sloth, the Guanoe, the Armedillo, the Ra- 
chen, Ounce, &c. The Pecaree is a little, black, 
ſhort legp'd Animal, and has ſome Reſemblance of a 


Hog they herd together in great Droves, and what is 


F 2 moſt 
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moſt remarkable is, the Navel of the Creature grows 


on its Back, and, if it be not immediately cut off, as 


ſoon as it is killPd, it corrupts the whole Carcaſs, which 
is otherwiſe good Food. The Waree is like the Pe- 
caree, but ſomewhat leſs, its Navel grows in the uſual 
Place, the Skin is thick, covered with a very coarſe 
Furr. The Sloth is about the Bigneſs of a large Spa- 
niel, a round Head, ſmall Eyes, and very ſharp Teeth 
and Claws; its Food is the Leaves of Trees, which it 
frequently kills, not leaving a ſingle Leaf on the Trees 
it viſits ; he is, agreeable to the Name, a prodigious 
low Creature, being generally ſo long in getting down 
one Tree, and aſcending another, that tho' he 1s fat 
when he begins to deſcend, he is generally lean before 
he gets to the Top of another Tree; his Pace is fo 
flow, that he is generally fix Minutes moving one of 
his Legs about two Inches, and no Blows will make 
him mend his Pace. The Guanoe is ſhaped like a Li- 
zard, and its Body about as big as a Man's Leg, but 
grows taper towards the Tail, which is very ſmall ; it 
has four ſhort Feet, or Claws: The Guanoes are of va- 
rious Colours, ſome of a dark Brown, others Yellow, 
and ſpeckled ; their Fleſh is very good, as well as their 
Eggs; they are of an amphibious Kind, and live in 
the Water, as well as upon the Land. 'The Armadillo 
is as big as a ſucking Pig, and has a long Body, en- 
cloſed in a thick Shell, which is join'd under the Bel- 
I; the Shell opens, and it puts out its Head and Legs 
when it walks; but, upon the Apprehenſion of any 
Danger, it draws in both its Head and Legs like a Tor- 
toiſe, and tho? it be toſs'd from Place to Place, it will 
not move out again; it has ſtrong Claws, with which it 
digs Holes in the Ground like a Rabbit; its Fleſh is 
good Meat. The Rachoons are a Species of Rats, but 
are four Times as large, and burrow in the Ground like 
Rabbits. The Ounce, or Tyger Cat, are a ſmall Spe- 
cles of Tygers, twice as big as an Engliſb Cat, and very 
much reſembling them; they are — a yellow Colour, 
ux with black Spots, and are of an exceeding fierce 
iſpoſition. The native Inhabitants go generally naked, 
excepting their Privities; their Bodies are ſtained with

We had likewiſe buried two hun- 
dred and eighty-ſeven Men, and the Tya/ Sloop forty, 
which had reduced the Strength of all the three Ships 
to a leſs Number than the Complement of one of the 
Fourth Rates, and thoſe that remain'd were in ſo weak 
a Condition, that we ſhould not have Men enough to 
. work the Ships when we came upon the Coaſt of China,

At a Diſtance it appears flat and even, but 
coming nearer, it ſtands ſhelving, and the Eaſt Side, 
which is much the higheſt, is fenced with ſteep Rocks, 
on which the Waves continually beat, being driven by 
the conſtant Trade-winds, and on this Side there is no 


anchoring. The Welt Side of it is low Land, and full 


of ſmall ſandy Bays, divided by many rocky Points. 
It has a reddiſh dry Soil, but is indifferently fruitful in 
Rice, Pine Apples, Melons, Oranges, Limes, Cocoa 
Nuts, and a ſort of Fruit called Bread-Fruit, which grows 
on a Tree, of the Bigneſs of a large Apple-Tree; 
it has a ſpreading Head full of Branches, and dark 
Leaves; the Fruit grows on the Boughs like Apples, 
and 1s as big as an ordinary Foot-ball ; it is round, 
and has a thick tough Rind; when the Fruit is ripe, it 
is yellow and ſoft, and of a ſweet Taſte ; the Natives 
eat it inſtead of Bread ; they gather it while 1t 1s green 
and hard, and bake it till the Rind is ſcorched black, 


then ſcraping off the Outſide, there remains a thin tender 


Cruſt ; 
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Cruſt ; the Infide is white and Toft, like the Crumb of a 
Penny Loaf, and there is neither Stone nor Seed in it, 
but a pure Subſtance like Bread; but if it be kept above 
twenty four Hours, it eats harſh and choaky ; it is in 
Seaſon eight Months of the Year, during which Time 


the Natives eat no other Sort of Bread; it is only to be 
found in the Ladrone and Philippine Iſlands. Tenian is 
uninhabited, and frequented only by thoſe whom the 
Governor of Guam ſends to kill Cattle, Hogs, Fowls, 
Ec. of which this Iſland abounds.

{mall Iſlands are flat and even, only one of them hath 
one ſteep cragged Hill. The Inhabitants live in ſmall 
Villages, built on the Sides and Tops of the rocky 
Hills, and theſe conſiſt of ſeveral Rows of Houſes, one 
above another, placed on the ſteep Precipices; they go 
up to the firſt Row with a wooden Ladder, and ſo with 
a Ladder to that above it, there being no other Way 
to aſcend. . The Plain on the firſt Precipice is ſo wide as 
to have Room for a Row of Houſes that ſtand all along on 
the Edge, or Brink of it, and a very narrow Street run- 


ning along before their Doors. Between the Row of 


Houſes and the Brow of the next Precipice, the Plain 


15 in a Manner level to the Top of the Houſes below : 


And the reſt are pretty nearly in the ſame Order 
and Proportion. The common Ladder to each Row, or 


Street, comes up at a narrow Paſſage left purpoſely a- 
bout the Middle of it, and the Street being bounded 


with a Precipice alſo at each End, 'tis but drawing up 
the Ladder if they are aſſaulted, and then there is no 
coming at them from below, but by climbing up, as a- 
gainſt a perpendicular Wall; and that they may not be 
aſſaulted from above, they take Care to build on the 
Side of ſuch a Hill, whoſe Back- ſide hangs on the Sea, 


or ſome high ſteep perpendicular Precipice, altogether 
inacceſſable. Theſe Precipices are natural, and the 


Iſlands are thick ſet with ſuch Hills and Villages. The 
Houſes are made of ſmall Poſts watled with Boughs, 
and are about ſeven Feet high. Two of the Iflands

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„% are well inhabited. The Natives are low ſquat People, 
y round viſaged, with low Foreheads and thick Eye- 
d brows, their Eyes of a hazel Colour and ſmall, ſhort 
>. 7 low Noſes, and their Lips and Mouths middle propor- 
e |Þ tion'd ; their Teeth are white, Hair black, thick, and 
d. lank, which they wear but juſt to cover their Ears; 
3 their Skins of a dark Copper Colour. They wear no 
p | Hat, nor Turbant, nor any Thing to keep off the Sun. 
e The Men, for the moſt Part, have only a {mall Clout to 
„ cover their Nakedneſs; ſome of them have Jackets 
amade of Plantain Leaves, which are as rough as any 
d Bear-Skins. The Women wear a ſhort Petticoat made 
o of Cotton, which reaches a little below their Knees. 
h Both Men and Women wear very large Ear-Rings 
1 made of yellow Metal. They are very ingenious in 


Building Boats, having ſome that will carry forty or 
= fifty People; theſe they row with twelve or fourteen 
3 Oars of a Side. The common Employment of the 
Men is Fiſhing 3 they are great Admirers of Goats- 
kins and their Paunches; they will ſinge of all the 
Hair from the Skin, and then broil it on the Coals ' till 
they think it is eatable, when they knaw and tear it to 
Pieces with their Teeth, and at laſt ſwallow it: The 
Paunches of the Goats make them an excellent Diſh, 
and their Method of Dreſſing it is very extraordinary; 
they firſt turn out all the undigeſted Crudities, found in 
the Maw, into a Pot, and ſet it over the Fire, ſtiring it 
about very often while it is boiling ; if they have any 
Fiſh, they will take two or three and clean them, and 
cut the Fleſh from the Bone, and mince it as ſmall as 
poſſibly they can; and when the Pot is well boil'd, 
they take up the delicate Ragout, and ſtrewing a little 
Salt over it, eat it mix'd with the raw minced Fiſh : 
And this Meſs they throw with their Fingers into tifeir 
| Mouths, uſing no Spoons. They have another Diſh 
made of Locuſts, whoſe Bodies are about an Inch and 
an Half long, and as thick as the Top of one's little 
Finger, with large thin Wings, and long ſmall Legs; 
thele Creatures they take in Nets, and when they have 
a ſufficient Quantity, they parch them over the Fire in 
an Earthen Pan, *till their Wings and Legs fall oft 
| an 
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and then they look like boiled Shrimps; their Bodies 
being full, eat very moiſt. Their common Drink is 
Water. They make a Sort of Drink with the Juice of | 
Sugar- canes, which they boil, and put ſome Black Berries 
among it; when it is well boiled they put it into a great 
Jar, and let it ſtand three or four Days to ferment ; then“ 
it ſettles and becomes clear, and is preſently fit to drink: 
It is an excellent Liquor, very much like Erg// Beer, 
both in Colour and Tafte ; it is very ſtrong and whole- ! 
ſome. They have no Sort of Coin, but Barter ſmall 
Pieces of yellow Metal, wrapt up in Plantain Leaves, for- 
what they want. I hey are great Admirers of Iron, and 
will ſell a good fat Goat for an Iron Hoop, and a large 
Hog of ſeventy or eighty Pound weight, for two, three, 
or four Pound of Iron; they will alſo give ſeveral Jars 
of their favourite Liquor for old Nails, Spikes, or Bul- Þ 
lets. L

Monday 20. Squally with ſame Rain. At 7 in the 


Afternoon ſaw the Land South Weſt 7 Leagues diſtant. 


At 7 in the Morning we ſaw the Land bearing about the 


ſame Diſtance; at the ſame Time we ſaw a Ship bearing 
South Eaſt, which proved to be the Galleon fo long ex- 
pected, aud according y we informed the Commodore of 


; it, 
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it, who, at firſt Sight thro' his Glaſs, imagining there were 
two of them, with great Sedateneſs and Compoſure, ſaid, 
My Lads well fight them both. But as ſhe came nearer, 
we perceived that there was but one Veſſel. On this we 
cleared Ship, and prepared to give Chace, and the Com- 
modore gave particular Orders to his Officers with the 
Compoſure and Serenity of a Hero. The Spaniſh Ad- 
miral ſaved us the Trouble of giving much Chace, and 
bore down upon us before the Wind. When ſhe was 
come a little more than a Mile from us, ſhe brought to, 
in order to engage with the Commodore. In a little 
Time after ſhe fired a Gun; we anſwered her with a Gun 


to the Leeward. At half an Hour after 10 the Chace 


hoiſted Spaniſb Colours and a red Flag, with the Haniſe 
Arms at her Main Topmaſt-head, and fired a Gun to 
Leeward. We hauled our Long Boat and moored her a- 
ſtern. Several Shot were diſcharged on both Sides before 
we came to a cloſe Attack. At half an Hour Afternoon 
we hoiſted our Colours and fired a Shot at the Chace, 


which ſhe returned. We now came cloſe along ſide of 


each other, Yard Arm and Yard Arm, and began the 
Engagement. The Commodore, during all the Time of 
Action, Rood upon the Deck, with his Sword drawn, in 
the thickeſt of the Fire, and the Smoke of the Powder 
almoſt ſmothered him. The Hon. Mr. Van Kepple gave 
his Orders between Decks during the Engagement, to the 
ſeveral Officers, who executed them inthe moſt regular and 
effectual Manner. As we had not much Ammunition on 
Board, we were ordered not to be laviſh of it, and to fire 
no Gun but what we were ſure would do Execution ; for 
Which Reaſon we ſeldom fired above four at a Time, 
which generally went taro' and thro! their Ship, and kill- 
ed great Numbers; the Spaniard having near 600 Men 
ſtanding very thick on the Deck, ſcarce a. Shot miſſed 


them. During the Engagement we frequently made Uſe 


of an excellent Feint, which was making Signals to Board 
by laſhing our Spritſail yard fore and aft, which made the 
Spaniard imagine he Commodore had recruited. himſelf 
with Sailors in hi Voyage, and did not a little contri- 
bute to their ſur:cadcring ; beſides this, our engaging 
drab nip cop 3 
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them Yard-arm and Yard-arm within leſs than Piſtol Shot, 3 
was of great Service to us, as it gave us an Opportunity FR 


of ſhewing all our Crew, which, tho? it conſiſted only 
of two hundred and twenty ſeven Men, firuck a great 
Terror into them: For ſeeing all theſe on one Side of 
the Ship only, they concluded the Commodore had his 
full Compliment of Men, which certainly induced them 
to ſtrike the ſooner ; whereas had we fought Broadſide 
and Broadfide, we muſt have wanted Men to manage our 
Guns, and fo, by diſcovering our Weakneſs, ſhould have 
been more in Danger of being overpowered by their 
ſuperior Numbers. After a ſharp Engagement of an 
Hour and twenty Minutes, the Spaniard ftruck her Stand- 
ard at the Maintopmaſt-Head, her Enſign Staff being 
ſhot away. One of the Span; Officers here engaged very 
gallantly, and refuſed, for ſome Time, to ſtrike the Colours, 
tho' he was ſhot at ſeveral Times ſingly, which fortunate- 
ly miſſed him; he was afterwards particularly regarded 
for his Bravery. We had two Men Killed, and Lieut. 
Bret and 15 Men wounded, tho' none mortally. On the 
Spani/h Ship's ſtriking we hoiſted out our Cutter (the reft 

of our Boats being rendered unſerviceable in the Engage- 
ment) and ſent her on Board with Licut. Sammare to take 
Poſſeſſion of her; there being then but little Wind, ſhe 
fel] on Board us, but ſoon cleared ; our Cutter returned 
with the Governor of Gaam, the Prize's Pilot, and ſome 
of the principal Officers and Paſſengers. The General, 
or Commander in Chief, named Don Geronimo Montero, 
a Portugueſe, being wounded in two Places, could not 
ſafely be removed, but all poſſible Care was taken of 
him on Board the Ship. We continued employing our 
Cutter and the Prize's Long-boat in bringing the Priſon- 
ers to our Veſlel, and ſent on board 5o Men with a Lieu- 
tenant to ſecure the Prize and the Priſoners left in her, 
together with two Surgeons to take Care of the Wound- 
ed. We likewiſe ſent on Board the Spaniard ſome Blocks 
and Coils of Ropes to repair her Rigging, it being much 
damaged, and great Part of it ſhot to Pieces, as alſo were 


her Maſts ; ſhe had 150 Shot paſſed thro? her Hull, many 


of them being between Wind and Water, which made 
ber very leaky ; her Maſts and Hull laying to up _ 
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Faſt of North. Having received on Board our Ship 
Zoo of the Priſoners, we ſent the Long-boat and Cut- 


I ter to bring off alſo the Money. The Prize was called 
at the Neuſtro Signora de Cabodongo, and came from Acapulco, 
of bound for Manilla; her Lading was chiefly Money, Plate, 
is and Virgin Silver; ſhe could mount 60 Guns, but had 
m but 42, 17 of which were Braſs, and 28 Patereroes, each 
Je of which laſt was loaded with ſeventy Muſket Balls, or 
ar tdeir Equivalent in old ruſty Nails, Flint Stones, and 


Shot caſt into four Quarters, like Slugs ; they likewiſe 
ſhot Chain-ſhot, and ſome double headed, with barb'd 
Points, and other Things, with us eſteem'd unlawful ; 
but all availed little, we keeping a continual Fire, which 
the Enemy returned very briſkly for the firſt Hour, but 
afterwards ſhe lay like a Mark to be fired at, only firing : 
now and then. We killed about ſeventy of her Men, and 
= wounded as many more. We had in our Ship at that 
time only two hundred and twenty ſeven Men, of whom 
about two hundred were Ernglih, and a great many of 
them Boys. All the Time of the Action the Spaniards 
had twenty Men quartered on the Deck, to throw the 
Dead over Board, and waſh and ſwab up the Blood; ſo 
that when our People boarded her, the Spectacle was not 
ſo bad as might have been expected. The Spaniſb Ge- 
neral, having heard of our ill Condition at Tenian, made 
ſure of taking us. He had provided a Netting-deck to 
prevent our boarding him. The greateſt Damage we 
received was in having our Foremaſt, Mainmaſt, and 
Bowſprit, ſomewhat wounded, and our Rigging ſhatter- 
ed. Our Ship received only fifteen Shot thro' her Hull, 
and had no more than two Men killed, viz. Thomas Rich- 
mond and George Walton, the former having his Head ſhot 
off by a nine Pound Shot. We found on board the Ship 
112 Bags and 6 Cheſts of Dollars, and one Bag of Plate. 
We expended in taking the Prize 24 Barrels of Powder, 
5000 Ib. of round Shot, 4 Rounds of Grape, and 4 of 
double Headed. v2 3 6 
Medueſday 22. We having thus taken the Spany/f 
Mip, and made ourſelyes Maſters of ſuch conſiderable 
Treaſure, began tranſporting the Money from her on 
on board us. Five of our Friſoners this Day 27 = 
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Board our Ship, of the Wounds they had received in the 1 


Engagement. 


Thurſday 23. We were ſtill agreeably employ'd in tak -- 

ing the Money out of the Prize, but the Wind increaſ- Þ? 
ing upon us, we were obliged to lay to, and to hand our 
Topſails; the Sea runnning very high, our Long-boat ÞY 
ſunk a Stern, and we were obliged to cut her away; the 
Prize likewiſe cut away her Pinnace. This Day another 


Prifoner died, on Board the Prize, of his Wounds. 

Friday 24. Towards Noon the Weather proving fa- 
vourable, we made Sail and wore Ship; and the Prize 
ſtruck his Foretopmaſt. 

Saturday 25. Freſh Gales of Wind and cloudy Wea- 
ther, with Squalls of Wind and Rain, which made us lay 
to. Wewere obliged to put a hundred of the Priſoners 
In the Prize's Hold. We ſent the Cutter on Board her, 
and got the Launch out ; brought on Board us from the 
Prize, by a moderate Computation, two hundred and 
eighty two Thouſand Dollars, with ſome wrought Plate. 
| The Spaniſb General being much recovered of his 
Wounds came on Board us from the Prize; and when 
he faw what an inconfiderable Number of People we had 
in our Ship, and thoſe deprefſed with Hardſhips and Sick- 
5 he even cried with Rage that he ſhould be taken 

us. 
8 26. Fair Weather, and light Airs of Wind 
next to Calms. We ſent a Maintopſail on Board the 
Prize. . Another of the Priſoners died. We were all 
this Day employ'd in tranſporting Money from the Prize 
to our Ship, having now receiv'd on Board, in all, thir- 
teen hundred thouſand Dollars, beſides wrought Plate. 

This Day we received on board from the 
Prize one 845 of Dollars and five Parcels of Plate, with

Luconia, or Manilla, one of the Philippine Iſlands, and 
= where our Prize was bound, is a large Ifland extending 


from 13: 30 to 19: oo North Latitude, and is in 


Length 160 Spa Leagues, but unequal in Breadth, be- 
ing in ſome Places twenty, in ſome thirty, and in others 
forty Leagues over. There are abundance of {mall Iſlands 
about it, eſpecially at the North End. The South Side 


fronts towards the Philippine Iſlands, the North End 


: ſeems to be more free of Hills than the South End, but 
l the Land appears all of a good Heighth. Manuilla, the 
chief City, lies at the Foot of a Ridge of high Hills, 


facing a ſpacious Harbour, near the Southweſt Point of 


| the Ifland, in about the Latitude of 1 4 North. It is a- 


bout two Miles in Circumference, and ſurrounded with a 
high ſtrong Wall, and is very well fortified with Forts 
and Breaſt-works. The Streets are wide and handſome, 
baving Galleries running along the Fronts of the Houſes. 
The Earthquakes having formerly done confiderable Da- 
mage to the City, and overturned ſeveral fine Houſes and 
Palaces, for that reaſon they now build very li u aboye 
the firſt Floor, There is a Cathedral which is pretty 
large, and ſeveral Churches and other religious Houſes. 
The Inhabitants are a Mixture of People, conſiſting of 
Samards, Chineſe; Indians, - It is computed — 
a | about 
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about three thouſand Souls within the Walls of the City, 
and as many more in the Chineſe Suburbs. The Harbour 
is ſo large that ſome hundreds of Ships may ride ſafely, Þ* 
and is never without many, both of their own and Strang- 
ers. Small Veſlels run up near the Town, but the Aa-. 


pulco Ships, and thoſe of a conſiderable Burthen, lie a 
League ſhort of it, where there are ſeveral Store-houſes 
to put Goods in, and a ſtrong Fort which commands the 
Entrance of the River. The Iſland is pretty well in- 
habited by :4:ans, but moſt of them, if not all, are 
under the Spaniarde, who are the Maſters of it. It is 
placed ſo equally between the rich Kingdoms of the 
Eaſt and Weſt, that it has been eſteemed the beſt Situati- 
on for Trade in the whole World; nor is there a Soil 
that produces greater Plenty of all Things neceſſary for 
Life, or can any Country appear more beautiful. There 
is a perpetual Verdure, with Buds, Bloſſoms, and Fruit 
upon the Trees, all the Year round, as well' on the 
Mountains as Gardens that are cultivated. We were in- 
formed that there are vaſt Numbers of Inhabitants to be 
found in the Woods and on the Mountains, who ſubſiſt 
only upon the Fruits of the Earth and the Veniſon they 
tale, there being a great Plenty of Deer, wild Hogs, and 
Goats in thoſe Woods. There are likewiſe in the Country 
ſuch great Numbers of wild Buffaloes, that a good Huntſ- 
man, on Horſe back, armed with a Spear, will Kill ten 
or twelve in a Day; the Spaniards take them for their 
Skins, which they ſell to the Chine/e 3 the Fleſh ſerving 
the Mountaineers for their Food. There is an abundance 
of Honey, fo that Wax is exceeding cheap ; the Natives 
in common make Candles of it, and there are ſeveral 
Kinds of Bees which produce it. There are likewiſe 
Monkies and Baboons here of a monſtrous Size ; ſome 
of them walk upon two Feet, and will defend themſelves 
if attacked by Men ; they often go down to the Sea-Side 
to catch Oyſters, Crabs, &c. and to prevent the Oyſter 
from cloſing and catching their Paws, they put in a Stone; 
they take the Crabs by thruſting their Tails into the 
Holes where they lie, and when the Crab takes hold of 
it. they draw him out. There are great Numbers of Civet 
Cats; and if their Civet is not taken away every * 
| | | they 
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they ſuffer ſo much Uneaſineſs from it, that they tumble 
about the Ground till the Bladder breaks, which eaſes 
them; there are alſo Cats of a Fox Colour, with Wings 
like a Bat, by the Help of which, it is ſaid, they will 
leap from Tree to Tree, above ſeven Yards diſtance, there 
are a great many Crocodiles and Alligators: The Female 
Crocodile lays her Eggs out of the Water to hatch; they 
are twice as big as a Gooſe-Egg, white, and as hard as a 
Stone; the Volk in them is but ſmall, like that of a 
Tortoiſe Egg; the Spaniarde, as well as Indians, eat the 
young Crocodiles. There is great Plenty of Fiſh, par- 
ticularly of one which the Spaniards call Peremuger, or 
Woman -fiſh, from its having a Breaft and ſecret Parts 
like a Woman; and ſometimes in theſe Seas is ſeen Sword- 
3 Fiſh fifteen Foot long. There is alſo a black Sea Fowl, 
call'd Tawan, leſs than a Hen, with a long Neck; ſne 
© lays her Eggs in the Sand by the Sea-fide, to the Number 
ol forty or fifty, in a Trench, and then covers them, and 
they are hatch'd by the Heat of the Sand; their Eggs 
are as big as a Gooſe's, and have but very little White 
in them; when the Chickens are hatch'd the Volk ap- 
2 pears whole and ſweet, and the Spaniards often eat the 
= Chickens and Volk together in the ſame Diſh, which 
are good Food; the Chickens feed on the Volk till 
they have Strength to break through the Sand, and then 
the Hen, who keeps near the Neſt, calls them out. 
There are here alſo Whales, Sea-Horſes, Turtles, Cc.

Some are Fudges in Civil and Crimi- 
nal Cauſes, others attend the Affairs of the Treaſury and 
Revenue, and others have the Command of the Militia. 
They are maintained at the Charge of the Government, hawv- 
2ng each a Salary of about 1000 Crowns a Year. By 
zheir Conſtitution, they are to remain in that Office but three 
Years, and are Natives of the Province where their Poſt 
2. Wo they are in many Reſpets ſubordinate to the Vice- 
roy, yet they are. a confiderable Check upon his Actions; nay, 
Jo great is their Authority and Influence, that if the Em- 
perar. abes not act agreeable to the Conſtitution, they are per- 
mitted to tell him of his Faults, provided it be wvith due 
Reſfect and Veneration, and io deſite him to refle& upon the

ny as Pages, and the Bargemen, who were eighteen in

all attended the Commodore to the Audience, who was. 
One of the Mandarines, thro' Miſ- 
take, having inform'd the Commodore, that the Viceroy 
would be ready to receive him at ſuch a Time, recollect- 
ing his Error, ſtopp'd the Commodore in the middle of 


the Street, for fear of his being at the Palace too ſooun; 8 


upon which the Commodore ſignified, by his Interpreter, 


that it did not become one in his Station to ſtop him in 


that Place, as he repreſented the King of Great Britain;

Canton 
is the Capital City of Quamtung, a Southern Province 
of the Empire of China; it lies under, or very near the 
Tropick of Cancer, and has one of the beſt Harbours in 
China. The City is defended towards the Water. ſide by 
two high Walls, with Towers upon them, and alſo with 
two ſtrong Caſtles. On the Side towards the Land there 
is likewiſe a good Wall defended by ſeveral Caſtles. 
There are a great Number of Idol Temples, Courts, Pa- 
laces, triumphal Arches, and other magnificent publick 
Buildings. The Houſes are built upon the Surface of the 
Ground, and ſupported by wooden Pillars without any 
other Foundation; they are but one Story high, and 
ſtand upon a confiderable Space of Ground, having ſeve- 
Tal open Courts within their Walls. So great is their Re- 
gory tor Privacy, that no Windows are made in their 
Jouſes towards the Street, nor look towards their Neigh- 
boeurs. The Windows in Summer are made of Cane or 
Rattan, but in the Winter they have Oyſter-Shells cut 
Diamond Faſhion, and ſet in wooden Frames, which af- 
ford but a dull Light. Juſt within the firſt Gate, at the 
Paſſage into their Houſes, they place a large Screen, to 
prevent Strangers from looking in when the Gate is 0- 
pen'd ; they being ſo prodigiouſly cautious of Strangers, 
that it is a great Favour to be admitted beyond the com- 
mon Hall, which is at the Entrance into their Houſes. 
The Furniture of the beſt Houſes conſiſts of Cabinets, 
Tables, varniſh'd Screens, China Ware, 9 and 
: | Pieces 
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Pieces of white Taffety, upon which laſt ſome Sentences 
of Morality are written in large Chineſe Characters. They 


have alſo Houſhold Gods, which they call Fos. They 
| ſometimes uſe their Gods very ſcurvily, for if they have 


ray'd to them a great while importunately, and find no 
ffect from their Prayers, they will reproach the wooden 


| Deity with his Neglect of them, and drag him thro? all 
the Kennels in the Streets to teach him better Manners ; 


But if they happen, in the mean time, to obtain what 
they had pray'd for, they carry their God home and put 


| him in his Place again, fall down and adore him, and 
beg him to excuſe the ignominious Uſage they have been 
| guilty of towards him ; then they new paint, waſh, and 


gild the Block, that it may be more propitious for the fu- 
ture. Their Beds are indeed fine; in Summer they have 


| Taffety Curtains, wrought with Flowers, Trees, and 
Birds, in Gold and Silver Embroidery; or they have Cur- 
| tains of Gauze, which ſerve to keep off the Flies and 


Gnats, but let in the Air; in cold Weather they have 


| Curtains made of coarſe Sattin, with the Figures of Dra- 
| Sons, and other Animals, and Plants wrought on them, 


with Counterpains of the ſame ; they have no Feather- 
beds, but uſe thick Quilts or Mattreſſes to lie on. The 
Walls are cover'd over in the Inſide of their Houſes with 
thin white Paper inſtead of Hangings. They have no 
Chimneys in their Rooms, but ſhallow Pots, or a ſort of 
Stoves of Charcoal towarm themſelves by in cold Weather, 
which they keep in the middle of the Rooms. The 
Pots for boiling their Meat are fix'd in Brick-work, a- 
bout the Height of our Stoves. The Streets are very 


ſtrait, but narrow, and pav'd with broad Stones; they 


are adorn'd with triumphal Arches, ſome of which ap- 
pear very grand: There are thirteen of theſe Arches, 
between the Water-gate and the Viceroy's Palace in Can- 
ton. The Shops of thoſe who deal in Silks are very neat, 
and ſtand moſt of them together in one of the beſt Parts 
of the Town. Tradeſmen of the ſame Profeſſion gene- 


rally live together in a Street. They ſet up a long Board 


before their Shops, on which are written the Names of 
the Goods. they fell; on the Top of theſe Boards are 
placed Pendants and Streamers, which make a very a. 
3 | AJrecable 
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greeable Show. They have no Signs, but the Name of 
every Tradeſman is written in large Letters over his 
Door, as ſome of our Tradeſmen are in London. There 
is a Market almoſt in every Street, where Fleſh, Fiſh, 
Poultry, Greens, and all Sorts of Proviſions are ſold very 
reaſonable, the Fiſhmongers keep their Fiſh alive in 
Ciſterns, and have the largeſt Carp that I ever ſaw, but 
they taſte muddy. Every Thing is ſold by Weight, as 
Eggs, Fowls, Fruit, &c. and even Liquids. I was told 
that they would ſometimes cram the Poultry with Stones 
and Gravel to encreaſe their Weight. They are certain- 
Iy very great Cheats, and will impoſe upon any one if 
they can. N | 

The Chineſe Men are large and well ſet, with broad 
Faces, dark Eyes, ſhort Noles, and thin Beards, which 
they wear Jong on the Bottom of the Chin and upper 
Lip, but pull the Hair off from the other Parts of their 
Cheeks. The Women, by keeping cloſe, and being ſcarce 
ever expoſed to the Sun, are pretty fair ; their principal 
Dreſs conſiſts in their Hair, which is partly made up in 
a Roll, and the reſt divided into two Locks which fall a- 
bout their Necks. Their Feet are very ſmall, occaſion'd 
by their cloſe binding them as ſoon as they are born, ſo 
that the Foot of a grown Woman is not much bigger 
than an Ergl/þ Child's of three Years old. They wear 
a long Sattin Veſt, of red, blue, or green, the elderly 
Women generally chuſe black or purple ; they have over 
this a looſe Gown with wide Sleeves, ſo long, that it 
would reach to the Ground, if not held up ; under the 
Veſt they wear a Waiſtcoat of Taffety, which wraps o- 
ver the Breaſt, and is laced or tied on the Right-ſide, 
ang has cloſe Sleeves; they have alſo Drawers of the 

me. 

The Men wear no Hats, but a Cap, which does not 
come ſo low as their Ears; they carry a Fan in their 
Hands to ſcreen them from the Sun. They ſhave their 


Heads except one Lock behind, which the better Sort

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eat, they fit croſs-legg'd, and uſe neither Cloth, Nap- 
kin, Knife, nor Fork, but little Sticks of Ebony, or other 
Wood, with which they take up their Meat very dex- 
terouſly. When they eat Rice and Broth, they hold the 
Cup to their Mouths, and lade it in with their Sticks. 
They are great Gluttons, and commonly eat four Times 
a Day ; if their Buſineſs is never ſo engaging, they will 
Nuff at their uſual Hours, and cram the Rice with their 
Chop Sticks into their Mouths ſo greedily, that theywould 
be choak'd, if they did not often waſh it down with a 
Cup of Shamſhue that ſtands by them. Tea is their 
principal Liquor. Wine they have none, tho' their 
Country abounds with Grapes. They have another ſtrong 
Liquor beſides Shamſhue, made by an Infuſion of Wheat 
in ſcalding Water, and taſtes like Mum, which they call 
 Hocſhue. They generally eat their Meat cold, and drink 
their Liquors hot. | 
They have much Ceremony at their Entertainments, 
which was very diſagreeable to us; whenever a mouth- 
ful of Meat is taken up, or a Cup of Liquor drank, a 
Perſon ſtands to beat Time, that every one may handle 
their Sticks, or Cup, and put the Meat or Drink into 
their Mouths, at the ſame Time. The Entertainment 
begins with drinking Wine, as it is called, tho' it be a 
Liquor made of Rice. This is preſented to every one of 
the Gueſts at the ſame Time, in a ſmall China or Silver 
Cup; they take hold of it with both their Hands, and 
lift the Cup as high as their Heads, and then drink with- 
out ſpeaking a Word. If any Perſon don't care to drink 
it is neceſſary to make the Motion however, and hold 
the Cup to his Head as long as the reſt, and it is not 
taken Notice of whether he drinks or not. After this 
a Diſh of Meat is ſerved up to each Table; when the 
Maſter of the Feaſt gives the Sign, the two Sticks are 
taken up and flouriſhed, after which they ſtrike them in- 
to the Diſh, and very dexterouſly carry a Piece of Meat 
to their Mouths. They are to take as much Care as 
{ble that their Mouths all move together, that one 
may not have done before another ; for either to be be- 
forehand, or make the reſt wait, is reckoned a great 


Piece of Rudeneſs, and throws all into Confuſion. When 
5 ; El this 
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_ this is done, they Aouriſh their little Sticks again, and 
having taken two or three Mouthfulls of a Diſh, the 
Maſter of the Houſe gives the Sign to lay down their 
Arms, which they do exactly in the ſame Order they found 
them. Then comes the Liquor again, which is drunk 
off with the ſame Ceremony as before. They drink, or 
rather ſip, after they have taſted a Mouthſul or two of 
a Diſh, and ſometimes there is not leſs than twenty ſerved 
up; but the Cups are little, and no Man drinks more 
than he has a mind to; if he do but make the Motion, 
he has been obſerved before, it is ſufficient. They ſit 

lent at Table often three or four Hours, and when the 
Maſter of the Houle thinks every one has eat as much as 
as will, he gives the Sign to riſe. Then they get up, 
and take a Turn in the Garden, or ſome Part "of the 
Houſe, for about a Quarter of an Hour ; after which 
they return to the Dining Room, where they find the De- 
ſert, conſiſting of Sweet-meats and dried Fruits, which 
they eat with' their Tea. 

The common Salutation is the lay ing the Right-Hand 

to their Breaſt, and bowing the Head a little; when they 
would ihew greater Reſpect, they join both Hands to- 
gether, and bow their whole Body pretty low : Where 
one ſalutes a Perſon of ſuperior Quality in his Houſe, or 
elſewhere, he falls on one Knee, and remains in that 
Poſture, till the Perſon he ſalutes takes him up, which he 
does in an Inſtant. It would be an Affront to ſalute a 
Magiſtrate when he appears in Publick, unleſs:the Perſon 
has particular Buſineſs with him ; but People ftand up 
while they are carried by, with their Arms a=crols, and 
their Eyes fixed upon the Ground. 
— Tobacco is greatly eſteemed by them, which hes of- 
ten ſmoak in ſmall Quantities, in Braſs Pipes, having a 
Bowl about as big as a Thimble ; theſe they hang at 
their Girdles, and uſe them ſeveral Months without clean- 
In 

Neto and Rebellion are puniſhed with the greateſt | 
Rigour ; the Criminal being condemned to be cut in ten 
thouſand Pieces. The Executioner ties the Malefactor 
to a Stake, and firſt fleas his Fore- head, letting the Skin 


hg: over his Eyes, that he may not {ee how 9 
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he is mangled ; then having cut and tormented the 
Wretch till he is weary, what remains of him 1s torn 
in Pieces by the Mob. Where the Crime is very great, 


the Children and Family of the Offender ſuffer with him. 


Murder is puniſhed by Death, which is inflicted different 
ways: The meaner Sort are beheaded, that being deem- 
ed the moſt ignominious Puniſhment ; and Perſons of 
Quality are ſtrangled. Neither Theft or Adultery, un- 
leſs ſome great Violence 1s done to the Party, are puniſh- 
ed with Death, but by the Baſtinado ; or the Offender 
has a thick Board hung about his Neck, and is expoſed 
every Day, the Crime being written on the Board. The 
common People have a Burying Place without the City, 
where they are laid promiſcuouſly. No Perſons are ever 
buried within the Walls of the City ; nor is the dead 
Corpſe of a Perſon, who has died in the Country, ever 
| luffered to be brought into a TowWn. Their Coffins are 
made of the moſt laſting Wood, very large, and fix or 
eight Inches thick; much in the Shape of ours. For 
the better Sort of People, they are varniſhed, carved, 
and gilded, and often coſt ſeyeral Hundred Crowns. 
When a Perſon of Diſtinction dies, they dreſs the Body 
In the beſt Cloaths they wore, and having placed it in a 


Chair, the Wives, Children, Relations, and Friends 


proſtrate themſelves before it, paſſionately bewailing their 
Loſs. The third Day after, the Corpſe is put into the 
Coffin, and covered with a Piece of Silk, and the Picture, 
or Image, of the Deceaſed, placed upon it; and then it 
is put into a large Room hung with white Linnen, and 
having an Altar in the Middle of it, the Relations are 
again introduced, who bring with them Wax-lights ard 
Incenſe, which they burn upon the Altar, and again 
proſtrate themſelves before the Corpſe. In the mean 
Time, the Sons of the Deceaſed, cloathed in coarſe 
Linnen, 'girt about them with an ordinary Cord, ſtand 
on one Side of the Coffin, in a very mournful Poſture ; 
and on the other Side, behind a Curtain, fits the Mother 
with the Daughters, lamenting themſelves in ſuch Strains 
as the Cuſtom requires; the Prieft in the mean Time 
finging mournful Songs for ſeveral Days. Tables are 
let, and Variety of Diſhes ſerved up, which the e 
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| ſhares amongſt them at Night. Over the Gate hangs a 
large Scroll of Paper, wherein is written the Name and 
Quality of the Deceaſed, with an Account of his Virtues 
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and great Actions. The Coffin being very thick, and 


well pitched and varniſhed over, they keep the Body ſe- 
veral Months, ſometimes Years, before they bury it; the 
Sons ſleep on Mats about the Coffin for a hundred Days, 
and eat no Fleſh, nor drink ſtrong Liquor, and are'forbid 
to be at any Entertainment, or to be concerned in any 
HBuſineſs for three Years. Upon the Day appointed for the 
Funeral, the Friends are again aſſembled, to follow the 
Corpſe to the Grave, when ſeveral Images of Men, Wo- 
men, Elephants, Lions, and other Beaſts, made of paint- 
ed Paper, are prepared to be burnt at the Place of Inter- 
ment; there are alſo carried Torches, and great Copper 
© Incenſe-Pots, to offer Incenſe to the Deceaſed ; ſeveral 
Pageants are alſo born before the Corpſe, as triumphal 
” Chariots, Caſtles, Sc. with Tables of rich Perfumes and 
Meats ; after which follow the Prieſts with Drums, Wind 
| Muſick, and gingling Bells; then the Coffin is carried 
upon a Bier, by twenty or thirty Men under an arched 
| Canopy, followed by the Sons on Foot, leaning on 


Crutches, as ſcarce able to ſupport themſelves ; after 
theſe come the Women in cloſe Chairs, covered with 
white Silk, or Linnen; and tho they cannot be ſeen, 
deafen the Company with their perpetual Howling, an 
oftentimes Women are hired to howl on this Occaſion. 
The Tomb is a large arched Vault, as big as an ordinary 
Houſe, and covered with Plaiſter of Paris, ſo that no 
Wet can penetrate. There is uſually one great Gate at 
the Entrance, and a leſs on the Right and Left. The De- 
ceaſed being interr'd, an Altar is erected, on which Lights 
are placed, and the Friends and Relations, at certain Sea- 
ſons, proſtrate themſelves before it with their Faces to 
the Ground, pouring out Wiue, offering Meats, and burn- 
ing Incenſe, with the Pictures of Men and Animals on 
gilt Paper, which they apprehend are converted into the 
Things they repreſent, and that they will be of Service 
to the Deceaſed in the other State. The Virtues and 
great Actions of e whether real or imaginary, 
| 2 are 
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are engraved on Marble, or other Stone, and placed i in 
the Vault before the Altar. 

The Country produces Black Cattle, Buffaloes, and 
SLEEP, whoſe Tafts are prodigious large. Deers and Hares 
they have in great Numbers, with Plenty of black Hogs, 
whoſe Bellies reach the Ground, and which are reckoned 
very good Meat. Geeſe, Hens, and Ducks are in great 
Plenty ; their Eggs are hatched in Dunghills, or Ovens, 
As to Fiſh they have great Store, and beſides other Me- 
thods, they have a peculiar Way of catching them, by 
breeding large Birds, like Cranes, which they have much 
under Command; theſe they place on the Sides of their 
Boats, and on the Sight of a Fiſh, they give a Signal, at 
which the Birds take their Flight, and ſpread themſelves 
the Breadth of the River or Lake; when they have ſeiz- 
ed a Fiſh they bring it to their Maſter alive, and imme- 
diately take their Flight for more; when their Maſters 
have gotten a ſufficient Store, they unlooſe a String (which 
they put about the Birds Necks to prevent their ſwallow- 
ing the Fiſh) and let them prey ſometime for themſelves. 
They have a particular curious Sort of Fiſh, call'd the 
Gold and Silver Fiſh, that are exceeding beautiful, and 
Kept in Baſons in their Gardens ; they are about the 
Length and Bigneſs of a Man's Finger; the Male is of 
a fine Red, from the Head to the Middle of the Body, the 
reſt to the Tail is of ſuch a ſplendid Gold Colour, that 
no Gilding whatſoever can equal it; the Female is of 2 
pure Silver white, the Tail is thick like a Tuff, which is 
an Addition to its Beauty: They are a very tender Fiſh, 
and therefore great Care is taken of them to ſhelter them 
from the Heat, and their Water is often changed. There 
is a great Quantity of Ginger, which grows wild in many 
Places near the Sea ; but this is not near ſo good as that 
which is cultivated. There are two Kinds of this Plant, 
Male, and Female. The Female has the ſmaller Leaf, 
and the Root is not ſo large as that of the other. The 
Leaf of this Vegetable is like that of a Reed, and 

not eaſily diſtinguiſhed from it. The Root 1s dug up a- 
bout the Middle of Summer, when the Leaf begins to 
fall; it is not ſo good freth ard moiſt as when dried ; it 
is reckoned very good in many Diſtempers, rannten 
18 
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the Cholick. Sugar Canes grow here in great Abundance; 
they are found chiefly in marſhy Grounds, and have 
Leaves like thoſe of Reeds; they are about three Fingers 
thick, and full of Knots, and ſhoot up ſix or ſeven Feet 
high.

While it is growing to make Poles for their Chairs. Of 
the Bambous are often made Canoes, or Wherries, and,

| neſs ; they ſerve alſo inſtead of Timber in their Houſes . 
and other Buildings. They have a Tree which they call 

E a Tallow Tree, about the Height of a Cherry-Tree, the 
Leaf is ſhaped like a Heart, and cf a lively Red; the 
Fruit is encloſed in a Rind, divided into three Segments, 
which open when ripe, and diſcover three white Kernels 
| as big as a {mall Nut; theſe have all the Qualities of 
| Tallow, both in Smell, Colour, and Conſiſtency, and 
| they make their Candles thereof ; but the Wick being 
made of a ſmall dry Stick, inſtead of Cotton, they do 
not burn ſo clear as ours, and create an offenſive Smell. 


Tea is a Plant that uſually grows at the Foot of a 


| Mountain, and the beſt upon a ſtony Soil; the Root of 
it reſembles that of a Peach-tree, and its Flowers that of 


White wild Roſes. The Tree is of all Sizes, from two 
Feet to an 100 in height, and ſome of them are ſo thick 
that two Men can ſcarce graſp them. Bohea, Imperial, 
and common Green Tea, all grow on the ſame Tree, 
and only the Seaſon of the Year, when it is gathered, 
makes the Difference. Bohea is the firſt Bud, gathered 
in the Beginning of March, and dried in the Shade; the 
Imperial is the {ſecond Growth, in April; and the com- 
mon Green Tea the laſt, in May and June. The two 
latter are dried in little Pans over the Fire. 1 

FCC Jant 
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Plant is ever-green, and is in Flower from Ocfober to 
7 anuary. 

China Ware is made of a very ſtiff Clay, or rather 
ſoft white Stone, found in the Quarries of the Province 
of Quamſi; the Pieces whereof being waſhed, and ſe- 
Parated from the other, Earth wherewith it is mixed, are 
beaten to a very ſine Powder, which they make into a 
Paſte, and knead and beat it a long Time afterwards, 
that the Water may the better incorporate with it. They 
uſe a particular Water, which is not to be found in the 
ſame Part of the Country the Earth is; it is impregnat- 
ed with a peculiar Sort of Salt that purifies and refines the 
the Clay more than any other. When the Paſte is ſuf- 
ficiently kneaded, they form their Veſſels, and expoſe 
them to the Sun, Morning and Evening; but take them 
in when the Sun 1s too hot, for fear of warping them. 
Thus they dry the Veſſels by Degrees, and paint them as 
they find the Earth proper to receive it. They alſo waih 
the Cups over with a Sort of Lye, orVarniſh, made of the 
lame Matter the Paſte is compoſed of, which gives them 
a particular Luſtre. After this they bake them in a Fur- 
nace, which they heat with a gentle uniform Fire ; and 
for fear they ſhould receive any Damage from the Air, 
they do not draw them out immediately after they are 
baked, but let them cool gradually before they expoſc 
them to the Air: From whence it appears that it requires 
a great deal: of Care and Patience to bring this neat Ma- 
nufacture to Perfection; but it is a great Miſtake to 
think that it takes up many Years, as ſome have re- 
ported; nay, it is evident that it is not many Months a- 
bout; for if you ſend them Patterns of Veſſels from Ez. 
rope, they imitate, and return you the Kinds propoſed 
In a very ſhort Time. There are three different Sorts of 

China Ware, diſtinguiſhed by the different Colours ; the 


_ firſt is yellow, and though this is coarſer than either of 


the other, yet being the Imperial Colour, it is always 
uſed in the Emperor's Court, and is not allow'd to other

The ſeveral 
Iflands in the Streights of Sunda, are very ſerviceable to 
Ships in their Paſſage thro' ; becauſe here they may be 
refreſhed and recruited with ſeveral ordinary Accommo- 
dations, and be furniſhed with Maſts, Yards, Pitch, and 
Tar. There is a Sort of Tree that grows here, from 


Which the Inhabitants extract Tar. The Trees are a-

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bout three or four Foot Diameter in the Body. The Me- 
thod of extracting Tar from them is thus; they cut a 
great Gap horizontally in the Body of the Tree half thro', 
about a Foot from the Ground, and then cut the upper 
Part of the Body aſlope, inwardly downward, till in the 
Middle of the Tree it meets with the Traverſe cutting or 
plain, in this plain horizontal ſemicircular Stump they 
make a Hollow like a Baſon, that may contain a Quart 
or two. Into this Hole the Juice, which drains from the 
wounded upper Part of the Tree, falls, and from thence 
It is emptied every Day. This Juice being boiled a lit- 
tle becomes perfect Tar, and with long boiling it will be- 
come as hard as Pitch. We often uſed it both ways, and 

found it very ſerviceable. The Juice will run ſo from the 
Tree ſome Months, and then dry up; and the Tree will 
recover again. The Ifland of Samatra is to the N. W. 
of the Streights ; the Air of this Iſland is generally very 
unwholeſome, it lying under the Equinoctial, and from 
the hot ſultry Weather, changing often ſuddenly to chil- 
ing Cold. The Inhabitants are of a ſwarthy Complexi- 
on, ſtrait, and well limb'd, but their Features no way 
engaging ; they beſmear themſelves over-with ſinking 
Oil, which renders them very diſagreeable to an European. 
Their Cloathing is a kind of Drawers br Breeches, and 
2 Piece of Silk, or Calicoe, thrown looſe about their Bo- 
dies; the poorer Sort have only a Cloth about their 
Loins to hide their Nakedneſs. Their ordinary Food is 
Rice and Fiſh ; the Rice they make up in large Balls in 
their Hands, and then cram it into their Mouths, taking 

a little Water to reliſh it; they have ſome Meat for the 
better Sort, ſuch as Mutton, Goat's Fleſh, Veniſon, and 
Buffaloes, which laſt is very coarſe Food, and their Meat 
in general is very dry and inſipid. Their uſual Liquors 
are fair Water or Tea; they have alſo a Liquor which 
is called Today, that is drawn from the cut Branches of 
the Cocoa Tree, which is very cooling and. pleaſant. 
They are ever chewing Betel, Opium, or Tobacco. 
Their Method of ſmoaking Tobacco is not in a Pipe, 
but they take a Leaf, and roll it up about the Thickneſs 
of a Man's Finger, and light it at one End, and ſmoał it 
at the other, till it is about two Thirds conſumed, When 
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it is thrown away. They are greatly addicted to Gaming, 
Cock fighting is their favourite Sport, and Stag-hunting 
is much practiſed by them; they firſt rouſe the Game 
with ſome ſmall yelping Curs, and then the Huntſmen, 
who are almoſt naked, run it down on Foot, darting their 
| Launches at the Deer when they come within Diſtance. 
The principal Trade is Pepper and Gold Duſt. The 
Pepper Plant requiring ſomething to ſupport it, they plant 
| a thorny Tree by it, and che Vine having run upa conſider- 
able Height the Twigs bend down again, on which the 
Berries hang in Clufters, almoſt as large as a Bunch of 
> Grapes, and of much the ſame Figure, but diſtinct, as 
our Currants or Elder-Berries are; the Vines ſeldom pro- 
| duce any Fruit till the fourth Year, and ceaſe bearing at 
ten. The Leaf in ſhape reſembles that of Ivy, but is 
ſomewhat larger, and of a paler Green. They general- 
{ly have two Crops in a Year, one in September and Octo- 
ber, the other, which is but a little Crop, in March and 
Abril. Rice is the only Grain which grows in this 
Country. It is firſt ſown in little Beds or Plots, and af- 
ter it is grown fix or ſeven Inches, they plant it in their 
Fields, in ſtrait Lines, as our Gardeners do their Beans, 
leaving a proper Space between, and continually ſupply- 
ng it with Water until it is ripe; then they cut and 
reſh it in the Fields where it grows. The Rice has an

bring them all the Merchandize of China at an eaſier 


Rate than they could have it by ſending their Fleets 
_ thither. - Batavza is the great Magazine or Store-Houle i 
of the Dutch Eaſt-India Company; hither they import 


the Merchandizes of Japan of the Spice lands, Per- 


ſia, Surat, Bengal, and of the Coaſts of Malabar and 


Cormandel, as well as every Thing that Europe affords. 
One Sort of Goods they barter for another all over the 
Indies; and having furniſhed themſelves with what is 
moſt valuable in the Faft, they tranſport it into Europe, 
where all is converted into ready Money; ſo far is their 
India Trade from diminiſhing their Treaſure, that it 
furniſhes them with more than all the Trade of the 
World beſides. ' They have not only Spice ſufficient 
of their own Growth to purchaſe every Thing they 
ſtand in Need of in India, and to ſupply all Europe, but 
they burn and deſtroy vaſt Plantations every Vear to en- 
hance the Price. The Governor-Genera} of Batavia 
takes upon him the State of a King; and accordingly 
when he appears abroad, his Coach is preceded by a 
Troop. of Horſe-Guards, a Company of Halberdeers 
{ſurround it, and a Company of Foot bring up the Rear. 
His Guards are cloathed in Yellow Sattin, trimm'd 
with Silver Lace and Fringe, and make a more glitter- 
ing Show than the Guards of any Prince in Europe. 
'Fhe Governor's Lady has alſo her Guards and Equi- 


page, not inferior to a Queen. The diſciplined Troops, 
the Dach maintain in and about Batavia and Bantan, 


are computed to be about twenty Thouſand Men, of 
which one half may be Europeans. The Soldiery are in 
great Subjection, and except the Governor's Guards, 


they make but a very mean Appearance; their Cloath- 


ing being very indifferent, and of ſeveral Colours: And 
tho' a Shoemaker, or the meaneſt Tradeſman, is allow- 
ed a Slave to carry an Umbrella over his Head, this 
Honour is not vouchſafed to an Enſign, who is a Com-

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miſſioned Officer. The Revenues of the Government 
of Batavia are juſt what the Dutch pleaſe to make 
them; as the Inhabitants are rich, and every Thing has 


almoſt a Duty laid upon it, they muſt be very conſidera- 
ble. Tis ſaid that the Chine/e, who are not leſs than 
| eighty thouſand Men, under the Datch Government, pay 
KF a Crown Head for a Permiſſion to wear their Hair, and 


a Crown more for every Silver or Gold Bodkin they 
wear in it, of which the better Sort uſe ſeveral. This 
may ſerve as an Inſtance how arbitrary the Dutch are, 


and-how very ealy it is for them to raiſe what Sums they 


pleaſe. The Iſland of Java abounds with all. Manner 
of Indian Fruits, ſuch as Cocoas, Plantains, Pine-Ap- 


ples, Mangoes, Oranges and Lemons, Cc. alſo Cattle, 
ſuch as Hogs, and the like; wild Animals, as Deer, 
Rabbits, &c. they have alſo a tolerable Number of ſer- 


viceable {mall Horſes, and in their Foreſt are found“ 
Monkeys, Tygers, and vaſt Quantities of InſeQs, 
which, if the annual Rains fail, devour the Fruits of 
the Earth.

This Day compleated watering our Ship, 
having in all 108 Tons; had likewiſe got in Supplies of 
Proviſions, and repaired our Rigging, and had every 
Thing in Order for failing, having been at Anchor at 
the Cape of good Hope for three Weeks, wiz. ſince the 13th 
of March, during which Time, beingS@ften. aſhore, I 
made the few following Remarks on the Country and 
Natives of the Place. 

The Dutch Town, which has obtained the Name of 
the Cape, lies in the Latitude 34: 15. Longitude 18 De- 
grees to the Eaſtward of London. It extends itſelf from 
the Sea-ſhore along the Table Valley to the Company's Gar- 
den, containing between three and four hundred Houſes, 
regularly laid out into ſpacious Streets, with Courts before 
them, and large Gardens behind them. The Houſes are 
built of Stone, but thatched, and ſeldom more than-one 
Story high. The ſtormy Weather they are ſubject to, 


obliges them to build low, and to thatch moſt of them 
Ne VIL O inſtead 
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inſtead of tiling, that they might not be nock'd on the 
Head by the Tiles as they go about the Streets. The 
Church is a handſome Edifice but perfeQly plain, without 


any manner of Ornament, eicher on the Inſide or out; 
and both Church and Steeple are thatcht for the ſame 


Reaſon I preſume as the Houſes in the Town are. They 
have no Seats or Pews as we have in our Churches, only 
Forms, and when the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper is 
adminiſtred, a large Table is placed before the Pulpit, 


and they ſit round it, and in that Poſture receive the Ele- 


ments. They have alſo a fine Hoſpital here, where they 
{end the ſick Seamen that arrive in their Fleets going to 
and from India, which are there duly attended. At a 
little Diſtance from the Town, in the ſame Valley, the 
Dutch have a noble Fort or Citadel, built of Stone, which 
defends the landing Place, h: aving : about fifty Guns. In 
this Fort they keep a Garrifon of about two hundred 
Soldiers, and here the Governor and principal Officers 
of the Company have their reſpective Apartments; and 
there are likewiſe very large and commodiousStore- houſes 
belonging to the Government. The Company has be- 

tween five or ſix hundred Officers and Servants at the Cape, 
beſides Slaves, which are near ſix hundred more; the laft 
are lodged in a large Building in the Town, which is di- 
vided into two Wards, one for the Men, and the o- 
ther for the Women, and adjoining to it is a Pri- 


ſon for the Lewd and Diſſolute, who are kept to 


hard Labour. n the Backſide of the Town, the Dutch 
Eaſt India Gn has a large Houſe, and a ſtately Gar- 
den, which takes up abont nineteen Acrees, walled in 
with a high Stone Wall, where they have introduced al- 
moſt all the Fruits, Flowers, Roots, and Herbs, that 
are to be found in Europe, Aſia, or Africa; and moſt of 
them are ſo im proved, that they flouriſh more than they 
did in their reſpective Climate and Countries from whence 
they were brought. This Garden is watered by Springs, 
tat fall down from the Table Mountain juſt above them. 
The Apples and Pears of Europe are planted here, with 
the Grapes of Aſia, as well as thoſe of Europe, all of a 
delicious Flavour. Here are alſo Lemons, Oranges, 
Citrons, Figs, Japan Apples, Pomegranates, and infi- 
nite

nite Variety of other Fruits, all excellent in their Kind. 
The Hedges which part the Walks are very thick, and 
nine or ten Feet high, and are kept exceeding neat and 
even by continual pruning; there are alſo lower Hedges, 
which ſerve to ſeparate the Fruit Trees from each other, 
as alſo the Roots and Garden Herbs in their diſtinct Places; 


theſe are all in ſuch an Order, as is exceeding pleaſant 
and beautiful. All Strangers are allowed a Liberty to 
walk in the Garden, and by the Servants Leave we were 


permitted to taſte the Fruits. At a little Diſtance from 


the Town are ſeveral beautiful Country Seats, Vineyards, 


and Gardens, extending far into the Country. And every 
Houle almoſt in the Town has, beſides a Vineyard, a 
Kitchen Garden, in which are the ſame Herbs and Roots 
as in ours at England. The Dutch that live in the Town 


get conſiderably by the Ships that frequently touch there, 


chiefly by the Reſort of Strangers who come aſhore to 
refreſh themſelves, and who frequently give a Dollar a 
Day for their Entertainment, tho' Bread and Fleſh are 
as cheap there as in England. The high Duties which 
the Company lays upon Liquors, render them exceeding- 
ly dear. The Government of the Cape is adminiſtred by 
eight Courts or Councils. The Grand Council, or Col- 


lege of Policy, conſiſts of the Governor and eight 
of the principal Officers; theſe have the Direction of 
the Trade and Navigation, and have the chief Manage- 


ment of all Affairs tend ing to the Benefit and Safety of 
the Settlement. The College of Juſtice, which is com- 
poſed of the ſame Members, determine all civil and 
criminal Caſes of Importance. An inferior Court of 
Juſtice, for deterrhining T'reſpaſſes, Aſſaults, Breaches of 
the Peace, and Actions of Debt under a hundred Crowns. 


A Court of Marriages, which examine into the Legality 


of every Marriage Contracted before it is celebrated. 
The Court of Orphans, without the Conſent of this Court 
no Orphan can marry under the Age of 25 Years. An 
Eccleſiaſtical Council, for the Government of the Re- 
formed Churches at the Cape, (for there is a Colony of 
French Proteſtants) this Council determines finally all the 
temporal Matters, and many ſpiritual Concerns re- 
lating to the Church. The Office of the Common 
5 O 2 5 Council 
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Council is to propoſe Matters to the Grand Council, and 
to collect Taxes. And the Council of Militia, who once 
a Year muſter both Horſe and Foot. . 
The Country is mountainous, but the Hills, and Val- 
lies, are very fruitful, and produce all Manner of Grain 
as in England, except Oats and Lentils; a great deal of 
good Hemp is raiſed here; their Vines flouriſh exceeding- 
ly, ſcarce a Cottage at the Cape but has a Vineyard, 
which produces Wine enough for the Family and ſome 
for Sale. And the Country is adorned with Groves of 
Trees, and a great Variety of Plants and Flowers, that 
are watered by little Rivulets, and render it charmingly 

pleaſant during the Summer Seaſon. The Natives are a 

tawny ſort of People, who call themſelves Hotentots, and 

are the next to Beaſts of any People on the Face of the 

Earth. Both Men and Women'are of a middle Stature, 

with ſmall Noſes, little Mouths and Eyes, and oval 

Faces; they have a woolly Hair on their Heads. They 
daub their Bodies, and the Inſide of their Caps and Man- 

tles, with Greaſe and Soot. Soon after their Children are 

born, they lay them in the Sun, or by the Fire, and rub 

them over with Fat or Batter, mix'd with Soot, to render 
them of a deeper black, for they are naturally tawny ; 
and this they continue to do themſelves almoit every Day 
of their Lives, after they are grown up, not only to in- 
creaſe their Beauty, but to ſupple their Limbs. 

The Men cover themſelves with only two raw Sheeps 
Hides, juſt as they come from the Sheep's Back. In the 
Day they wear them like a Mantle over their Shoulders, 

which reaches below their Waiſts, and is faſtened with 

a Thong about their Necks; and ift the Night when 
- they ſleep, one of them ſerves them to lye on inſtead of 

a Bed, and the other covers them, and thus they lye like 
Beaſts, Men, Women and Children, and the whole Fa- 
mily together: In the Winter they wear the wooly Side 
next their Backs, and in the Summer the other; and 
this is all the Winding Sheet they have when they die. 
"Phe Chief and moſt diſtinguiſt'd amongſt them wear 
Tygers Skins, or ſome other Skin that is more valuable 
than the Sheep's- Skin. They cover their Secrets with a 


ſquare Piece of Skin about two Hands breadth, . 
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Iy with a Cat's Skin, the hairy fide outwards, which is 
faſtened by a String or Girdle about their Bodies. The 
Men alſo hang about their Necks a greaſy Pouch, in 
which they keep a Knife, Pipe, and Tobacco, and ſome 
Dacha, (which intoxicates Iike Tobacco) and a little 
Piece of Wood burnt at both Ends as a Charm againſt 
Witchcraft. They wear alſo three large Ivory Rings on 


their Left Arm, to which they faſten a Bag of Proviſions 
when they travel. They wear a kind of Sandals, made 
of the raw Hide of an Ox or Elephant, when they travel 


thro' ſtony Countries. The Men cover their Heads with 
Handfuls of Greaſe and Soot mix'd together; and, going 


without any Thing elſe on their Heads in Summer-time, 


the Duſt ſticks to it, and makes them a very filthy Cap; 
which, they ſay, cools them, and preſerves them from 


the ſcorching Heat of the Sun; and in Winter they wear 


flat Caps, of Cat or Lamb's-Skin, half-dry'd, which they 
tie with a Thong of the ſame under their Chins. The 
Women wear Caps, the Crowns whereof are a little 
rais'd ; and theſe are made alſo of half-dry'd Skins, and 


tied under their Chins. They ſcarce ever pull them off 


Night or Day, Winter or Summer. They uſually wear 
two Mantles, one upon another, made of Sheep Skins, or 
other Skins, which are ſometimes border'd with a Fringe 
of raw Leather; and as theſe are only faſten'd with a 
Thong about their Necks, they appear naked down to 


the Middle: They have an Apron larger than that of 


the Men's to cover them before, and another ſtill larger 
that covers their Backſides. About their Legs they wrap 
Thongs of half-dry'd Skins, to the Thickneſs of a Jack- 
Boot, -which are ſuch a Load to them, that they lift up 


their Legs with Difficulty, and walk very much like a 
Trooper in Jack-Boots ; this ſerves both for a Diſtincti- 


on of their Sex, and for Ornament. But this is not all 


their Finery : If they are People of any Figure, inſtead 


of Sheep-Skin they wear a Tyger-Skin, or a Mantle of 


wild Cats-Skins. They have alſo a Pouch hangs about 
.their Necks, (in which they always carry ſomething to 


eat, whether they are at home or abroad) with Dacha, 


Tobacco, and a Pipe. But the chief Ornaments, both of 
Men and Women, are 


Braſs or Glaſs Beads, with little 
03 thin 
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thin Plates of glittering Braſs and Mother of Pearl, which 
they wear in their Hair, or about their Ears. Of theſe 
Braſs and Glaſs Beads, ſtrung, they a!ſo make Necklaces, 
Bracelets for the Arms, and Girdles; but chuſe the 
ſmalleſt Beads for their Necks : Thoſe are fineſt that 
have the moſt Strings of them ; and their Arms are 
ſometimes cover'd with Bracelets from thegWriſt to the 
Elbow; the largeſt Beads are on the Stef 3 about the 


middle; in theſe they aff ct a Variety of Colours, all 
of which the Dutch furniſh them with, and take their 


Cattle in Return. Both Men and Women powder them- 
ſelves with a Duſt they call Bacha; and the Women ſpot 
themſelves with red Earth or Stone, which is thought to 
add to their Beauty, by the Natives ; but we look'd up- 
on them to be more frightfal and ſhocking than they are 
naturally. They are a very ſhameleſs ignorant People; 


both Men and Women are great Lovers of Tobacco, and 


for two or three Ounces of it, a Man will not ſtick to 
proſtitute his Wife to any European whatſoever. 
Their Houſes are the meaneſt chat I ever ſaw ; they 
are about nine or ten Foot high, and ten or twelve from 
Side to Side; they are in a Manner round, built with 
ſmall Poles ſtuck in the Ground and brought together at 
the Top where they are faſtened. The Sides and Tops 
of the Houſes are filled up with Boughs coarſely watled 
between the Poles, and all is covered over with long 
Graſs, Ruſhes, and Pieces of Hides; the Houſe ap- 
ears at a Diſtance juſt like a Haycock. They leave 
only a ſmall Hole on one Side, about three or four Foot 
High, for a Door to creep in and out at. They make 
the Fire in the Middle of the Houſe, and the Smoak 
aſcends out from all Parts of the Houſe. They have 
no Beds, but in the Night all the Family lie down, all 
Sexes together, round the Fire. Their Houſhold Furni- 
ture is commonly only an earthenPot to boil Victuals, 
and they live very miſerable and hard. They place forty 
or fifty of theſe Houſes round together in a Circle, cloſe 


to each other, and in the Middle they keep their leſſer 


Cattle in the Night. 

They are a People that will eat any foul or naſty Thing, 
For whenever they ſaw us Kill an Ox, or a Sheep, mare | 
wou 
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would beg the Guts, out of which they would ſqueeze 
the Dung, and, without any waſhing or cleaning, cut them 
in ſmall Pieces and lay them upon the Fire, and, as ſoon 
as they were hot thro', would take and eat them. They 
ſeldom kill any of their own Cattle, unleſs at a Feſtival, 
but feed on thoſe that die of themſelves, either of Diſeaſe 
or of old ms Nay, when they are hard put to it, they 
will eat the very raw Skins that are wound about the 
Women's Legs. And as their Mantles are generally well 
ſtock'd with Lice of an unuſval Size, we often, ſaw them 
ſit down in the publick Places at the Cape, and pull them 
out and eat them. Their common Food is either Herbs, 
Fleſh, or Shell-ffh, which laſt they get among the Rocks, 
or at other Places at low Water. Their uiuval Drink is 

either Cows Milk or Water, but they are Lovers of Wine 
and Brandy when they can get any ; they will turn a Spit 
half a Day for a Dutchman for a Draught or two of ſour 
Wine. They have ſome Flocks of black Cattle and 
Sheep, which they generally ſell to the Dutch for To- 
bacco ; they will ſometimes fell a Cow or a Sheep for 
as much twiſted Tobacco as would reach from the Head 
or Horns to the Tail; and afterwards aflift in ſkining and 
dreſſing it, to have the Guts for their Pains. They are 
ſome of the lazieſt People under the Sun; the Women 
have by much the greateſt Share in the Trouble to pro- 
cure Proviſions ; they fodder the Cattle, milk them, cut 
down the Firing, ſearch every Morning for Roots for their 
Food, bring them home and boil them, while the Drone 
of a Husband ſits indolently at Home, and will ſcarce 
give himſelf the Trouble of getting up to eat, when 
the Food is provided for him by the Drudges their Wives; 
tho' ſometimes he will be employ'd in attending his Cat- 
tle, but expects every one of his Wives ſhould do as much 
towards it as himſelf; he alſo takes upon him to ſell his 
Cattle and Barter them for Tobacco, ſtrong Liquors, ne- 
ceſſary Tools, Beads, or other Ornaments. If he is of 
any Handicraft Trade he may work at it two or three 
Hours in a Week, and inſtruct his Children in the Art. 
Their handicraft Employs are generally confined to theſe, 
the Smith, Butcher, Felmonger, Taylor, and Potter. 
Ade Sicke do not on! y faſhion their Iron, but alſo melt 
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it from the Ore ; for they find plenty of Iron Stones in 
the Country, and having got a Heap of theſe they put 
them into a Hole in the Ground, heated and prepared for 
their Purpoſe, then they make a Fire over the Stones, 
which they ſupply with Fuel and keep up till the Iron 
melts; and then it runs into another Hole, which they 


make for a Receiver, a little lower than the firſt. As 


ſoon as the Iron in the Receiver is cold, they break it in 
Pieces with Stones; and, heating the Pieces again in o- 
ther Fires, they beat them with Stones till they ſhape 
them into the Heads of Lances, Darts, Arrows, and 
ſuch Weapons as they uſe; for they ſcarce ever form any 
other Utenſils but Arms of this Metal. The Butchers 
are great Artiſts in their Way; having tied the hind and 
fore Legs of a Sheep, they throw the Creature on its 
Back, and with Cords two of them extend it to its full 


Stretch, while a third rips it up ſo that all the Entrails 


appear ; then with one Hand he tears the Guts from the 
Carcaſs, and with the other ftirs the Blood, avoiding, as 
much as he can, the breaking any of the Blood Veſlels 
about the Heart, ſo that the Sheep is a long time a dy. 
Ing. In the mean Time he gives the Guts to ancther, 
who juſt rids them of the Filth, and part of them are 
broil'd and eaten amongſt them before the Sheep is dead. 
Having ſcooped the Blood out of the Body of the Ani- 


mal with their Hands, or Sea-ſhells, they cut the reſt of 


the Guts into ſmall Pieces and ſtew them in the Blood, 
which is their favourite Diſh. The Felmonger and 
Taylor takes the Skin juſt flea'd off, and rubs it over 
with Fat and freſh Cow-Dung, and lays it in the Sun till 
It is dry ; then he rubs it over again, which he repeats 
ſeveral Times, till it becomes pertecl y black, and ſtinks 
intolerably, and then with a little ſhaping and ſewing it 
is a compleat Mantle fit for wearing: They have no cut- 
ting Inſtrument to make Mantles with but a Knife, their 
Awl is the Bone of a Bird, and the Thread the ſplit 
Sinews of an Animal. There is a Potter or Maker of 
eathern Veſſels in every Family, who makes the Pots 
and Pans they want: For theſe they uſe only the Earth of 


an Ants-Hill, clearing out all the Gravel; after which 


they work it together with the brujs'd Ants-Eggs (which 
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makes it very binding) into a kind of Paſte; then they 
faſten it upon a flat Stone in the Shape of a round Pot, 


| and after dry ing it in the Sun two or three Days, they 
put the Pot into a Hole in the Ground to burn, making 
| a Fire over it. In theſe Pots they boil and ſtew their 
Food, and they are the moſt conſiderable Part of their 


Houſhold Goods. | 


The King, or Chief, of theſe People is call'd Konguer, 


whoſe Authority devolves upon him by hereditary Succeſ- 


hon; he has the Power of making Peace and War, and 
prefides in all their Councils and Courts of Juſtice. The 


| Dutch, fince their Arrival at the Cape, have preſented the 
King of the Hoztentots in Alliance with them, with a braſs 
Crown; and the Captains of each Town with a braſs 


headed Cane, which are now the Badges of their reſpec- 


tive Offices; formerly they were diſtinguiſh'd only by 


tine Skins, and a great Variety of Beads and glittering 
Trifles. In their Councils their King fits on his Heels 


in the Center, and the Captains of the Towns fit in like 


manner round about him. At his Acceſſion, he promiſ- 
es to obſerve their national Cuſtoms ; and gives them an 
Entertainment, killing an Ox, and two or three Sheep, 
upon the Occaſion, on which he feaſts his Captains, 
while their Wives are only entertain'd with the Broth : 
but then the next Day, tis ſaid, her Hottentot Majeſty 
treats the Ladies, and their Husbands are then put off in 


like manner with the Soup. They have no written Laws, 


but only obſerve antient Cuſtoms. Murder, Adultery and 
Robbery, they conſtantly puniſh with Death ; and, if a 


| Perſon is ſuſpected of any of theſe Crimes, the whole 


Town. joins in ſeizing and ſecuring him ; but the guilty 
Perſon ſometimes makes his Eſcape to the Mountains, 
where Robbers and Criminals like himſelf ſecure them- 
ſelves from Juſtice, and frequently plunder the neighbour- 
ing Country. If the Offender is apprehended, the Cap- 


tain aſſembles the People of his Town in a Day or two; 


who, making a Ring, and ſitting down upon their Heels, 
the Criminal is placed in the Center of them ; the Wit- 
nefles on both Sides are heard, and the Party ſuffer'd to 
make his Defence; after which, the Caſe being conſi- 
der'd, the Captain colle&s che Suffrages of his Judges;

and if a Majority condemn him, the Priſoner is execut. 
ed on the Spot: The Captain firſt firikes him with a 
Truncheon he carries in his Hand, and the reſt of the 
judges fall upon him, and drub him to Death. Then 
wraping up the Corpſe in his Mantle it is carried ſome 
Diſtance from the 'T'own and buried. 

The Arms of the Holtentols are Lances, Bows and 
Arrows, and Darts. The Lances reſemble a Half Pike, 
the Head or Spear whereof is poiſon'd. The Bows are 
made of Iron or Olive Wood, the String is of the Sinews 
or Guts of ſome Animal. The Beard of the Arrows 
are poiſon'd when they engage an Enemy. The Dart 

are about a Foot long, which they throw exceedingly 
true, ſcarce ever miſting the Mark they aim at. They 
never fight on Horſeback but always on Foot; but they 
have diiciplin'd Bulls, or Oxen, taught to run upon the 
Enemy, and to toſs and diſorder them; which theſe 
Creatures will do with the utmoſt Fury on the Word of 
Command, not regarding the Weapons that are thrown 
-at them. Every able-bodied Man 1s a Soldier, and keeps 
a Set of Arms (ſuch as has been already mention'd) by 
him, and, on the Summons of his Prince, appears at 
the Rendezvous appointed, and every Man maintains 
Himſelf while the Expedition laſts. When they march 
into the Field, every Man foilows his particular Captain, 
the Chief of his Town, They obſerve little Order, nor 
take the Precaution to throw up Trenches to defend them- 

ſelves. The ſeveral Companies advance to the Charge 

at the Command of their Chief; and when thoſe in the 

Front have ſhot one Flight of Arrows, they retreat, and 

make room for thoſe in the Rear, and, when theſe have 

diſcharged, the former advance, and ſo on, till they have 

ſhot away all their Arrows; then they have recourſe to 

Stones, unleſs they are firſt broken and diſpers'd by a 

Troop of Bulls; for the Chiefs on each Side remain on 

an Eminence in the Rear to obſerve the Fortune of the 

Day, and, when they obſerve their People hard preſs'd, 

give the Word of Command to their Corps de Reſerve of 

Bulls, who break into the Body of the Enemy, and ge- 

nerally drive all before into Confuſion; and that Side 

that preſerves their Order beſt, on this furious 3 
6. | | L153 
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Balls, are ſure to be victorious. The Skill of the Gene- 
ral lies ehiefly in managing his Bulls, who never charge 
each other, but ſpend their whole Rage upon the Men. 
They ſeldom fight but one Battle. The Dutch generally 
make up the Quarrel. 1 

When a wild Beaſt is diſcovered in their Neighbour- 
hood, they aſſemble themſelves in ſmall Parties, and en- 
deavour to ſurround him. They firſt ſet up a great Cry, 
at which the frighttu] Animal endeavours to break thro? 
and eſcape them: IF it prove to be a Rhinoceros, an 


Elk, or Elephant, they throw their Lances at him, 


Darts and Arrows being too weak to pierce thro? their 


thick Hides; if the Beaſt be not kill'd at the firſt Diſ- 


charge they repeat the Attack, and load him with their 


Spears; and, as he runs with all his Rage at the Perſon 


who wounds him, thoſe in his Rear follow him cloſe, and 
ply him with their Spears, on whom he turns again, 
but is overpower'd by his numerous Enemies, who con- 
ſtantly return to the Charge, when his Back is towards 
them, and ſcarce ever fail of bringing the Creature down, 
before he has taken his Revenge on any of them. II 


one of them is hard preſs'd by the Brute, he is ſure to 


be reliev'd by his Companions, who never quit the Field 
till the Beaſt is kill'd, or makes his Eſcape; tho' they 
ſometimes dexterouſly avoid their Adverſary, they im- 
mediately return to the Charge, ſubduing the fierceſt ei- 


tber by Stratagem or Force. In the attacking a Lyon, 


a Leopard, or Tyger, their Darts and Arrows are of 
Service to them; and therefore they begin the Engage- 
ment at a greater Diſtance, than when they charge an 
Elephant or Rhinoceros; and the Creature has a Wood 
of Darts and Arrows upon his Back, before he can ap- 
proach his Enemies; which makes him fret and rage and 
fly at them with the greateſt Fury; but thoſe he attacks, 
nimbly avoid his Paws, while others purſue him, and fi- 
niſn the Conqueſt with their Spears. Sometimes a Lion 
takes to his Heels, with abundance of poiſoned Darts and 
Arrows in his Fleſh ; but, the Poiſon beginning to ope- 
rate, he ſoon falls, and becomes a Prey to thoſe he 
would have prey'd upon. The Elephant, the Rhinoce- 
$93 and the Elk, are frequently taken in Traps and = 
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falls, without any manner of Hazard. The Elephants 
are obſerv'd to go in great Companies to water, follow- 
ing in a File one after another, and uſually take the ſame 
Road till they are diſturb'd: The Hottentots therefore dig 

Pits in their Paths, about eight Foot deep, and four or 
five over, in which they fix ſharp Stakes, pointed with 
Iron, and then cover the Pit with ſmall Sticks and Turf, 
ſo as it is not diſcernable ; and as thoſe Animals uſually 
keep in one Track, frequently one or other of them falls 
with his Fore-feet into the Pit, and the Stakes pierces 
his Body; the more he ſtruggles the deeper the Weight 
of his monſtrous Body fixes him on the Stake. When 
the reſt of the Herd obſerve the Misfortune of their Com- 
Panion, and find he can't diſengage himſelf, they imme- 
diately abandon him; whereupon the Hettentots, who lie 
conceal'd in Expectation of the Succeſs of their Stratagem, 
approach the wounded Beaſt, ſtab him with their Spears, 
and cut his largeſt Veins, ſo that he ſoon expires; where- 
upon they cut him to Pieces, and carrying the Fleſh home 

feaſt upon it as long as it laſts. The Hortentot who kills 
any wild Beaſt ſingly has the higheſt Honours conferr'd 
upon him, and ſeveral Privileges which belong only to 
ſuch intrepid Heroes. At his Return from the hazard- 
ous Attempt, the Men of the Village depute one of the 
Seniors to congratulate him on his Victory, and deſire 
that he will honour them with his Preſence 3; whereupon 
he follows the cold Deputy to the Aſſembly, whom he 
finds, according to Cuſtom, fitting upon their Heels in a 
Circle; and a Mat of Diſtinction being plac'd for him 

in the Centre, he ſits down upon it. Aſter this, the old 
Deputy piſſes plentifully upon him, which the Hero rubs 
in with the greateſt Eagerneſs, having firſt ſcratch'd the 
Greaſe off his Skin with his Nails, the Deputy all the 
while pronouncing ſome Words unintelligible to any but 
themſelves. This being over they light a Pipe of To- 
bacco, which they ſmoak, and hand one to another, till 
there remains nothing but Aſhes in the Pipe; and theſe 
the old Deputy ſtrews over the gallant Man, who rubs 
them in as they fall upon him, not ſuffering the leaſt Duſt 
to be loſt. Hereupon his Neighbours having ſeverally 
congratulated him on his Advancement to this high Ho- 
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nour, they diſperſe, and go to their reipe*iive Tents. 
The Conqueror afterward: faitens the Bladder of the fu- 
rious Beaſt he has kill'd to his Hair; and is from that 
Time by every one eſteem'd a brave Man, and a Bene- 
factor to his Country. Being retired to his Tent, his 
Neighbours ſeem to vie which of them ſhail oblige him 
moſt, and are, for the next three Days, continually ſend- 
ing him one delicious Morſel or other; nor do they call 
upon him to perform Duty during that Period, but ſuf- 
fer him to indulge his Eaſe. But what is till more un- 
accountable, his Wife or Wives are not allow'd to come 


near him for three or four Days after this Honour is con- 


ferr'd upon him; they are forc'd to ramble about the 
Fields ; but on the third Day, in the Evening, the Wo- 
men return to the Tents, are receiv'd with the utmoſt 


Joy and Tenderneſs, mutual Congratulations paſs between 


them, a fat Sheep kKill'd, and their Neighbours are in- 
vited to the Feaſt ; where the Prowels of the Hero. and 


the Honour he has obtain'd, are the chief Subject of the 


Converſation. | 

They are very expert in Fiſhing, and catch Abundance 
with Angles, Nets, and Spears; they get a Fiſh called a 
Rock Fiſh, by groping the Holes of the Rocks near the 
Shore when the Tide is out. Theſe we uſed to get of 


| them for ſome Greaſe; they having no Scales the Hot- 


tentots will not eat them, tho' they are good Fo 


When a young Hortentot has fix'd on a Damſel, which 


he thinks will make him an agreeable Companion, he 
conſults with his Father about it; and if the old Maa ap- 
proves of the Match, the Father and Son pay a Viſit to 
the Father of the Damſel; with whom having talk'd of 


indifferent Things for ſome Time, the Father of the 


Lover opens the Caſe to the Virgin's Father; who, hav- 
ing conſulted his Wife, returns an Anſwer immediately 
to the Propoſal: If it be rejected, the Lover and his Fa- 
ther retire without more Words; but if the Offer be ap- 


pProv'd by the old Folks, the Damſel is call'd and ac- 
quainted that they have provided a Huſband for her; ſhe 
maſt ſubmit to their Determination unleſs ſhe can hold her 


Lover at Arms. end, after a Night's ſtruggling ; accord- 


| | ingly they are put together, and if the Virgin loſes her 
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Maidenhead ſhe muſt have the young Fellow, tho? ſhe 
be never ſo averſe to the Match; but then ſhe is permit- 
ted to pinch and ſcratch, and defend herſelf as well as 
ſhe can; if ſhe holds out till Morning, the Lover re- 
turns without his Miſtreſs, and makes no farther Attempt, 

but if he ſubdues her, ſhe is his Wife to all Intents and 
Purpoſes without farther Ceremony ; and the next Day 
the Man kills a fat Ox, or more, according to his Cir- 
cumſtances, for the Wedding Dinner, and the Entertain- 
ment of their Frieuds, who reſort to them upon the Oc- 
caſion, bringing abundance of good Wiſhes for the Hap- 
Pineſs of the married Couple, as is uſual among politer 
People. The Ox is no ſooner kill'd, but all the Com- 
pany get ſome of the Fat and greaſe themſelves with it 
from Head to Foot, powdering themſelves afterwards 
with Buchu; and the Women, to add to their Charms, 
make red Spots on their black Faces with red Oker. The 
Entertainment being ready, the Men form a Circle in 
the Area of the Town, (for a large Company cannot 
fit within Doors) and the Women form another, the 
Bridegroom fitting in the Middle of the Men's Circle, 
and the Bride in the Center of her own Sex; then the 
Prieſt enters the Men's Circle, and piſſes upon the Bride- 
groom, which the young Man rubs in very joyfully, he 
afterwards goes to the Ladies Circle, where he does the 
Bride the ſame Favour, and ſhe rubs in the Urine in like 
manner; thus he goes from the Bride to the Bridegroom 
and back again, till he has exhauſted all his Store; afford- 
ing them a great many good Wiſhes all the Time ; as, 
That they may live long and happily together, that they may 
have a Son before the End of the Year; that he may prove 
aà brave Fellow, and an expert Humgſman, and the like. 


After this Solemnity the Meat ist ſerv'd up in earthen 


Pots glaz'd with Greaſe; and, ſome of them having 


Knives, they divide their Meat pretty decently ; but 


more of them make Uſe of their Teeth and Claws, pull- 
ing it to Pieces, and eating as voraciouſly as ſo many 
Dogs; having no other Plates or Napkins than the ftink- 
ing Corners of their Mantles they wear; and Sea-Shells 
without Handles uſually ſerve them inftead of Spoons. 
What they leave the firſt Meal, is ſet by for the ct 
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and the Pots and Pans being taken away, each Circle 
| lights a Pipe of Tobacco, which is handed round, and 
| when that is out another, thus they continueSmoaking and 
making merry, upon the Occaſion, till Morning. They 
drink icarce any thing but Water and Milk ; and that 
very rarely, but at their Meals. They have no ſtrong 
| Liquors at their Weddings, nor do they dance at the En- 
| tertainment. Towards Break of Day, the Bride ſteals 
| off, and the Bridegroom after her, and then the Company 
| diſperſe. The next Day all the Gueſts return again, and 
| feaſt upon what was left, ſmoaking and chatting as the 


b Day before; and this is repeated as long as the Proviſi- 


on laſts; after which they take their Leaves of the new 
married Couple and return home. | 

A Father ſeldom gives his Son more than two Cows 
and as many Sheep upon his Marriage ; neither do they 
give any more With their Daughters than a Cow or a 


Couple of Sheep ; and with theſe the young Pair muſt 


make their Way in the World; nor do their Parents 
leave them, or their younger Sons, any thing when they 
die; but all the Children depend upon the eldeſt Brother, 
and are his Servants when the Father 1s dead ; the Mo- 
ther has likewiſe nothing to ſubſiſt on but what her eld- 
eſt Son allows her. 


If a Widow marries a ſecond Time, ſhe is obliged to 


cut off a Joint of one of her Fingers, and fo for every 
Husband ſhe marries after the firſt. Either Man or Wo- 
man may be divorc'd, on ſhewing ſufficient Cauſe before 
the Captain and the ref of the Town; the Woman, 
however, muſt not marry again, tho' the Man is allow'd 
to marry and have as many Wives as he pleaſes. - | 
A young Hottentot is never Maſter of a Hut till he 
marries, unleſs his Father dies and leaves him one: 
Therefore the firlt Buſineſs the Bride and Bridegroom ap- 
Py themſelves to after their Marriage-Feaſt, is to erect a 
Tut, of all new Materials; in which Work the Wo- 
man has as great a Share as the Man: And this taking 
them up about a Week's Time, the new- marry'd Couple 
are entertain'd in the mean while at the Huts of ſome of 
their Relations. 
ck When 
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When a Son js born there is great Rejoycing ; they 
Kill a Bullock, and if they have Twins they kill two, 
and make an Entertainment for all the Neighbourhood, 
who congratulate the Parents on their good Fortune, 
If they have Twins, and they prove Girls, the Father 
of them propoſes it to his Neighbours that he may ex- 
poſe one of them, upon Pretence of Poverty; and this 
they uſually indulge one another in: They do the ſame 
if they have a Boy and a Girl, but always preſerve the 
Boys. The expoſed Child is carried to a Diſtance from 
the Town, and, if they can find a Cave or Hole in the 
Earth, they put the Child alive in it, and then, having 
ſtopp'd up the Mouth of the Hole with Stones or Earth, 
they leave it there to ſtarve; if they cannot meet with ſuch 
a Cavity, they tie the Infant to the lower Bough of a 
Tree, or leave it in ſome Thicket of Buſhes, where it is 
generally deltroy'd by wild Beaſts. Their expoſed Females 
are ſometimes found by the Dutch, and taken Care of, 
and all imaginable Pains taken, as they grow up to make 
__ Chriſtians of them, and bring off from the Hoztentot 

Cuſtoms 3 but they no ſooner underſtand of what Ex- 
traction they are, than they renounce their Chriſtianity, 
throw off the European Habit, and run ning away to ſome 
Hontentot Camp, takes the Sheep Skin Mantle, and con- 
form themſelves to all the Cuſtoms cf the People from 
whence they deſcended. But notwithſtanding the People 
are ſo inhuman to expoſe their Children, they yet have 
a great Abhorrence of their being cut in Pieces, and diſ- 
ſected, as they are ſometimes ſerved by the Dutch Sur- 
geons, if the Children have not been dead long when 
they are found. The Hoztentots imagine that this is done 
with a Deſign to uſe their Fleſh in Witchcraft or Magick. 
The fame Day a Hottentoz Child is born it is named by 
its Mother, and generally has the Name of ſome Ani- 
mal given it, that the Mother moſt admires, as that of 
the Lion, Elephant, Horſe, Hart, &c. When the Wo- 
man goes abroad again, after her lying-in, ſhe ties the 
Infant between two Sheeps Skin Mantles at her Back; 
never taking the Child in her Arms to ſuckle it, but 
throwing her Breaſt over her Shoulder as ſhe walks, lets 
the Child take its Fill of it, while ſhe perhaps is ſmoak- 
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ing a ſhort Pipe of Tobacco, which the Wind frequent- 
by blows into the Child's Face; but they are fo uſed to 
it from the T'ime they are born, that the Smoak does not 
offend them. They are weaned at fix Months old; and 
then the Mother puts a Pipe into the Child's Mouth, and 
teaches it to Smoak itſelf, which ſerves ſometimes inſtead 
of more ſubſtantial Diet. As ſoon as they can go alone, 
which is very early, they follow the Mother abroad where- 
ever ſhe goes, unleſs it be bad Weather; and then they 
remain at Home with the indolent Father, who never 


| ftirs out unleſs Neceſſity forces him abroad. 


They have no Temple, nor Idol, nor any Place of 
Worſhip, that I ſaw, but make great Rejoicings at the 
new and full Moon. They call the Moon Gounja, and 
on its firſt Appearance they aſſemble in great Numbers, 
clapping their Hands, crying, and raving all Night long. 
Theythrow themſelves into ſurpriſing Diſtortions of Body, 
ſtare wildly towards Heaven, and croſs their Foreheads 
with a red Stone. They never fail to aſſemble and 
worſhip the new and full Moon, let the Weather be never 
ſo bad; and though they diſtort their Bodies, grin, and 
put on frightful Looks, crying and howling in a terrible 
Manner, yet they have ſome Expreſſions that ſhew their 
Venerafion of and Dependance on this Planet: As Mutf 
chi Atze. I ſalute you, you are welcome. Cheraqua. kaka 
chori Ounqua. Grant us Paſture for our Cattle and Plenty 
o Milk. Theſe and other Prayers to the Moon they re- 
peat, dancing, and clapping their Hands all the while; 
and at the End of every Dance, crying, Ho, ho, ho, ha ! 
They continue thus ſhouting, ſinging, and dancing the 
whole Night, never reſting, unleſs they are quite ſpent® 
with the Violence of the Action; and then they ſquat 
down upon their Heels, holding their Heads between 
their Hands, and reſting their Elbows on their Knees, 
and, after a little Time, they ſtart up again, and fall to 
linging and dancing as before. In the Morning ſome of 
them go into their Huts to ſleep, others to their Attend- 
ance in the Dutch Houſes. | 31 

The Hortentots alſo adore a Fly, about the Bigneſs of 
a Hornet. Whenever they ſee this Inſect approach their 
Town, they all aſſemble about it, and ſing and dance 
; P round 
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round it while it remains there, ſtrewing over it the Pow- 
der of Buchu; they ſtrew alſd ſome of the ſame Pow- 


der over the Tops of their Huts, and over the whole 


Area of the Town, as a Teſtimony of their Veneration 
of the adored Fly; they ſacrifice alſo a Sheep, as a 
Thankſgiving for the Favour ſhewn their Town, believ- 
ing they ſhall certainly proſper after ſuch a Viſit. If 
this Inſe& happens to light upon a Hut, they look upon 
the Owner of it for the Future as a Saint, and pay him 
more than uſual Reſpect. The beſt Ox of the Town al- 
ſo is immediately ſacrificed, to teſtify their Gratitude to 
_ the little winged Deity, and to honour the Saint he has 
been pleaſed thus to diſtinguiſh, to whom the Entrails 
cf the Beaſt, the choiceſt Morſel in their Opinion, with 
the Fat and Caul, is preſented; and the Caul being twiſt- 
ed like a Rope, the Saint ever afterwards wear: it like a 
Collar about his Neck, Day and Night, till it putrifies 
and rots off; and the Saint only feaſts upon the Entrails 
of the Beaſt, while the reſt of the Town feed upon the 
Joints, that are not in ſo high Eſteem among them: 
With the Fat of the Sacrifice the Saint alſo anoints his 
Body from Time to Time, till it is all ſpent. If the Fly 
_—_ upon a Woman, ſhe is no leſs reverenced- by the 
eighbourhood, and entitled to the like Privileges, It is 
ſcarce poſſible to expreſs the Agonies the Hottentots are in, 
if any European attempts to take or kill one of theſe In- 
ſects; as the Dutch will ſometimes ſeem to attempt, to 
put them into a Fright ; They will beg and pray, and fall 
proſtrate on the Ground, to procure the Liberty of this 
little Creature, if it falls into a Dutchman's Hands, They 
imagine, if this little Deity ſhou.d be killed, all their 
Cattle would die of Diſeaſes, or be deſtroy'd by wild 
Beaſts ; and they themſelves ſhould be the moſt miſerable 
of Men. They lock upon the Town to be doom'd to 
jome imminent Misfortune, where this Animal ſeldom 
appears. They have a religious Cuſtom of depriving 
their Males of the Left Teſticle, which is generally ob- 
ſerv'd amongit all the Hollentots, and is perform'd at eight 
r nine Years of Age; tho' if the Parents are poor, and 
not able to be at the Expence of the Feaſt, it is ſometimes 
deferr'd till their Sons are eighteen or nineteen. At the 
Pertormance of this Ceremony, a Sheep is Killed in * 
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firſt Place, and the Prieſt, with the Fat of the Entrails, 
greaſes the young Lad, who is to undergo the Operation, 
from Head to Foot; then tying his Hands and Feet, he 
is laid on the Ground, on his Back, ſtretched at full 


Length, ſome Friend or Relation fitting upon each Arm 


and Leg, and another lying acroſs his Body to prevent 
his ſtruggling. Then the Prieſt takes a common Knife 
well ſharpened, and, taking hold of the leit Tetiicle, 
make a Arge Orifice in the Scrotum, ſqueezes out the 
Tefticle, and ties up the Veſſel in an Inſtant ; after which 


he takes a Ball, _confiſting of Sheep's Fat, the Powder of 


Buchu, and of ſome other Herbs, and ſtuffs into the va 
cant Scr otum, and then ſews up the Wound, uſing the 


Bone of a ſmall Bird as an Aw], and a Sheep's Sinew in- 
| Read of Thread. The Prieſt thek Anoints the Patient 


again with the Fat of the Fntrails of the new-kill'd 
Sheep; which having ſcraped off again in ſome Places 


with his long Nails, he piſſes upon the Boy, and rubs in 


the Urine, And thus the Ceremony being finiſhed, the 


Patient is laid in a Tent, provided for that Purpoſe, 


where he is left two whole Days and Nights without 
any manner of Nouriſhment : In which Space, however, 


the Wound is uſually ſo well healed that he is able to 


ſhift for himſelf. In the mean Time, the Company re- 


fart to the Father's Tent, where the Men feaſt upon the 
Sheep killed on this Occaſion, and the Women eat the 


Soup, but do not tonch a Morſel of the Fleſh, and the 
Remainder of the Day, and the ſucceeding Night, -being 


ſpent in ſmoaking, finging, and dancing: They greaſe 
or anoint themſelves the next Morning with the remain- 
ing Fat of the Sacrifice, and powder themſelves with 


Bochu ; after which, they retire to their reſpective Huts, 
the Prieſt being firſt preſented with a Calf or a Lamb for 
his Trouble and Attendance: There is another Ceremo- 
ny to be perform'd before a Perſon can enter into a mar- 
ried State; and that is, the admitting the young Fellow 
into the Company and Converſation of the Men, which 


is perform'd when they are about eighteen Years of Age. 
y JANE this, they converſe only with the-Women, and 


ollow their Mothers from Place to Place wherever they

to the Society of the Men, they aſſemble; and, fitting on 
their Heels in a Circle, the Lad is. {ent for, when the 
Captain, or ſome other ſenior Hoztentot, demands of 
the reſt, if they think fit to admit him into their So- 
ciety, and to make a Man of him? This being an- 
ſwered in the Affirmative, the Speaker informs the young 
Man, that he is now to leave the Converſation of his 
Mother, and the Women, and no more amuſe himſelf 
with Childiſh Toys: That if he is known to converſe 
with his Mother, or any of the Sex for the future, till 
he is married, he will be looked on as unfit for the Com- 
pany of Men : That he muſt now behave as a Man, 
and not diſcover any Softneſs or Efiminacy in his Con- 
duct. Theſe Lectures being frequently repeated, that 
they may make the deeper Impreſſion, this, like many 
other Holtontot Ceremonies, is concluded by the old 
Man's piſſing upon the Youth, and repeating ſome Wiſh- 
esat the lame Time, That his Beard may grow, and that 
he may encreaſe and multiply. After this, a Sheep being 
kill'd, one Part of which is roaſted, and the other 
boil'd, they feaſt upon it ; and, at the latter End of 
the Entertainment, the young Fellow is call'd in, and 
ſuffered to eat with them; and, from thence forward, 
is looked upon as a complete Man ; Bur, if he is ever 
ſeen to converſe with the Women afterwards, he be- 
comes extremely contemptible, he is unman'd, and 
muſt give a freſh Entertainment to his Village, before 
he can be reſtored to the Privilege of a Man. 'They 
have alſo Feſtivals, and kill Sacrifices, upon many other 
_ Occaſions ; as on obtaining a Victory over wild Beaſts, 
or Men, on their Recovery from a Fit of Sickneſs, and 
the like. At theſe Feſtivals they ere& an Arbour in 
the Middle of the Town, which the Women adorn 
With ſweet Herbs, and Flowers, while the Men take an 
Ox, and tying his Legs with Ropes, throw him on the 
Ground; after this, they rip the Beaſt open alive, from 
one End to the other, tearing the Guts from the Car- 
caſs and nobler Parts, avoiding as much as poſſible the 
breaking of the Blood-Veſſels about the Heart, by 
which Means the Creature is ſometimes half an Hour 
a dying; when the Entrails are taken out, they anoint 
| | themſelves 
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themſelves with the Fat of them, and then roaſt and 
boil the reſt of the Sacrifice; the Guts and Inwards be- 
ing the Portion of thoſe of the beſt Quality among 
them, as they are eſteemed preferable to any other Part 


of the Bullock. The Men only, as I have ſaid before, 


feaſt upon the Fleſh of this Sacrifice, they ſend no Part 
of it to their Wives, they are forced to be content with 


{ the Broth, as upon other Occaſions. . After all have par- 
| taken, they ſmoak, dance, and play upon ſuch Inſtru- 
ments as they have; but ſcarce ever drink any other 


Liquor at theſe Feaſts than Milk: and Water. 
At the removing of their Huts, which they always 


do upon the Death of any one in them, as well as for 


Water, and freſh Paſture, the Men ſacrifice a Sheep, 
and eat it up among themſelves, allowing their Wives 
the Soup; and when they fix their Huts again, then the 


| Women, in their Turn, ſacrifice a Sheep, and eat it 


up among themſelves, ſending the Broth only to the 
Men : They alſo anoint themſelves with the Fat of the 
ſain Beaſt, powdering themſelves with Buchu, as the 
Men do. 1 3 

When any Perſon of the Town dies, they immedi- 
ately remove their Huts to another Spot, believing, if 
he returns, that he will haunt no other Place but that 
where he died; and, if they imagine the Deceas'd may 
ſtand in Need of the ſame Things as he did while liv- 
ing, they leave the Tent ſtanding wherein he died, and 
never will touch any Thing belonging to a dead Man, 
no not of an Enemy kill'd in Battle. 

When the Father of a Family is ſo far advanced in 
Years as to become uſeleſs, he is obliged to aſſign over 
his Stock. of Cattle, and every Thing elſe he has in the 
World, to his eldeſt Son; and if he has no Sons, to 
his next Male-Heir : When this is done, the Heir eres 
a Hut in ſome unfrequented Place, a good Diſtance 
from the Town he belongs to, and having aſſembled 


the Men of the Town, he acquaints them with the 


Condition of his ſuperannuated Relation, and deſires 
their Conſent to expoſe him in the diſtant Hut, to which 
they ſcarce ever refuſe their Approbation : Whereupon, 


& Day being appointed to carry the old Man to his ſo- 


litary 
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litary Habitation, the Heir kills an Ox, and 2 or 
Sheep, and invites the whole Village to feaſt and be mer- 
ry with him; and, at the End of the Entertainment, 
all the Neighbourhood comes and takes a formal Leave 
of the old Wretch, thus condemn'd to be itarv'd, or 
devour'd by wild Beaſts, Then the unfortunate Soul is 
put upon one of their Carriage-Oxen, and carried to 
bis laſt Home, attended to the Place where he 1s to be 
buried alive, by moſt of his Neighbours. The old 
Man being taken down, and ſet in the Middle of the 
Hut provided for him, the Company returns Home, and 
he never ſees the Face of a human Creature afterwards. 
They never ſo much as enquire whether he was ſtarv'd

to Death, or devour'd by wild Beaſts; he is no more 


thought of than if he had never been born. In the 
Jame Manner they ſerve a ſuperannuated Mother, only 
as ſhe has nothing ſhe can call her own, ſhe has not the 
Trouble of afſigning her Effects to her Son. 


When the Holtentots are upbraided with this unparal- 


lelbd Piece of Barbarity, they reply, it would be a 
much greater Cruelty to ſuffer an old Creature to Janguiſh 


out a miſerable Life, and to be many Years a dying, 


than to make this Juick Diſpatch with them; and 
that it is out of their extreme Jenderneſs, they put an 
End to the Lives of theſe old Wretches. All the Ar- 
F in the World againſt the Inhumanity of the 
Practice, can make no Impreſſion on them; and as long 
as the Duich have reſided at the Cape, they have not 
been able to break them of ons ſingle Cuſtom, or pre- 
vail with them to alter any Part of their Conduct, how 
barbarous or abſurd ſoever. The Captain of a Town 
is not exempted from ſeeing his Funeral ſolemniz'd in 
the above Manner, whilſt he is alive, if he happens to 
become uſeleſs. 
When a Perſon has reſign'd his laſt Breath, he is im- 
mediately bundled up, Neck and Heels together; in his 
Sheep ſkin Mantle, excceding cloſe, ſo that none of the 
Corpſe appears. Then the Captain of the Town, with 
ſome of the Seniors, ſcarch the neighburing Country 
for ſome Cavity in a Rock, or the Den of a wild Beat! 
do bury it in, never digging a Grave, if they can find 
e ene e e 
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one of theſe within a moderate Diſtance. After this, 
the whole Town, Men and Women, prepare to attend 


the Corpſe, ſeldom permitting it to remain above Ground 
more than fix Hours. When Things are ready, all the 


' Neighbourhood afſ:mble before the Door of the Deceas'd, 
the Men ſitting down on their Heels in one Circle, and 


reſting their Elbows on their Knees, their uſual Poſture, 
as the Women do in another ; here they clap their 
Hands, and howl, crying Bo, bo, bo, i. e. Father, la- 
menting their Loſs. The Corpſe then being brought 
out on that Side of the Hut where the Perſon died, and 
not at the Door, the Bearers carry him in their Arms to 
the Grave, the Men and Women following it in differ- 
ent Parties, but without any Order, crying all the Way, 


Bo, bo, bo, wringing their Hands, and performing a 
_ thouſand ridiculous Geſtures and Grimaces, which is fre- 


quently the Subject of the Duzchmen's Mirth, it being 
impoſſible to forbear laughing at the antick Tricks they 


ſhew on ſuch an Occaſion. Having put the Corpſe into 


the Cavity prepared for it, they {top up the Mouth of 
it with Ant-hills, Stones, and Pieces of Wood, believing 
the Ants will feed on the Corpſe, and ſoon conſume it. 
The Grave being ſtopp'd up, the Men and Women ren- 
dezvous again before the Tent of the Deceaſed, where 
they repeat their howling, and frequently call upon the 
Name of their departed Friend. Afterwards, two of 


the oldeſt Men get up, and going into the Circle of the 


Women, piſs upon every one of them; and where the 
Company are ſo large that two cannot find Water enough 
for this Ceremony, they- double or treble the Number. 
This being over, the old Men go into the Tent of the 
Deceaſed, and taking up ſome Aſhes from the Fire- place, 
they ſprinkle them upon the Bodies of the People, bleſs- 
ing them as they go. If the Deccaſed was a Perſon of 
Diſtinction, this is acted over ſevezal Days. The Ce- 
remony concludes with an Entertainment. If the De- 
ceaſed had any Cattle, a Sheep is kill'd on the Occaft- - 
on, and the Caul, being powder'd with Buchu, is tied 
about the Heir's Neck, who is forced to wear it untill 
It Tots off; which is no great Penance, Stinks being Per- 


fumes to a Holtentot. All che Relations alſo wear the 


Cauls 
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Cauls of Sheep about their Necks, (which it ſeems is 
their Mourning) unleſs the Children of the Deceaſed are 
ſo Poor, that they cannot kill a Sheep; in which Caſe, 
they ſhave their Heads in Furrows of about an Inch broad, 
leaving the Hair on of che laue Breadth between every 
Furrow. | | | 
Thoſe who officiate as their Prieſts, are call'd Surri, or 

Maſter, and choſen in every Town. They are the Men 
who perform the Ceremony of piſſing at their Weddings, 
and other Feſtivals ; they likewiſe extract the left Teſ- 
ticle from the Males at eight Years of Age; for all 
which they have no ſettled Revenue, but a Preſent now 
and then of a Calf or a Lamb, and making one at all 
their Entertainments. Every Town has a Phyſician, who 
is one that has ſome little Skill in Phy ſick and Surgery: 
Theſe are alſo choſen by a Majority of Voices, and make 
it tneir Buſineſs to look after the Peoples Health ; but 
have no other Reward for their Pains than voluntary 
Preſents. If theſe Phyiicians happen to miſs of a Cure, 
the Patient concludes himſelf certainly bewitch'd ; where- 
upon Application is made to ſome Conjurer for Relief; 
and if the Sick happens to recover, he makes his Wizard 

a bandiome Preſent... 
The Wealth of the Hottentots is their Cattle, which 
they take great Care of. They have no Encloſures, nor 
has any ſingle Man a Property in any particular Lands 
but the whole Country is one great Common. Between 
ſix and ſeven every Morning, after the Women have 
milk'd their Cows, four or five Men of the Town (for 
they take the Trouble of it alternately) drive the Cattle 
to the beſt Paſture they can find in the Neighbourhood, 
and there guard them all Day againſt the Attacks of 
wild Beaſts, bringing them home again between five and 
fix in the Evening. As their Town 1s of a round Figure, 
and their Huts ftand cloſe together, there is only one 
narrow Paſſage, thro' which they let in their Sheep and 
lodge them in the Area of the 'Town all Night. They 
have alſo a Hut in the Middle of the Town for their 
Calves and Lambs. As for their Oxen and their large 
Cattle, theſe are faſtened to their Tents on the Outſide of 
the Town, and their Dogs are turned out to give eps” 
+. of 
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of the Approach of wild Beaſts. And, indeed, the Cat- 
tle themlelves, *tis ſaid, are ſoon ſenſible if a wild Beaſt 
approaches the Town, and, long before he comes at 
them, will fall a Lowing, and making a mighty Noiſe 
and Buſtle, andalarm their Maſters frequently Time enough 
to come out to their Reſcue ; for the Hottentots are ſo far 
from flying from theſe terrible Animals, that be it a Lion, 
Tyger, or Leopard, they all immediately run to their 
Arms, and plant themſelves between the Cattle and the 
Enemy ; and, if they happen to have any of their Cat- 
tle carried away, they all purſue the wild Beaſt, and ge- 
nerally make him pay for the Robbery with his Lite ; 
being ſo {wift of Foot, that few Animals can eſcape them, 
. eſpecially with their Prey. | 
The War-Oxen, which they breed, are of great Service 
to them, both in managing and guarding their Herds. 
Other Oxen they diſcipline for Carriage, loading them 
with their Tents and Baggage whenever they remove. 
Every Town has a Doctor or Farrier for their Cattle, 
who makes it his Buſineſs to look after them; tho), it 
ſeems, they are ſubje& to few Diſeaſes, but what are oc- 
caſioned by their heavy Rains, which fall in Winter, 
ſometimes three or four Days together, without Inter- 
miſſion; and then the Cattle having no Barn or Shelter 
to fly to, ſuffer pretty much. Inſtead of gelding their 
Bulls and Rams, as the Europeans do, they tie up the 
Teſticles of the Creature ſo tight with a Thong, that 
they ſtop all Communication between them and the Bo- 
dy, and ſo let them go 'till they rot off. 
Tho' a Hortentot looks upon the Loſs of his Cattle as 
the greateſt Misfortune that can befall him, yet he is 
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f not inconſoleable at the Death of an Ox, or Cow, for 
| they eſteem Cattle, that die of themſelves, to'be as 
: good Meat, or rather more delicious eating, than if 
- they had been kill'd by the Butcher, and all the Town 
1 partakes of it: So that if the Loſer grieves for his par- 
7 ticular Misfortune, the reſt rather rejoice at it. | 

r When a Hortentot has no Cattle, he uſually lets him- 
e ſelf to one of his Country men, or to a Dutchman, till 
ff he gets Money enough to buy a Cow, or two or three 
2 Sheep; but they chuſe rather to ſerve the Dutch than 
f "NO 1X, their 
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their own People, becauſe they can have a daily Supply 
of Tobacco, and now and then a Draught of Wine, or 
a Dram from them; beſides, that their Wages are rather 
better than what they can get at Home : And, notwith- 
ſtanding their natural Sloth, 'tis ſaid, they make very 
diligent and faithful Servants during the Time they con- 
tract for. Lho' they are extremely fond of Wine and 
Tobacco, you may ſafely truſt it in their Hands, they 
will not touch any Thing committed to their Care; nor 
do they, if we may credit the Duich, want a Capacity 
for almoſt every Buſineſs. . . 
As the Hoztentots have no Money amongſt them, they 
truck and barter one Thing for another. The poorer 
Sort ſometimes employ themſelves in making Arms, vi. 
Bows and Arrows, Lances, and Darts, bartering them 
with the Rich for Cattle, to begin the World with. 
Others get Elephants Teeth ; and what they do not uſe 
in making Rings and Ornaments, they diſpoſe of. They 
ſupply the Dutch with Cattle, and take Wine, Brandy, 
or Tobacco, in Return. | | | 
The Natives always travel on Foot, unleſs the Aged 
and Infirm, and theſe are carried on their Baggage-Ox- 
en. As there are no Inns, or Places for Refreſhment, the 
travelling Hottentots call at the Towns in their Way, 
where they meet with a hearty Welcome from their 
Countrymen, who endeavour to ſhew their Hoſpitality 
to Strangers, whether of their own Nation or of Eu- 
rope. The Datch travel either on Foot or on Horſe- 
back, if they cannot reach a European Settlement; they 
alſo call at the T'owns of the Hozrentors, where they are 
complimented with a Hut, and ſuch Proviſions as they 
have; or they may lie in the Area of the Town, in the 
open Air, if they pleaſe, and the Weather be good; 
and here they are ſecure both from Robbers and the 
wild Beaſts; for there are, it ſeems, Outlaws, Banditti, 
Who give no Quarter to any Body. A Zurapean is allo 
in Danger, if he has not Fire-arms about -him, from 
de Bulls of War, which guard their Herds; and there- 
. ore the Dutch always travel with Arms; they alſo take 
a Hotlentot in their Company, which ſecures them from 
; | any 
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any Miſunderſtandings with the Natives, and procures 
them better Ulage. | 

They have Abundance of Lions about the Cape, 
whoſe Shin-Rones are ſo hard, when dry'd, that the 
Hottentots make Uſe of them to ſtrike Fire with, inſtead 
of Flints and Steels. When a Lion falls upon a Man, 
or Beaſt, he firſt knocks him down with his Paw, and de- 
prives his Prey of all Senſation, before he touches him 
with his Teeth, roaring moſt terribly at the Time he 
gives the mortal Blow. When a Lion is enraged, and 
hungry, he ere&s and ſhakes his Mane, and laſhes his 
Back and Sides with his Tail; but this the Traveller 
ſeldom diſcovers, till it is too late to avoid him; for he 
generally lies lurking in Thickets and Buſhes, till his 
Prey approach pretty near him : If he does not ſhake 
his Mane and move his Tail, a Traveller may fafely 
paſs by him. A Horſe will run full Speed whene- 


ver he ſees a Lion, and if he has a Rider upon his Back, 


he will endeavour to throw him, to get away the faſter. 
The beſt Thing a Traveller can do in ſuch a Caſe, 1s to 
quit his Horſe, for a Lion will follow the Horſe, and 

paſs by his Maſter. | 
There are alſo Leopards and Tygers, * which are 
very much alike, only the Tyger is larger, and diftin- 
guiſhed by Rings of black Hair, enclofing yellow Spots; 
whereas, the black Streaks of a Leopard are in the 
Form of a Creſcent, with an Opening. 'The Heads of 
both are much like that of a Cat, and they have terri- 
ble Whiſkers. They ſeldom run fairly at their Prey, 
but lie concealed in a Covert, and jump upon it as a Cat 
does upon a Mouſe. There are alſo Elephants in this 
5 Q 2 Coun- 


* Sir Edward Winter, Governor of Fort St. George 
in the Eaſt- Indies, abs ſurprixed by a Tyger as he was a 
hunting ; but as the Beaſt flew at him, he graſped the Crea- 
zure ſo choſe in his Arms, that it could not breathe 3 and 
falling with the Tyger into a Pond, he drown'd the Brute, 
Without receiving any Manner of Harm; for which King 
Charles he Second knighted him, at his Return to Eng- 
land; and the Family have ever fince carried the Tyger itt 
their Arms, 
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Country, whoſe Teeth weigh from fixty to one hundred 
and twenty Pounds ; and their Strength is ſcarce to be 
conceived. They are from twelve to fifteen Feet in 
Height, and {ome ſay a great deal more. The Female 
is much leſs than the Male; and has it Breaſts or Dugs 
between the fore Legs. Their uſual Food is Gras, 
Herbs, and Roots, and the tender Twigs of Trees and 
Shrubs ; and if they meet with a Corn Field, they will 
devour a great deal of the Grain; they pull up every 
Thing with their Trunk, which ſerves as a Hand to 
feed themſelves; and with this they ſuck up Water, 
and empty it into their Mouths. The Rhinoceros is to 
be met with at the Cape. This Animal is ſomething 
leſs than the Elephant, but of equal, if not greater 
Strength; at leaſt the Elephant runs away and avoids 
him, whenever he diſcovers him. His Skin reſembles 
that of the Elephant, being without Hair, and of a 
dark Aſh- colour, inclining to black, and ſo hard that 
ſcarce any Weapon can pierce it. He has a Snout like 
a Hog, upon which there grows a ſolid Horn, of a 
Dark-grey Colour, that turns upwards a little, being 
from one Foot to two Foot in Length; with this, when he 
is enrag'd, he rends up the Earth, and toſſes it over his 
Head, as he does the Stones that lie in his Way, throw- 
ing them to a great Diſtance behind him. On his 
Forehead he has another Convex Horn, almoſt of the 
Shape and Size of the Crown of a Hat. He has the 
Senle of ſmelling very quick; and when he has the 
Scent of his Prey in the Wind, he forces his Way to it, 
in a direct Line, thro” the thickeſt Woods, tearing up 
every Thing that obſtructs his Paſſage, grunting as he 
goes like a Hog; but is diſcovered the ſooneſt by his 
throwing of Stones, and breaking his Way thro' the 
Thickets. He ſeldom falls upon a Man, unleſs he has 
a red Coat on; and then he attacks him with all his 
Fury, flinging him over his Head with ſuch a Force, 
that he is kill'd or render'd inſenſible with the Fall; 
and then, with his rough prickly Tongue, licks the 
Fleſh off his Bones. His Eyes are very ſmall, and he 
only looks right forward, not eaſily turning his Neck; 
and tho he is pretty ſwiſt of Foot, a Traveller, 35 4 
| 4 ; | | 3 
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ſudden Turn, may avoid him, for then he loſes Sight of 
the Man. The Rhinoceros does not feed much on 


Graſs, but delights more in Broom, Shrubs, or Thiſtles. 


The Fleſh of this Beaſt is frequently eaten; and his 


Horns, his Skin, and his Blood are uſed in Medicines. 


The Horn will not endure the Touch of Poiſon: They 
make Cups of it at the Cape, tipped with Gold and 
Silver; and if Wine be poured into one of them, it 
will immediately riſe and bubble up, as if it boil'd ; 
and if there be Poiſon in it, the Cup will ſplit : If 
Poiſon be put into one of theſe Cups alone, it immedi- 
ately flies in Pieces. They carefully preſerve the very 
Chippings of the Horn, being eſteem'd a great Remedy 
in Convulſions, fainting Fits, and other Diſeaſes. The 
Blood is alſo dry'd, and preſerv'd by their Phyſicians, 
being eſteem'd of great Service in Obſtructions. 


There are wild Dogs, not unlike Eng//5 Hounds, 


that hunt in Packs near the Cape, without a Huntſman, 
or any Thing to direct them but their Appetites 3 chaſ- 
mg almoſt every Thing that falls in their Way ; even 
Lions and Tygers are ſometimes attack'd by them, and 
overpower'd by their Numbers. They will hurt no 
Man, and Travellers are very glad to ſee them, being 
aſſured there are no wild Beaſts, near the Place where 
they are. Both the Dutch and the Hottentots follow theſe 

Dogs when they ſee them chaſing their Prey ; which, 
when they have run down, they will ſuffer any Man to 
take it from them, without ſnarling. The Fleſh the 


Hattentots get by this Means they eat, and the Dutch | 


falt it up, and give it to their Slaves. But theſe Dogs 
worry and kill greater Numbers of their Sheep, than 
any other wild Animals, if the Shepherds happen to 
be out of the Way. | 
There are two Sorts of Wolves at the Cape ; the one 
like the European Wolf, and the other, the 'Tyger-Wolf. 
This laſt is ſuppoſed to be got by a Ly ger and a Wolf: 
His Head is broad like a Bull-Dog's, his Noſe and 
Eyes large, his Hair ſhagged, and ſpotted like a Ty- 
ger's: He has large Claws, which he draws in like a 
Cat, and a ſhort Tail; he keeps all Day in his Den, 
and preys in the Night, when he keeps ſuch a diſmal 
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howling, that he frequently alarms the Hortentot Dogs, 
who drive him away; but if he gets into a Flock of 
Sheep, he uſually kills two or three of them, and after 
eating as much as he cares for, carries of a Carcaſs. 
The Lion, as well as the Leopard and Ty ger, frequent- 
ly hunt theſe Wolves, and tear them to Pieces if they 
catch them. 35 

There are a great Number of Buffaloes, having ſhort 
Horns, that almoſt meet; their Hides are ſo hard and 
tough, that a Muſket-Ball will ſcarce enter them. It a 
Gun be let off at a Buffaloe, he will run with the utmoſt 
Rage at the Man that fires it; neither Fire nor Water 
will ſtop him; he will jump into the Sea after a Man 
that has attack'd him, and there is no Way to eſcape 
him but by diving. The Fleſh of a Buffaloe is not ſo 
tender as that of an Ox. e 
In the Mountains at the Cape there are found Abun- 
dance of Elks; they are about five Feet in Height, with 
fine ſlender Necks, and their Head not much unlike 
thoſe of Deer: Their Horns are about a Foot long, 
rough and twiſted towards the lower Part, but ſmooth 
and pointed at the Ends. The Hair of their Bodies are 
fmooth and ſoft, and of an Aſh-colour. Their Legs 
are long and flender, and their Tails about a Foot long. 
Their Flefh is good roaſted or boil'd, and eats much like 
tender Beef. Theſe Creatures climb up the ſteepeſt 
Rocks with great Swittneſs. They ſometimes come 
down into the Valleys, and do a great deal of Miſchief 
to the Gardens of the Dutch, who thereupon let Traps 
for them, or ſhoot them. | 
There is a wild Animal at the Cape, which they call 
an Aſs, but has nothing like that Creature only its long 
Ears. He is a well made, beautiful, lively Beaſt, of the 
Size of an ordinary Saddle Horſe, his Hair ſoft and 
Neck, and there runs on the Ridge of his Back a black 
Streak from his Mane to his Tail, and from the Ridge 
of his Back down to his Belly, fall ſeveral Streaks of 
various Colours, forming many Circles; his Head, 
Ears, Main, and Tail, alſo have Streaks of white and 
brown; he will exceed a Horſe in Swiftneſs. Thoſe 
that are catch'd alive, are ſold at an i 
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There is no breaking them to the Saddle, or for any 
other Uſe. It is their Beauty, and the Difficulty of 
taking them alive, that makes them ſo much valued. 
They have ſeveral Kinds of Goats at the Cape. One 
Sort are as big as a Red-Deer, whoſe Beards are large 


and graceful, but their Horns not io long as thoſe of the 


common Goat, and finely turn'd in Rings till near the 
Point. Their Fleſh is pretty good, but lean, and they 
are oftner kiil'd for their Skin, than ior Food. They 
have another Kind, whoſe Fleſh exceeds that of Veniſon; 
theſe have a Streak of white from Head to Tail on their 
Backs, and other white Streaks croſſing this, and run- 
ning down on each Side; the Hair on all other Parts of 
their Bodies grey, with little Spots of red; they have 


long grey Beards. 


Ihe Dutch have Abundance of Hogs, both Indian and 
European, as alſo ſome wild ones. They have alſo an 


Animal which they call an Earth Hog, from his digging 


himfeif a Den, and lying commonly under Ground, of 


a red Colour, and Toothleſs; for which Reaſon, *tis ſaid, 
he feeds chiefly upon Ants, which he catches in this Man- 


ner: He lays himſelf down among their little Hills, and 
putting out his Tongue, which is of an unreaſonable 
Length, the Ants get upon it; and, being ſo clammy 
that they can't get off again, he lies ſtill until he has got 
a good Number, and then draws it in and ſwallows them: 
After which he lays the ſame Bait for them. Both Dutch 
and Hottentots frequently hunt him. He is a poor de- 
tenceleſs Creature, having neither Teeth or Claws, and 
is eaſily knock'd down with an ordinary Club. 

The Porcupine is another Animal very common at the 
Cape; the Body of it is about three Foot long, and two 
Foot high. His Head and Feet reſemble a Hare's, and 


his Ears are not unlike thoſe of a Man, When he is 


bowell'd, he weighs about twenty Pound. But what is 
moſt remarkable in this Animal, is a Wood of Quills, 
with which his Back, and every Part of him, except his 
Belly, is cover'd. 'They are about the Length of a Gooſe- 
Quill, but ſtrait, hard, and without Feathers, and, grow- 
ing leſs and leſs from the Middle to the End, terminate 
in a ſharp Point, the longeſt being towards his Rump 
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Theſe Quills lie cloſe to his Body, unleſs when he 1s at- 
tack'd by Man or Beaſt, and then he ſets them up, and 
appears of a round Form, not much unlike a Hedge- 
Hog, encloſed with his Briſtles; and, like the Parthian, 
fights retiring from the Foe, at whom he ſhoots his point- 
ed Quills till he js almoſt naked, but can give no dan- 
gerous Wounds, unleſs he happens to hit his Purſuers in 
the Eyes. His Quills might poſſibly ſtick in the Fleſh 
of a naked Man; but not go deep enough to do him 
any conſiderable Miſchief. The Dutch frequently ſet 
him down in an encloſed Yard or Garden, and run after 
him in Sport, till the Creature has ſhot away all his Quills 
at them. The Fleſh of a Porcupine is well taſted, and 
eſteem'd wholeſome Foo. EY 


There are Abundance of large Monkeys in the Coun- 
try about the Cape, who frequently rob the Dutch Gardens 
in Troops. This they manage with a great deal of Ar- 
tifice, ſetting their Centinels at every Avenue, to prevent 
Surprize ; and planting a Line of their Comrades from 
the Orchard, or Garden, to the Hills, they toſs the Fruit 
from one to another, and thereby make a ſurprizing Diſ- 
Patch in pilfering a Garden. When their Centinels diſ- 
cover any Perſon approaching, they ſet up a great Cry, 
and alarm the reſt, who immediataly take to their Heels ; 
and, if there be any young ones amongſt them, they 
jump upon the Backs of the old ones, and are carried off: 
But they ſometimes get ſo drunk in robbing a Vineyard, 
that they are eaſily taken. The Dutch frequently tame 
theſe Animals, which ſerve them in the Place of Houſe 
Dogs, and are extremely watchful in the Night-time. 
There are ſome wild Horſes, but the Dutch don't thin 
it worth their while to tame them. When they firſt ſet- 
tled here, they brought over Perſian Horſes, which have 
multiplied to that Degree, that ſome of the Planters have 
two or three hundred, and many thirty or forty. Theſe 
Horſes are generally ſmall, and of a Cheſnut Colour. 
There is a Creature at the Cape call'd by the Dutch a 
Sea-Cow ; but it always feeds on Graſs aſhore, and only 
runs into the Sea for its Security. The Head of this 
Animal reſembles rather that of a Horſe than a Cow, 
and it is called by ſeveral Writers a Sea Horſe. It is as 


large 
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large as a Rhinoceros, and of the ſame Colour, but the 
Legs are ſomething ſhorter. The Noſtrils of the Creature 
are very large, out of which it ſpouts Water when it 
riſes out of the Sea, or from the Bottom of a River. 
The Legs are ſhort, and all of a Thickneſs, and the Hoof 
is not cloven. The Tail is like that of an Elephant, 
with very little Hair on it ; and it has no Hair at all on 
the Body. The Female ſuckles its young ones, as ano- 
ther Cow does, which are about the Size of an ordinary 


Sheep. The Skin cf a Sea-Cow is tough, and near an 


Inch thick, ſo that a Muſket-Ball will ſcarce penetrate it ; 
and therefore they uſually aim at the Head, which may 
be fractur'd by a Bullet. On each Under-jaw this Ani- 
mal has two large Teeth or Tuſhes, the one ſtrait, and 
the other crooked, about the Thickneſs of a Cow's Horn, 
and running a Foot and a half out of his Mouth ; theſe 
Teeth weigh each of them about ten Pounds, and are ex- 
ceeding white, and never changes yellow, as the Ivory 
of Elephants Teeth does, and therefore are more valua- 
ble. The Sea-Cow, raiſing her Head out of the Water, 
will ſmell a Man at a conſiderable Diſtance ; and, if ſhe - 
perceives any one near the Shore, dives down again, 
ſpouting up the Water from her Noſtrils like a Whale; 
after which ſhe dives to the Bottom, and does not venture 
up again a great while : Therefore if a Man diſcovers 
the Head of the Beaſt above Water, he muſt fire that 
Inftant; ſhe certainly dives out of his Reach if ſhe turns 
her Head towards him. When ſhe is wounded in a River, 
or near the Sea-Shore, they follow her in Boats, by the 
Blood, and with their Hooks, and grappling Irons, fiſh 
up the Carcaſs, which is a good Load for a Waggon. 
The Fleſh of the Creature is ſo much admired by the 
Dutch at the Cape, that they will give twelve or fifteen 
Pence a Pound for it. The Leaf and other Fat is valued 
as much as the Lean; being melted and uſed like Butter 
in Cookery, and ſome eat it with Bread. It is reckon'd 


- alſo an excellent Remedy in Caſe of a Surfeit. 


The Stinkbingſem, as the Durch call it, is an Animal 
peculiar to the Hozrentot Country, and hath obtained its 
Name from the ſtinking Scents it emits from its Poſteri- 
ors ; which are ſuch, that neither Man or Beaſt can mo 
| them 
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them; this is the Creature's beſt Defence when it is 
purſued. The very Dogs will deſert the Chace, rub their 
Noſes, and how! when the Beaſt lets fly; and a Man is 
perfectly ſtifled with the nauſeous Stench. The Dutch 
ſometimes ſhoot it, but no Body dares take it up; for it 
has been feund, that, if a Perſon but touch the Carcaſe, 
all the waſhing in the World will not ſweeten him for 
ſome Time; and no Man living can bear him in his 
Company. 

As to the feathered Race in the Ho#tento? Country, 
they have ſeveral Kinds, particularly Eagles; of which 
they have one Sort which is called the Dung: Bird, from 
his tearing out the Guts and Entrails of Animals, If 
theſe Eagles find an Ox or Cow laid down, they fall up- 
on the Beaſt in great Numbers, make a Hole in the Be Ily 
of it with their Bills and Talons, and perfectly {coop out 
the Inſide of it, leaving nothing but a bare Skeleton cover- 
ed with the Hide. The Feathers of theſe Eagles are moſt 
of them black, but ſome of a light grey. "The Body 
of them is ſomewhat larger than a wild Gooie, and the 
Bill large and bent like a Hawk's. When theſe Birds 
are looking for their Prey, they mount up almoſt out of 
Sight; and when they have diſcovered it, they fall down 

upon the Animal in an Inſlant; and by their Numbers 
overpower the largeſt Cattle. There is another Sort call'd 
the Shell-Brealker, who lives chiefly upon Land-Tortoiſe. 
When this Eagle has feiz'd one of theſe Animals, he car- 
ries the unfortunate Captive up a great Height, and let- 
ting it fall upon a Rock, breaks the Shell in Pieces, and 
has no more Trouble in getting at the Meat. 

There is an excellent beautiful Fowl at the Cape, call- 
ed by the Dutch, Flamingos, larger than a Swan, and its 
Head and Neck as white as Snow. The upper Part of 
his Wings ate of a Flame.Colour, and the lower black ; 
the Legs longer than thoſe of a Hern, and web-footed 
like a Gooſe. They fiſh-in Ponds and Rivers in the Day- 
time, and at Night retire to the Hills. They are fre- 
quently killed by the Duzch at the Cape, their Fleſh being 
eſteemed very good. Here are alſo Abundance of wild 
Geeſe, that are very eaſily taken; and their Fleſh is ſo 


good, that tame Geeſe are in no Eſteem : at the * 
There 
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but this being a Sport the Dutch don't ſeem to delight in, 


| which a Pheaſant is painted, and by this Stratagem come 


and Bird we meet with in Europe. | 
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There is no Country that abounds more in Oſtriches 
than that near the Cape. This is the largeſt Fowl that 
we are acquainted with. Their Necks are very long, 
the Bills ſhort and pointed, the Legs thick and ſtrong, 
the Feet cloven, with which they will ftrike a ſmart 
Blow ; their Feathers are ſometimes black, and ſome- 
times white. The Hen lays her Eggs in the Sand; 
but they are not hatch'd by the Sand alone, as ſome 
have given out. Tis true, that the Oſtrich covers up 
her Eggs with the Sand on the Shore, *till ſhe fits, and 
then the Cock and Hen take it by Turns to fit on them, 
and very ſeldom leave them both at a Time: Neither 
do they leave their young ones to ſhift for themſelves 
when they are hatch'd ; for their Chickens cannot walk 
"till: ſome Time after they come out of the Shell. In 
this feeble State the old ones feed them, and, when they 
can run, if any Perſon attacks theif young ones with 
Arms, the old ones have Courage to retaliate the Injury, 
and will put a Man hard to it to defend himſelf. The 
Oftrich cannot fly, but, with the Aſſiſtance of its Wings, 
makes ſuch Speed when it is purſued, that a Man muſt be 
well mounted to overtake it. It has been ſaid that an 
Oſtrich will digeſt Pieces of Iron or Pebble-Stones, and 
it is true that an Oſtrich will ſwallow them, but they al- 
ways came out as they went in, without any Alteration 
of the Shape or Size. 8 

There are a great variety of Hawks in this Country; 
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or the Natives know any Thing of, they are never 
tam'd, or taught to fly at Game. 

Pheaſants are common at the Cape, and the Way of 
taking them is very particular; when they ſee them 
feeding, they advance behind a Piece of Canvas, on 


ſo near the Bird, that they can throw a Net over it. 

They have alſo Turkeys, Peacocks, Ducks, Snipes, 
Larks, Blackbirds, Thruſhes, Finches, Canary birds, Pi- 
geons, wild and tame Swallows, and almoſt every Fowl 


They have Abundance of large Serpents in this Coun- 
try, particularly the Aſp-Serpent, of an Aſh-colour, 
ſpeckled 
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ſpeckled with red and yellow Spots; the Head and 
Neck broad, and having, near the Eyes, a fleſhy 
Protuberance, of the Bigneſs of a Hazel-nut ; ſome 
of them are ſeveral Yards in Length. The Eye-Serpent, 
ſo call'd from light Specks that appear like Eyes on his 
black Skin: This is alſo call'd ſometimes the Dart-Ser- 
pent, from his darting or ſhooting himſelf forward with 
great Swiftneſs. There is alſo a Tree-Serpent, which 
has obtained the Name from winding itſelf round the 
Branches of Trees, which it ſo reſembles in Colour, 
that Men are frequently bitten and ſurprized by it, tak- 
ing the Creature for Part of the 'Tree. The Diſpaſs, ſo 
called from the violent Thirſt it occaſions in thoſe that 
are bitten by it, is found here; as is alſo the Hairy-Ser- 
pent. But the moſt troubleſome Serpents here are the 
Houſe-Serpents, ſo call'd from their delighting in Houſes ; 
and, if they can, they will get into Bed to a Man, but 
will not attempt to bite, unleſs he hurts them; and, if 
they do, their Bite is not mortal: This Serpent is an 
Inch and a half thick, and from an Ell to a Yard and a 
half in Length. 5 e 
There is alſo a very ſmall Serpent, that harbours and 
lays its Eggs in the Thatch of Houſes; theſe are about 
a Finger's Length, and the Thickneſs of a Gooſe Quill : 
The Water-Snake is of the ſame Thickneſs, but about 
fix Inches long. Ts DOD 
- + Fheir Bees are exactly like thoſe in Europe; but the 
Dutch ſeldom hive them, having Plenty of Honey, on 
very eaſy Terms, from the Holtentots, who take it in the 
Woods, or on the Tops of Rocks, which is ſaid to have 
a better Flavour than that in Hives: However, as the 
Hotrentots put it into half dry'd Skin, with the Hair in- 
wards, - when they bring it to the Cape, the Dutch have 
good Stomachs to eat it. 333 
They ſwarm alſo with Flies in this Part of the Coun- 
try, many of which ſting intolerably. And here are 
green Flies, which have exactly the ſame Effect as Spa- 
mfp Flies, and are uſed by their Phyſicians in raiſing 
Bliſters. 1 
The Gnats are exceeding troubleſome at the Cape, 
and the Fleas are no leſs fo, eſpecially to the us 
15 - whole 
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_ whoſe Naſtineſs makes them multiply to that Degree, 
that they are forced to remove their Camp, and go to a 
new Ground, to avoid them; It is in a Manner Part of 
the Dutch Litany, it ſeems, From Flies, Fleas, and Winds, 
Good Lord deliver us. But when the Winds does begin 
to rife, it redeems them from the Plague of Flies, as 
well as from the Head- ach, and many other Diſtempers 
they are aMicted with in Calm Weather. 
Tad Graſhoppers at the Cape do a preat deal of Dam- 
age to their Corn-fields, Orchards, and Gardens; and, 
to get rid of them, the Dutch ſprinkle the Grounds, 
where they come, with Water in which Tobacco has been 
ſteep'd, which obi iges them to quit the Place. 
There are Abundance of Scorpions at the Cape. They 
are between two and three Inches long, the Thickneſs of 
about a Finger, green and yellow, and carry their Tails, 
with a Sting open to View, upon their Backs, This 
Creature creeps very lowly, and may poſſibly have no 
Inclination to Miſchief, never attempting to ſting any 
one, unleſs it is in Danger of being cruſh'd ; but, if it 
does ſting a Man, the Pain is equal to that he would re- 
ceive from a hot Iron clapt to the Part, for twelve Hours, 
and makes him run out of his Houſe like a mad Dog; 
but, about twelve Hours after, the Pain begins to abate, 
eſpecially if ſome Oil of Scorpion be applied to the 
Wound. This I ſpeak of the Houſe Scorpion, that is 
found among Dirt and Rubiſh; for the Sting of the black 
Scorpion, that is found in Woods, is ſaid to be mortal. 
I There is alſo little black Spider, of the Bigneſs of a 
Pea, at the Cape, whoſe Bite is mortal. Waſps are an- 
other Plague in this Country; but a brisk Gale of Wind, 
which they ſeldom want long, drives theſe away, as well 
as the Flies. The Centipedes, or Hundred- legs, is an- 
other troubleſome Inſect, his Bite being as prejudicial as 
the Sting of a Scorpion: It is about a Finger's Length, 
hairy, and a little thicker than a Gooſe Quill. The 
Snake ſtone is a Remedy againſt this Poiſon, and ſome 
fay a roaſted Onion will draw out the Venom, Weevils, 
or Whules, abound here, and deſtroy Abundance of Corn 
in the Granaries; inſomuch that they are forced to let 
them remain empty ſometimes for ſeveral Years, med 
nſects 
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Inſects alſo are found on Ship board, and ſoon ſpoil the 


Biſcuit when they get into it.

the Share, it is at all Times difficult of landing even here. 
There is alſo one little Creek beſides, where two or three Men 
may land at a Time, but this is fortified by a Battery of fix 
Cannon, and rendered inacceſſible. Near the Fort, in Chapel 
Valley, there is a Town of fifty Houſes, built after the Eng- 
liſn Manner, whither the People of the Iſland reſort, when 
any Shipping appears, to entertain Seamen ; at other Times 
they I:we at their Plantations on the higher Part of the 1/land. 
There are above 200 Families, moſt of them Engliſh, or de- 
ſcended from Englith Parents. There is great Plenty of Cat- 
_ tle, Hogs, Goats, Turkeys, and all manner of Poultry, and 
likewiſe all Sorts of Herbs, Roots, and Garden-ſluff. The 
_ Portugueſe, awho firſt diſcover'd it, ſtored il with Goats 
and Hogs, and uſed to teuch at it for Mater and freſh Pro- 
Viſrons in their Return from India. On their deſerting it, 
the Engliſh Eaſt-India Company took Poſſeſſion of it in 1600, 
and held it till 1673, without Interruption, when the Dutch 
took it by Surprize. Howewver, the Engliſh, commanded by 
Capt. Monday, recover d it again within the Space of a 
Year, and took three Dutch Ealt-India Ships that lay in the 
Road at the ſame Time. The Dutch had fortified the Land- 
ing. place, and planted Batteries of great Guns there to pre- 
vent a Deſcent ; but the Engliſh, being acquainted with a 
Small Creek, aubere only tavo Men could go a-breaft, climb d 
wp to the Top of the Rocks in the Night time, and, appearing 
the next Morning at the Backs of the Duteh; they threw 
down their Arms, and ſurrendered the Iſland without firik- 
ing a Strots. But this Creek has been fince fortified, jo that 
there is no Place where any Enemy can make'a Deſcent with 


any Paſibility of Succeſt. 
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Thurſday 3. At 2 in the Afternoon we hoiſted out the 
Cutter, and ſcrubbed the Ship between Wind and Wa-

Gales and thick foggy Weather. 

Sunday 10. Foggy Weather. At 6 in the Morning 
we ſaw a Sail to the Windward of us, and fired a Gun, 
and brought her to, whereupon we hoiſted the Cutter 
out, and ſent the third Lieutenant on Board her to hear 
What News, and they informed us, it was a French War, 
and that there were a great Number of Men of War, 
and Privateers, both French and Engliſb, in the Channel. 
She was a Ship from Rotterdam, bound to Philadelphia, 
having two hundred Pa/atines on Board, By our reck- 
oning we were now Ninety three Leagues from the Start. 
At 9 we bent the Cables and hoiſted the Launch over 

ide and laſh'd her there. 

Tueſday 12. Moderate and cloudy Weather. At one 
in the Afternoon we ſaw three Sail to the E. N. E. of 
us, at about five Leagues diftant ; whereupon we cleared 
Ship, and ſet every Man and Boy to his Station fore and

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aft, and gave Chace after them; and between two and 
three we came up with two of them, which came from 
Dublin, and the other tack'd and food to the North, and 
we gave Chace to her, but finding we could not come 
up with her we gave over Chace.

Theſe confirm'd the Intel- 
ligence we had receiv'd of a French War. At 6 in the 
Afternoon the Lizard bore N. W. and the Start N. E. 
by E. At four in the Morning the Berry head boxe N. 
W. half W. about fix Leagues diſtant. At ſeven we ſaw 
the Iſle of Portland bearing N. E. by E. and at Noon it 
bore N. half E. about four Leagues diſtant. 

Dur ſday 14. At 5 in the Afternoon Peverel Point 
bore N. E. by E. about fix Leagues diſtant. At nine we 
Jaw the Iſle of Wight E. half N. At four in the Morn- 
ing Dungene/; bore N. E. half E. At fix we tack'd Ship, 
and at eight Culver Cliſf bore N. E. and at half an Hour | 
after eleven we came to and anchored with our beſt Bow-_ 
er in ten Fathom Water in London Bay; Sandown Cliff 
bearing N. N. by W. and Bembridge Point N. E. * N. 

diſtant three Miles. 

Friday 15. Little Winds and clear. At 4 in the 
Morning we weighed and made Sail, and at ten we ar- 
rived at St. Heleu's, filled with the greateſt Joy and Plea- 
ure, to find ourſelves arrived at our native Country, at- 
ter the many Hardſhips and Difficulties we had undergone 
during our Abſence from it: For out of two thouſand 
Men we carried out, not near two hundred came back, 
and thoſe in a bad State of Health. 


Since my Return to England, converſing with ſome of 
my Fellow-Adventurers in this Expedition, whoſe Harc- 
thips and Misfortunes, it muſt be owned, were far ſupe- 

\ | rior 
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rior to thoſe than we of the Centurion, or even thoſe on 
Board the Glouceſter and Tryal ſuſtained, I will here ex- 
hibit a brief but genuine Narrative of the unhappy Inci- 
dents which befel my ſaid Brethren *, and which, with 
Hearts filled with bitter Reſentment thereof, they report- 
ed unto me. As the Vager's Company, both Officers 
and common Men, were of all moſt remarkably unlucky, 
ſo the Relation of their Mishaps will fill up the greateſt 
Part of the enſuing Pages. 

What may be {aid to have chiefly contributed to the 


fatal Cataſtrophe of the Wager, aſter her Separation 


from us, on Sunday, April 19, 1741, (mention'd in P. 29 
of this Journa!) was the Captain's too ſcrupulouſly ad- 
hering to the Letter of his Inſtructions. The firſt Rendez- 
vouz agreed upon, was to be at Nera Signora di Socora, 
in Lat. 44; and that being upon a Lee-ſhore, little agreed 
with the diſtreſſed Condition of a Ship with her Shrowds 
and main Chain-Plates broke, her Mizen-maſt gone, with 
her ſtanding Rigging fore and aft, and all her People 


down, as was her Caſe F. The Captain, however, it: 


muſt be own'd, did not propoſe coming nearer Shore than 
ſeven Leagues, and only to fail off and on for 24 Hours, 
to ſee if he could meet with the Commodore; deſigning, 
in caſe he did not meet him in that Time, to go for Fuar 


Fernandez. Accordingly, they lay'd the Ship to for 


the firit four Nights after their Separation from us, the 
Wind at S. and S. S. W. ſteering N. W. by N. and N- 


N. W. and the $th and every Night after made Sail, till 


the 13th of May, when they ſaw Land from the Fore- 
caſtle : Of which the Captain being made acquainted, 

and coming forward, he unhappily received a Fall, which 
diſlocated his Shoulder. They had now a diſabled Cap- 
tain; they were upon a Lee ſhore, and under a Neceſſity 
of crowding the Ship off. In this ſad Condition they 
could only muſter 12 Men, Officers included, in both 
Watches, (the reſt of the Ship's Company being all fick 


Ae, andi it blew ſo very hard, that it was impoſſible

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to ſet their Maintop-ſail ; while the other Top-ſails at 
the Yards were ſo bad, that if they attempted to looſe 
them for making Sail, they were in Danger of bein 
ſplit, and they had not a ſpare Sail in the Ship, that 
could be brought to the Yard without being repair'd : It 
rain'd violently befides, and withal was ſo very dark, that 
they could not ſee the Length of the Ship. 

Such was their deplorable Situation, till May the 14th, 
1741. when, at halt an Hour paſt 4 in the Morning of 
this fatal Day, the Ship ſtruck abaft on a ſunken Rock, 
and the miſerable People found themſelves ſurrounded on 
every Side with Rocks. She ſtruck a ſecond Time, 
which broke the Head of the Tiller ; and ina ſhort time 
after, ſhe ſtruck, bilg'd, and grounded, between two 
ſmall Iſlands, (about five Leagnes diſtant from the Main) 


and not above a Muſket -ſhot from the Shore. They im- 


mediately launched the Barge, Cutter, and Yawl over 
the Gunnel; cut the Main and Fore Maſts by the Board, 
and the Sheet Anchor from the Gunnel. The Captain 
ſent the Barge aſhore to fee if the Place was inhabited, 
but the People not returning on Board, as directed, the 
Lientenant was ſent in the Yawl, with Orders to bring 
off the Barge. This he ſent off, but ſtay'd aſhore him- 
ſelf. As foon as the Barge came on Board, the Captain 
was perſuaded, being very ill, to go aſhore, which he 
accordingly did, accompany'd with the Land Officers, 
Mate, and Midſhipmen. The Officers remaining on Board 
were the Maſter, Boatſwain, Gunner, and Carpenter, 


Upon the principal Officers leaving the Ship, ſeveral of 


the Crew fell into the moſt violent Outrage and Diſorder. 


And tho? it blow'd very hard, with a tumbling Sea, and 
it was expected, every Moment, that the Ship would part, 
they were yet ſo inſenſible of their Danger, that they 
began with broaching the Wine in the Lazaretro, then 
fell to breaking open Cabbins and Cheſts, arming them- 
ſelves with Swords and Piſtol, threatning to murder any 
who ſhould oppoſe them. Being now drunk, and mad 
with Liquor, they plunder'd Cheſts and Cabbins of Mo- 
ney, and other Things of Value, and dreſſed themſelves 
up in the richeſt Apparel they could meet with. The 
next Day, the Ship being bilg'd in the Midſhips, aſter 
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ſecuring ſome Powder, Ball, and Bread, the Gunner and 
Carpenter, with ſeveral of thoſe imaginary Lords, went 
aſhore. Upon their Landing, the Purſer, and Lieute- 
nant Hamilton, of the Marines, preſented their Piſtols to 
ſeveral of their Breaſts, upon which, thoſe Grandees 
ſuffered themſelves very quietly to be diſrob'd of all their 
Finery. | 
They found the Iſland uninhabited, without Beaſt, or 
Bird, except ſome wild Fowls, not producing any other 
Vegetable but Cellery, which grows here in abundance, 
and was of great Ule, as the Crew in general had the 
Scurvy. There was indeed Plenty of Muicles, Limpets, 
and other Shell Fiſh. Ihe Captain took up his Lodg- 
ing in a little Hut, ſuppoſed to have been built by the 


Indians. The Marine Officers pitch'd their Tents. Q- 


thers ſhelter'd themſelves from the Inclemency of the 
Weather under Trees, making large Fires, and others 


| haul'd up the Cutter, and propt her up Bottom upwards : 


Theſe remain'd thus expoted ſeveral Days, when they 


were at length diſtributed into Tents. | 


On the 16th of May, the Boatſwain made a Signal for 
a Boat to come aboard, but finding no Appearance of 
any, he brought a Quarter-Deck Gun to bear on the 
Captain's Hut, and fired two Shot, which grazed over 
it, without doing any other Damage. As ſoon as he 
came aſhore, the Captain, for this, ſtruck him a Blow _ 
with his Cane, that knocked him down, and he lay 
motionleſs, and to Appearance dead, for ſome 'Time. 


When he came to himſelf, and ſaw a Piſtol cocked in 


the Captain's Hand, he preſented his naked Breaſt to 
him; but the Captain only told him he deſerved to be 
ſhot, and ſaid no more then. | | 

In ſkuttling the Decks they found ſeveral Men dead, 
and ſome drown'd in the Ship, ſuppoſed to have drank. 
till they were not able to get from the Water, as it flow- 
ed into the Veſſel. As they were at Work one Day on 
the Wreck, there came along-Side a Canoe with ſeveral 
Indians, bowing and crofling themſelves, giving the Va- 
ger's Folks to underſtand they were of the Romiſb Religi- 
on, They are a molt ſimple and inoffenſive People, of 
2 very low Stature, ſcarce four Feet high, flat-noſed, 
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with little Eyes, ſunk very deep in their Heads, and 
not much bigger than a Bean. They live continually 
in Smoke, and are never without a Fire, even in their 
Canoes ; yet altho' the Climate be exceſſive cold, they 
have nothing to cover their Nakedneſs but a Piece of 
an old Blanket, -which they throw over their Shoulders. 
Captain Cheap gave. them Hats, and preſented each of 
them with a Soldier's Coat. They were ſhewn a Look - 
ing-Glaſs, with which they ſeem'd amazed, holding up 
their Hands as at ſomething ſupernatural, uttering 
ſtrange uncouth Sounds, and ſhewing a Thouſand antick 
Geſtures. They are very watchful of their Dead, ſit- 
ting continually by the Corpſe, carefully covering it, 
and every Moment looking on the Face of the Deceaſed 
with abundance of Gravity. "The. Women among 


theſe People ſeem to take more Pains than the Men, the 


latter having little to do but to provide Wood, and in- 


dulge themſelves by the Fire, while the Women go 
every Tide in their Canoes a Filhing, or diving for Sea- 


Eggs, of which they bring great Quantities aſhore, as 
well as abundance of white Maggots, about three 
Quarters of an Inch in Length, and in Circumference 
the Bigneſs of a Wheat-Straw. The Manner of their 
Diving is thus: They jump over board out of their Ca- 
noes about a Mile from Shore; they take the Handle of 
their Baſkets (which are about the Size of Women's 


Work-Beſkets) between their Teeth, and dive in live or 


fix Fathom Water, continuing an incredible Time un- 
der it. "The Vager's People bought Dogs of them, 
which they kill'd and eat, eſteeming the Fleſh little in- 
ferior to Engliſh Mutton. The [Indians ſoon left them, 
they never ſaying long in a Place. 

About this Lime, ten of the Crew, (having been de- 
tected in a Deſign to blow up the Captain, the Sur- 
geon, and Lieutenant Hamillon) deſerted; among whom 
was the Carpenter's Mate, a very uſeful Perſon in their 
diſtreſs'd Circumſtances, which rendered his Loſs the 
more conſiderable. They had no Way to get to the 
Main, but by building themſelves a Punt out of the 
Wreck of the Ship, or by ſeizing a Canoe; nor had 
they any thing to live upon but Sea-Weed and _— 
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This Sea-Weed is of a dark green Colour, called by the 
Seamen S/augh. Upon this Accident, the Captain ordered 
the Oars to be ſecur'd, and the Boats hauled up, to pre- 


vent the Deſerters or any others going away by Night. 


The ſeveral Things that drove aſhore were put into a 
Tent and a Watch was ſet over them, Every one was 


obliged to do Duty, except the Captain and Carpenter, 
which laſt was employ'd in fitting up the Long Boat, that 


was cut in two, and lengthen'd eleven Feet ten Inches 
and a half by the Keel. They had above one hundred 


Men to be victualled, and it behoved them to be very 
frugal, as well as vigilant; they were therefore put to 


an Allowance, vs. firit, of half a Pound of Flower and 


one Piece of Pork for three Men per Day; then it came 
to a Quarter of a Pound of Flower a Man per Day, and 
one Pint of Wine; and ſuch as liked Brandy had half a 


Pint in lieu of Wine; till at laft their chief Support was 
Muſcles, Limpets, and Clams, which they picked up a- 


bout the Rocks, and are a Shell- Fiſh: not unlike our 


Cockles. They uſed likewiſe to boil a large Sea-Weed 


called 7hromba, and eat a broad green Weed called Sara- 
'graza, fryed in Tallow. The Vigilance of the Captain 
indeed did not anſwer the good Purpoſes for which it was 
calculated. The Store-Tent was robbed ſeveral Times, 
and the Offenders being generally Marines, were puniſh- 


ed in the Military Way, by Whipping ; but the Puniſh- 
ment not appearing adequate to the Heinouſneſs of the 
Crime, the Crew were unanimous for making it Capital; 

this was over-ruled, but at laſt they agreed in this Puniſh- 
ment, namely, That any Perſon whatever, Who ſhould 
be convicted for the Future of ſo atrocious a Depredati- 


on, ſhould ſtrait be ſet aſhore on the next deſolate Ifland, 


and live upon what they could get, till the reſt were ready | 
for ſailing. This Expedient was not ſufficient to create 
the intended Terror. The Store-Tent was again robb'd, 


and five of the ſuſpected Marines, dreading the Paniſh- 


ment due to their Crime, made off to the Deſerters ; 
four others, who ſtaid to be tried, received Sentence to 


be carried off to the Main, and there ſhift for themſelves. 


Theſe repeated Depredations however cauſed great 


9 Murmuring among the Seamen, who inſiſted on having 
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a Pint of Brandy per Day, each Man, and ſome of them 
went to the Captain with a Two Gallon Cag, and aſk- 
ed it full of Wine: He refuſed them at firlt, but appre- 
hending they would make no Ceremony of filling it 


without Leave, he thought proper to order it to be given 


them. 


Now it was that the Captain began to perceive the 
tickliſn Situation he was in, and how difficult it was to 
ſupport his Authority, of which the following unlucky 
Affair is a melancholy Inſtance. Mr. Henry Cozens, 

Midſhipman, was one Day confined by Order from the 
Captain, on an Accuſation of Drunkenneſs. It ſeems Mr. 
Cozens was rolling a Caſk of Peaſe up a ſteep Beach, 


but finding it too heavy for him he flopt for ſome Time; 


the Captain looking on, told him he was drunk ; Mr. 

Cozens replyed, With what foould 1 get drank, 1 it 
be with Water? The Captain ng ſaid, You Scoundrel 
get more Hands, and roll the Cask up, and afterwards ſtruck 
him with his Cane. *T1s ſaid, that Cozers then talk'd to 
the Captain about Captain Shelvacke, and the following 
Night he was heard to uſe very unbecoming Language 
again to the Captain, telling him, That he was come into 
thoſe Seas to pay Shelvocke's Debts, and alſo infolently add- 
ed, Tho) Shelvocke was a Rogue, he was no Fool ; and by 
G——#d you are both. When he ſpoke this he was a Pri- 
ſoner in the Store Tent, and aſked the Captain if he was 
to be Kept there all Night? On theſe Provocations the 


Captain attempted to ſtrike him again; but the Centinel 


ſaid, he ſhou'd {trike no Priſoner of his; and Cozens en- 
deavouring to ſtave a Caſk of Brandy, was ſoon after re: 
leaſed. 

Two Days after“ Mr. Cozens had a Diſpute with the 
Surgeon. The Latter having Words with him in the 


Tent, on his going away, Mr. Cozens followed him; 


they ſoon fell to Blows, but the Surgeon had ſo much the 
Advantage of the Midſhipman, that he tied his Hands 
behind him. The next Day as they were ſerving the 
| Proviſions, the Boatſwain's Servant, a Portugueſe Boy 
RISE bad Erg/;, and bringing in the Allowance of 
Wine 
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Wine, the Boatſwain, Mr. Cozens, and the Cook, his 
Meſmates, with ſome Difliculty, underſtood by the Boy's 
Talk, that one of the Men had his Allowance flopp'd. 
Mr. Cozens went to know the Reaſon. The Purſer and 

he having a Diſpute the Day before, the Purſer told him, 

| when he aſked for his Wine, that he was come to Muti- 
ny, and without further Ceremony diſcharged a Piltol at 
his Head, and would have ſhot him, had he not been 
prevented by the Cooper's ftriking the Piſtol with his El- 
bow, at the Inſtant of its going off. The Captain, and 

Lieutenant Hamilton, hearing the Report of the Piſtol, 
the latter ran out with a Firelock, and then called the 
Captain out of his Tent, telling him that Cogens was 
come to Mutiny. The Captain on this jump'd ont, afk- 
ing where the Villain was, then clapp'd a cock'd Piſtol 
to Mr. Cozens's Cheek, and precipitately ſhot him, with- 
out asking any Queſtions. Immediately on this the 
Lieutenant went to one of the Tents, where ſeveral of 
the Officers were together, and called all Hands to the 
Captain. Accordingly they went unarmed. When they 
came before the Captain, he told them what he had done, 
and that he was ftill their Commander. One of the Of- 

| ficers * obſerving that the Captain, Purſer, Surgeon, 

Lieutenant Hamilton, Exers, and Fielding of the Marines, 

were all armed, ſaid to the Captain, Sir, you ſee we are 

| warmd. On this the Captain dropped his Firelock to 

the Ground, ſaying, 7 /ee you are, and have only ſent for 
| you, to let you ail know that I am ſtill your Commander, jo 

” every Man go to his Tent, Accordingly every one obey- 
ed him. 2 . 

It was thought that the Captain and the Gentlemen 
above mention'd, had ſome Suſpicion of the Gunner and 
Carpenter, who had eighteen of the ſtouteſt Fellows that 
belong'd to the Ship in their Tent, believing they could 
ſway moſt of the Seamen on Shore. But doubtleſs their 
Behaviour on this Occaſion was a ſufficient Indication of 
the Fairneſs of their Intentions, and their Deteſtation of 
Mutiny, by their not appearing in Arms on the Report of 
Mr. Cozens's being ſhot. They walked up with the Cap- 
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tain, to the Place where Mr. Cozens lay, with his Elbow 
on the Ground, reſting his right Cheek on-the Palm of 
his Hand, alive, and to Appearance ſenſible, but ſpeech- 
Jeſs. The Captain ordered him to the ſick Tent, the 
Surgeon's Mate dreſſed his left Cheek where he was Shot, 
and felt a Ball about three Inches under his right Eye; 
the Surgeon refuſed drefliog him. This was attributed 
to his late Quarrel with Mr. Cozens, which has been al- 
ready mentioned. The Shooting of Mr. Cozens was a 
very unhappy Affair; and which proved, in the End, the 
Overthrow of the Captain. | | | 

The 11th of Faure, Dr. Oy, of the Land Forces, 
was defired to aſliſt the Surgeon's Mate, to take the Ball 
out of Mr. Cozers's Cheek, which he then was inclinable 
to do ; but in the Afternoon, finding it not agreeable to 
the Captain, he refuſed to go. The Ball however was 
taken out, and for ſome Time ſuppoſed to be loſt, but 
was afterwards found. 2 

The 12th, the Carpenter ſaw the Surgeon at the Me- 
dicine Cheſt, who asked him how that unfortunate Crea- 
ture did, meaning Mr. Cozers ; the Carpenter told him 
he had not ſeen him To-day. The Surgeon then ſaid 
he would have viſited him, but the Captain would not 
give him Leave. This was looked on as an Act of In- 
Humanity in the Captain, and contributed very much to 
his loſing the Affections of the People; whoſe Opinion 
was, that as Mr. Cozens was very frong and healthy, 
with proper Aſſiſtance he might recover; they did not 
ſcruple to ſay, that the Captain would act a more honour- 
able Part to diſcharge another Piſtol at him, and diſpatch 
him at once, than to deny him Relief, and ſuffer him to 
languiſh in a cold wet Place in Pain and Miſery. 

The 13th, Mr. Cozers being, to all outward Appear- 
ance, likely to recover, deſired he might be removed to 
the Gunner and Carpenter's 'Tent, which was his Place 
of Reſidence before this unhappy Accident. But theſe 
Officers being unwilling to diſoblige the Captain, waited 
on him, before they would admit the Patienc into their 
'Tent, and told him, they were come to ask a Fayour, 
hoping that he would have ſo much Mercy and Compaſ- 

Hon on the unhappy Man who was in the ſick Tent,

as to permit them to remove him to his former Lodg- 
Ing. FE KEEL 
1 he Captain anſwer'd, No; 1 am jo far from it, that 
F he lives, I will carry him a Priſoner to the Commodore, 
and hang him. . h 
The 15th, having hard Gales of Wind at Weſt, 
with Rain and Hail, there drove aſhore three Barrels of 
Flower, and Abundance of ſmall Stuff out of the Ship 
they took up along the Shore ſeveral Pieces of Pork 
and Beef. John Anderſon, a Seaman, walking round 
the Rocks, and reaching after a Piece of Beef, his Foot 
ſipping, was drown'd, but was taken up directly, and 
that Night bury'd. The Boatſwain was turn'd out of 
the Tent for breeding Quarrels; his turbulent Temper 
was ſo well known to the Captain, that he expreſs'd 
himſelf pleas'd at his being thus uſed, and ſaid, he was 
ſurpriz'd that any Body would admit him into their Com- 
any. 
; The 17th, the Surgeon's Mate took out of Mr. Co- 
zens's Cheek a Ball much flatted, and a Piece of Bone, 
ſuppoſed to be Part of the Upper Jaw, which was de- 
fired by Mr. Cozens to be delivered to Mr. Bulkeley, 
who received it, together with the firſt Ball mention'd to 
have been loſt. Ie 1 8 15 
The 18th, the Carpenter cut the Long- boat in two, 


and lengthen'd her eleven Feet ten Inches and half by 


the Keel. | 1749 
The 21ſt, Part of the Crew went on board the Ship; 
but it being dangerous going about any Thing, by Rea- 
ſon of her working much, and a great Sea tumbling in, 
the Boats were employ'd in going about the Rocks in 
Search of Subſiſtence. | 

The 22d, the Carpenter went with the Boat up the 


Bay to ſeek the Indians, but ſaw nothing of them; at 


Night the Boat returned, the People having ſhot abun- 
dance of wild Fowl. | | — 
© 'The 23d, the Lieutenant went with the Boat, and 


found the Indians juſt come from the Place where they 
oo ; their Canoes were loaded with Seal, Sheep, 
and Oil. 


The 
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The 24th, departed this Life Mr. Henry Coxens, 
Midſhipman, aſter languiſhing fourteen Days with the 
Wound he had received in his Cheek. He was buried 
in as decent a Manner as Time, Place, and Circum- 
ſtances would allow. There died ſundry Ways (ſince the 
Ship firſt ſtruck to this Time) forty-five Men, and ſeven 
deſerted. | „ 

The 25th, the Vager's People ſaw the Indians coming 
in their Canoes, on which they launch'd the Yawl and 
went off to them. There were five Canoes cf them, 
laden with Seal, Shell-Fiſh, and four Sheep; they 
brought with them their Wives and Children, ſo that in 
all they were about fifty in Number. They came to 
Land, hawl'd their Canoes up, and built four Whigg- 
 Whams, which they covered with the Bark of Trees 
and Seal Skins. They tarried on Shore *till the gth of 
Fuly, waen they launch'd their Canoes, and went away. 
Twas beiteved they wanted Proviſions, and fo departed 
on that Account. Perhaps it might be that many of 
the Ship's Crew wanted to be too familiar with their 
Wives. Whether this were ſo, or not, 'tis certain that 
theſe People do not ſettle in a Place. | 

The iſt of Zuly, 1741. They began to cut Timber 
in the Woods for the Long-boat.

The 6th, there came aſhore from the Ship one Caſk: 
of Beef, with ſeveral of the lower Deck Carlings, and 
Plank of the Upper and Lower Deck Beams; and 
what was reckon'd very odd, the Cabin- Bell came a- 
ſhore, without its being faſten'd to any Wood, or any 
one Thing of the Sh:p near it. | 

The 8th, they launch'd the Yawl and went on Board, 
where they faw ſeveral! Caſks, ſome of Meat, and 


ſome of Liquor; the Decks and Sides abaft drove out, 


and entirely gone; the Larboard Side abaft drove, on 
Shore. About two Miles and a half from the Tent a 


Caſk of Liquor wa: found, and broach'd by the Perſon 


who found it, which was look'd upon as a great Fault ; 
he likewile broach'd a Caſk of Meat, which ſhould have 
been preſery'd for Sea-Stores.

8 The 2th they caught a fine Rock Fiſh, which was the 
; firſt; they had taken ſince their being there. By this 
e Time their new Town had no leſs than cighteen Houſes 


in it. | 
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The zoth died Nathaniel Robinſon, the laſt private Man 
of the Invalids. There were now only two left, az. the 
Captain and Surgeon. This Evening Propoſals were of- 
fered to the Officers concerning their Return through the 

 Streights of Magellan. Mr. Bulkeley, the Gunner, was 
of Opinion, that through theſe Streights, for the Coaſt 
of Brazil, would be the only way to prevent their falling 
into the Hands of the Spaniards; for, as their Long. Boat, 
when finiſhed, could be fit for no Enterprize, but the 
Preſervation of Life, and as they could not act offen- 
ſively, they _ to have Regard only to their Safety 
and Liberty. 
Dez ft was taken up along Shore an Otter, juſt kill- 
ed, but by what Animal they could not tell. It was 
bleeding freſh when taken up, and proved a dainty Re- 
paſt. There came aſhore this Day the Ship's Beams, 
with ſeveral Things of great Value. 

The 1 of Auguſt, 1741. they were put to an AL 
lowance of Flower, one Quarter of a Pound a Man per 
Diem, and one Pint of Wine. Thoſe who liked Brandy 


had half a Pint in lieu of Wiae. They had now in'a 
manner nothing to live on but what was pick'd up along 


the Shore. The Ship's Company agreed to go through 
the Streights of Magellan. 

The 2d in the Morning, they found the Store Tent 
robbed of Brandy. Filled up all the ullage Casks, and 
picked up about the Rocks abundance of Clams, a Shell- 

Fiſh not unlike our Cockles. Theſe Fiſh were at pre- 

ſent the Support of their Lives. 'The People were now 
very quarrelſome and diſcontented. _ 

The zd, having fine Weather, (which i is a prodigy! in 
this Place) they launched the Boat, and went about the 
Rocks and Iſlands on Diſcovery. They alſo moved into 
their new Houſe, it being a very commodious Habitati- 
on, exceedingly well thatched. In this Dwelling there 
were Apartments for fourteen People, covered inſide and 
out with Broad Cloth. This was a rich Houſe, and, iu 
ſome Parts of the World, would purchaſe a pretty El- 


tate; there being ſeveral Vards of Cloth about it, beſides 


the Curtains and Linings, which were Shalloon and 
Camblet. The People now began to fall into Diſputes 
concerning 
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concerning the Boat, and which Way they were to pro- 
| ceed with her when built and ready for going off. It 
| was the Opinion of moſt of the Navigators, that going 
| thro' the Srreights of Magellan would be the ſafeſt and 
only Way to preſerve Lite and Liberty. Thoſe who had 
| worked the Bearings and Diſtances, were very preſſing 
that it ſhould be moved to the Captain, purpoſing to have 
| their Reaſons drawn up, and figned by all who were will- 
ing to go that Way, and to be delivered to the Captain 
| for his Opinion. Upon this there was a Paper drawn 
up, and as ſoon as the People heard it read, they came 
{ flocking to ſign firſt, crying all aloud, for the Streights, 
| ſeeming overjoy'd, as if they were going to England di- 
rectly, without any AMiction or Trouble: But they were 
] deſtin'd to encounter a great deal of Hardſhip, before 
even thoſe few that eſcaped Death could arrive at their 
native Country. This Paper was ſigned by all the Of- 
| ficers on the Spot, except the Captain, Lieutenant, Pur- 
| fer, and Surgeon, and by all the Seamen in general, 

except the Captain's Steward. 


The next Day, at the Time of ſerving at the Store- 
houſe, which was about Twelve o'Clock, the Maſter, 
Carpenter, and Boatſwain, went to the Captain, and 
read to him the Paper. He anſwer'd, he would conſider 
of it, and give his Judgment: Here follows the Paper 
ſigned, as it was given me by one who had preſerved a 
wy of it. 


E whoſe Names are under mentioned, do, upon 
mature Conſideration, as we have met with ſo 
happy a Deliverance, think it the beſt, ſureſt, and moſt 
ſafe Way, for the Preſervation of the Body of People 
on the Spot, to proceed thro' the Streights of Magellan 
for England. Dated at a deſolate Iſland on the Coaſt of 
Patagonia, in the South-Seas, this 2d Day of Auguſt, 1741

The 5th, the Maſter, Gunner, Carpenter, and Boat- 
ſwain, went to the Captain, to acquaint him with what 
was done and reſolved on; and farther told him, It 
was a Duty incumbent on them to preſerve Life be- 
fore any other Intereſt. He anſwered, Gentlemen, 1 
defire Time to conſider of it, and will give you my final 
Determination ; on which they took their Leave. and came 
away. 
Ihe 6th, at Noon, the Gunner and Carpenter went 
to Captain Pemberton's Tent, to have ſome Conference 
on their Future Deliverance. From Captain Pemberton's 
they went to the Lieutenant's JIent. While there, the 
Lieutenant was ſent for to Captain Cheap; about an 
Hour aſter the Carpenter and Gunner were ſent for; 
when they came to him, he ſaid, Gentlemen, I haye 
maturely conſider'd the Contents. of your Paper, ſo far 
as it regards the Preſervation of the People on the Spot. 
This Paper has given mea great deal of Uneaſineſs, in- 
ſomuch that I have not clos'd my Eyes 'till Eight 
o' Clock this Morning, for thinking of it; but, I think, 
you have not weigh'd the Thing rightly ; do you know 
we are above one hundred and fixty Leagues diſtant S. W. 
from the Streighis of Magellan, with the Wind againſt us? 
Then think on the Diſtance to be run afterwards on the 
other Side of the Streighis, with the Wind always, againſt 
us, and where no Water is to be had. One of them an- 
ſwer'd, Sir, you ſay it is above one hundred and ſixty 
Leagues to the Streights 3 but let the Navigators work it, 
and they will find it not above, ninety Leagues; yourſelf 
and Lieutenant are undoubtedly, Navigators and Judges, 
kherefore will certainly find - it as I ſay, Mr. Cummins 
| ; acquainted 
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aàcquainted the Captain that, according to his Calculation, 


the Veſſel would carry a Month's Water, at a Quart a 


Man per Diem; and deſired him to conſider, that after 


running along Shore to the Northward this Side the Land, 
they had one hundred Leagues to run right out to Sea to 
the land of Juan Fernandes, and five hundred Chances 
to one, if they met the Commodore there, or any of 
the Squadron; nor did any one know but the Commo- 
dore might have ſhared the ſame Fate with themſelves, 
or perhaps worſe. The Captain anſwer'd, It's a thauſand 
to one if we ſee the Commodore at Juan Fernandes ; for, 
Gentlemen, to let you into a Secret, which I never dil-- 
cover'd before, we ſhall meet him at Ba/dawia ; his Or- 
ders were from — to go there with the Squadron, 
it being a Place of little or no Force. Mr. Cummins re- 
ply'd, Sir, *tis agreed, the Commodore is at Baldavia; 
but we make it in our Bargain, when we go from hence, 
that we will put aſhore at every Place when we want Wa- 
ter, or whenever the Weather will permit, without any 
Obſtruction. The Captain return'd, There is no Occa- 
fion for that; we will water at the Iſlands, and take a 
Veſſel going along. Mr. Cummins ſaid, Sir, what ſhall 
wedo with a Veſſel without Proviſions ? The Captain an- 
ſwer'd, We will take a Veſſel loaden with Flower from 
Chil:, there being a great many Trading Veſſels that 
Way; and then we will proceed through the Streigbts of 
Magellan. Sir, ſays Mr. Cummins, how ſhall we take a 
Veſſel without Guns? not having any but Muſkets ; and 
our Enemies know, as well as ourſelves, that we have a 
Squadron in theſe Seas, therefore undoubtedly are well 
arm'd, and keep a good Look-out. On which the Cap- 
tain made Anſwer, What are our ſmall Arms for, but to 
Board em? Then the Carpenter ſaid, Sir, if a Shot 


mould cake the Boat under Water, it would not be in my 


Power to flop a Leak of that Kind, where the Plank is 
ſo thin that in ſome Places it is not above three Quarters 
of an Inch thick. The Captain then ſaid, Gentlemen, 
Tam agreeable toany Thing, and willing to go any Way 


for the Prefervation of the People; but at the ſame Time 


would have you conſider of it, the Wind being always 


àgainſt us on the other Side the Land, and we have above 
\, 23 $8 $47 . d | | 
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ſeven hundred Leagues to the River Plare. To this it 
was anſwer'd, Tis not above five hundred and ninety 
Leagues from hence to Cape St. Antonio; and, let the 
Navigators work it, and Reaſon take Place, which is 
what we chiefly defire to be govern'd by : Another In- 
ducement we have to go the Way propoſed is, that we 
may be aſſur'd of Water and Proviſions. I allow that, 


ſays the Captain, and we may {ave our own; but how 


do you know we may not meet Enemies in the Streigbts? 
Mr. Bulkeley reply'd, We can have no Enemies to en- 
counter there, but Indians in their Canoes, and thoſe we 
can maſter at our Pleaſure. The Captain then ſeem'd to 


countenance their Opinion again; and ſaid, When we 


come to St. Julians, we ſhall be ſure of Salt in Plenty 
for our Proviſions, without which our Fowls will not 
keep above two or three Days : Beſides, when we come 
to the River Plate, we may meet with a Prize, they not 
being acquainted with any Engliſb Veſſel like ours, with 
Schooner's Sails; by which means we may run up the 
River, and take a larger Veſſel: If we fail here, we 
may go aſhore, and get what Cattle we pleaſe ; but what 
Buſineſs have we at the Rio Grand? We mult go to the 
Rio Faneiro, Mr. Bulkeley anſwer'd, that they muſt be 
oblig'd to ftop at every Place along Shore for Supplies; 
at St. Catharine's the Governor will give us a Certificate, 
ſo that we ſhal] be known to be the People that were there 
in the Squadron. The Captain ſaid, That's true, and 1 
can get Bills of Credit in any Part of Braxil; belides, 
the People may be ſeparated, ſome in the Fata, and 
ſome in other Ships; and fo we may proceed with fewer 
Hands to Barbados. It may be obſerv'd, that during all 
this Debate, the Lieutenant ſpoke not a Word. The 
Carpenter aſking him the Reaſon of his Silence in all the 
Conſultation, he anſwer'd, III give my Opinion here- 
after. The Captain ſaid, I knew nothing of his being 
- acquainted with it, till Mr. Bu/ke/ey told me Yeſterday ; 
but at the ſame Time, Mr. Bears, I expect you will be 
the firſt that will ſign the Paper. Mr. Bulleley imagin'd 
the Captain meant their Paper, and immediately an- 
ſwer'd with ſome Warmth, That there was- ne Room left 
for his Name, that he had refuſed ſiguing at firſt, and 
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now it was too late for him to fign. The Captain ſur. 
4 priz'd him, by ſaying, I don't mean your Paper. Sir, 
ſays Mr. Bulkeley, any other, which may be contrary to 


ours, will never be ſign'd by us. Mr. Cummins then ſaid 
to the Captain, Sir, 'tis all owing to you that we are here; 


in if you had conſulted your Officers, we might have avoid- 
te ed this Misfortune; conſidering the Condition the Ship 
W was in, ſhe was not fit to come in with the Land, all our 
P Men being ſick, and not above three Seamen in a Watch; 
. ſuppoſe the Maſt had gone by the Board, as was every 
F Moment expected. The Captain made Anſwer, Gentle- 
2a men, you do not know my Orders, there never were any 
F fo ſtrict given to a Commander before; and had I but 
| two Men living beſides myſelf, I muſt, and was obliged 
2 to go to the firſt Rendezvous, which was at the Iſland of 


* Noftra Sennora di Socora ; I was obliged to go there at all 
ot Events. Mr. Bulkeley made Anſwer to this, Sir, if that 


ch is the Caſe, it ſeems plain that it was defign'd we ſhould 
We be here: But I am of Opinion, notwithſtanding the 
FE Commodore had his Orders from to go with the 
at Squadron to Ba/dawia, that at the ſame Time thoſe Orders 
he were ſo far diſcretional, that if the Squadron was diſabled, 
be Care was taken not to endanger his Majeſty's Ships. Yes, 
5 (ſays the Captain) that was ſettled at St. Julian's: But 
e, notwithſtanding what has been ſaid, Gentlemen, I am 
Ko agreeable to take any Chance with you, and to go any 
11 Way; but would have you conſider of it, and defer your 
22 Determination till all is ready to go off the Spot. Mr. 
nd Bulkeley then told the Captain, You have known Sir, 
* from the Time you ſaw the Propoſal, that the People are 
all uneaſy, and the Work is at a Stand, and in this Situati- 
he on Things will be, until this Affair is ſettled; and there- 
he fore the ſooner you reſolve, the better. The Captain re- 
at ply'd, I deſign to have a Conſultation among my Offi- 
vg cers: Have you any more Objections to make? Ves, 
5 anſwer'd the Gunner, one more; which is, when you 
be go from hence, you are not to weigh, come to an Anchor, 
Yd or alter the Courſe, without conſulting your Officers. The 
* Captain ſaid, Gentlemen, I was your Commander. till 
eft the Ship parted, or as long as any Stores or Proviſions 
nd were getting out of her. He was then told they had al- 
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ways taken Care to obey his Orders in the ſtricteſt inan - 
ner; which the Captain allow'd had been done; and he 
added, addreſſing hamfelf to the Gunner and Carpenter, 
You were the Officers that I placed my whote Dependance 
on. They anſwer'd, Sir, we wil! upport you with our 
Lives, as long as you ſuffer Reaſon to rule; and then 
then they parted. After this Conſultation the Captain 
ſeldom came out of his 'Tent, which occaſion'd great 
Diſturbances among the people. 

The 5th, the Navigators work'd the Being and Dit. 
tances along the Shore, from one Place to another, to 
know the true Diſtance. Hereupon it was agreed to pro- 
ceed thro' the Screigbts of Magellan, according to Sir Fohn 
Narboroughs Directions, which gave them great Encou- 
rage ment to go that Way. Captain Pemberton draw'd his 
Men up and diſmiſs'd 'em again. Great Uneafineſs a- 
mong the People. 

The Sth, in the Morning. the Lhedtendi: acquainted 
the Captain, that all his Officers were ready to give ſuf- 
ficient Reaſons for going through the Szreights of Magel- 
lan, defiring a Conſultation might be held in the After- 
noon. At three o Clock the Captain ſent for the Gunner 
and Carpenter. When they came, the Maſter and Boat - 
ſwain were alſo ſent for, but they were gone in fearch of 

Subſiſtence, as Limpets, Muſcles, Sc. The Captain 
faid, Gentlemen, I don't doubt but you have conſidered 
of the Buſineſs you are come about; therefore 1 am de- 
termin'd to take my Fate with you, or Where the Spirit 
of the People leads, and ſhall uſe my beſt Endeavours 


for their Preſetvation; but I am afraid of meeting with | 


contrary Winds, for afer the Sun has croſs'd the Line 
we muſt expect to meet em. Mr. Bulkeley made Anſwer, 
By all Accounts the Wind hangs from N. W. to the 8. 
W. above three Parts of the Vear; which is in our Fa- 
vour. Mr. Cummins told him, There was freſh Water 
to be got as well on one Coaſt as the other; and if Sir 
John Narborough's Treatment was ſo ill in a profound 
Peace, what muſt we expect in a Time of open War ? 
The Captain ſaid, I am afraid very bad. Then Mr. 
Cummins ſpoke in this Manner to the Captain: Sir, I 
always took you for an honourable Gentleman, and I 


believe 


| going through the Streigbts was the beſt Way; but in 
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believe you to be ſuch; on your Honour, Sir, I beg you 
will give the true Sentiments of your Mind, whether 
thro' the Streights is not the ſureſt and ſafeſt Way to pre- 
ſerve our Lives, notwithſtanding we have a thouſand Dif- 
ficulties to encounter with any way? The Captain an- 


ſwer d, I really think going to the Northward is the ſafeſt 
May, for ſuppoſe we ſhould be drove off to Sea, when 
on the other Side the Land, what is to be done then? 


Sir, ſays Mr. Bulkelty, It is our Buſineſs to keep the Shore 
to prevent all Accidents that may happen that Way. 
The Lieutenant Beans made an Objection, Suppoſe you 
have the Wind blowing right in, and a tumbling Sea, 
ſo as to endanger the Boat, what are we to do then? 
the Gunner made Anſwer, Sir, if you remember, when 
we were riding at St. Fulian's it blow'd a very hard Gale 
of Wind, right in from the Sea ; yet even then, the Sea 
did not run ſo high as to endanger a Boat riding at An- 


chor: Another Inſtance I bring you from St. Catharines 


when we had ſuch hard Gales, that the Trya/ loſt her 


Miaſts, and the Pearl ſeparated from the Squadron; yet 


at that Time, there was no Sea comparable to what we 
have met with on this Side the Land. The Lieutenant 
allow'd this to be Fact. Then the Captain faid, I will 


allow you to have Water at Port Defre; but do you 
- conſider the lengthening your Diſtance, by keeping along 


Shore, and rounding every Bay, and ſome of thoſe Bays 
are very deep. The Gunner told him, that undoubted- 
Iy there was Water all along the Coaſt, and that we had 


no Buſineſs to round the Bays but ſteer from one Head- 


land to the other. Then Lieutenant Beans made a fſe- 


- cond Objection, Suppoſe we are forced into a Bay, and 


Shoal- Water? He was anſwered, that they ſhould always 
have a Boat a-head, and their Draught of Water would 
not be above four or five Feet at moſt; that if they 
ſhould be ſo unfortunate as to looſe: the Boat, they mult 
keep the Lead a going. The Lieutenant reply'd, That 
was true, and there could not be a great deal of Difficul 
ty in it. This was the only Time the Lieutenant ever 
ſpoke in Publick on the Affair; he always allow'd that 


the 
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the Captain's Preſence he ſided with him, and was for 
going to the Northward. | 5 
The 9th, it was agreed, That if the Wind did not ſet 
in againſt them, at the Sun's croſſing the Line, that the 
Captain would go that way. The Captain ask'd every 
Man's Opinion, and found them unanimous for the 
Streights of Magellan. This Day being fair Weather, they 
Jaunch'd the Yawl to go a Fowling; ſhot ſeveral Geeſe, 
Ducks, Shags, and Sea-pies. Heel'd the Long-Boat for 
planking. | 8 8 85 | GR ns: 
The 1oth, they eat Slaugh and Sea-Weed fry'd with 
Tallow Candles, which they pick'd up along Shore, and 
was reckon'd exceeding good Eating, having nothing to 
live on but a Quarter of a Pound of Flower a Man per 
Day, and what they could get off the Rocks; for many 
Days the Weather had been ſo bad that they could not 
fir abroad, tho? almoſt ſtarv'd for want of Food. p 
The 11th, in the Afternoon the People were in Arms, 
don Account of the Stores being robb'd. They there- 
upon wanted the Stores to be removed to the Tent, be- 
tonging to the Gunner and Carpenter; who, on their 
Part, defired they would deſiſt from offering any Vio- 
lence, and told them the ill Conſequence of Mutiny, 
Which they took all imaginable Care to prevent. The 
People, on their Repreſentations, inſtantly quitted their 
Arms. The Captain preſently ſent for theſe two Officers, 
to acquaint them, with what had happened. He told 
them, that the Purſer zccidentally coming by, ſaw the 
Prifoner Roland Cruſſett, a Marine, crawling from the 
Buſhes, and from under the Store-Tent, and found on 
him upwards of a Day's Flower for ninety People, with 
one Piece of Beef under his Coat, and three Pieces more, 
which were conceal'd in the Buſhes, to carry off when 
Opportunity offer'd; and the Centry, Thomas Smith, his 
Meſs-mate, a Marine, undoubtedly was privy to the 
Rohbery. The Captain farther ſaid, We have nothing 
to do with them, but I ſhall ſend to Captain Pemberton, 
to inſiſt upon a Court Martial: I really think, that for 
robbing the Store-Tent (which, in our preſent Circum- 
ſtances, is ſtarving the Whole Body of the People) the 
Priſoners deſerve Death, This was not only the Cap- 
tain's Opinion, but, indeed, the Sentiment of every 
5 Pei ſon 
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Perſon preſent. Capt. Pemberton conſented to go as far 


as the Martial Law would allow him, in Conjunction 
with the Sea Officers. I look, ſaid he, on the Lieute- 
nant as nothing, and the Captain in the ſame Light; as 


for you two (meaning the Gunner and Carpenter) I con- 


fide in, and ſhall have Regard to your Opinions. When 
the Articles of War were read, we found their Crime 
did not touch Life, but that they were to ſuffer Corporal 
Puniſhment. Whilſt Mr. Cummins was laying open the 


Nature of their Guilt, and the ill Conſequence of Leni- 


ty in their Circumſtances, the Gunner propoſed a Way 
next to Death, which was, if judg'd proper by Captain 


Pemberton and Captain Cheap, to carry them off to the 


Iſland where the Ship parted, there being Muſcles, Lim- 
pets, and Clams in Abundance, and no Want of Water, 
and there leave them till we ſhould be ready for failing 3 
and, to ſtrike a Terror into all for the Future, it ſhould 
be declared, that if any Man ſhould be guilty of the 
like Offence, without any Reſpe& of Perſon, he ſhould 
ſhare the ſame Fate. This Propoſal was approved of 
by both the Captains. At Night, Lieutenant Beazs 
ſurprized them with a new Kind of Propoſal, which 


they little dreamt of, which was, to have a proper Place 


of Devotion, to perform Divine Service in every Sab.. 


bath- Day; for which Sacred Office, the Gunner's and 


Carpenter's Tent was appropriated. Theſe two Officers 
had ſome Suſpicion that Religion was not the principal 
Motive of the Lieutenant's Propoſal ; for, pitching on 
their Tent, might give them ſome Reaſon to guard 
againſt being ſurprized in the Midſt of their Devotions 3 
for if that had been done, and their Arms taken from 


them, it would have effectually fruſtrated their Deſigns, 


and prevented their Return to England through the 


 Streights of Magellan, or any other Way. 


The 12th, they ſerved out one Piece of Beef for four 


Men. For ſome Time paſt they had a Quarter of a Pound 


of Flower per Man, and three Pieces of Beef for a 


- Day's Proviſion; but now they lived chiefly on Muſcles, 


Limpets, and Clams, with Saragraza, and Thromba : 


Ihe former of theſe two is a green broad Weed, com- 
mon on the Rocks of England; the other, is a 80 
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Sea-Weed, ſo large, that a Man can ſcarce graſp it; 


this laſt they boiled, and the Saragraza they fried in Tal- 
Tow. In this Manner they made hard Shift to ſupport 


Life, even theſe Shell-Fiſh and Weeds not being to be 


got without great Difficulty; for the Wind, the 
Rain, and Coldneſs of the Climate in this Seaſon, are 
fo extremely ſevere, that ſome of the Men would pauſe 


for ſome Time, whether they ſhould ſtay in their Tents 


and ſtarve, or go out in queſt of Food. N 
The 14th, they held a Court-Martial on the Centry 
and the Marine that robb'd the Store-Tent 3 and Sen- 


tence was paſs'd on them to receive 600 Laſhes each. 


Captain Cheap not thinking the Puniſhment adequate 
to the Crime, cut them ſhort of their Allowance ; ſo 


that they had now but half the Proviſions they had be- 


fore. The Day following the Offenders received 200 
Laſhes, each, as a Part of their Puniſhment. They 


 haul'd the Long-Boat higher up, for fear the Sea ſhould 


waſh the Blocks from under her. They alſo found out 


a new Way of managing the Slaugh, by frying it in 
thin Batter with Tallow, and uſing it as Bread. 


The 18th, the Carpenter, who had all along been in- 
defatigable in working about the Long-Boat, ſaw one of 


the Seamen cutting up an Anchor-Stock for Fire- Wood, 
which had been deſigned for a particular Uſe for the 


Boat. At Sight of the Fellow's Folly he could not con- 


tain himſelf, This Affair added to the little Concern 


and intolerable Indifference that appeared in the Gene- 
rality of the People, for ſome Time impared his Under- 
ſtanding, and made him delirious ; all poſſible Methods 
were uſed to reſtore him, as he was the only Man, who, 


through the Aſſiſlance of Providence, could compleat 


the Means of their Deliverance. 

The 22d, They began upon ſeveral Contrivances to 
get Proviſions, ſuch as building Punts, Cask boats, Lea- 
'ther-Boats, and the like. | +4 

The 25d, the Store-Tent was again robbed, and, on 
Examination, there was found a Deficiency of twelve 
Days Brandy for ninety Men. The Lieutenant, Gun- 
ner, and Carpenter went to the Captain to conſult ſome 
Way which might effectually prevent thoſe villainous 
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Practices for the Future. The Captain deſired them to 
make a nice Enquiry into this Robbery, being determin- 


ed to inflict the ſevereſt Puniſhment on the Offenders 3 


tho' it would give him the greateſt Concern if any inno- 
cent Perſon ſhould ſuffer. This Day one of the Centinels 
was confin'd for being drunk on his Poſt. The Day fol- 
lowing the Boatſwain gave Information of the Perſons 
who had robbed the Tent. They were two Centinels, 
and theſe very Perſons were the firſt who inſiſted, that 
the Seamen, as well as themſelves, ſhould watch the 

Store-Fent ; their own Officers, as yet, brought them ta 
no Examination. Information alſo was given, that the 
Purſer held frequent Converſation with the Rebels, con · 
trary to all the Laws of the Navy, ſupplying them with 
Liquors in great Abundance, to the Diſtreſs of his Ma- 


Ne faithful Subjects, who had but half a Pint per Day 


bſiſt on. There were now great Diſturbances among 
the People, concerning going to the Northward. They 
believed Captain Cheap never intended to return to Eug- 
land, by his propoſing this Way, in Oppoſition to the 
Opinion of all the Navigators, who had given Reaſons 
for going thro' the Streigbis of Magellan. There was a 
Sort of a Party Rage among the People, fomented by a 
kind of Bribery, that had more Influence on the Seamen 
than Money; ſome being daily brought off by Rum, and 
other ſtrong Liquors. And unleſs a Stop had been put 
to theſe Proceedings, they could never have got off the 
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The 25th, they had four great Earthquakes, three of 
which were very terrible. Notwithſtanding the violent 
Shocks and Tremblings of the Earth, there was no Ground 
ſhiſted/*' Hard Gales of Wind at North, with heavy 
Showers of Rain. F „ 

The zyth, the Diſturbances increaſed among the Peo- 
ple: *Confultations were held what was to be done in the 
preſent Exigence. The Gunner beingreckonedthe Projecs 
tor of the Scheme for going through the Streiphts, was 
threatened to be ſhot,” by Mile the Quarter-Maſter. The 
Lieutenaut told Bulteley, that if he would draw up a 
Paper for the Captain to ſign, in order to ſatisfy the Peo- 
Pier that he would go to the Sbuthward, and every Of-

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ficer might have a Copy of it, to juſtify himſelf in Eng- 
land, it would be as proper a Method as could be taken.

HE REAS, upon a General Conſultation, it has

Body of Officers, to ſend the Purſer off the Iſland, for

I will take my 
Fate with you. Every Body now expected the Lieutenant 
to reply, eſpecially after the Zeal he expreſſed himſelf 


with the Day before; but he ſat Speechleſs, without any 


Regard to the Welfare of the People, or to his own 
Propoſals. Finding he did not move in the Affair, the 
Gunner took out the Paper which was agreed to by the 
Lieutenant and the reſt of the Officers, and read it to 
the Captain, and aſk'd him to ſign it; which he ſtrenu- 
ouſly oppoſed, and ſeem'd very much enraged that it 
ſhould be expected of him. Upon this they dropt the 
Matter, and began to diſcourſe concerning the Proviſions. 
It was thought neceſſary that ten Weeks Subſiſtance ſhould 
be ſecured to carry with them, and that the Liquor ſhould 
be buried under Ground, But to this he gave no Anſwer. 
Finding no Relief here, they went to Captain Pember- 
zon's Tent, to conſult with him what to do in the preſent 


Exigence. On going out from Captain Cheap, they 


ſawy a Flag hoiſted on Captain Pemberton's Tent, and the 
Captain himſelf ſeated in a Chair, furrounded by the 
People. On ſeeing this, all the Officers preſent at the 


Conſul tation, except the Lieutenant, went over to Cap- 


tain Pemberton. Here it was agreed, in Caſe the Cap- 


| tain perſiſted to refuſe ſigning the Paper, to take the 


Command from him, and to. give it to the Lieutenant, 
according to the Lieutenant's own Propoſal. At the 
ſame Time Captain Pemberton told the People, he would 
ſtand by them with his Life in going thro' the Srreighis 
&f Magellan, the Way propoſed in the Paper. The 
People gave three Cheers, crying aloud for England. 
The Captain hearing the Noiſe, got out of Bed to his 
Tent-Door, and called the People, e! they 
wanted; and then ſent for all the Officers. He was told 
lince he refuſed figning the Paper, and had no Regard 
to the Safety of the Proviſions, that the People had 
unanimouſly agreed to take the Command from him, 
and transfer it to the Lieutenant. Hearing this, with 
an exalted Voice, Captain Cheap ſays, Who is he that 
will take the Command from me:? addreſſing himſelf to 
the Lieutenant, Is it you, Sir? The Lieutenant rern 

N 1 2 | No, 
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No, Sir. The Terror of the Captain's Aſpe& intimi- 
dated the Lieutenant to that Degrree, that he look'd 
like a Ghoſt. The Officers left him with the Captain, 
and returned to Captain Pemberion's Tent to acquaint 


| him of the Lieutenant's refuſing the Command. Pre- 
ſently after Captain Cheap ſent for the Gunner. At 


his entering the Tent, he ſaw the Captain ſeated on a 
Cheſt, with a cock'd Piſtol on his right Thigh. Ob- 
ſerving this, he deſired Mr. Jones, the Mate, to tell 
the Captain, he did not think proper to come before a, 
cock'd Piſtol : For notwithſtanding he was arm'd, he 
drew back, altho' he had his Piſtol cock'd, and there were 
ſeveral Men near him arm'd with Muſkets: The Cap- 
tain's perſonal Bravery no Man doubted of; his Cu- 
rage was exceſſive, and made him raſh and deſperate; 


his ſhooting Mr. Cozers was a fatal Proof of it; he was 


grown more deſperate by this unhappy AQion, and was 
obſerved, ſince that, to behave himſelf with little Com- 


poſure of Mind. When Mr. Fares acquainted him with 


the Gunner's Precaution, he threw his Piſtol aſide, and 
came out of his Tent. He told the People, he would go 
with them to the Southward ; and defired to know their 
Grievances, and he would redreſs tbem. They all called 
out for their Sea Store of Proviſions to be ſecured, and the 
reſt equally divided. Here the Captain ſhewed all the 
Conduct and Courage imaginable ; he was a ſingle Man, 
againſt a Multitude, all of them diſſatisfy'd. with him, 
and all likewiſe in Arms; he told them the ill Conſe- 
ence of ſharing the Proviſions, that it was. living Lo- 
y, and ſtarving To-morrow. But the People were pot to 
be ſatisfy'd, the Officers had now noAythority over them, 
and they were for ſome Time deaf to their Perſuaſions. 
Nay, it was with Difficulty they could be difluaded 


from pulling down the Store-Tent, and taking away the 


Proviſions by Force. They. remov'd the Proviſions out 
of the Store-Tent, then fell to digging a Hole to bury 
the Brandy, demanding the Sea Store to be ſecured, and 


the Remaineder to be immediately ſhar'd, _ Had this 
been comply'd with, the Conſequences might have been 
very terrible. However, to pacify them in ſome Shape, 
it was agreed, that every Man ſhould have, a, — | 
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Brandy per Day, which, by Calculation, might be af- 


forded for three Weeks. On this they ſeem'd very ea- 
ſy, and went to their reſpective Tents. The Captain 
told his Officers, that he would act nothing contrary to 
what was agreed on for the Welfare and Safety of the 


Community. Finding the Captain in aTemper of Mind to 


hearken to Reaſon, the Gunner ſaid to him, I think it 
my Duty to inform you, that I am not the Perſon whom 
you imagine to be the Principal in this Affair. The 
Captain anſwered, How can I think otherwiſe ?: He re- 
ply'd, Sir, the Paper I read to you was your Lieute- 
nant's Projection: There ſits the Gentleman let him diſ- 
own it if he can. The Captain turning himſelf to the 
Lieutenant, ſaid, Mr. Bulleley has honeſtly clear'd him- 
ſelf. They then drank a Glaſs of Wine, and took their 
Leaves . 1 5 1 0 

The 29th, arrived five Indian Canoes, laden with 
Muſeles; they were about fifty Men, Women, and 
Children. Theſe Indians had never viſited them be- 


fore; they were not ſo generous and good-natured as 


their former Friends, already mentioned ; being ſo mer- 
cenary, that they would not part with a ſingle Muſcle 
without ſomething in Exchange; their Stay was but 
ſhort, for the next Morning they launch'd their Canoes, 
and went off. 4 JE (7:7 


On September the 1ſt, 1741, the Carpenter was ſhot 


in the Thigh, with ſeveral large Pewter Sluggs, by the 
Captain's Cook ; but he being at a great Diſtance, the 


Sluggs did not enter his Skin: Whether this was de- 
ſign'd or accidential was not known ; however, it was. 
thought proper to diſarm him. 44 


The'4th, there were great Diſorders among the. Pea- 
ple about watching the Proviſions; ſome taking all Oppor- 
tunities to rob the Stores. Their Living was now very 
hard; Shell. Fiſh very ſcarce and difficult to be had; 
the Sea. Weeds being their greateſt Support; they had 
now found a Sort of Sea- Weed, which they called Dulſe ; 
it is a narrow Weed, growing on Rocks in the Sea, 
which when boil'd about two Hours, thickens the Wa- 
ter like Flower; and this they eſlee med good and whole- 
ſome Food, 


T 3 The 
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The 6th, the Store-Tent being robbed the pre- 
ceding Night, of Brandy and Flower, the People on 
hearing thereof were greatly enrag'd, and inſiſted on 
ſearching the Marines Tents. On Search they found four 
Bottles of Brandy, and four ſmall Parcels of Flower. 
The Captain ſent for the Lieutenant, Maſter, Gunner, 
Carpenter, and Surgeon, with Lieuts. Hamilton, Exvers, 


and Fielding, of the Army ; Captain Pemberton, was allo ' 


ſent for, but was ſo ill that he could not be preſent, but 
deſired that all might paſs according to the Judgment of 
the above-mentioned Officers. A Conſultation was held. 
Five of the accuſed Marines did not appear, dreading the 
Puniſhment due to their Crime, but march'd off to the 
Deſerters : Four more who ſtaid to be tried, receiv'd Sen- 
tence, on the firſt Opportunity to be carry'd off to, the 
Main, there to ſhift for themſelves with the former De- 
| ſerters. The Seamen inſiſted on a Pint of Brandy each 
Man per Diem, which was agreed on. The Joſt Proviſi- 
ons being found were put into the Store. 

The 7th, a Dog-Feaſt was made at Mr. Foes s Tent: 
There were preſent at this Entertainment, the Lieute- 
nant; the Honourable Jobn Byron, Mr. Cummins, Mr. 
Bulkeley, Mr. Campbell, Mr. Young, Lieutenants Eavers, 
and Fięlding, and Dr. Oakley. It was unanimouſly pro- 
nounced good Eating 3 and that our Engli/o Mutton was 
not preferrable to it. 

The 8th, Wilkam Harwey, Quarter- Gunner, went ta 
the Gunner and Carpenter, with a Paper fign'd by ſeven 
en the Contents as under, wiz. 


HES E are to acquaint you the Genrlemey; Off. 

cers, and Seamen of the Ship Wager, that, for the 
_ Eaſement of the Boat now building, we do agree to go in 
the Yaw!l, after ſhe is fitted up, allowing us our Share of 
Proviſions, and other Conveniences, to go in her to the 
Southward, through the Streights of TATA or. the 
Coalt of Brazil,

"The next Day, the above-mention'd added one more 
to their Number, wiz, Peter Plaſtow, Captain's Steward. 


The Captain fent for the Lieutenant, Maſter, Gunner, 


Carpenter, and Boatſwain. When they were all met, 


the Captain aſk*d them, if P/affſow had mention'd any 
thing about going off in the Yawl. Being anſwered in 


the Affirmative, P/affozw was ſent for. The Captain ſaid, 

Peter, I hear you are for going in the Boat. He anſwer- 
ed, Yes, Sir; I will take my Chance, for I want to get 
to Eng- Aud. The Captain bade him begone for a Villain, 
and ſaid no more. This P/aftow was a mighty Favourite 
with the Captain, and had often been admitted to his 
Converſation: He, above all Men, ought to have ſtood 


ſtedfaſt to him, becauſe the Captain regarded him above 


the whole Body of the People, and hath been heard to 
ſay as much. it was this Day agreed, that the Sentence 
put off on the 6th ſhould be executed the firſt Opportu- 
nity, without Delay; and that no Boat ſhould go off from 
kence before all was ready, it being evident that ſome had 


a Deſign to go to the Northward. 


The 11th, the People being uneaſy, thers was farce 
any Work done for this Week paſt, and every Thing at 
a Stand; there was now no Command, Order, or Diſci- 
pline among them, beſides which, the Inclemency of the 
Climate was a great Addition to their Uneaſineſs. They 
had now been Inhabitants of this Iſland ſixteen Weeks, 
and had not yet ſeen ten fair Days; the Murmurings of 
the People, the Scarcity of Provifion, and the Severity 
of the Weather, making their Situation miſerable enough. 

The 14th, Proviſions were now ſo exceeding ſcarce that 
nothing came amils ; not even Dogs, Rats, and, in ſhort, 
every Thing they could lay Hands on. 

The 18th, Dennis O Lary and John Redwoed, Seamen, | 
with ſix Marines, were put off to the Main, according 
to their Sentence; it being a fine Summer's Day. 

The goth, they launch'd the Barge, and went off to 
the Wreck ; took vp four Caſks of Beef, and one of 
N N Peaſe, 
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Peaſe, which was ſtav'd; ſerv'd out to each Man five 
Pieces of Beef, and Peaſe to ſuch as would have em; 
but there were none to take em; having now Plenty of 
Meat, their Stomachs became nice and dainty. 
The 24th, the Gunner was ſent on a Week's Cruize | 
in the Barge; the Officers with him were Mr. Jones the 
Mate, the Hon. Mr. Byron Midſhipman; and Mr. Harvey 
the Purſer, who was a good Draughtſman ; they went in 
order to diſcover the Coaſt to the Southward, for the 
Safety of the Long-boat. During their Abſence, / the 
People went to the Captain, and got two Gallons 'of 
Wine, which they mix'd with their half Pints of Brandy; 
they got all drunk and mad, but no great Miſchief en- 
ſued. Six Indian Canoes likewiſe came in 1oaden with 
Men, Women, and Children. They brought with them 
Clams out of the Shells ſtrung on Lines. The Indian 
Women dive for Muſcles, and brought them aſhore in A- 
bundance ; the Men went to the freſh Water River, and 
caught ſeveral Fiſh like our Engliſb Mullets. The Ma- 
ger's People bought Dogs of the Indians, which they 
| killed, and eat, eſteeming the Fleſh very good Food. 
The next Day the Indians went out and caught a vaſt 
Quantity of Fiſh out of a Pond, where they ſent in their 
Dogs to hunt; the Dogs dived, and drove the Fiſh a- 
more in great Numbers, to one Part of the Pond, as if 
they had been drawn in a Seyne; the Indians ſold the 
Fiſh to the People. This Method of catching of Fiſh | 
is unknown any where elſe, and was very -furpriſing. 
After the Indians went away, they haul'd the echo over 
the Pond, but could never get a'Fiſh. | 
". THE 28th, the Barge retarn d. The firſt Evening hey 
were out they had a good Harbour for the Barge; which 
they put into. The firſt Animal they ſaw was a fine large 
Bitch big with Puppies. They killed her, and then 
roaſted one Side and boiled the other, and were exceed- 
ingly well pleaſed with their Fare, ſupped heartily, and 
flept well. The next Morning proceeded on their Cruize 
finding all along the Coaſt fo be very dangerous. At 
Evening put into a Place of very good Shelter for the 
Barge. Here they found the Indians had been very late- 
3 the Shore being covere@ with'the Offils of Srl! In 
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an Hour's Time they killed ten wild Fowl. Roafted 
three Geeſe and two Ducks, the reſt they put into a Sea 
Pye, and fo fared moſt elegantly. Got up at Day-light 


next Morning, but ſeeing the Weather hazey and dirty, 


thought it not proper to put out with the Barge, fearing 
they ſhould not get a Harbour before Night. They ol 


a Walk five Miles in the Country, croſs the Land, to the 
Southward, but could not ſee any Shelter for the Boat, 


being then twelve Leagues from the Place they came 


from; ſo returned back in the Evening, and got into a 


fine ſandy Bay; which ſeem'd to be as good a Harbour 
for Shipping as any in the World. Coming into this 
Bay, they ſaw the Southmoſt Land, which had been ſeen 


before, bearing about S. S. W. right over an Inlet of 
Land, about two Miles. 


did Jak Night; in the Morning they walked over, and 


After landing, lived as they 
found a deep Bay, it being eighteen Leagues deep, and 


twelve Leagues broad; here they had a very good Proſ- 


pect of the Coaſt. 


The zd of October, ſeveral of the Officers went to the 
Captain, to acquaint him how forward the Boat was, 
and to conſult ſome Meaſures to be obſerved on Board 


the Boat, to prevent Mutiny ; he deſired a Day or two 
to conſider of it. won 


The 5th, the Carpenter ſent his Caſe Bottle, as uſual, 


to the Captain, to be filled with Wine; but it being ſent 


back empty, with this Anſwer, I will give him none. 


This ſadden Change of the Captain's Behaviour to the 


Carpenter, proceeded from ſome Words which the latter 
dropt, and were carried to the Captain. The Words the 
Carpenter ſpoke were to this Purport, That he was not 


to be led by Favour or Affection, nor to be biaſſed by a 
Bottle of Brandy. To-day heeled the Long- boat, and 
caulked the Starboard Side, pay'd her Bottom with Wax, 
Tallow, and Soap, that came out of the Ship. 


The 6th, the Captain acquainted the Officers, that his 


- Reſolution was to be Captain as before, and to be govern- 
ed by the Rules of the Navy, and to ſtand or fall by them. 
To this it was reply'd, that in their preſent Situation, the 
Rules of the Navy were not ſufficient Directions, ſeyeral 
Rules being requiſite, in their preſent. Circumſtances, 


which 
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which are not mentioned in the Rules of the r 
That the whole Body of Officers and People were de- 
termined not to be govern'd by thoſe Rules at preſent. 
That this Objection was ſtarted, not from a Diſreſpect 
to thoſe Rules, but it was imagined, if Captain Cheap 
was reſtor'd to that abſolute Command which he bad be- 
fore the Loſs of the Wager, that he would proceed again 
upon the ſame Principles, never on any Exigence conſult 
his Officers, but act arbitrarily, according to his Humour 
and Confidence of ſuperior Knowledge. That While 
they thought he ated with Reaſon, they willingly ſup- 
ported his Command, but that now ſome Reſtriction was 
become neceſſary for their own Preſervation. That they 
think him worthy to have a limited Command, but too 
dangerous a Perfon to be truſted with an abſolute one. 
This Afternoon the People infiſted to be ſerved with. 
Brandy out of the Caſks that were buried under Ground; 
accordingly they were ſerved half a Pint each Man. 
The 8th, the Maſter ſpoke to the Captain concerning 
ten half Barrels of Powder more than could be carried 
off, which would make good Water-Caſks for the Boats. 
The Captain told him not to fart the Powder, or deſtroy 
any Thing without his Orders ; and ſaid, he muſt have 
Time to conſider of it. In the Afternoon, Captain Pem- 
Berton, of the Land Forces, went on the Beach, and de- 
fired the Afiltance of the Seamen to take Captain Cheap 
a Priſoner, for the Death of Mr. Cozens, the Midſhip- 
man; telling them, that he ſhould be called to an Ac- 
count, if he did not ſecure the Captain. To day the 
Gunner over. haub'd the Powder, and told the Lieutenant 
that there was Twenty three half Barrels in Store, and 
that they could not carry off in the Veſſel aboye ſix half 
Barrels ; therefore he purpoſed to ſtart the Overplus into 
the Sea, and make Water-Casks of the half Barrels, they 
being very dagen for that Purpoſe; and deſired him to 
2cquaint bhp © aptain with his. Tatention ; adding, that, 
fince he had no Regard for the Publick Good, or to any 
2 that tended to promote it, the Carpenter and 
determined never to go. near him again. The 
Lieutenant declined going. 153 earing the Captain, would | 
wu Him, but he ſent the Maker to let the 9e 
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know of the Neceflity of ſtarting the Powder. The 
Captain's Anſwer to the Maſter was, I deſire you will 
not deſtroy any one Thing without my Orders. They 
were now convinced the Captain had no Intention of go- 


ing to the Southward, notwithſtanding he had lately 
given his Word and Honour that he would; therefore 


Captain Pemberton, in order to put an End to all future 


Obltructions, determined to make him a Priſoner for 
ſhooting Mr. Cozers, intending to carry him as ſuch to 
England; and at the fame Time to confine Lieutenant 


Hamilton with him; which was readily agreed to by the 


whole Body. It was reckoned dangerous to ſuffer the 
Captain any longer to enjoy Liberty; therefore the Lieu- 
tenant, Gunner, Carpenter, and Mr. Jones the Mate, 
reſolved the next Morning to ſurprize him in his Bed. 
The gth, they went in a Body and ſurprized the Cap- 
tain in Bed, diſarm'd him, and took every Thing out of 


his Tent. The Captain ſaid to the Seamen, What are 


you about? Where are my Officers? At which the Maſ- 
ter, Gunner, Carpenter, and Boatſwain, went in. The 


Captain ſaid, Gentlemen, do you know what you have 


done, or are about? He was anſwered, Yes, Sir; our 
Aſſiſtance was demanded by Captain Pemberton, to ſecure 


you as a Priſoner for the Death of Mr. Cozens, and as 


we are Subjects of Great. Britain, we are obliged to take 


ou as ſuch to England. The Captain ſaid, Gentlemen, 


Captain Pemberton hath nothing to do with me; Iam 
your Commander ſtil} ; I will ſhew you my Inſtructions; 
which he did to the People; on this they came out. He 
then call'd his Officers a ſecond Time, and ſaid, What is 
this for ? He was anſwered as before, that their Aſſiſtance 
was demanded by Captain Pemberton to take him Priſon- 
er for the Death of Mr. Cazens. He ſtill inſiſted, Capt. 
Pemberton had no Buſineſs with him. It was told him, 
that it was his own Fault, that he bad given himſelf no 
Manner of Concern for the Publick Good, but had act. 
ed quite the Reverſe, or elſe been ſo careleſs and indiffer- 
ent about it, as if they had no Commander; and if o- 
ther Perſons had given themſelves no more Trouble and 
Concern, than he had, they could not have been ready to 


go 1 from thence as long as the Proviſions laſted. © The 
Captain

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Captain anſwered, very well, Gentlemen, you have 
caught me napping ; I do not ſee any of you in Liquor; 
you are a Parcel of brave Fellows, but my Officers are 
Scoundrels. Then turning himſelf to the Gunner, he 


ſaid, Where's my Lieutenant? Did not he head you? 


No, Sir, ſays he, but was here to ſee it executed, and is 
here now. One of you (ſays the Captain) call Mr. Beans. 


When Mr. Beans came, he ſaid, What is all this for, 


Sir? Sir, ſays the Lieutenant, it is Captain Pemberton's 


Order. Captain Pemberton, ſays the Captain, hath no 


Buſineſs with me, and you will anſwer for it hereafter ; 
if J do not live to ſee England, I hope ſome of my 
Friends will. On this the Lieutenant left him. The 


Captain then addreſſed himſelf to the Seamen, ſaying, 


My Lads, I do not blame you; but it is the Villainy of 

my Officers, which they will anſwer for hereafter. He 
then called Mr. Beans again, and ſaid, Well, Sir, what 
do you deſign to do with me? The Lieutenant anſwer'd, 
Sir, your Officers have defign'd the Purſer's Tent for you. 


Hum ! ſays the Captain, I ſhould be obliged to the Gen- 


tlemen, if they would let me ſtay in my own Tent. 


The Lieutenant then went to acquaint the Officers of the 


Captain's Requeſt ; but they judged it inconvenient ;. as 


Mr. Hamiltons Tent join'd the Purſer's, one Guard might 
ſerve them both; accordingly all his Things were mov'd 


to the Parſer's Tent : As he was coming along, he ſaid, 
Gentlemen you muſt excuſe my not pulling my Hat off, 
my Hands are confined. Well, Captain Beans!“ you will 


be called to an Account for this hereafter. The Boat- 
ſwain, after the Captain's Confinement, moſt barbarouſſy 


inſulted him, reproaching him with ſtriking him, ſaying, 


Then it was your Time; but now, Gd d——n you, 


it is mine. The Captain made no Reply but this, You 
are a Scoundrel for wing a Gentleman ill when he is a 
Priſoner. ' When the Captain was a Priſoner, he declar- 


ed, he never intended to go to the Southward, having 


more Honour than to turn his Back on his Enemies 3 
and farther, he ſaid, Gentlemen, I do not want to go 
off in any of your Craft; for I never deſign'd to go for 


England, and would rather chuſe to be ſhot by you ; there

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is not a ſingle Man on the Beach dare engage me; but. 
this is what I feared. | 55 n | 

It is very odd, that Captain Cheap ſhould now declare 
he never intended to go to the Southward, when he 
publickly gave his Word and Honour he would go that 
Way, or any Way Where the Spirit of the People led: 
But he afterwards told his Officers, he knew he had a 
ſevere Trial to go through, if ever he came to England; 
and as for thoſe who lived to return to their Country, 
the only Favour he requeſted from them, was, to declare. 
the Truth, without Favour or Prejudice, and this was 
promis'd faithfully to be done: His Words in this Re- 
ſpect, were as much regarded as the Words of a dying 
Man, and have been molt punctually obſerved. 6 
The 10th, Getting all ready for going off this Aﬀter- 
noon, the Captain ſent for the Lieutenant and the Gun- 
ner, deſiring them both to go to Captain Pemberton, to 
know what he intended to do with him. They went ac- 
cordingly, and both promiſed to go directly, and bring 
his Anſwer. When they came out, they both went to the 


Lieutenant's Tent; from thence, the Gunner expected, 


and made no doubt, but the Lieutenant would go to 
Captain Pemberton's: But when he aſk'd him, the Lieu- 
tenant refus'd ; which very much ſurpriz'd the Gun- 
ner, who thought it very ungenerous to trifle with Cap- 
tain Cheap, or any Gentleman in his unhappy Situati- 
on; therefore he went alone to Captain Pemberton... 
When he deliver'd him Captain Cheap's Meſſage, the 
Anſwer was, I deſign, and mult carry him Priſoner. ta 
England. The Gunner returned, and acquainted Captain 

Cheap with Captain Pemberton's Anſwer, And told him 


| that the Lieutenant would not go with him, The Cap» 


tain told Mr. Bulkelty, he was very much oblig'd to 
him, but could not think the Lieutenant would uſe him 
thus. In the Evening the Lieutenant and Gunner were 
ſent for again. The Captain ſaid to the Lieutenant, Sir, 
have you been with Captain Pemberton? He anſwered; - 
No, Sir. I thought Sir, ſays Captain Cheap, you pro- 
miſed me you would: However, I have his Anſwer from 
Mr. Bulleley; Jam to be carried a Priſoner to England, 
Gentlemen, I ſhall never live to ſee England, but Ws by 
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Inches in the Voyage; and it is furprizing to me to thinks; 


what you can expect by going to the Southward, where 
there are ten thouſand Difficulties to be encounter'd with: 


T ami ſorry ſo many brave Fellows ſhould be led to go 
where they are not acquainted; when, by going to the 


Northward, there is the Iſland of Chili, not above ninety 


Leagues, where we need not fear taking Prizes, and may 
Have a Chance to ſee the Commodore. To this the Gun- 


ner made Anſwer, Sir, you have ſaid that we ſhall be 
| call'd to an Account for this in England: J muſt tell you, 
for my Part, had I been guilty of any Crime, and was 
ſure of being hang'd for it in Exglaud, I would make it, 
my Choice to go there, ſooner than to the Northward : 
Have not you given your Word and Honour to go to the 


Southward ; it is true, there is a Chance in going to the 
Northward, by delivering us from this unhappy Situati- 
on of Life to a worſe, viz. a Spaniſb Priſon. The Cap- 


tain then ſaid no more but 596 Gentlemen, E wiſh you 


well, and ſafe to England. 


The 11th, the Captain ſent for the Gunner, and told 


him 'he had rather be ſhot than carried off a Priſoner, 


and that he would not go off with them; and deſired 
him to ask the People to ſuffer him to remain on the 
Iſland. The People readily agreed to his Requeſt ; and 


alſo conſented to leave him all Things needful for his Sup- 
port; as much as could be ſpared. Lieutenant Hamilton 
and the Surgeon choſe to ftay with him; the People of- 
fer'd him alſo the Barge and Vawl, if he could procure 
Men to go with him. The Queſtion was propos'd before 


the Whole Body ; but they all cry'd aloud, for England, 


and let him ſtay and be d——mn'd ; does be want to 


carry us to a Priſon? The Captain being deprived of his 


Command in the Manner above-mention'd, and for the 


Reaſon already given, it was reſolved to draw up ſome 
Articles to be ſign'd for the Good of the Community, 


and to give the Lieutenant a limitted 2 The

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faid Ship, and his Majeſty's Subjects thereto belonging 3 
but ſeveral Times, ſince the unhappy Loſs of the ſaid 


Ship, he has been ſolicited in the moſt dutiful Manner, 
promiſing him at the ſame Time to ſupport his Command 


with our Lives, deſiring no more than to go off Heart in 
Hand from this Place to the Southward, which he gave his 
Word and Honour to do; and being almoſt ready for 
failing, did apply to him, ſome few Days paſt, to draw 


up ſome proper Articles, in order to ſuppreſs Mutiny, 
and about other material Things, which were thought 


neceſſary to be agreed to before we went off; but he, 


in the moſt ſcorntul Manner, hath rejected every Thing 
propos'd for the publick Good; and as he is now a Pri- 
ſoner, the Command is given to the Lieutenant, upon 
his Approbation of the following Articles. 

Hirt, As we have no Conveniency for dreſſing proviſi- 


ons on Board the Veſſel for a third Part of the Number 
to be carried off the Spot, therefore this Day ſerv'd out 


to every Man and Boy twelve Days Proviſion, for them 
to dreſs before we go off; and alſo it is agreed, that who- 
ever is guilty of defrauding another of any Part of his 
Allowance, on ſufficient Proof thereof, the Perſon found 


guilty (without any Reſpect of Perſon) ſhall be put on 


Shore at the firſt convenient Place, and left there. 
Secondly, In Regard to the Boats going off with us, we 


think proper to allow one Week's Proviſion for each Man 


appointed to go in them, in order to prevent Separation 
from each other, which would be of the worſt Conſe- 
quence of any Thing that can happen to us; to prevent 
which, we do agree, that when Under-way they ſhall 
not ſeparate, but always keep within Muſket-ſhot, and 
on no Pretence or Excuſe whatſoever go beyond that 


Reach: The Officer, or any other Perſon, that fhall at- 
tempt a Separation, or exceed the above-mention'd/ 


Bounds, ſhall, on Proof, be Put on Shore, and. left be

The aforeſaid Articles were agreed to, and fign'd, &r. 
The 12th, at Day-Light, they launch'd the Long- 
Boat, and gave her the Name of the Speedwell; they 
likewiſe got all the Proviſions and other Neceſſaries on 
Board. The Captain ſent for the Lieutenant, Gunner, 
and Carpenter, deſiring them to leave him what could 


be ſpared, and to ſend to the Deſerters, to know if they 


would go in the Yawl to the Northward ; they promis'd 
to grant him his Requeſt. This Day every Body got 
on Board. The Captain, Surgeon, and Mr. Hami lion, 


had their Share of Proviſtons, equal with the Officers 


The 13th, they ſent the Barge to the Deſerters,. with 
Mr. Snow, the Mate, to know if they were willing to 
tarry, and go with the Captain to the Northward; to ac- 


quaint them what Proviſions and Neceſſaries ſhould be 
allowed them. They readily agreed to tarry. On the F 


Return of the Boat, there were delivered to the Captain 
the Share of Proviſions for the Deſerters, and other 

As ſoon as the Proviſions were deliver'd they got ready 
for ſailing, and the Gunner went and took Leave of the 
Captain, who repeated his Injunction, That, at the 
Gunner's: Return to Exgland, he would impartially relate 
all Proceedings. He ſpoke to Mr. Bulkeley in the moſt 
tender and affectianate Manner; and, as a Token of his 
Friendſhip and Regard for him, deſir'd him to accept of 
a Suit of his beſt Wearing-Apparel. At parting, he 
gave him his Hand, with a great deal of Chearſulneſs, 


— him well and ſafe to Eng/and 3 where, if that 


unfortunate Captain never returns, let; us do ſo much 
Juſtice to his Character, as to declare, that he 
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Gentleman, poſſeſsd of many Virtues; he was an ex- 
cellent Seaman, and loved a Seaman ; as for perſonal 


Bravery, no Man had a larger Share of it ; even when 
a Prifoner, he preſerved the Dignity of a Commander; 


no Misfortunes could diſpirit or deject him, and Fear 
was a Weakneſs he was entirely a Stranger to; the Loſs 


of the Ship was the Loſs of him; he knew how to go- 
vern while he was a Commander on Board, but when 
Things were brought to Confuſion and Diſorder, he 
thought to eſtabliſh his Command on Shore by his Cou- 
rage, and to ſuppreſs, with a high Hand, on its firit 
Appearance, the leaſt Inſult on his Authority; an In- 
ſtance of which was ſeen on the Boatſwain's firſt appear- 
ing on Shore, in his ſhooting Mr. Cozens, and treating 
him in the Manner he did after his Confinement ; which, 
however, was highly reſented by the People, who ſoon 
got the Power into their own Hands ; the Officers only 
had the Name, and they were often compell'd, for the Pre- 
ſervation of their Lives, to comply with their moſt un- 
reaſonable Demands ; and it is a Miracle, amongſt .the 
Wildneſs and Diſtraction of the People, that there was 
no more Blood ſhed. | | | 
At Eleven in the Forenoon, the whole Body of the 
People embark'd, to the Number of 81; 59 on Board 
the Veſſel, 12 on Board the Cutter, and 10 on Board 
the Barge. At Noon they got under Sail, the Wind at 
N. W. by W. The Captain, Surgeon, and Mr. Ha- 
milton, being on the Shore, had three Cheers given 
them, which they returned. Coming out of Wa- 
ger's Bay, they ſplit the Foreſail, and very narrowly 
eſcaped the Rocks; but with the Aſſiſtance of the Barge, 
and their own Oars, they tow'd her clear, and © bore 
away, into a large ſandy Bay, on the S. Side of the 
Lagoon, which they called by the Name of the Speedwwell 
Bay. At Four in the Afternoon they anchot'd in 10 
Fathom, fine Sand ; the Barge and Cutter went aſhore, 
there not being Room on Board the Boat to lodge 
About this Time the following Paper was written and 
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HESE are to certify the Right Honourable the 

Lords Commiſſioners for Executing the Office of 
Lord High Admiral of Great Britain, That we, whoſe 
Names are under-mention'd, do beg Leave to acquaint 
your Lordſhips, that Captain David Cheap, our late Com- 
mander in his Majeſty's Ship the Wager, having publick- 
Iy declar'd, that he will never go off this Spot; at his 
own Requeſt deſires to be left behind; but Captain Pem- 
berton, of his Majeſty's Land Forces, having confined 
him a Priſoner for the Death of Mr. Henry Coxens, Mid- 
ſhipman, with Lieutenant Hamilton for breaking his Con- 

finement, did inſiſt on delivering them up on the Beach 

to the Charge of Lieutenant Beans; but he, with his Of- 
ficers and People, conſulting the ill Conſequences that 
might attend carrying two Priſoners off in ſo ſmall a Veſ- 
ſel, and for ſo long and tedious a Paſſage as we are likely 
to have, and that they might have Opportunities of act- 
ing ſuch Things in ſecret as may prove deſtructive to the 
whole Body ; and alſo in Regard to the chief Article of 
Life, as the greateſt Part of the People muſt be obliged, 

at every Place where we ſtop, to go on Shore in Search 

of Proviſions, and there being now no leſs than eighty- 

one Perſons in this ſmall Veſſel, which we hope to be de- 

livered in; we therefore, to prevent any Difhculties to 

be added to the unforeſeen we have to encounter with, 
think proper to agree, and in order to prevent Murder, 
to comply with Captain David Cheap's Requeſt : The 
Surgeon alſo begs Leave to be left with him. Dated on

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The 15th, in the Morning, it being calm, they made 
a Signal for the Boats to come off, by firing five Muſkets. 
At Day light came to Sail, with the Wind, at W. by 
N. It blowing hard, and a great Swell, the Veſſel would 
not work; therefore they were obliged to put into a 
{mall Bay, lying S. W. of Harvey's Bay, where they 


had very good Shelter, there being a large Ledge of 


Rocks, which broke the Sea off. At eleven they ſent 
the Barge to Cheap's Bay for what Canvaſs could be found 
ſerviceable, to ſupply them with Sails, having left a ſuf- 
ficient Quantity behind, in Caſe they ſhould want them. 


There went in the Barge the Hon. John Byron, (at his 
own Requeſt) 4/:xander Campbell Midſhipman, William 
Harwey Quarter-Gunner, David Bulkeley ditto, Wilkam 


Roje Quarter. Maſter, Richard Noble ditto, Peter Plaſiow 
Captain's Steward, Joſeph Clinch Seaman, and Rowland 
Crufjet Marine. This Afternoon the Carpenter went a- 
ſhore in the Cutter, with ſeveral People, to look for Pro- 
viſions, and ſhot ſeveral Geeſe, and other Sea Fowl. 

The 16th, in the Morning, the Carpenter came on 
Board, and acquainted them that he ſaw an Anchor of 
ſeven Feet in the Shank, the Palm of each Arm filed off 
juſt above the Crown: This Anchor was ſuppoſed to 


h have belong'd to ſome ſmall Veſſel wrecked on the Coaſt. 


_ The 18th, at Noon, the Cutter came off, and brought 


aboard Plenty of Shell-fiſh and Greens. The Hon. Mr. 


Byron, Mr. Campbell, and three of the Barge's Crew, 


came from where the Barge lay. Mr. Beans came aboard 


and informed them of the Barge's being ſafe in the Bay 
where they left her, and only waited the Opportunity of 
Weather to come round with her. At the ſame Time 
he deſired to know, if they would give him, and thoſe 
who would ſtay with Captain Cheap, their Share of Pro- 
viſions. This Queſtion of Mr. Beans very much ſurpriz- 
ed them, eſpecially that he ſhould be influenced by Mr. 
Campbel, a Perſon whom he always held in Contempt. 
Indeed it was generally believed that Mr. Beans, left them 
becauſe he could not get any Accommodation aboard'the 
Veſſel that he liked, being oblig'd to lie forward with 
the Men, as were alſo the Carpenter and Gunner when 


below: It is very certain they were ſo cloſely pent up 
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or want of Room, that the worſt Jail in England was 
Palace compared to their preſent Situation. - 
Ihe 21ſt, they ſerved out to the People eight Days 
Proviſion, to be dreis'd on Shore. Brought aboard Shell- 
fiſh in Abundance. At Noon the Honourable Mr. Byron, 
came witk ſome of the Crew over Land. He ask'd the 


Gunner whether the Boat's Crew were gone off, and if 


they had ſerved the Proviſion, for he wanted to return 


to the Barge. Mr. Bulleley told him all the People were 
out a fiſhing, and that the firſt who came in ſhould car- 


ry him of On which he ſaid, ] think we will go and 


get ſome Fiſh too, having nothing eiſe to live on. 


When the People return'd from Fiſhing, they reported 


that Mr. Beans had loſt his Hat, the Wind blowing it off 


his Head. On this the Gunner ſaid, Rather than Mr. 
Bean ſhould want a Hat, he would give him his own. 


However, one of the Seamen forced a Hat on his Head. 
But Beans would by no Means wear it; ſaying, John ! 1 


thank you; if I accept of your Kindneſs, you muſt go 
bare-headed ; and I think I can bear Hardſhips as well 
as the beſt of you, and muſt uſe myſelf to them. The 
Gunner then took' eight People, and went over Land to 
the Place where the Barge lay, to get the Canvaſs which 


they ſtood in fo much Need of ; but found ſhe was gone 


from thence. The People in the Barge declared when 
they went, 'that they would return again, but it was now 
plain they never intended it. | | |

The 22d, they ſaw Sea Fowl in vaſt Flocks flying to 
the Southward, where Was a dead Whale. They look d 10 


2ut all this Day for the Barge, but to no Purpoſe. The 
Zarge not returning was a very great Misfortune, having 
10 Boat but the Cutter. The Perſons in the Barge, ex- 
'ept the Captain's Steward, always, approv'd of going 
o the Southward, but it ſeems Mr. Campbel the Patroon 
Trevail'd on them to return to Captain Cheap. 


The 23d, they ſaw Thouſands of Sea Fowl; in the 


Aorning they fly to the Northward, and in the Even- 


ig come back to the South; they are Birds of a very 
'rge Size, but of what Kind they could not determine. 


ince they were here they ſaw ſeveral Indian Graves; 
y were dug juſt within the Sur face of Wa e 
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a Beard on each Side, and a Croſs ſtuck up at the Head. 
The Day following a Gun, a four Pounder, was ſeen 


* near the Anchor in Clam Bay; they called it by this 
{ Name, becauſe of the vaſt Quantities of this Sort of 


Shell-iſh which are found there. 


The 26th, it being very calm, and fair Weather, the 
Gunner went aſhore to bring off the People ; weigh'd 
the Long-Boat, and took her in tow over a Bar, where 
was ten Feet Water, but a great Swell. As ſoon as they 
got over the Bar, there ſprung up a Breeze of Wind at 
N. W. ſteer'd away S. half E. for the Southermoſt Part 


of Land, which bore S. by E. diſtant fourteen Leagues. 
The two Points of Land make a large and deep ſandy 


Bay. Sounded, but found no Ground. Kept a-head 


: in the Cutter, and found a good Harbour for the Long- 
Boat. It blew ſo hard, with thick hazey Weather, that 


they could not keep the Sea. At Eight at Night an- 


chor'd in eight Fathom Water, a-breaſt of a fine ſandy 


Bay, and Land lock'd, not above three Boats Length 
from the Shore. At the Entrance of the Harbour, which 


lies about a League up the Lagoon, the Gunner ſet the 


Land ; the Northermoſt Point bore by the Compaſs N. 
by E. diſtant twelve Leagues, and the Southermoſt S. 
by W. diſtant five Leagues; the Entrance lies E. 

The 27th, they had freſh Gales at W. and cloudy 


Weather, with a great Swell without, inſomuch that 
they could not put out to Sea; therefore ſent the People 


aſhore to dreſs their Proviſions ; each Man was allow'd 


but a"Quarter of a Pound of Flower per Day, without 


any other Subſiſtance, but what Providence brought in 
their Way. | 


The 29th, in the Morning, it being calm and thick 
Weather, with ſmall Rain, they rowed out of the La- 
goon; at Five it cleared up, with a freſh Breeze at S. S. 
E. ſteer'd S. S. by W. and faw a ſmall Iſland bearing 
8. by W. the Southermoſt End S. by E. This Iſland 


they called the Rock of Dundee, it being much like that 
Iſland in the Veſt-Indies, but not ſo large; it lieth about 


four Leagues diſtant from the Southermoſt Point of Land 


out at Sea. This Day it blow'd ſo hard, that they were 


oblig'd to take the Cutter in tow. | 
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The zoth, they ſaw ſome Iſlands and ſome ſunken 
Rocks; at Six ſaw the Main in two Points of Land, 
with a large Opening ; on each Side the ſunken Rocks 
are innumerable; the Entrance ſo dangerous, that as they 
had nothing but Death before their Eyes in Keeping the 
Sea, ſo they had the ſame Proſpect in running in 
with the Land ; However, they run in before the Wind 
to the Opening that appear'd between the two Points, 
the Northermoſt- of which bore N. by E. and the 
Southermoſt S. by E. ſteer'd in E. and found the Open- 
Ing to be a large Eagoon, on the Southermoſt Side, run- 
ning into a very good Harbour; where their {mall 
Veſſel lay ſecure in a Cove, which Nature had form'd 
like a Dock; they had no Occaſion to let go an An- 
chor, but ran along: ſide the Land, and made faſt their 
Head and Stern. The People went aſhore in Search of 
Proviſion, and found Plenty of Wood and Water, and 
fine large Muſcles in great Quantities. Serv'd to each 
Man half a Piece of Beef. | 
The ziſt, in the Morning, they caſt looſe, and row'd 
towards the Mouth of the Lagoon, deſigning to put out 
to Sea; but the Wind blew fo hard, that they were o- 
blig'd to come to an Anchor. In the Afternoon, in 
weighing the Grapenel, in order to go to the Cove, they 
found it foul among ſome Rocks; all Hands haul'd, 
took a Turn round the Mainmaſt, and went aft, which 
weigh'd the Grapenel, but ſtreighten'd one of the Flukes. 
Here the Land is very high and ſteep on each Side. The 
Carpenter and Cooper were on the higheſt of theſe Hills, 
and found deep Ponds on Water on the Top of them. 
Theſe Hills are very rocky, and there are great Falls of 
Water all along the Coaſt. The whole Navy of Eng- 
land may lie with Safety in many of thoſe Lagoons ; but 
the Coaſt is too dangerous for any Ship to fall in with 
the Land. Here are abundance of Trees, not unlike 
our Vew Trees; they are not above ſeven or eight 
Inches in Diameter, and the Bark is like Cedar, The 
Land to Appearance very good; but on digging beneath 
the Surface, they found it almoſt an entire Stone. They 
ſaw na People here, tho' it was plain there had been 
ſome lately, by their Wigg - whams or Huts, The People 
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were now very much afflicted with the Gripes, and Pains 
in their Sides, and were ſo cloſely pent up for want of 
Room, that their Lodging was very uncomfortable 
and the Stench of the wet Cloaths made the Air ſo nau- 


ſeous, that it was impoſſible for the Men to live below. 


This Day they ſet fail and got out of the Lagoon, and 
went into a ſandy Bay, one League to the Southward of 
it, where they ſaw Inaian Huts, but no People. 

November the 2d, 1741. At Five in the Morning, 
they came to fail with the Wind at S. and S. by E. At 
Noon the Wind came to the W. and W. N. W. in ſmall 
Breezes. This Day the Gunner took an Obſervation, 
and found the Latitude to be 50: oo S. After obſerving, 
they bore away, and ran into a fine ſmooth Paſſage be- 
tween the Iſland and the Main. In the Evening an- 
chored in a fine ſandy Bay: Here they alſo ſaw Indian 
Huts, but no People. Today they ſhot wild Geeſe in 
Abundance, and got Plenty of Shell-Fiſh, as Limpets, 
Muſcles, Sc. | 1 

The zd, at Four in the Morning, they weighed, and 
came to ſail with the Wind at W. till they got about the 
Cape of Good. Hope, then at W. N. W. ſteering S. and 
a tumbling Sea from the W. The Cutter ſteer'd S. by 
E. into a deep Bay; the Boat ſuppoſing them not to ſee 
the Southermoſt Land, made the Signal for her, by hoiſt= 
ing an Enfign at the Topping-Lift. As the Cutter was 
coming up to them, her ſquare Sail ſplit. The Speed- 
well offered to take her in tow, but the Cutter would 
not accept it. Then they ordered them to ſteer away 
for the Southermoſt Point of Land after the Veſlel, and 
to keep as near as poſſible, but inſtead of obſerving theſe 
Directions, they ſteered away into the Cod of a deep 
Bay, ſuppoſed to be King's Bay, The Cutter being 
much to Leeward, and the Weather coming on very _ 
thick, the Veſſel was obliged to ſteer after her, but ſoon 
loſt Sight of her. The Place being exceeding dangerous, 
they could not venture any farther after the Cutter, there- 
fore hauled. by the Wind to the Southward ; it conti- 
nued blowing hard, with thick Weather, with ſunken 
Rocks and Breakers, ſo that they were obliged to bear 
away before the Wind into a large Bay, the Tide running 
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rampant, and in a great Swell, every where ſurrounded 
with ſunken Rocks, that they thought nothing but a Mi- 
racle could fave them. At laſt they got ſafe into the 
Bay, and came to in two Fathom Water. At Four in 


the Morning rowed out between the Iſlands. After they 


got out, had a freſh Breeze at N. W. the Cutter a-head. 

At Seven in the Morning, being abreaſt of the Cape 
of Good Hape, they ſaw a large high Rock, bearing 
S. ſteered S. by E. going within it, and the Main abreaſt 
of the Rock, alſo ſaw a long Point making into Iſlands, 
bearing S. by E. ſteer'd S. until abreaſt of them. The 
ſame Day they ſaw a very high Land, with a low Point 
running off in ſmall Hommacoes, bearing from the 
Northmoſt Point S. by E. about 18 Leagues. Between 
thoſe two Points is a large deep Bay, all within ſurround- 
ed with Rocks and ſmall Iſlands ; they ſteered S. and S. 

by W. for the outermoſt Point ; the Cutter kept within, 
but the Veſſel conſidered the ill Conſequence of being 
embay'd, to prevent which, they hauled the Mainſail 
and Foreſail down, and kept before the Wind. At Ele- 
ven the Cutter came along ſide, with her Mainſail ſplit, 


and called to them to take hold of a Tow-Rope, but 


they refuſed, ſaying, the Boat would not bear towing, 
by Reaſon of the Swell of the Sea. In ſhort, the Peo- 
ple in the Cutter would neither make Sail, nor row; and 
the Veſſel finding them obſtinate, hoiſted a Skirt of the 
Main Sail, and edged farther off, S. by W. The Cutter 
then hoiſted her Main Sail, and went ahead, and kept ſo 
till One o'Clock, then. he bore away S. by E. and S. S. 

E. At half an Hour paſt Two, the Cutter being on 
the Beam, and four Miles within the Veſſel, they bore 
away after her, but in a very heavy Squall of Wind and 
Rain, they loſt Sight of her. After the Squall was over 
it cleared up, but they ſaw nothing of the Cutter, nor 


could they clear the Shore to the Northward, being not 


above two Miles off the Breakers ; therefore they were 


under a Neceſſity of hauling to the Southward for Self- 


preſervation, and very narrowly eſcaped clearing the 
Rocks. After running about three Leagues, they ſaw an 


* where they hoped to find a good Harbour, on 
12 bore away * dhe Opening, but were here 
- again 
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again furrounded with Rocks and Breakers, with a hard 
Gale of Wind, and a great Sea, ſo that the oldeſt Sea- 
men on Board never ſaw a more diſmal Proſpect. They 
ran in before the Wind for about two Leagues, expecting 
every Riſe and Fall of the Sea to be a Wreck, but Pro- 
vidence at length conducted them to an indifferent Place 
of Shelter. They were now in a moſt wretched Conditi- 
on, having no Boat to go aſhore in, to ſeek for Proviſi- 
on, and the greateſt Part of the People on Board ſo re- 


gardleſs of Life, that they really appeared quite indiffer- 


ent whether they ſhould live or die; and it was with 
much Tntreaty that any of them could be prevailed on 
to come upon Deck, to aſſiſt for their Preſervation. 
The 4th, they ſerved out Flour and a Piece of Beef 
to two Men for a Week's Subſiſtence; the Weather ſa 
bad that there was no other Food to be got. WRT I 
The 5th, having little Wind at S. S. W. at fix in the 
Morning they went under Sail, but could make no Hand 
of it, therefore were obliged to put back again. As ſoon 
as they came to an Anchor, the Boatſwain employ'd 
himſelf in making a Raft to get aſhore with. This Raft 
was made with Oars and Water Barrels. When it was 
made, and over the Side, it would carry three Men ; but 
it was no ſooner put off from the Veſſel's Side but it cant- 


ed, and oblig'd the People to ſwim for their Lives; the 


Boatſwain got hold of the Raft, and, with ſome Difficul- 
ty, reached the Shore; when he came off in the Even- 
ing, he informed us he had ſeen a Beef Puncheon, which 
gave us ſame Reaſon to apprehend ſome other Ship of 
the Squadron had ſuffered our Fate. ; | 
The 6th, in the Morning, they went under Sail, the 
Wind at W, N. W. with freſh Gales and heavy Rain ; 
the Wind came to the W. and a great Sea, ſo that they 
coald not turn out over the Bar; in putting back they 
ſaw the Cutter, which gave them new Life; and in the 
Eyening anchored at the Place they failed from. The 
Carpenter and others went aſhore to get Shell-fiſh, which 
they ſtood in great Need of. At Night the proper Boat's 
Crew Would not go aſhore with the Boat as uſual, but 
made her faſt a ſtern of the Veſſel, with only two Men 
in her, ſhe never being left without four before. At Eleven 
NO XII. X at 
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at Night one of the Men came out of her into the Veſſel, 

it blowing very hard at N. N. E. which in half an Hour 
ſhifted to N. W. and rainy Weather, ſo that they could 
not ſee a Boat's Length. At two the next Morning the 
Cutter broke looſe from the Stern of the Veſſel] ; called 
from on Board to Fames Stewart, the Man that was in 
her, but no Anſwer was return'd ; in a ſhort time they 
loſt Sight of her, believing ſhe muit be love among the 
Rocks. The Loſs of the Cutter gave the few thinking 
People aboard a great deal of Uncaſineſs. They had ſe- 
venty two Men in the Veſſel, and not above ſix of that 
Number that gave themſelves the leaſt Concern for the 
Preſervation of their Lives, but rather the Reverſe, being 
ripe for Mutiny and Deſtruction. This was a great Af- 
fliction to the Lieutenant, and the other Officers, who 
knew not what to do to bring them under any Command. 
However, they told the People, That, unleſs they altered 
their Conduct, and ſubjected themſelves to Command, 
they would leave them to themſelves, and take their 
Chance in that deſolate Part of the Globe, rather than 
give themſelves any farther Concern about ſo many 
thoughtleſs Wretches. The People then promis'd to be 
under Government, and ſeemed. much eaſier. 

The 8th, in the Morning, the People requeſted Pro- 
viſions to be ſerved; but it being four Days before the 
alual Time, the Officers thought the Requelt very unrea- 
fonable, and laid the[nconveniencies before them of break- 
ing in upon the Stores, conſidering the Badneſs of the 
Weather and the Length of their Paſſage ; adding, that 
if they were not exceedingly provident in regard to ſerv- 
ing out Proviſions they muſt all inevitably ſtarve ; yet 

they would not harken to Reaſon, therefore they were 
oblig'd to comply with their Demands, and ſerved out 
Proviſions accordingly. Several of the People defir'd to 
be put on Shore, and to allow them ſome few Neceſſaries. 
Being aſk'd, what could induce them to requeſt being ſet 
.aſhore in this remote and deſolate Part of the World : 
They anſwer'd, they did not fear doing well, and doubt- 
ed not but to find the Cutter, which if they did, they 
would go back to the Northward, otherwiſe they would 
make a Canoe; therefore inſiſted on going aſhore. On 
14 5 their 
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their earneſt Intreaties, the Body of the People agreed to 
their Requeſt. They hauled the Boat cloſe in Shore 3 

the People who choſe to ſtay behind were eleven in Num- 
ber; they were ſupply'd with proper Neceſſaries, and 
they ſign'd a Certificate, to inform” the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty that they were not compell'd to ſtay, but made it 


their own Choice, and that they did it for the Preſerva- 
tion of themſelves and the reſt. 


HESE are to certify the Honourable the Lords 
Commiſſioners for executing the Office of Lord 
High Admiral of Great Britain, &c. that we, whoſe 
Names are under-mention'd, ſince the Misfortune of 
loſing the Cutter, have conſider'd the ill Conveniencies 
and Difficulties to be attended, where ſo great a Number 
of People are to be carried off; therefore we have requeſt- 
ed, and deſired the Officers and Co 
the ſame Veſſel to put us on Shore, with ſuch Neceſſaries 
of Life as can be conveniently ſpared out of the Veſlel. 
We, of our own free Will and Choice, do indemnify all 
Perſons from ever being call'd to an Account for putting 
us on Shore, or leaving us behind, contrary to our In- 
clinations. Witneſs our Hands, on Board the Speedwell 
Schooner, in the Latitude 50: 40 S. this 8th Day of 
Member, 1741. Which was 5 by the following 
m_ iR.

The 9th, at ten at Night, they weigh'd and row'd 


out of the Bay; at Day. light got about four Leagues 
right out, every Way ſurrounded with Rocks and 


Breakers, with a great Weſtern Swell. They found it 


a very difficult Matter to get clear of theſe Rocks and 


Breakers; they reach along Shore eighteen Leagues, 
and into the Sea eight Leagues ; from the Land they 


are fourteen Leagues in the Offin ; thoſe ſnnken Rocks 
appear like a low level Land. This Coaſt is too dan- 
gerous for Shipping, the Wind being three Parts of the 


Year to the Weſtward, which blows right on the Shore, 


with a large Weſtern Swell, that ſeldom or never ceaſes. 

It always blows and rains, and worſe here than in the rainy 
Seaſon on the Coaſt of Guinea 3 nor could they as yet 
diſtinguiſh Summer from Winter, only by the Length of 


the Days. They ſteer'd out of the Bay W. by N. then 


S. by W. then 8. 

The 10th, at four in the Morning, they made all the 
Sail they could, ſteering S. E. in order to make the 
Land ; at eight they ſaw a Point of Land bearing S. E. 
diſtant fix Leagues, which they took for Cape Victory, 
by the Latitude in Yellerday's Obſervation, and by the 
Piſtance they had run ſince they thought themſelves at 
the Opening of the Streig bis of Maxillan. At ten in the 
Morning, having hard Gales at N. W. they flecr'd 8. 
E. the Cape bearing E. by N. diſtant ſix Leagues; they 
haul'd the Main fail down, and went under a Fore-fail. 
The Gunner declared he never in his Life had ſeen ſuch 
a Sea, they expecting every Wave to ſwallow them up, 
and the Boat to founder. This Shore is ſo full of ſmall 
Iſlands, Rocks, and Breakers, that for fear of endanger- 
ing the Boat, they were obliged to keep her right be- 
fore the Sea. At five broach'd to, at which they all be- 
liev'd ſhe would never rife again, being ſurrounded with 
Rocks, And thoſe. {6 near that àa Man might toſs a Biſcuit 
on chem.“ In this difctal Situation they had nothing 
but Death before their Eyes, every Moment * 
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their Fate, whilſt jt blew a Hurricane of Wind, with 
thick rainy Weather, ſo that they could not ſee twice 
the Boat's Length. They pray'd earneſtly for its clearing 
up, for nothing elſe could fave them from periſhing. 
Heaven was here remarkably propitious, for no ſooner 
did they aſk for Light but it was granted. At the Wea- 


| ther's clearing vp, the y ſaw the Land on the North Shore, 


with Iſlands, Rocks, and Breakers, all round, yet they 
were obliged to put in among them for Shelter, finding 
it impoſſible to keep the Sea. Thus compell'd to puſh. 
thro”, looking Death in the Face, and expecting every 
Sea to bury them, the boldeſt Men among them were ſo 
diſmay'd, that they could not tell in what Manner Provi- 


dence this Day deliver'd them. After failing amidſt 


Hlands, Rocks, and Breakers, for above a League, they 
got into a good Harbour, ſurrounded with ſmall Iſlands 
which kept the Sea off. Here the Water was as ſmooth 
as in a Mill-pond. This Harbour they called the Por: of 
God's Mercy, 8 their Preſervation to be a Miracle. 
The moſt abandon'd among them no longer doubted of 
an Almighty Being, and promiſed to reform their Lives. 
The 11th, the Wind and Rain much abating, in the 
Morning they weigh'd, and ran farther in. In the 
Evening they ſaw two Indians lying on their Bellies on 
the Top of a ſteep Rock, juſt over the Veſſel, peeping 
with their Heads over the Hill. As ſoon as the Exglifh 
diſcover'd them, they made Motions to them to come 
down. The Indians then roſe up, and put white feather. 
ed Caps on their Heads. The Engliſs then hoiſted a white 
Sheet for an Enſign. At this they made a Noiſe, pro- 
nouncing Orza, Orza; which the Crew took for a Sig- 
nal to come aſhore. However, not above two Men went 
aſhore. The Indians had nothing in their Hands but a 
Club, like to our Cricket-Batts, with which they kill the 
Seal. As ſoon as they ſaw the two Men come aſhore, 
they walk'd away; and when they perceiv'd the Engli/ 
Men follow'd them, and gain'd Ground of them, they 
took to their Heels, frequently looking back, crying 
Oraa, Or za, beckoning the People to follow, which they 
did for a Mile or two along Shore, out of Sight of the 
Yet. Then the Iadians fled to the W ooh Kill want- 
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ing the Zzg/; to ſollow them; but being unarm'd, they 
were apprehenſive the Indians would Buſh- fight them; ſo 
they thought proper to give over the Purſuit, and to re- 
turn to the Boat. | 5 

The 12th, at Six in the Morning, they again ſaw the 
two Indiaus; they made the ſame Noiſe and Motions to 


come on Shore, at which the Gunner went with four of 


the People; the Indians wal k'd and ran as before, look - 
ing back, and making Signs to follow; which they did, 
*till the Indians got to the Place where their Canoe lay, 
with four Iadiaus in her. The two Indians got into the 
Canoe, and put her off the Shore before the EngliÞ 
could get nigh them, making Signs as if they wanted 
Cloathing ; then the Zzx// endeavour'd to make them 
underſtand they wanted Fiſh, and would track with 
them; but as they had none, they ſignified” that they 
would go and get ſome. They had a mange Dog, 
which they parted with to one of the People f ] 1 Pair 
of Cloth Trowzers; this Dog was ſoon kill'd, dreſs'd, 
and devour'd by the EZAglii. Here they found Plenty 
of Muſcles, which gave them great Relicf, having ſcarce 
had ary Thing to ſubſiſt on for a Week paſt. 

The 13th, in the Morning, all Hands went aſhore a 
filhing, and Lieutenant Ewwers of the Marines kill'd a 
large Seal, or Sea-Dog, which was exceeding good 
Food, and computed to weigh ſeventeen Score. 
The 14th, at Five in the Morning, having little 
Wind with Rain, they caſt looſe, and ſteer'd South out 
between the Iſlands. The Weather clearing up, they faw 
the South Shore, which at firſt appear'd like a large 
Iſland, ſtretching away to the Weitward, and at the 
Weſt End two Hommacoes like Sugar-Loaves, and to 
the Southward of them a large Point of Rocks. On this 


they ſteer'd S. E. *till- the Point bore W. then fteer'd 


S8. E. by E. They took the Point for Cape Pillar, and 


A fully aſſur'd of their being in the Streights of Magel- 


a The 1 5th, at Three in the Morning, they caſt looſe, 
and row'd, but could not get out, ſo were oblig'd to put 
back, and make faſt, it blowing hard, with thick-Wea- 


cher, all Day; bat in the Evening it clear'd up. This 


Day 
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Day ſeveral of them began to drive a Trade with their 


Allowance, giving Silver Buckles for Flour, valued at 
twelve Shillings per Pound, and before Night it reach'd 


to a Guinea, the People crying aloud for Proviſions, 


which were now ſo ſcarce, that ſeveral on Board were 


actually ſtarving thro' Want. 


The 16th, at Three in the Morning, having little 
Wind, they caſt looſe, and ſteer'd up the Streigbts S. E. 


by E. the Wind at N. W. At Eight o' Clock they got 


9 of Cape Monday; at Nine the Cape bore W di- 


ſtant four Leagues. At Noon running along Shore, they 


made two Openings, which put molt of the Officers to a 
tand, not knowing which to take for the right Paſſage, 
'The Gunner was for keeping on the E. S. E. Paſſage, 


the other lying S. E. by S. They kept on E. by S. half 


8. Alter running a League or two up, and not ſeeing 

ad, nor any Outlet, the Wind blowing very 
were for running no farther, whereas one 
League more would have convinc'd every Body ; bat 


they all gave it againſt the Gunner, that wn, were not 


in the right Paſſage. The Wind being at W. N. W. 


they could not turn back again, ſo they were oblig'd to 
put into a Cove lying on the North Shore, where was 
good anchoring in four Fathom Water. There was no 


Proviſions to be got here, being a barren rocky Place, 
producing not any Thing for the Preſervation of Life. 


This Afternoon died George Bateman, a Boy, aged fix- 


teen Years. This poor Creature ſtarv'd, periſh'd, and 
died a Skeleton, for want of Food. Several more were 


now almoſt in the ſame miſerable Condition. 


The 17th, at Five in the Morning, they weigh'd and 


row'd out, it being calm; at Seven having a freſh 


Breeze right up the Sound, they made faſt along Side 


the Rocks and all Hands went aſhore a fiſhing for 


Muſcles, Limpets, and Clams, which they found here 


in Abundance, and which prov'd a very ſeafonable Re- 
lief. juſt beſore they got in, one of the Men gave a 


” 2p for a Pound of Flour, being all the Money he 
had 


The 18th, in the Morning, they caſt looſe, and ſtood 


over to the South ward, believing the Tide to run ſtrong- 
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er and more true than on the North Shore, hoping 
ſhortly to get out of the Sound, which was not above a 
League in the Wind's Eye. At two o'Clock they got 
into a Cove on the South Side, and made fall along Side 
of the Rocks ; after which, all Hands went aſhore-to get 
Muſcles, and other Fiſh, 

The 19th, they caſt looſe, and ſail'd out, but could 
make no Hand of it, their Boat would not work to 
Windward, ſo that they put back from whence they 
came, and ſent the People aſhore to get Muſcles. This 
Night departed this Life Mr. Thomas Caple, Son of the 
late Lieutenant Caple, aged twelve Years, who periſh'd 
for want of Food. There was a Perſon on Board who 
had ſome of the Youth's Money, upwards of twenty 
Guineas, with a Watch and Silver Cup. Thoſe laſt the 
Boy was willing to fell for Flour ; but his Guardian 
told him, he would buy Cloaths for him in the Brazz/. 
The miſerable Youth cry'd, Sir, I ſhall never live to ſee 
the Brazil, J am ftarving now, almoſt flary'd to Death, 
therefore, for God's Sake, give me my Silver Cup to 
get me ſome Victuals, or buy ſome for me yourlelf. 
All his Prayers and Entreaties to him were vain, but 
Heaven ſent Death to his Relief, and put a Period to 
His Miſeries in an Inftant. Thoſe who have not expe- 
rienced the Hardſhips which theſe People met with, may 
wonder how People can be ſo inhuman to ſee their Fel- 
low-Creatures flarving before their Faces, and afford 
them no Relief: But Hunger is void of all Compaſſion, 
every Perſon was ſo intent on the Preſervation of his 
own Life, that he was regardleſs of another's, and the 
Bowels of Commiſeration were ſhut up. They let flip 
no Opportunity Day or Night, to enter into the ſup- 

fed right Srzreights, but could get no Ground. This 

y they ſerved Flour and a Piece of Beef between two 
Men for a Week. Capt. Pemberton, of his Majeſty's 
Land Forces, gave two Guineas for two Pounds of Flour: 
This Flour was ſold to him by the Seamen, who lived 
on Muſcles. Many of the People eat their Flour raw 
as ſoon as they were ſerv'd it. 

The 24th in the Morning, it being calm, they row'd 


out, and at Eight o'Clock had the ſuppoſed. right 
9zreights 
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dtreigtis open. Having a Breeze at N. W. fleer'd S. E. 
by E. thro' the firſt Reach, and S. S. E. thro' the ſe- 
cond, then ſaw three Iſlauds, the largeſt of which lies 


on the North Shore; and there is a Faſſage about two 


Miles broad between that and tne Iſlands to the South- 


ward; there is alſo another Paſſage between that Iſland 


and the North Shore, of a Mile and a half broad. Be- 


fore you come to thoſe Iſlands, there is a Sound lying 
on the South Shore. You can fee no Sea-Pallage until 
you come cloſe up with the Iſland, aud then the imagi— 
nary Streigbis are not above two Miles broad. Steer'd 


away for the Ifland S. E. about two Leagues; then 


came into a narrow Paſſage, not above a Cabie's Length 


over, which put them all to a Stand, doubting of any 


farther Paſſage. The Wind took them a head, and the 
Tide being ſpent, they put into a {mail Cove, and made 
faſt. At Seven in the Evening, being calm, they caſt 
looſe, being willing to fee if there was any Opening; 
but, to their great Surprize and lis fortune, found none. 
The Lieutenant was of Opinion, that they were in a La- 
goon to the Northward of the Strerghts. This the Gun= 
ner could not believe; and aſſerted, that if ever there 
was ſuch a Place in the World as the Syrcights of Magel- 
lan, they were now 1n them, and above thirty Leagues 
up. However, he was oyer-rui'd, and it was agreed to 
go back again. 

The 26th, having but little Wind, Bs 1 out, 
and got about live Leagues down. This Day they were 
in ſuch Want of Provilions, that they were forc'd to cut 
up a Scal's Skin, and broil it, notwirhſtanding it had 
lain about the Deck for a Fortnight. 

The 27th, the Wind continuing calm, they caſt looſe, 
and row'd down; ſoon after they had a. freſh Breeze ar 
North, and fleer'd W. S. W. up into another Opening 
on the South Shore, hoping to find a Faſſage out of 
the Lagoon, as the Lieutenant call'd it, into the right 
Strezghts. But after ſailing two Leagues up, they ſaw 
there was no Opening, on which they determin'd to go 


back, and make Cape Pillar a ſecond Time, which is 
at the South Entrance of the Streighbts. This Day they 
got Abundance of Muſcles, ſome of which were five or 


ſix 
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fix Inches long, and which prov'd a very ſeaſonable Re- 
lief. 

The 29th, there was great Uneaſineſs among the 
People, many of them deſpairing of a Deliverance, 
and crying aloud to ſerve Proviſions four Days before 
the Time. The Officers finding no way to pacify them, 
they were oblig'd to ſerve them, and endeavour to en- 
courage and comfort them as much as lay in their Power, 
and at length they ſeem'd tolerably eaſy. 

The zoth died three of the People, wiz. Peter Delray, 
Barber, Thomas Thorpe and Thomas Wordhead, Marines, 
all of whom perith'd for want of Food. At this Time 
feveral others were in the ſame Way, and not able to 
go aſhore for Proviſions ; thoſe who were well could not 
get ſufficient for themſelves, ſo that che Sick were left 
deſtitute of all Relief. There is one Thing to be taken 
Notice of in the Death of thoſe People, that ſome Hours 
before they died, they became light-headzd, and fe!l to 
joking and laughing, and in this Humour they expir'd. 
December the i ſt, having little Wind and fair Weather, 
(which was a kind of Prodigy in thoſe Parts) in the 
Morning they put out of the Cove, and got four 
Leagues down, when the Wind took them a-head, and 
oblig'd them to put into another Cove, where they got 
Muſcles and Limpets. At four this Afternoon they {aw 
an Indian Canoe coming over from the North-ſhore. 
The Canoe landed two or three of its Men to Leeward 
of the Cove, who came oppoſite to the Exgliſ, and 
after viewing them went hack, and came with the Canoe 
within a Cable's Length of the Boat, but no nearer ; fo 
there was no Opportunity to truck with them. | 

The 4th, the Carpenter gave a Guinea for a 
Pound of Flour, which he made into Cakes, and eat 
inſtantly. At fix inthe Evening they were a- breaſt of 
Cape Monday, and the Weather being fair, they kept 
under {ail all Night. They had now been ſeventeen 
Days in going ſeven or eight Leagues to Windward, 
which Mult needs make their Paſſage very tedious and 
uncomfortable. 

The 5th, at four in the Morning, they ſaw Cape 
Pillar, oY W. by N. diſtant eight League,; an 
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alſo ſaw a Smoak on the North Shore. At Three 
o' Clock they ſaw Cape Deſſeada, bearing from Cape 
Pillar 8, W. diſtant four Leagues. They were all now 
fully convinc'd that they had been all along in the right 
Streights, and had they run but one League farther, on 
Monday, November 17, they had eſcaped all their Trou- 
ble and Anxiety ; whereas now they had been above a 
Fortnigbt in coming back to rectify Miſtakes, and to 
look at Cape Pillar a ſecond Time. The People being 
now well aſſured that they were actually i in the Srreigbts 
of Magellan were all alive. 

The 6th, in the Morning, being a-breaſt of Cape 
Monday, they went aſhore to the Indians, who came out 
on a Point of Land, at the Entrance of a Cove, holiow- 
109, and crying Bona ! Bona ! endeavouring to make 
them anderſtand that they were Friends. They traded 
with theſe Indians for two Dogs, three Brant Geeſe, 
and ſome Seal ; which Supply was very acceptable to 
the People, who {upped on the Dogs, and thought them 
equal in Goodneſs to the beſt Mutton in Emgland. They 
took from the [:d;ans a Canoe, made of the Bark of 
Trees, but ſoon towed her under Water, and were 
oblig'd to cut her looſe. At Nine o'Clock they were 
a-breaſt of St. Ferom's Sound, and at twelve a-breaſt of 
Rozal Iſland, 4 

The Indians which they ſaw in the Streights of Ma- 
gellan are People of a middle Stature, and well- ſhaped ; 
their Complexion of a tawny Olive Colour, their Hair 
exceeding black, but not very long; they have round 
Faces, and ſmall Noſes, their Eyes little and black; 
their Teeth are ſmooth and even, and cloſe ſet, of an 
incomparable Whiteneſs; they are very active in Body, 
and run with a ſurprizing Agility; they wear on 
their Heads white feather'd Caps; their Bodies are co- 
ver'd with the Skins of Seals and Guianacoes. The 
Women, as ſoon as they ſaw the Eugliſb, fled into the 
* ſo that they could give no particular Account of 
them 
The 8th, in the Morning, the Wind being calm, they 
weighed, and rowed towards Elizabeth's Iſland, it bear- 
1 E W. N. W. In the Afternoon they anchor d off the 


North- 
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North- moſt End in eight Fathom Water, about half a 
Cabie's Length from the Shore, put the Veſſel in, and 
landed ſome People to look for Wood and Water, In 
the Evening the People came aboard, having been all 
over the Iſland in ſearch of Wood and Water, but found 
none. Here indeed they found Shaggs and Sea Gulls in 
great Numbers, and, it being Breeding Time, they got 
a vaſt Quantity of their Eggs, moſt of them having 
young ones in the Shell: However, they beat them 
up all together, with a little Flour, and made a very 
rich Pudding. Elizabeth's T/{znd is a beautiful Spot of. 
Ground to Appearance, with very good Paſture ; but 
it is intirely barren of any thing ſor the Support cf 
Man.

The gth, at Four in the Morning, they weigh'd, and 
ſteer'd for the Narrows, with the Wind at S. S. W. 
They ſteer'd S. S. E. on purpoſe to look for Water. 
After failing along Shore about fix Leagues, in a deep 
Bay, they ſaw a fine delightful Country, and Guiana- 
coes in great Numbers, ten or twelve in a Drove ; 
they ſaw them in ſuch Droves all along the Shore for 
ſeveral Leagues, but they were ſo quick ſighted and ſhy, 
that *twas difficult to ſhoot any of them. At Noon find- 
ing neither Wood nor Water, they wore to the North- 
ward. At Three they got a breaſt of the Foreland, and 
haul'd in for i Cove, where they expected to land, and 
ſhoot ſome of thoſe Guianacoes; but when a- breaſt of the 
Cove, the Wind blew ſo hard right out, that they were 
oblig'd to bear away for the firſt Narrow, it being im- 
poſſible to get in. This Day Robert Vicars, Marine 
periſh'd thro' Want. | 5 


The 10th they weigh'd, and came to ſail, got out 
of the firſt Narrew, and haul'd in for a deep Bay on 
the North Shore to ſeek for Water. The Boatſwain 
ſwam aſhore, and in half an Hour afterwards. came 
down on the Beach, with the good News of finding 
freſh Water. It being rocky Ground, and ebbing Wa. 
ter, the Veſſel firuck. They were oblig'd, in this Exi- 
gence, to ſlip the Cable, Lime not permitting them to 
haul up the Anchor. They ſtood off and on hs ON: 
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till half Flood, then went in and took the Cable on 
Board. Afterwards they landed ſome People with Casks 
to fill, haul'd the Anchor up, and went about two Miles 
farther out. 


The 11th, the Boat ſtruck upon the Tide of Ebb; 


it ebbing ſo fall, they could not get her off; in a Quar- 


ter of an Hour's 1ime the Boat was dry, but was fa- 
vourd with little Wind and ſmooth Water, otherwiſe ſhe 
muſt have flove to Pieces, the Ground being very foul. 

While the Boat was dry, they got all the Water Casks 
out of the Hold, and put them aſhore to be fill'd. At 


ſix they haul'd the Boat off, having receiv'd no Da- 


mage, and at eight, it being four Feet Flood, they run 


her cloſe in Shore, and took off their Water, he whole 
Quantity being ſour Tons, out of which they were ob- 


lig'd to leave two Puncheons, and one Quarter-Cask, 
together with three Muskets, a Funnel, and ſome other 
Neceſſiries ; and were very much afraid left they ſhould 
leave ſome of the People aſhore. The Wind blowing 
hard, and the Sea tumbling in, they were under a Ne- 


ceſſity of hauling off, add putting to Sea, for fear of 
loſing the Boat. Since they left the Iſland where the 


Wager was loſt, they had ſeveral Times very narrowly 
eſcap'd being made a Wreck, and often been preſery'd 
when they thought their Fate inevitably before their 
Eyes, and every Moment expected Deſtruction, and 


when all the Conduct and Ability of Men could have 


avail'd nothing. Any one, who has been a Witneſs of 
theſe amazing Deliverances, and doubts the Being of a 


Supreme Providence, diſqualifies bimſelf for any Title 


to future Mercy, and juſtly deſerves the Wrath of an

to the Shore, where they ſaw about twenty Perſons, five 
of them rode a- breaſt, the others were on Foot, having a 
Jarge Store of Cattle with them. On Sight of this, they 
anchor'd within a Mile of the Shore. The Cape bore 
W. 8. W. diftant ſeven Leagues. The Swell tumbling 
in from the Sea, would not permit the Veſſel to ſpeak 
with theſe Indians; but by their Motions, Actions, Cloath- 

ing, and whole Behaviour, they took them to be Chri- 
_ tians. It being a plain level Land, they rode backwards 
and forwards like Racers, waving white Handkerchiefs, 
and making Signs for the Veſſe! to go into a Bay, which 
lay about a League to the Northward ; which indeed the 
Engliſh deſign'd on the Tide of Ebb. They, on the 
Shore, waited till the Tide was ipen t; but the Zzgliy/p 
could not clear the Land, the Wind blowing right in from 
the Sea with a great Swell, ſo they wore and ſtood to 
the Southward, and very narrowly eſcap'd clearing the 
Breakers off the Pitch of the Cape, which lay about two 
Leagues out at Sea to the Southward. At nine at Night 

the Cape bore W. diſtant ſix Leagues. Stood out to Sea 
till eleven o' Clock, then wore and ftood in, the Wind 
ihifting to N. N. E. The next Morning they ſteer' d in 
for the Bay, and ſaw thoſe People again; but the Wind 
ſoon after veering to the Weſtward, and blowing ſtrong 
they were oblig'd to bear away. 'They could not by any 
Means come to the Knowled ge of theſe People; whether 
they were unfortunate Creatures that had been caſt aways 
or whether they were Inhabitants about the River Gal- 
legoes. 

The 15th, in the Morning, they ſaw two Ledges of 
Rocks, running two Leagues out from a Point of Land 
which looks like an old Caſtle. At Noon the Extreams 
of the Land bore W. by N. diſtant three Leagues. 

The 16th, at Noon, being a-breaſt of Penguin 1/and, 

hot above half a Mile from the Shore, they ſaw on the 
Iſland Seals and Penguins without Number, the Shore 
being entirely covered with them. They now ſteer'd ah 
W. by N. for the Harbour of Port Defire. The Pai 
into this Harbour is very remarkable ; on the South: He 
lies an high peak'd up Rock, much like a Tower, Iook- 
ing as tho' it was a Work of Art, ſet up for a Land- marx. 
to 
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to ſteer by into this Harbour ; this Rock is forty Feet 
high. At five o'Clack they got into the Harbour and run 
up to the Seal Jfland, which lay about a League up. 
There they killed more Seal in half an Hour than they 
could carry off, being oblig'd to leave the greateſt Part 
of what was killed behind. The People eating greedily 
of the Seal were ſeiz'd with violent Fevers and Pains in 
their Heads, While they were at Port Deſire they had 
Seal and Fowl in Abundance. The Carpenter found there 
a Parcel of Bricks, ſome of them with Letters cut in 
them; on one of thoſe Bricks theſe Words were very 
plain and legible, wiv. Captain Straiton, 16 Cannon, 1687. 
theſe they imagined to have been laid here from a 
Wreck. The Carpenter with fix Men went in Search of 
Water, a Mile up from the Water's Side, where they 
ound Pecteti's Well, mention'd in Sir John Narbor ough's 
Book. The Spring i is ſo ſmall, that it does not give a- 
bove thirty Gallons per Day. The People again grew 
very turbulent and uneaſy, requiring Flour to be ſerv'd 
out; notwithſtanding they had but one Caſk of Flour 
on Board, and a great Diſtance to run into the Brazil, 
and no other Proviſion in the Boat but the Seal. Nay, 
they carried their Demands much higher, inſiſting that 
the Marine Officers, and ſuch People as could not be aſ- 
fiſting in working the Boat, ſhould have but half the AL. 
lowance of the reſt. Accordingly they pitch'd upon 
twenty to be ſerved with half a Pound of Flour each 
Man, while themſelves had a Pound. This Diſtinction 
the Half Pounders complain'd of, crying out that they 
were ſelected to be ſtarv'd. Whilſt they lay at Port De- 
fire, as they were one Day drefling their Victuals, they 
ſet Fire to the Graſs, when inſtantly the Flames. fpread, 
and immediately the whole Country was in a Conflagra- 
tion; and the next Day, from the Watering-place, they 
faw the Smoak at a great Diſtance, ſo that then the 
Fire was not extinguilh'd. 
The 15th, they went to the Slaughter-Houſe in Seal 
Hand, and took on Board their Sea Store, Which was 
compleated in half an Hour's Time. Afterwards, they 
turn'd down the Harbour with the Tide of Ebb, but in 


the Evening, the Wind being at N. E. they could make 
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no Hand of it, fo bore away for the Harbour again, and 
came to an Anch or. 

The 26th, at three in the Morning, they ſaibd out 
of Port Deſire Harbour, and fteer'd our E. N. E. 

The 28th, ferved out all Flour in the Boat, at three 
Pound and an half to cach Man. They had now nothing 
to live on but Scal, and what Providence might throw 
in their Way. 

Januar, the iſt, 1741-2, Having Freſh Gales with 
a great Sea, in hife! ing the Man at Helm, they brought 
her by the Lee, broke the Boom, and loſt 2 Seaman 
over-board. The greateſt Part of the Seal which they 
took in Port De/ire, for want of Salt to cure it there, 
now began to Rink very much; but having nothing elle 
they were oblig'd to cat it, and were now miſerable be- 
vond Deſcription, having nothing now left that a hu- 
man Creature _ poſlibly be thought able to fubfift 
on, and at the ſame Linie were themfelves almoſt eaten 
up with Vermin. 

The 6th, Died Thomas Harvey, the Purſer. This 
ez rag i * a mere Skeleton for want of Food, and 
was probably the firſt Purſer, belonging to his Majeſty's 
Service, <p ever periſtr d with Hunger. They now 
ſaw great Numbers of Whales every Day; alſo Abund - 
ance of Infe&s, particularly Butterflies and Horſe fting- 
ers. They h: 0 yet nothing to eat bur ſome ſtinking 
Seal, and not above twenty, out of the forty-three which 
were now alive, had even that; nor were they better off 
in Regard to Water, there not being above eighty Gal- 
tons aboard. Never were beheld a Parcel of more mi- 
ſerable Objects, there not being above fifteen ef them 
healthy, (it People may be call'd healthy that were ſcarce 
able to crawl.) The Gunner was at that Time one of 
the ſtrongeſt Men in the Boat, yet he could hardly ſtand. 
en his Legs ten Minutes together, nor even chat ſhort 
Space of lire Without. holding. Every Man of them 
had a new Coat of SEin from Head to Foot. However, 
they that were in the belt State cf Heal'h did all they 
could to encootage the reſt.” At four in the Afternoon 
they were almoſt trantported with Joy at che Sight” of 


Land, (having ſcen no Land for fourteen Days befole) 
the 
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the Extreams of which bore N. W. about feven 
Leagues. They ran in with it, and at eight anchor'd 
in eight Fathom, fine Sand, about a League from the 
Shore. The Northermoſt Point bore about N. E. the 
Southermoſt Point about S. W. by S. This Day periſt'd, 
for want of Food, Serjeant Ringall. 8 1 
The 11th, they ſteered along Shore N. E. by E. and 


found it a pleaſant and delightful Country. As they kept 


Within a Mile of the Shore, they ſaw Horſes and large 
Dogs, in great Numbers, the Shore being perfectly 
cover'd with them. 55 12 ED . 

The 12th they lay in a Bay, which they called 
Sheabwatcr Bay, the Wind at S. E. and fair Weather. 
As they had now nothing on Board the Veſſel to eat, 
and but one Caſk of Water to drink, they put in as 
nigh as they could venture, ſo that any Perſon who had 
the leaſt Skill in ſwimming, might get aſhore. Here 
they met a pretty large Surf, which was too dangerous 
for their Veſſel to encounter with. This put them to a 
Stand. To go from thence without Meat or Drink was 
Certain Death ; therefore a few. of the healthieſt were 
reſolv'd to ſwim on Shore, to get Proviſions. 'The Boat- 
_ Twain, Carpenter, and Lieutenant Ewers, to animate 
the reſt, firſt leap'd into the Water, and eleven of the 
People followed them. In this Attempt one of the 
Marines was unfortunately drown'd. They toſs'd over 


Board four Quarter-Caſks to fill with Water, laſhing to 


the Caſks two Fire-locks on each Side, with Ammuni- 
tion for ſhooting. When the Officers and People got 
on Shore, they ſaw Thouſands of Horſes, and Dogs. The 
Dogs are of a mongrel Breed, and very large. They 
alſo ſaw Abundance of, Parrots and Seals on the Rocks, 
but not a Buſh growing on the Place. They made a 
Fire with Horſe dung, and ſhot a great many Seal, 
which they cut up in Quarters to bring aboard. One of 
the Water-Caſks being leaky they cut it up, and con- 


verted it into Fuel to dreſs the Seal. They caught four 


Armadillos: Theſe Animals are larger than our Hedge- 
bogs, and very much like them; their Bodies are caſed 
all over with Shells, ſhutting under one another like 


the Plates of Armour. Horſes are more numerous here 
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than Sheep are on the Plains in Dorſet and A 
'They on Board ſaw Abundance ef Seal lying on the 
Shore cut up in Pieces; but the Wind blew ſo hard 
that they could by no means get at it. They thought 
' themſelves now worſe off than ever, for they were 
actually ſtarving in the Midſt of Plenty; and having 
but two People on Board that could ſwim, the Lieute- 
nant and Gunner, with the reſt of the People, propoſed 
to haul the Veſſel nearer in, and make a Raft for one 
of theſe two to ſwim aſhore on, and to carry a Line to 
haul ſome of the Seal a-board. With much Entreaty 
thefe two Swimmers were prevail'd on to caſt Lots. 
The Lot falling on the weakeſt of them, who was a 
young Lad about fifteen Vears of Age, and ſcarce able 
to ſtand, they would not ſuffer him to go. Thus, while 
their Brethren were regaling in the Fullneſs of Plenty 
aſhore, they aboard were objiged to ſtrip the Hatches of 
a Seal-fkin, which had been for ſome Time naib'd on, 
and made Uſe of for a Tarpawlin ; and after burnin 
the Hair off, for want of other ren, they fell to 1 wal

The 1 3th, at Six in the” Morning, the Boatfwain — 5 
à Horſe, and the People a wWild Dog. The Horſe was 
branded on the left Buttock with the Letters AR. By 
his they conjectured there were Inhabitants not far off. 
At nine they veer'd the Boat in, laſfyd the Oars tothe 
Hatches, and made a Stage to 'haul up the Seal. The 
People on Shore ſwam off three Casks of Water, on 
which thoſe in the Boat bent on Shore one Quarter- Cask 
more, and two Brefkers: Soon after came on board 
the Boatſwain, Carpenter, Lieutenant Zwwers, and four 
Men, who got the Seat and the Horſe on board, which 
were no ſooner in the Veſſel, than a Sea-Breeze came in, 
and blow'dTo hard, that they were oblig'd to weigh, 
leaving aſhore one Quarter-Cask, two Breaker, and 
eight of the People. The Wind was at E. 8 E. and a 
 kulnbling Sea; however, they came to an Anchor about 
a League off the Shore, and ſhar'd all the Proviſion” a- 
mong the Company.

They fteer'd N. for about 
a Mile or two, and had ſhoal Water from two Fathom 
to nine Feet; then they ſteer'd N. N. E. and had Water 
to five Fathom. By the Appearance of Land, they were 
well up the River of Plate. They continued ſteering 
and ſailing all Day at E. N. E. along Shore, and in the 
Evening anchor'd in a fine ſandy Bay. Soon after they

{till at War with the Spaniards ; that they had two fifty 
Gun Ships up the River Plate, and one fixty Gun Ship 
cruizing off Cape St. Mary's ; and not above ſix Weeks 
ago a ſeventy Gun Ship lying at Anchor, parted from 
her. Anchors and drove aſhore ; that the Ship was loſt, 


and every Man periſh'd. ' They alſo told him they were 


Spaniards Caftihiansz' and Fiſhermen ; that they came 
there a Fiſhing ;: the Fiſh that they took they ſalted and 
dried, then fold them at Buenos Ayres. The Town they 


belong d to, they call'd Mount de Lide, ino Days Jaur- 


ney 
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ney from thence, The Gunner ask'd them how they 
came to live in the King of Portugal's Land. To this 
they anſwer' d, That there were a great many Spaniſh Set- 
tlements on that Side, and gave them an Invitation to 
their Caravan. The two Eagliſs Men got up behind 
them, and rode about a Mile to it; where they were 
entertain'd with good Jurk Beer, roaſted and boil'd Meat, 
and'govd white Bread. They endeavour'd to buy ſome 
Proviſions of them; but as they had only twenty-ſix 
Loaves; about as big as:TI'wo-penny Loaves in Engiend, 
they would not part with them under four Guinea“, which 
the Officers were glad to give them, being in a weak Con- 
dition, (carce able to ſtand on their Legs, and had been 
without Bread for a long Time. Their Patroon told 
them at the ſame Time, that if it ſhonld be known that 
they had ſupplied any E gli they ſhould be hang'd. He 
promis'd if they would give him a Firelock, he would 
get them ſome wild Fowl, and as many Ducks in an 
Hour or two as would ſerve all the People aboard. On 
this. Mr. Cummins ſent for his Fireloek, and gave it him, 
with ſome Powder and Sluggs. But on their coming a- 
way, finding one of the Sparards miſſing with a Horſe, 
the Engliſ were apprehenſive of his being gone to betray 
them; therefore immediately went on Board, got their 
Water in, and made all ready for ſailing to u Grand. 
The 24th, died Mr. Thomas Clark, the Maſter, as did 
alſo his Son the Day following At two in the Morning 
they weigh'd and ſail'd, ſteering N. E. within a League 
of the Shore. At three in the: Afternoon they ſa three 
Iſiands; the Northernmoſt of which was very/remark- 
able, appearing like a Church with a Jofty: Tower. At 
four they ſaw three Iſlands more. Steer'd>Ne quarter W. 
between thoſe: I flands, : until they ſaw the main Land. 
The moſt remarkable of theſe Iſlandb is about four Miles 
from the Main; they are all ſteep: A. . *. an- 
chored in fourtæen Fathom, ſine Sang. 
„The 25th, they had a freſſi Gale at E. N E. 100 
Aoudy Weather. At nine this Morning. they got under 
Sail, in order to go back» to thoſe Iſlands to get ſome 
— there being great Numbers on the Rocics. . and 
hey being id great Want of Proviſian, 2 
. again 
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againſt them, they took the Opportunity of the Wind 


back to the Iſlands, but were diſappointed, being not a- 


ble to get aſnore. They came to an Anchor in fourteen 
Fathom, ſandy Ground. They had hard Gales at N. 
N. E. with Thunder, Lightning, and Rain, all Night. 


The 26th, having moderate Gales at N. W. and fair 


Weather, they got under Sail, and after they were clear 
of the Iſlands, ſteer d N. E. by N. keeping along Shore. 
They had now no Seal, nor any other kind of Food on 
Board. But having a fair Wind, and not far from the 
deſir'd Port, they were in pretty good Spirits. This Day 


died the oldeſt Man belonging to the Ship, Maclean, 
Cool, aged 82 Lears. | 


The 28th, they kept the Shore cloſe a-board, and 
ſounded every half Hour, not caring to go within three 
Fathom, nor keep without five. At Six in the Morning 
{aw the Opening of the River Grand, and kept within 
the Breakers of the Bar, having at ſometimes not above 


ſeven Feet Water at half Flood. When they came a- 


breaſt of the Town, they anchored: on . the Eaft-ſhore in 
two Fathom Water. There preſently came a Boat from 
the Share, with a Serjeant of the Army, and one Soldier. 
The Lieutenant, Mr. Bulke/ey, and Mr. Cummins, with 
Captain Pemberton, went on Shore with them. The 
Commandant, Officers, and People of the Place, receiv- 
ed them in a moſt tender and friendly Manner. They 
inſtantly fent on Board to the People four Quarters of 


Beef, and two Bags of Farine Bread. The Officers were 


conducted to the Surgeon's Houſe, the handiomeſt Habi- 
tation in the Place; where they were moſt haſpitably en- 
tertain'd. At Four in the Afternoon the Governor came 
to Town. Aſter a ſtrict Enquiry into their Misfortunes, 
and the Reaſons of their coming into that Port, (being 


ſomewhat daubtſul that they might be Inſpectors of 


the Coaſt,) he began to examine Mr. Bulteley, the Lieu - 
tenant having reported him ta be the Pilot. The Gover- 
nar asked him; if there was a Chart of the Coaſt on 


Board: and, if not, how it was poſſible they could hit 
the Bar, and venture into ſo hazardous a Place? The 
Gunner told him, as for a Chart, they had none of any 
Lind, but he had a good. Obſervation the Day before,

that their Veſſel drew but a ſmall Draught of Water, that 
they kept the Lead always going, and the Neceſſity they 
were in obliged them, at all Events, to venture ; adding, 
if they had not ſeen the Opening of the River before 
Night, that they mu have been compell'd to run the 
Veſſel aſhore. He examined him alſo concerning the 
Plau ces they ſtopt at, from Cape Viigin Mary to this Port, 
and more particularly relating to the River P/aze. He 
was very nice in his Enquiry of their putting in at Cape 
Si. Mary's, and of the Bearings and Diſtances along Shore, 
from thence to that Port. When he had thoroughly 
fatisfied himſelf, he embraced them, and bleſſed 
himſelf to think of their Deliverance, which he 
term'd a Miracle. He offered them every Thing 
that the Country could afford for their Relief; the 
Sick were ordered to be taken Care of in the 
Hoſpital z he took the Lieutenant and the Land-Officers 
Home with him; and deſired the Commandant to ſee 
that the reſt of the Officers and People wanted for no- 
thing. Before he went, he informed them that his 
NMajoſty's Ships the Severn and Pearl were at Ris Ja- 
i,, in great Diſtreis ; that they had ſent to Erg/and 
for Men, and could not fail from thence until the Arri— 
val of the Fala, which would be in May or June. He 
alſo told them, that they ſhould be diſpatched in the firſt 
Veſſel which arrived in that Port; for he did not think 
they could, with Safety, go any farther in their own; 
and that there could not be found twelve Seamen in the 
Brazals that would venture over the Bar in her, to fail 
to Rio Faneiro; therefore he ordered the Speedavell aſhore, 
This Wonder the People were continually flocking to 
ſee. It was now about nine Months fince they were 
caſt away in the Wager ; during which Time, no Men 
ever experienced more Difficulties and Miſeries than 
they did. 7 hh i 

Sunday 3 1, Little or nothing remarkable occurr'd ſince 
the Day our Adventurers arrived, only a wonderful 
Change in their Diet; they now lived on the beſt the 
Country could produce, and had Plenty of every Thing. 
In the Aſternoon of this Day the Governor, Com- 
mandant, and Commiſſary, went on Board, to = 
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the Specdrvell; and were ſurprized, that thirty Men, the 
Number of People now living, could be ſtow'd in ſo 
ſmall a Veſſel; but that ſhe could contain the Number 
which firſt embarked, was to them amazing, and beyond 
all Belief. They could not conceive how the Man at 
Helm could ſteer without falling over-board, there not 
being above four Inches Riſe from the Deck. The Go- 
vernor, after viewing the Veſſel over, told them, that 
they were more welcome to him in the miſerable Con- 
dition they arriv'd in, than if they had brought all the 
Wealth in the World with them. At the ſame Time he 
fully aſſured them, that they ſhould be ſupply'd with every 


Thing that the Country could afford; that he would diſ- 


patch them the firit Opportunity to Rio Faneira; and 
whenever they ſtood in Need of any Thing, he ordered 
them to acquaint the Commandant, and their Wants 
ſhould be ſupply'd. He then took Leave of them, and 
wiſhed them well. All the Deference and dutiful Reſpect 
they could ſhew him, to expreſs a grateful Senſe of his 
Favour, was by manning the Veſſel, and giving him 


three Cheers. The next Day arrived the Brigadier-Go- 


vernor of the Iſland St. Catharine. As he came cloſe by 


the Veſſel, we mann'd her, and gave him three Cheers. 


The Soldiers of the Garriſon, having twenty Months 
Arrears due to them, expected the Brigadier was come to 
pay them; but when they found they were diſappointed, 
they made a great Diſturbance among themſelves. The 
Gunner apply'd to the Commandant for a Houſe, the Veſ- 
ſel in rainy Weather not being fit to lie in, who ordered 
him one joining to his own, and gave him the Key. Mr. 
Bulkeley took with him Mr. Cummins, Mr. Fones, Mr. 
Snow, Mr. Oakley, and the Cooper; who brought their 
few Neceſſaries on Shore, and removed to this new Ha- 
bitation. Here they were dry and warm; and tho' they 
had no Bedding, yet they lived very comfortably. 
February the 2d, 1742, there was great Murmurings 
among the Soldiers. They detained the Brigadier from 
going back, as he intended, this Morning, till he pro- 
miſed to diſpatch the Money, Cloaths, and Proviſions, 
and to ſee their Grievances adjuſted. On thoſe Terms 
they agreed he ſhould go; and in the Evening he return- 
N. XIII. * ed 
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ed for St. Catharines. It now appeared to the Eng/;/5s 
that the commanding Officers here, were not regularly 
in Place, and that, in ſhort, the right Officers were not 
there. Some Time before they arrived here, there was, 
as they were inform'd, an Inſurrection among the Soldiers. 
Their Deſign was againſt the Governor; but by his Ad- 
dreſs, and fair Promiſes of ſeeing them righted, he di- 
verted the Storm from himſelf, and got himſelf conti- 
nued in his Station; as were alſo the Major and Com- 
miſſary. The Soldiers diſmiſs'd the reſt of the Officers, 
and ſupply'd their Places with their own People, who, 
tho they were lately private Men, appear'd very grand, 

and were not diſtinguiſf'd in Dreſs from the proper Ofh- 
cers. Theſe Diſturbances at Rio Grand were of no Ser- 
vice to the Engliſo, who now began to feel the Effects of 
it, their Allowance being ſo ſmall that it would hardly 
ſupport Nature, the People having been without Farina, 
which is their Bread, for ſome Days paſt. Upon Appli- 
cation to the Governor, he promiſed to ſupply them the 
next Day. Accordingly they went for a Supply, which 
created freſh Murmurings among the Soldiers. However, 
they got a Supply of Bread for ten Days. The Store- 
keeper ſhew'd Mr. Bu/kelzy all the Proviſions, which, con- 


55 ſidering there were a thouſand to draw their Subſiſtence = 


from it, was a ſmall Stock indeed, and not for above ſix 
Weeks, at the preſent Allowance. The Store-keeper 
told the Gunner that the Zzg/ were ſerv'd equally with 
the Soldiers, and when more Stores came, which they 
ſhortly expected, their Allowance ſhould be encreaſed. 
This was as much as they could expect. The Lieutenant 
not coming nigh the reſt of the Officers ſince their firſt 
Landing, Mr. Bulleley went with the People up to him 
at the Governor's, about two Miles from the Port, to en- 
deavour to prevail with him to get them diſpatch'd, ac- 
quainting him of the Call and Neceflity there was for 
their Aſſiſtance on Board the two diſtreſs'd Ships at Rio 
Janeiro. The Lieutenant told them he had ſpoke to 
the Governor, but could not get them diſpatch'd till an- 
other Veſſe] came in. Mr. Ballets then told him, as 
the Garriſon were in Want of Proviſions, what they were 
living on here would carry them off, and if any Misfor- 
tune 
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tune ſhould attend the Veſſel expected in with Proviſions, 
they ſhould be put very hard to it for a Subſiſtence. The 
Lieutenant promiſed to acquaint the Governor ; on which 
the others took their Leave. 

February the 17th, there came into the Garriſon three 
Seamen, giving an Account of their belonging to a Veſ- 
fel with Proviſions and Stores for this Place, from Rio 
Janciro; that they had been from thence three Months, 
and had been off the Bar waiting an Opportunity to come 
in; that not having any freſh Water aboard, they were 
oblig'd to come to an Anchor ten Leagues to the South- 
ward of the Port; that a Canoe was ſent with thoſe three 
Men to fill Water, but the Wind coming in from the 
Sea, and blowing hard, oblig'd the Veſſel to put to Sea, 
and leave them aſhore, from whence they travelled here, 
and believ'd the Veſſel was gone to St. Catharines, The 
Governor, not ſatisfy'd with their Report, took them 
for Spies, and Kept them as ſuch. However, in a Day 
or two afterward, he diſpatch'd a Pilot and two Seamen 
for the and St. Catharine, to bring the Veſſel round, in 
Caſe ſhe ſhould be there. | 

The Gunner, John Bulkelzy, took this Opportunity of 
ſending the following Letter by them to the Honourable 
Captain Murray, Commander of his Majeſty's Ship the 
Pearl, at Rio Faneiro; deſiring them to order it to be 
diſpatch'd by the firſt Ship from St. Catharine's to the 


Rio Tantire. 


Honourable Sir, 7 

Take it as a Duty incumbent on me to acquaint you, 

that his Majeſty's Ship the Wager was wreck'd on a 
deſolate Ifland on the Coaſt of Patagonia, in the Latitude 
of 47: 00 South and W. Longitude from the Meridian 
of London $1: zo, on the 14th, of May, 1741. After 
lengthening the Long-Boat, and fitting her in the beſt 
Manner we could, launch'd her on the 13th of O&ober, 
and embark'd and ſail'd on the 14th, with the Barge and 
Cutter, to the Number of eighty-one Souls in all. Cap- 
tain Cheap, at his own Requeſt, tarried behind with Lieu- 
tenant Hamilton, and Mr. Elliot the Surgeon. Aſter a 
long and fatiguing n coming through the due 
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of Ilagellan, we arrived here the 28th of Fanuary, 1741-23 
bringing into this Port alive to the Number of thirty, 
all of whom are living at preſent, and waiting an Op— 
portunity of a Paſſage in a Portugueſe Veſſel, our own not 
being in a Condition to proceed any farther, naving no 
Sails, and being fo bad in all other Reſpects, that the Go- 
vernor will not ſuffer us to hazard our Lives in her, but 
bath promis'd to diſpatch us in the very firſt Veſſel that 
arrives in this Port; where we, with Impatience, are 
oblig'd to tarry, We humbly pay our Duty to Captain 
Le, praying the Repreſentation of this to him. From,

The 2 wth, the three Seamen which came here, as 
mention'd before, with hve more of this Place, attempt- 
ed to run away with one of the large Boats; but they 
were purſued and taken: Their Deſign was for the River 
Due, the Wind then favouring them. This made it 
evident, that the Governor was right in his Conjecture, 
and did not ſuſpect them wroncfully. The Gunner next 
Morning went to the Lieutenant, defiring him to apply 
to the . for a Paſs and Horſes for himſelf, Mr. 
Cummins, and Fohn Young, to go by Land to St. Catha- 
rine's and St. Franciſco; were they did not doubt of a 
Paſſage to his A; Jelty's s diſtreſo'd Ships at Ri Janeiro; 
adding, that it ws their Duty to haſten to their Aſſiſt- 
ance; That he, the Lieutenant, ought, the very Day 
after their Arrival into this Port, without any Regard to 
Expence and Charges, to have diſpatch'd a ſpecial Meſſen- 
ger by Land ; and. then they might have been aſſured of 
a Veſſel before now. "Te Lieutenant anſwer'd, he had 
a Thought of engquiring at firſt coming about this Affair, 

and of go! ing himſelf, tho' it coſt him fifty Pounds; but 
he was inform'd it was impoſſible to go by Land. To 
this Mr. Pulkeley rep!y d, If ſo, how came the Brigadier 
from St. Catharine's = ? And how do People weekly 
g from hence thither? As for Fatigue or Trouble, who- 
ever * to go muſt expect that; 3 but Fre, was no

The 
Gunner waited wit h Impatience for this Anſwer 3 but 
the Lieutenant filing in his Promiſe, Mr. Dultelcy {ent 
him the konnen Letter.

Am ſorry you ſhould give me the Liberty of telling 

vou, that yqu have not diſcharg'd your Promiſe, by 
letting us know the Governor's Anſwer to what we re- 
queſted: Which was, at our Expence and Charge, to 
go to the Aſſiſtance of his Majeſty's Ships at Ro Fantiro; 
tince which Time I am to inform you, that we are in 
Want of Proviſion, having none of any Kind allow'd us 
Yeſterday, and but one ſmall Fiſh per Man for two Days 
before, which I believe is owing to your endeavour- 
ing, through the Perſuaſions of the Perſons you con- 
fide in, to blacken us, in ſo vile a Manner, that you 
ſeem to be unacquainted with the ill Conſequence which 
may attend the touching a Man's Cha aracter. We know, 
and are fully convinced, from what has been done 
already, that nothing will be allow'd or granted us but 
by your Means, Mr. Cammins and myſelfaik no Favour 
from you, but to uſe your Endeavours to get us dil- 
patch'd to the Ships at Rio Janeiro, where every Man 
muſt give Account of his Actions, and Juſtice take Place. 
If I am not miſtaken, you told me, that what we were 
ſupply'd with here, was a Bounty flowing from the gene- 
rous Spirit of the Governor, and the Gentlemen of this 
Place. If this be the Caſe, we ought to be very thank- 
ful indeed. I am ſurprized, Sir, you don't ſee the 
Grievances of the Inhabitants here, and hear the Sol- 
diers Murmurings for want of their Arrears. If they 


2 3 ſhould 
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ſnould revolt at this Juncture, we ſhall ſtand a very bed 
Chance. I mult acquaint you, Sir, the Veſlel we came 
In, is not ſo much out of Repair, but that, if you can 
get Canvas out of the Store for Sails, we can make 
them, and get ready for ſailing in ten Days Time. And 
if the Veſſel, expected here with Supplies, comes in a 
ſhorter Time, cur Veſſel will be ready fix'd for the Uſe 
of the Governor ; and if one Veſſel ſhould not be large 
enough to carry us all off, we can go in Company. I 
Imagine you know of the Stores being robb'd, and the 
Diſturbance among the Soldiers, which mult occaſion 
Uneaſineſs enough, without repeating Grievances, 
where Relief is not to be had. I beg, Sir, you'll get 
us diſpatch'd with all Expedition to his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice, that we may not loſe the Opportunity of joining 
the two Ships and the Flata. f

The next Morning the Lieutenant came down on Horſe- 
back, being the firſt Time of his appearing among them 
ſince they had been here, which was above three Weeks. 
They went with him to the Commandant, who promiſed 
that they ſhodld not want freſh Beef and Fiſh, but as for 
Bread there was none to be got. William Oram, one 
of the Carpenter's Crew, died this Day in the Hoſ- 
ital. | 
The 6th of March, the People were very uneaſy at 
the Veſſel's not arriving, the Wind having been fair for 
above three Weeks pait, and little or no Proviſion in 
Store. This Pay they reſov'd to depart by Land, if 
the Governor would only allow them a Guide. The 
Lieutenant was made acquainted with this Reſolution, 
and went with the Gunner and Mr. Jones to the Gover- 
nor, who gave them Leave to go, with tae Promiſe of 
a Guide. Captain Pemberton, being at the Governor's, 
deſired to go with them; the Governor told him the 
Journey was fo difficult and tedious, it would be impoſ- 
fible for him to encounter with it. The Captain an- 
ſwer'd, that he had a Company on Board his Majeſty's 
Ship the Severn, where his Duty call'd him, and was 
determined, with the Governor's Leave, to — his 
ate 
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Fate with the others by Land, which was granted. The 
Governor told them, That notwithſtanding the preſent 
Scarcity of Proviſions in the Place, yet he had ſo great 
a Regard for an Engliſoman, that whilſt he had any 
Thing for himſelf they ſhould not want. For which 
they thank'd him heartily. The Governor was cer- 
tainly a Gentleman of a noble generous Spirit, of ex- 
ceeding Humanity and Goodneſs, and had certainly a 
very ſincere Regard for the Engl. | 

The gth, in the Morning, Mr. Jones and the Gunner 
went over to the North Side, to make an Agreement for 
{ix People to go to St. Catharines. While they were 
there the Governor received Letters from St. Catharine's, 
which gave an Account of four Veſſels on their Paſſige 
for Rio Grand, On the News of this, they put off their 
Tourney. It was very lucky they had not ſet out on 
their Journey before they heard this News, for on the 
nineteenth the Veſſels from Rio Faneiro arrived, and 
brought an Account that the Severn and Pearl were 
ſail'd from thence for the Iſland of Barbades. I heſe 
Veſſels not only brought the Soldiers Proviſions, but 
allo a Pardon. 

The zoth, the Brigadier arriv'd, and had all the 
Soldiers drawn up, Where their Pardon was read to 
them: He acquainted them with what Money was 
come, which was not above a third Part of their Ar- 
rears, but the Remainder was on the Paſſage. And that 
the Money which he had for them ſhould be paid di- 
rectly, as far as it would go, if they would take it. But 
they cry'd out with one Voice, The Whole or none, and 
a great Diſturbance there was; ſome were for revolting 
to the King of Spar, ſome began to change their 
Notes, and were for taking Part of the Money, and the 
Reſt inſiſted upon the Whole. To quell this Diſturbance, 
the Commandant, whom they look'd upon more than 
the Brigadier, or Governor, uſed his utmoſt Endea- 
vours. They told the Mmandant they were no lon- 
ger Soldiers than while they were in the King's Pay, and 
Jet thoſe who are for the King, draw off one Way by 
themſelves; you are our Commander, we truſt in you 
to anſwer for us, what you do we will ſtand by with 
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Our Lives. On this the Commandant deliver'd his 
Command up, ſhouldering his Firelock, and took the 
Place cf a common Soldier, telling them, fince the 
King was ſo good as to pardon them, he thought it was 
his Duty to accept it. Ihe Brigadier was fo well pleaſed 
with the Behaviour of the Commandant, that he ran to 
him, took him in his Arms, and embraced him. The reſt 
ok the Soldiers follow'd the Example of their late Com- 
mandant, delivering their reſpective Commands up to 
their proper Officers. This Day put an End to the Diſturb- 
ance and Confuſion which had been ſome Time among 
them, and reſtor'd them to Tranquility, good Diſcipline, 

and Order. | 
The 22d, Mr. Bulkeley went to the Lieutenant for 
Leave to go in the firſt Veſſel, which was expected to 
fail in four Days Time. He told Mr. Bulkeley, he expect- 
ed to go in her himſelf, and that as they could not go 
off all in one Veſſel, tho' there might be Room for the 
Officers, ſo the People muſt wait another Opportunity. 
To this the Gunner replied, that it was a Duty incum- 
bent on the Officers that were in Pay, particularly, to 
take Care of the People; you, Sir, have been ſure 
of half Pay ever ſince the Ship was loſt ; we are not; 
but I will tarry myſelf behind with the People, and be 
anſwerable for them, if you'll give me a Note under 
your Hand to ſecure me the Value of my Pay, from the 
Loſs of the Ship; otherwiſe I don't know any Buſineſs 
J have but to endeavour to get to Erg/and as ſoon as I 
can ; and I will put it out of your Power to prevent my 
going off in the firſt Veffel, He then left the Lieutenant, 
and went with Mr. Cummins, Mr. Jones, Mr. Snow, 
Mr. King, and Dr. Oa&/zy to the Governor, to obtain 
Leave to depart. The Lieutenant followed them, and 
ſaid, that only one half could go at a "Time, The Go- 
vernor told them, that the Land Officers, and the reſt 
that had applied to go by Land, ſhould be the firſt diſ- 
patched, and might go aboard when they would; but 
as the Veſſel did not belong to the King, they muſt buy 
Proviſions, and pay for their Paſſage. To this Mr. 
Bulkeley anſwer'd, Sir, we have not Money to anſwer the 
Expence: We have been obliged to diſpoſe of our 
Watches 
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Watches to raiſe as much Money as will barely be ſuf- 
cient to carry us fix off that intend to. go by Land, 
therefore what muſt become of the reſt who have not a 
ſingle Penny ? And I hope, Sir, that you are not un- 
acquainted that the King of Great Britain allows to all 
his Subjects, diſtreſs'd in this Manner, five Vintins per 
Day to each Man for Subſiſtence. On this the Governor 
call'd the Commiſſary and Major, and walk'd and talk'd 
with them aſide; then came back again, and ſaid, the 
Account was fo ſmall, that it was not worth charging 
the King of England with it; therefore they muſt buy 
their own Proviſions, and pay their Paſſage; and as to 
what they had receiv'd from them they were very wel- 
come: For which they return'd Thanks to the Gover- 
nor, and went away. They then conſulted with the 
Lieutenant, to know what could be done with the 
People. And ſince the Specdzvell was not fit to proceed 
in any farther, they deſired his Conſent to ſeil her, be- 
lieving the Money ſhe would bring, would be ſufficient 
to carry them all off. To this Propoſal the Lieutenant 
conſented. They then applied to the Maſter of the Veſ- 
ſel to know what he would have for their Paſſige. His 
Demand was forty Shillings per Man ; of which they 
acquainted the Lieutenant, Cho anſwer'd, he could not 
ſee what they could do; and, on ſecond Conſideration, 
would not give his Conſent to ſell the Boat; for he did 
not think ſhe would fetch the Money. Theſe Words of 
the Lieutenant put them all to a Stand, eſpecially after 
he had juſt given his Conſent to fell her; and in ſo 
ſhort a Iime to declare the Reverſe, was very odd. The 
next Morning they went to the Lieutenant again, who 
acquainted them, that the Brigadier had order'd Things 
in another Manner; that the Gunner and nine more, 
being the Perſons deſirous of going, ſhould be diſpatch'd 
in the firſt Veſſel, and every Thing found them; that 
he, the Lieutenant, was to tarry behind with the reft 
of the People, and to come in the next Veſlel, a 
Eſtimate of the Charges being made out; and alſo told 
them, he had a ſevere Check for requeſting to go firſt 
himſelf, and offering to leave the People behind. 
The 28th, embark'd on board the St. Catharine's 
Brigantine, the Carpenter, Gunner, Boatſwain, the two 


Mates 
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Mates, the Surgeon of Marines, the Cooper, and ſix of 
the People. The Proviſions laid in for them were two 
Caſks of Salt Beef, and ten Alcadoes of Farina. 
The ziſt, they ſail'd for Ria Faneiro, with the Wind 
at Welt, and clear Weather. There is not above two 


Fathom and half Water on the Bar of Rio Grand at 


high Water; but when you are in, it is a fine commo- 
dious Harbour for ſmall Veſſels. Ihe Land is low, of a 
ſandy Soil. There is Abundance of fine Cattle, with _ 
freſh Water Fiſh, Melons exceeding good, Plenty of 
freth Water, and the beſt Milk in the W arld. | 
April the 8th, at ten in the Morning, they anchor'd 
before the Town of St. Sebaſlian s, which is ſituated in 
23 Degrees South Latitude, and is defended by ſeveral 
ſtrong Forts. The Portugueſe Pilots, who had been in 
England, called the Land here, The 2 of Wight ; and 
indeed it is very like it, though not fo large, being 
only eight Miles in Length. This is a very ſecure Har- 
bour for Shipping; a Stranger may go in or out with- 
out any Diffculty. At this Place they went aſhore, and 
found it as delightful and pleaſant a Place as any in 
America; abounding with Fruit, as Oranges, Lemons, 
Sc. alſo with Yams, Potatoes, Fiſh, and Fowl. 
The 1ioth, they ail'd from St. Sebaſiian's, with little 
Wind at S. W. They ſteer'd out S. E. between the 
Hand and the Main; and at Eight in the Morning, on 


the Monday following, they anchor'd betore the City of 


Rio F antirs. 

The 13th, they were all der d before the Gover- 
nor. A Dutch Surgeon was ſent for, who ſpoke very 
good Englihh. After an Enquiry into their Misfortunes, 
the Governor order'd him to be their Conſul ; telling 
them, they ſhould have a convenient Houſe, with 
Firing, and eight Vintins a Man per Day Subſiſtence 
Money. He alſo defir'd they would make no Diſlurb- 
ance among themſelves ; which they promis'd to avoid. 
A Nobleman went with the Conſul to look out for their 
Habitation; they ſix'd on a large magnificent Houle, fit 
for a Perſon of Quality. 'This being the firſt Day of 
their coming aſhore, they had a Dinner and Supper 


order'd out. cf Doors, and were ſent to eat all together.

This was the firſt Time of the Boatſwain's eating with 
the reſt of the Officers ſince they left Cheap Iſland. The 
Conſul was ſo kind as to ſend them a Table, Benches, 
Water-pots, and ſeveral uſeful Things, from his own 


Houſe; and now they thought themſelves very happily 


ſituated. by 

The 14th, the Conſul went with the Officers and 
People to the Treaſury for their Money. Mr. Oa#ley, 
Surgeon of his Majeſty's Land Forces, was delired by 
the Conſul to ſign for it. The Boatſwain, who now 
look'd upon himſelf as Captain, was not a little diſ- 
pleas'd at this. When the Money was received, the 


_ Conſul would have given it the Surgeon to pay to the 


reſt ; but he excus'd himſelf, telling the Conſul the 
Boatſwain was a troubleſome Man, and it might occa- 
ſion a Diſturbance ; on which the Conſul was ſo good as 
to come and pay it himſelf, Being all together, he told 
them, the Governor had order'd eight Vintins a Man 


per Day; but at the ſame Time had made a Diſtinction 


between the Oficers and Seamen ; that the Money re- 
ceived was to be paid in the Manner following, viz. to 
the Seamen, ſix Vintins per Man, and to the Officers 
ten. The Reaſon of this Diſtinction was, that the Sea- 
men could go to work, and get Money by their La- 
bour, when the Officers could not, but muſt be obliged 
to live entirely on their Allowance. This Diſtinction 
cauſed great Uneaſineſs, the Boatſwain inſiſting that the 
People had a Right to an equal Share with the Officers, 
and the Officers, willing to make all Things eaſy, de- 
ſir'd the Conſul it might be ſo. The Conſul reply'd, 
the Money ſhould be diſpos'd of according to the Gover- 
nor's Direction, or not at all. The Boatſwain then ob- 


jected againſt the Cooper, becauſe he was no Officer. 


The Conſul ſaid, Maſter ! I believe the Cooper to be a 


very good quiet Man, and I dare ſay will take it as the 


Men do; but ſooner than this ſhall be an Objection, I 
will pay the Money out of my own Pocket. The Boat- 
ſwain then attack'd the Gunner, abuſing him in a very 
ſcandalous and abominable Manner ; ſaying, among 
other Things, that the Cooper was got among the reſt 
of the Pirates, for ſo he term'd the Gunner and the reſt 
BY: | | 8. 
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of the Officers. When the Money was paid, they ac- 
quainted the Conſu!, that they had, till now, been ſe- 
parated from the Boatſwain ; that he was of ſo perverſe 
and turbulent a Temper, and ſo abuſive in Speech, that 
they could not bear with him. 'The Boatſwain then 
choſe to be with the People, and gave the Officers the 


Preference of the Fore-Room, where they deſir'd to be 


by themſelves. There were two Doors to the Officers 
Room. They lock'd both of them, and went to take a 
Walk in the Country; at their Return in the Evening, 
they found the Doors broke open, and a ſmall Sword 


belonging to the Gunner was broken an Inch off the 


Point, and the Scabbard all in Pieces. The Boatſwain 
had in his Room an man, whom he ſent on Purpoſe 
to quarre! with them. This Leman, and Richard Eaſt, 
one of their own People, fell upon the Cooper and Gun- 
ner. Faſt engaged the Gunner, and ſtruck him ſeveral 
Times, before the Gunner could maſter him. Durin | 
this Quarrel the Carpenter called the Guards, at Sight of 
whom the /-;4-man made his Eſcape. The Guards ſe— 
cured Eaſt and the Gunner Priſoners. The Priſon was 
in the Governor's Houſe, who, in a few Minutes, ſent 
for Mr. Bulteley, the Gunner, and enquired of the Of⸗ 
ficer concerning the Diſturbance, and order'd Mr. Bulkeley 
to his Habitation, but detained Eaſt 2 Priſoner. When 
he came Home, he found the Boatſwain, and two Rene- 
gadoes with him, all about the Cooper. On ſeeing the 
Gunner, the Boatſwain repeated his former abuſive 
Words, and made them ſo uneaſy in their Lodging, that 
to prevent Murder, they were oblig'd to lie out of the 
Houſe. Next Morning Mr. Oak/y and Mr. Cummins 
went to the Conſul. He went with them to the Houle, 
where he convened the whole Company. He told 
them it was verv ſtrange, that People who had under- 
gone ſo many Hardſhips and Difficulties, could not agree 
lovingly together. lo this it was anſwer'd, that they 
never us'd to meſs together; and ſooner than they 
would be with the Boatſwain, they would make it their 
Choice to take a Houſe in the Country at their own 
Expence. The Boatſwain, on hearing this, fell again 
into his uſual Strain of Slander and abuſive Language, 


calling 
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calling them Rogues, Villains, and Pirates. Notwith” 
ſtanding it was the Governor's firſt Requeſt, that they 
might have no Diſturbance among them; yet the Boat- 
{wain would not ſuffer them to be quiet on any Terms. 


The Conſul therefore went with them two Miles out of 


the City, to a fiſhing Village, where they took a Houſe 


at their own Expence, to pay at the Rate of ten Shil- 


lings per Month, there being ſeven of them in all, vz. 
the Gunner, Carpenter, Surgeon, the two Mates, the 
Cooper, and a Seaman. Here they thought themſelves 


ſecure ; but the next Day, two of tne Boatſwain's - 


Friends, who had lately deſerted from his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice, and an Iriſb Clerk, came to pay them a Viſit. 
They were ſo impertinent, as not only to enquire into 
the Reaſons of their Diſturbances, but alſo to inſtruct 
them in their Duty, telling them they came from their 
Commander the Boatſwain, with Orders to fee Mr. 


Bulkeley's Journal. The Gunner told them the Journal 


ſhould not be a Secret to any Perſon who could read, 
but at the ſame Time he would never part with it to be 
copied out. They then drank a Glaſs of Punch toge- 
ther, and parted. This is a Place in which a Man is 
oblig'd ſometimes to ſuffer himſelf to be uſed ill; if he 
reſents all Affronts, he runs a great Hazard of loſing his 
Life ; for here N are to be hired at a ſmall Ex- 
pence, and there is no Place in the World where People 
will commit Murder at ſo cheap a Rate. Between Nine 
and Jen at Night, three People came to their Door; 
one of which knock'd, telling them that he was the 
Perſon that was with the Gunner and Cooper in the Af. 
ternoon. Being apprehenſive that they came with 
no good Intent, they were refas'd Admittance, and were 
told that it was an improper Seaſon of the Night, and 
deſired to come in the Morning, if they had any Buſi- 


neſs there. But they ſtill inſiſted upon the Door being 


open'd; faying, it would be better to do ſo, than to 
be taken away in three Hours Time. When they had 
ſaid this they went away. They in the Houſe, imagin'd 


they were gone to bring ſome Aſſociates to beſet the 


Place; and having nothing to defend themſelves with, 
"they got over the Back-Wall of the Houſe, and took to 
the 
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the Country for Saſety. In the Morning they again 
apply'd to the Conſul, who remov'd them to a Houle 
In the Midft of the Village. He gave an Account to 
the Inhabitants of the Defign the Boatſwain had form'd 
_ againſt the others, either to compel them to deliver up 
their Journal, or to take their Lives ; he therefore de- 
fired that the Journal and Papers might be depoſited in 
the Hands of a Neighbour there, till the Time of their 
going of. The People of the Place offer'd to ſtand by 
them with their Lives, in Oppoſition to any Perſons 
who would attempt to do them Injury. | 

The 18th, early in the Morning, they were ſent for 
by the Conſul, who ſaid to them, Gentlemen, as the 
Lives of three of you are in Danger, and I don't know 
what Villainy your Boatſwain may be capable of acting. 
in Regard to your Peace and Safety, I'll endeavour to 
get you three on Board a Ship bound for Bahia and 
Lisbon. Accordingly he went to the Captain of the 
Ship, who conſented that they ſhould go with him, on 
theſe Conditions, that the Governor ſhould give them a 
Pals, and that they ſhould work for their Paffage. This 
was agreed to. After this they requeſted the Governor 
tor a Paſs, which he was ſo good as to grant. It was 
written in the Portugueſe Language, the Tranſlation of 
Which is as follows. 5 


Rio Jaueiro Grand. 
From all the Forts let them paſs. 
April zo, 1742. 


That they may paſs to Portugal in any 
Veſſel that offers itſelf, withoutt any 
Hindrance whatever, to Bahia, May 


19, 1742. 


OH N Bocli, F Bulkeley] John Cummins, and John 
J Young, of the Engliſs Nation, and married in Eng- 
land, where they have Wives and Children, the one 
being an Officer, the other a Carpenter, and the third 
Cooper of the Ship, being an Engly/b Frigate, arrived 
on the Coaſt of Patagonia; and at their Arrival in the 
Great 
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Great River, 7. e. Ria Grand, Leave was granted them 
to come to this City; and as in the Service of his 
Majeſty, they do not advance any Money from the 
Time that they paid off the ſaid Ship, they are obliged 
to pals to England, that they may be enabled there to 
ſeek their Livelihood for their reſpective Families: 
Therefore, they deſire that they may paſs in the Licence 


Ship to che City of Bahza, that they may from thence 


go to Lisbon, by the firſt Opportunity that ſhall offer, 
and that without the ſaid Ship they will not be able to 
pertorm their intended Deſign. 


Leave is hereby granted them to paſs by 


the ſaid Ship for Bahia; and we com- 

mand all the Forts to let them paſs, and 

not hinder their Paſſage, as 1s the Cuſ- 
tom of the People of this Kingdom.

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May the zoth, the Gunner, Carpenter, and Cooper, 
went on Board the St. Tzbes, one of the Brazz] Ships, 
carrying twenty-eight Guns, Theophilus Orego Ferrara 


Commander, bound for Bahia and Lisbon. The Num- 


ber of the People left on Shore were Ten. | 

The next Morning the Captain of the St. Tubes came 
on Board. On ſeeing the Exgliſb he ask'd them, How 
they came on Board without his Leave? For, notwith- 
ſtanding he gave Leave to the Conſul for their Paſſage, 


vet they ought to have waited on him aſhore. There was 


on Board the Ship a Saniſh Don, a Pailenger, who told 
the Captain no Ezglifeman ſhould go in the ſame Ship 
with him; therefore deſired they might be turn'd aſhore. 
But the Captain inſiſted upon doing what he pleas'd 
aboard his own Ship, and would not comply with his 
Requeſt. However, the Saniſo' Don, when he came 
to converſe with them, was very much mov'd with the 
Relation of their Misfortunes, and told them, That, 


though their Royal Matters, the Kings of England and 


Spain were at War, it was not their Fault; that they 


were now on Board a Neutral Ship, belonging to a 


King who was a Friend to both Nations ; that he would 


not look upon them as Encmies, but do them all the 
Service he could. He extoll'd the Conduct and Bravery 
of Admiral Vernon at Porto Bello; but, above all, ap- 
plauded him for his Humanity and generous Treatment 
of his Enemies. He made great Encomiums on the 
Magnificence of the Br27i/> Fleet, and the Boldneſs and 
Intrepidity of the Sailors, ſtiling the Eng the Soldiers 
of the Sea. He alſo ſupplied them in their Paſſage, not 
only with Proviſions from his Table, but alſo with Wine 
and Brandy; and during the whole Voyage appear'd ſo 
different from an Enemy, that he took all Opportuni- 
ties of giving them Proofs of his Generoſity and Good- 
neſs. 8 

The 7th of May they anchored before the City of 
Bahia, went on Shore to the Vice-Roy, and ſhew'd 
him the Paſs which they had from the Governor of Rio 
Faniiro. He told them the Paſs was to diſpatch them 
to Licben, and that the firſt Ship which ſail'd from thence 


would be the Ship they came in. They then petition'd 


him 
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him for Proviſions, acquainting him with their Reception 
at Rio Grand, and Rio Januciro, that they had hitherto 
been ſupply'd at the Rate of eight Vintins each Man 
per Day. But he refuſed ſupplying them with any 
Thing. Upon which Mr. Bulteley told him, They had 
better been Priſoners to the King of Spain, who would 
allow them Bread and Water, than in a Friend's Coun- 
try to be ſtarved. The Captain of the Ship hearing 
the Vice-Roy would not ſupply them, was ſo kind as 
to go to the Governor, zcquainting him how they were 
Provided for at Rio Fanciro, and that he would ſupply 
them himſelf, if he would ſign an Account to fatisfy 
the Conſul General at Lisbon, ſo that ha might be reim- 
burs'd. The Vice-Roy anſwer'd, that he had no Or. 
ders Concerning the Frng/;/, that he had Letters from 
the King of Portugal, his Maſter, to ſupply the French, 
but had no Orders about any other Nation, and if he 
gave them any Thing, it muſt be out of his own Pocket, 
therefore he would not ſupply them. The Captain then 
told him, that they were Officers and Subjects to the 
King of England, and in Diſtreſs ; that they did not 
want great Matters, only barely enough to {ſupport 
Life, and begg'd that he would allow but four Vintins 
par Day, being but half the Sum hitherto allow'd 

them. But the Captain's Intreaties avail'd nothing, the 
Vice-Roy continuing fix'd in his Reſolution of giving 

them no Relief. Surely there never was a worſe Repre- 
ſentative of Royalty upon the Face of the Earth, than 
this Vice Roy. His Royal Maſter, the King of Portu- 
gal, is very well known to have a grateful Affection 
for the Bri#4 Nation, and could not be ſo Frenchify'd 
as this Vice- Roy repreſented him. However, his 
Vice-Roy gave a ſufficient Proof of his own Averſion 
to the Engliſb; for certainly People in the Diſtreſs, they 
were repreſented in to him, could in no Part of the World, 
nay, in an Enemy's Country, be treated with more Bar- 
barity than they were here; being forc'd to work for their 
Victuals, and then could get bat one Meal a Day, which 
was Farina and Caravances. At this Place they muſt 
have ſtarv'd, if the Gunner had not had by him ſome 
NO NIV. Aa Money 
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Money and a Silver Watch, which laſt he was alſo ob- 
lig'd to turn into Caſh for their Support. Mr. Bulzelzy 
had in Specie fourteen Guineas, which he exchang'd 
with the Captain for Portugneze Money 3 who at the 
ſame Time told him, it would be hard upon him (Mr. 
Lulieley) to be ſo much out of Pocket; and ſaid, if he 
would draw a Bill on the Conſul General at Lisbon for 
the Sum, as if ſupply'd from him, upon the Pay- 
ment of that Bill, he would return him his fourteen 
Guincas. Accordingly the following Bill was drawn,

W/E the under-fign'd John Bulkeley, Fobn Cum- 
bins, and Joln Young, Subjects of his Majeſty 
George the Second, King of Great Britain, do declare 
that we have received from the Honourable Captain of 
Sea and Land, Theodore Rodrigues of Faria, the Sum of 
ſorty-ſour thouſand and eight hundred Rees, in ready 
and lawful Money, at different Times, for our Support 
and Succour, fora the 17th of May Inſtant to this pre- 
tent Date.

And 
Gn this Account, we humbly defire the Conſul of the

Gabriel Pryun, a Mechant in this City, and Interpreter 
of both Languages, that he'may a& for us; and we 
leave it to him to do in this Affair as it ſhall ſeem meet 
unto him; and as a Witneſs to this Matter he hath

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Since their being here, they were inform'd of one of 
his Majeſty's Ships, with three Store-Ships, being 
arriv'd at Rio Fanciro, with Stores and Rlen for the 
Relief and Aſſiſtance of the Severn and Pearl, (which 
were ſail'd before in Fanuary laſt for Barbados) and that 
the Wager's People who were left behind, at Rio Janeiro, 
were gone on board them, for the - Indies. 


At Bahia is a very good Bay or Harbour for 
Ships to ride in, with the Wind from the E. S. E. to 
the Northward and Weſtward, back to the S. W. and 
Wind to the Southward, which blows in, and makes a 

very great Sea. At the Entrance of this Harbour, on 
_ the Eaſt Side coming in, ſtandeth Point de Ghria, 
which isa very large Fortification, with a Tower in 
the midit ; and there are other ſmall Forts which com- 
mand the Harbour, one whereof is built upon a Rock, 
about half a Mile from the Shore. Cloſe by this Fort 
all Ships mult paſs that Anchor here, and muſt ride 
alio within half a Mile of it at fartheſt, between this 
and another Fort (that ſtands on a Point at the inner 
Part of the Harbour, and it call'd tbe Dutch Fort ) but 
muſt ride neareſt to the former all along the Town, 
where there is good anchoring Ground, and Water 
enough for Ships of the greateſt Burthen, which are 
cover'd from the Southerly Winds that blow very hard 
here. Theſe commonly ſet in about April, but blow 
hardeſt in May, Fun, Fuly, and Auguſt, From Point 
de Gloria the Land riſes gradually, and about a 
League from it ſtands the City of Bahia, the Capital of 
Brazil . This Down lies in 13 Degrees South 

Latitude, 


9. Chg Brazil avas firſt difcovered by Americus Veſpu- 
tius, an Italian, in the Var 15,00, being emply'd by the 
King of Portugal. The Portugueſe made ſeberal Attempts 
to plant it, but with ſmall Succeſs, till the Year 1549, 
when they fix'd themſelve at the Bay c, All Saints, and 
built the City of Bahia, o Se, Salvador. The French 
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Latitude, and is ſurrounded with Fortifications, which 
are capable of defending it againſt any Attempts from 
the 


likewiſe made ſeveral Attempts to plant Colonies on this 

Coaſt, but were driven from thence by the Portugueſe, who 

remain'd in Brazil, almoſt without a Rival, till the Tear 
1623 ; but being then under the Dominion of the King of 
Spain, wth whom the United Provinces were at War, 

the Dutch Weſt-India Company fitted cut a ſtrong Fleet, 

and putting a gord Boay of Land-Forces on Board, ſent 
inem to Brazil, avhere they attack'd and took the City of 
Bahia, in the Bay of All Saints, ith yy little Loſs. 
But the King of Spain ſending a great Fleet and Army thi- 
ther in the Tor 1625, recover'd the Cify again, and drove 
the Dutch out of the Country, However, the Dutch con- 
tinued to ſend ſtrong Squedrons to the Coaſt of Brazil every 
Har, eubere they harras'd the Portugueſe Seltlements, and 
made Abundazice of rich Prizes 3 and making a Deſcent near 
Olinda, in the Year 1629, took that City, with the Fortreſs 
of The Receif ; and bring joined by ſome Nations of the 
Indians again/t the Portugueſe, at length poſeſs'd them- 
ſelves of the entire Province of Pernumbuco, gere they 
erected a great many Forts, and compelPd the Portugueſe, 
a reſided in that Part of the Country, to obey them as 
their Sovereigns; whereupon Count Maurice of Naſſau was 
pleas'd to accept the Government of the Dutch Territories in 

Brazil, and remain'd in that Capacity at The Receif or 
Pernumbuco, from the Year 1637 to the Year 1044 ; 
during ail which time the Dutch and Portugueſe remaining 
ina State of War, Count Maurice recover'd hom the 


Portugueſe three more of their Northern Provinces. Nor 


did he content himſelf with taking Places from the Portu- 


| gueſe in Brazil, but detach'd from thence a Squadron ta the 


Coaſt of” Africa, and ta from them the important Fort of 
Del Mina, be firongeſt Fortreſs on the Guinea Coaſt, ewhich 
the Dutch are in Poſſeſſon of at this Day. But the Dutch 
Wett-India Company not ſupplying the Count with ſuch a 
Number of Forces as he apprehended <vas neceſſary to ſecure 
their Congueſis againſt the Portugueſe, he return'd to 

Holland 
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the Sea or Land. The City itſelf conſiſts of about two 
thouſand Houſes, the major Part of which cannot be 
ſeen from the Harbour; but ſo many as do appear in 
Sight, having a great Mixture of Trees between them, 
and being placed on a riſing Hill, make a very pleaſant 
Proſpect. There are in the City thirteen Churches, 
Chapels, Hoſpitals, and Monaſteries, and one Nunnery. 
The Cathedral and the Jeſuits College are the chief, 
and both in Sight from the Harbour. "There is a Cha- 
pel for Seamen cloſe by the Sea ſide, where Boats com- 
monly land, and the Seamen go directly to Prayers. 
'There is another Chapel for poor People, at the far- 
ther End of the ſame Street, which runs along the 
Shore; and a third Chapel for Soldiets at the End of 
the Town. The Houſes are two or three Stories high, 
the Walls thick and ſtrong, being built with Stone, 
with a Covering of Pantile, and many of them have 
| Balconies. The principal Streets are large, and all of 
them pav'd with ſmall Stones. There are allo Parades 
in the moſt eminent Places of the Town, and many 
Gardens, as well within the City as in the out Parts 
of it. 


| Here are about ſix hundred Soldiers in Garriſon. 
They commonly draw up and exerciſe in a large Parade 


Holland in difſouſt, in the Year 1044, after which, the 
Affairs of the Dutch in Brazil declind apace ; for the 
Portuguele who lived under the Government of the Dutch, 
joining their Counts men, by degrees recover d all the Gene 
which the Dutch were in Paal on of, and drove them en- 
tively out of Brazil again, in the Year 1654. However, 
the Dutch fill continuing their Pretenſions to Brazil, and 
committing continual Depredations on the Portuguele at Sea, 
the latter agreed, at a Treaty of Peace made between the 
King of Portugal and the States-General, by the Mediation 
of England, in the Year 1661, to pay the Dutch 80 Tons 
of Gold to relinquiſh their Intereſt in that Country; which 
wwas accepted, and the Portugueſe have remain'd in the 
peaceful Pofſffion of all Brazil from that Day to this. 
Aaz3 . be:oie 
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before the Governor's Houſe, and many of them attend 
him when he goes Abroad. The Soldiers are decently 
clad in brown Linnen, which in theſe hot Countries is 
much better than Woollen. 


The Magazine is on the Skirts of the Town, on a 
ſmall riſing Ground, near the Soldiers Church. There 
is always a Party of Soldiers to guard it, and Centinels 
looking out both Day and Night. 


There are a great many Merchants in this City, for 
*tis a Place of great Trade. They are very rich, and 
have many Negroe Slaves in their Routes, both Men 
and Women. They are chiefly Portugneſe, Foreigners 
having but little Commerce with them. There is a 
Cuſtom houſe by the Sea-lide, where all Goods import- 
ed or exported: are enter'd: And to prevent Abules, 
there are five or ſix Buats that take their Tarns to row 
about the Harbour, ſearching any Boats they ſuſpect 
of running Goods. 


The chief Commodities the European Ships bring 
Hither are Linnen Cloaths, both coarie and fine, ſome 
Weollens, as Days, Searges, &c. Hats, r f 
Biſcuit, Wheat Flour, Wine, Oil, Butter, Cheeſe, G 
They alſo bring Iron, aud all Sorts of Iron Tools, Pew- 
ter Veſſels, Looking Glaſſes; Beads, ard other Toys. 


The European Ships carry from thence Sugar, To- 
bacco, either in Roll or Snuff, never in Leaf. Theſe 
are the Staple Commodities; beſides Which here are 
Dye woods, as Fuſlick, c. with Woods for other 
Uſes, as ſpeckled Wood, Brazil, Sc. They alſo 
carry home raw Hides, Tallow, Train Oil of Whales, 


Sc. | 


The Sugar of this Country is much better than that 
which we bring Home from our Plantations : For all the 
Sugar that is made here is clay'd, which makes it whiter 
and fner than our Muſcovado, as we call our unrefin'd 

Sugar. 
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Sugar. Our Planters ſeldom rcfine any with Clay, un- 
lets ſometimes a little to ſend Home to their Friends in 
Laglard. Their Way of doing it, is by taking ſome of 
the whiteſt Clay, and mixing it with Water till it is like 
Cream; with this they fill up the Pans of Sugar, that are 
ſunk two or three Inches below the Brim, by the Mos 
lofles draining out of it, firſt ſcraping off the thin hard 
. Cruſt of the Sugar that lies at the Top, and would 
hinder the Water of the Clay from ſoaking thro' the 
Sugar of the Pan. In ten or twelve Pays Time the 
white Water whitens the Sugar as it paſſes thro? it, and 
the groſs Body of the Clay itſelf grows hard on the 
Top, and may be taken off at Plea ſure; ; when i crap! ing 
off with a Kniſe the very upper Part ef the Sugar, 

which is a little ſully'd, that which is underneath, will 


be white almoſt to the Bottom: And fach as is call'd 


HDragi Sugar is thus whiten'd. 


The Europcan Ships commonly arrive here in Te- 
Bruary or March, and they have generally quick Paſ- 
lages, finding at that Time of the Year brisk Gales to 
bring them to tne Line, little Trouble then in croſſing 
it, and brisk E. N. E. Winds afterwards to bring 


them hither. They commonly return from hence about 


the latter End of May, or in June. 


The Ships that uſe the Guinea Trade are ſmall Veſ- 
ſels in Com par! i{on of the former: They carry out from 
hence Rum, Sugar, the Cotton-Cioths of St. Jago, 
Beads, Sc. and bring in Return, Gold, Ivory, and 
Slaves, making very god Returns. 


The ſmall Craft that belong to this Town are chiefly 
_employ'd in carrying European Goods from hence, the 


Centre of the Brazilian Trade, to other Places on this 


Coait, bringing back their Sugar, Tobacco, Wc. They 
are failed chiefly with Negro Slaves. All the ſmall 
Veſlels that uſe this coaſting Traffcl are built here, and 
ſo are ſome Men of War alſo for the King's Service : 
And the Timber of this Country is very good and pro- 
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per for this Purpoie, being more ſtrong and durable 


than any we have in Europe, and they have enough 
ol it. 1 | 5 


eſides Merchants and others that trade by Sea from 
this Port, here are others, pretty wealthy Men, and 
ſeveral Artificers and Tradeſmen of molt Sorts, who by 
Labour and Induſtry maintain themſelves very well, 
eipecially ſuch as can arrive at the Purchaſe of a Negroe 
Slave or two. And indeed, excepting People of the 
loweſt Degree of all, here are ſcarce any but what keep 
Slaves in their Houſes. The richer Sort, beſide the 
Slaves of both Sexes, whom they keep for ſervile Ules 
in their Houſes, have Men Slaves, who wait on them 
abroad ſor State, either running by their Horſes Sides 
when they ride out, or carrying them to and fro on 
their Shoulders in the Town, when they make ſhort 
Viſits near Home. Every Gentleman or Merchant is 
provided with Things neceflary for this Sort of Carriage. 
The main Thing is a pretty large Cotton Hammock, of 
the I et. India Faſhion, but moſtly dy'd blue, with 
large Fringes of the ſame hanging down on each 
Side. This is carried on the Negroes Shoulders by the 
Help of a Bamboo about twelve or fourteen Foot 
long, to which the Hammock is hung, and a covering 
comes over the Pole, hanging down on each Side like 
a Curtain; ſo that the Perſon ſo carried cannot be ſeen 
unleſs he pleaſes, but may either lie down, having Pil- 
lows for his Head, or may ſit up by being a little ſup- 
ported with theſe Pillows, and by letting both his Legs 
hang out over one Side of the Hammock ; when he 
hath a mind to be ſeen, he puts by his Curtain, and 
ſalutes every one of his Acquaintance whom he meets 
in the Streets; for they take a piece of Pride in greet- 
ing one another from their Hammocks, and will hold 
long Conferences thus in the Streets; but then their 
two Slaves, who carry their Hammock, have each a 
ſtrong well made Staff with a fine iron Fork at the 
upper End, and a ſharp Iron below, like the Reſt for a 
Muſket, which they Rick faſt in the Ground, and ſe 
the 
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the Pole or Bamboo of the Hammock reſt upon them 
till their Maſter's Buſineſs or Compliments be over. 

There is ſcarce a Man of any Faſhion, but eſpecially a 

Woman, will paſs the Streets but ſo carried in a Ham- 
mock. 


The chief mechanick Trades here are Smiths, Hat- 
ters, Shoe-makers, Tanners, Sawyers, Carpenters, 
Coopers, &c. Here are alſo Taylors, Butchers, &c. 
which laſt kill the Bullocks very dextrouſly, ſticking 
them at one Blow with a ſharp pointed Knife in the 
Nape of the Neck, having firſt drawn them cloſe to a 
Rail ; but they dreſs them very ſlovenly. All theſe 
Tradeſmen buy Negroes, and train them up to their 
ſeveral Employments, which is a great Help to them: 
And they have ſo frequent a Trade to Angola, and other 
Parts of Cuinta, that they have a conſtant Supply of 
Blacks both for the Plantations and Towns. Theſe 
Slaves are very uſeſul in this Place for Carriage as Por- 
ters; for as here is a great Trade by Sea, and the 
Landing Place is at the Foot of a Hill too ſteep for 
drawing with Carts, ſo there is a great Need of Slaves 
to carry Goods up into the Town, eſpecially for the 
inferior Sort. But the Merchants have alſo the Con- 
venience of a great Crane that goes with Ropes or Pul- 
lies, one End of which goes up while the other goes 
down. The Houſe in which this Crane is, ſtands on 
the Brow of the Hill towards the Sea, hanging over the 
Precipic?, and there are Planks ſet ſhelving againſt the 
Bank from thence to the Bottom, againſt which the 
Goods lean or ſlide as they are hoiſted up or let down. 
The Negro Slaves in this Town are ſo numerous that 
they make up the greateſt Part or Bulk of the Inhabi- 
tants : Every Houſe having ſome, both Men and Wo- 
men, of them. Many of the Portugueſe, who are Bat- 
chelors, keep ſeveral of theſe black Women for Miſles ; 
though they know the Danger they are in of being 
poiſon'd by them, if ever they give them any Occa- 
ion of Jealouſy. Theſe Slaves alſo of either Sex 
will eaſily be engag'd to do any Sort of Miſchief, even 

: do 
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to murder, if they are hir'd to do it, efpecially in the 
Night. 


The Native Brazi/ians are partly Freemen and partly 
Siaves, but the Negroes are much more valued than the 
Brazilians, being of more robuſt Conſtitutions, and fit- 
ter for Labour. As they come from the Coaſt cf 
Hfrica, oppoſite to Brazil, which is much hotter, they 
| endure Fatigue in the hot Seaſon better than the Natives. 
* The Natives are of a moderate Stature, and of a dark 
E Copper "Complexion; their Hair black and hanging 
over their Shoulders, but ſuffer no Hair to grow on 
=> their Bodies or Faces; they have ſlat Noſes, which are 
not natural, but are made ſo in their Infancy, a flat 
Noſe being eſteemed a Beauty among them; they go 
almoſt naked; ſome of them paint their Bodies of all 
| manner of Colours, whereas others rubbing their Bodies 
| with Gums, ſtick beautiful Feathers upon them, which 
=> make them look more like Fowls than human Crea- 

tures. In their Marriages they are not confined to one 
Woman, but enter into a Contracti, however, with 
their Relations to uſe them well, in which they are 
uſually as good as their Words; and when a Man tales 
Home his Wife, there is great Feaſting and Rejoicing. 
The Women ſeem to have much the greateſt Share in 
\ the Care and 'Trouvle of providing for the Family ; for 
they are not only employed in their domeitick Affairs, 
but alſo gather their Fruits, Roots, and other Food. 
, Upon the Death of any Perſon, the Friends and Rela- 
| tions aſſemble, and ſet up a Howl, repeating by Turns 
the Praiſes of the Deceaſed, admiring his Wealth, his 
Strength, Beauty, and excellent Parts, the Multitude of 
his Friends, Servants, and Cattle, concluding with 
| : Words of the following Tenour; He is dead! we inall 
| ſee him no moe, untill we dance with him beyond the 
| Mountains. Theſe Lamentations having continued fix 
| Hours, they prepare to bury the Deceaſed, digging a 
| Grave like the Mouth of a Well, in which they place 
ö 
| 
| 


the Corpſe in a fitting Poſture, and build a little 
Tomb in the Form of a Dome over him; they leave at 
the 
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the Place all manner of Meat and Drink, his Arms, 
and whatever was uſeful to him while alive, coming 
bees Day with freſh Supplies to the Grave for a 
Month, making the fame Lamentations they did the 
firſt Day, and afflicting themſelves during this Time by 
faſting and other Pen ances, and if he leaves Wives be- 
hind him tbey cut off their Hair. The Mourning 
having continued a Month, they reſume their former 
Way of Life. The Maſter of the Family is uſually 
buried in the Middle of the Houſe, and his Tomb 
adorned with beautiful Feathers and other Ornaments. 
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Proviſions here of all Kinds are exceſſive dear, eſpe- | 
cially Fiſh, This is generally imputed to the great 
Number of Whales that come into this Bay, even where 
the Ships lie at Anchor. The Whale Boats go off and 
kill ſometimes ſeven or eight Whales in a Day, The 
Fleſh of which is cut up in ſmall Pieces, then brought 
to the Market Place, and ſold at the Rate of a Vintin 
per Pound; it looks very much like coarſe Beef, but 
inferior to it in Taſte. The Whales here are not at all 
equal in Size to the Whales in G reenland being no 
larger than the Grampus. 


As to Fruits, they have ſeveral Kinds of Creams 
and Limes, Pomegranates, Pomecitrons, and European 
Grapes 3 but all theſe have been tranſported thither by 
the Portugueſe. They have alio Plaintaius, Banana's 
Guava's, the true Cocoa Nut, Cabbage Trees, Cuſtard 
Apples, Sourſops, Caſhews, Pa pahs, and Jenipahs. 


The Sourſop is a Fruit as large as a Man's Head, of 4 
an Oval Shape, green on one Side, and yellowiſh on the _ 11 
other when ripe. The Outſide or Coat is pretty thick 
and very rough, with ſmall ſharp Knobs, the Inſide is 
full of ſpungy Pulp, with black Seeds or Kernels, in 
Shape and Bigneſs like a Pumpkin Seed. The Pulp is 
very juicy, of a pleaſant Taſte, and wholeſome. You 
ſuck the Juice out of the Pulp, and ſo ſpit it out. The 
Tree or Shrub that bears this Fruit grows about ten or 

twelve 
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twelve Feet high, with a ſmall ſhort Body, the Branches 


growing pretty ſtreight up. The T wigs are flender 
and tough, and fo is the Stem of the Fruit. 


The Caſhew is a Fruit as big as a Pippin, pretty 
long, and bigger near the Stem than at the other End, 
growing tapering. The Rind is ſmooth and thin, of a 
red and yellow Colour. The Seed of this Fruit grows 
at the End of it. *Tis of an olive Colour, ſhap'd like 
a Bean, and about the ſame Bigneſs, but not altogether 
lo flat. The Tree is as big as an Apple-tree, with 
Branches, not thick, yet ſpreading off. The Boughs are 


groſs, the Leaves broad and round, and in Subſtance 


pretty thick. This Fruit is ſoſt and ſpungy when ripe, 
and full of Juice. It is very pleaſant, and gratefully 
rough on the Tongue, and i is accounted very whole- 
ſome, 


The Janipah, or Janipapah, is a Sort of Fruit, of 
the Calabaſh or Gourd Kind. It is about the Bigneſs 
of a Duck-Egg, and ſomewhat of the oval Shape, and 
is of a grey Colour. The Shell is not altogether ſo 


thick nor hard as a Calabaſh. *Tis full of whitiſh Pulp 


mix'd with ſmall flat Seeds, and both Pulp and Seeds are 
taken into the Mouth, but ſucking out the Pulp they 
ſpit out the Seeds. It is of a ſharp and pleaſing Tafle, 
and is very innocent. The Tree that bears it is much 


like an Aſh, ſtreight-body'd, and of a gocd Height, 


clear from Limbs till near the Top, where the Branches 
put forth a ſmall Head. The Rind is of a pale grey, 
and fo is the Fruit. 


Peſides theſe, here are many Sorts of Fruits which 


are not met with any where elſe, as Ariſah's, Merica- 
ſah's, Petango's, Se. Ariſah's arc an excellent Fruit, 
not much bigger than a large Cherry, ſhaped like a 
Catharine Pear, being ſmall at the Stem, and ſwelling 
bigger towards the End. They are of a greeniſh 
Colour, and have ſmall Seeds no bigger than Muſ— 
tard-Seeds; they are ſomewhat tart, yet Pen 
an 
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and very wholeſome, and may be eaten by ſick 
People. 0 


Meri caſah's are an excellent Fruit, of which there 
are two Sorts, one growing on a ſmall Tree or Shrub, 
which is counted the beſt, the other growing on a Kind 
of Shrub like a Vine, which they plant about Arbours 
to make a Shade, having many broad Leaves. The 
Fruit is as big as a {mall Orange, round and green. 
When they are ripe they are ſoft, full of white Pulp 
mixt thick with little black Seeds, and there is no 
ſeparating one from the other, till they are in your 
Mouth, when you ſuck out the white Pulp and ſpit 


out the Stones. They are tart, plcalant, and very 


wholeſome. 


Petango's are a ſmall red Fruit that grow alſo on 


ſmall Trees, and are as big as Cherries, but not fo 


globular, having one flat Side, and alſo five or fix 
ſmall protuberant Ridges. *Tis a very pleaſant tart 
Fruit, and has a pretty large flattiſh Stone in the 


Middle. 


Palm-berries - (called here Dendes) grow plentifully 
about Bahia. The largeſt are as big as Wallnuts. They 
grow in Bunches on the Top of the Body of the Tree 
among the Branches or Leaves, as all Fruits of the 
Palm Kind do. Theſe are the ſame Kind of Berries or 
Nuts, as thoſe they make the Palm-oil with on the 


Coat of Guinea, where they abound. 


They have Plenty of Callavances, Pine Apples, 
Pumpkins, Water-melons, Muſk-melons, Cucumbers, 
and Roots, as Yams, Potatoes, Caſſava's, Sc. Garden- 
herbs alſo good Store, as Cabbages, Turnips, Onions, 
Leeks, and Abundance of Sallading. ZE 


As to their Corn, there is no Sort that thrives in 
Brazil like Maiz, or Indian Corn. Wheat and Rye 
grow too rank and run up into Straw 3 and the only 

Way 
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Way to procure a good Crop is to make the Soil poorer 
by mixing Sand with it, inſtead of Ding to enrich 
it: And this is the Caſe of moſt foreign Seeds. Their 
Seed-time is at the Beginning of the rainy Seaſon, and 
their Harveſt immediately after it. Their own Trees 
and Shrubs bear Leaves, Bloſſoms, and Fruit all the 
| Year round; and the fame is obſerv'd of their Oranges, 
Limes, and ſome otl.er Fruits that have been carried 
thither : And thoſe who would have ripe Grapes all 
the Year, tis ſaid, only prune their Vines at different 
Times to effect it, and they produce a fine Juſcious 
Grape as ſweet as Honey; and yet they can have no 
Wane that will keep here. 


The Ants in Bragil are great Enemies to the Corn, 
Fruits, and other Produce of the Earth, which the 
Husbandmen endeavour to deſtroy by Fire and Water; 
but all their Care ſometimes proves ineffectual. 


'The Trees that are found here, are the Sapiera, the 
Vermjatico, the Commeſſerie, the Guiteba, and the 
Serie; the ſpeckled Wood, the Fultick, and other dying 
Woods; three Kinds of Mangrove Trees, and the 
Manchinele Tree. 


The Sapiera is a large tall Tree, very good Timber, 
and made uſe of in building Houſes; as is alſo the 
Vermiatico, a tall ſtrait bodied Tree, which furniſhes 
them with Plank two Feet broad. Of the Bodies: of 
theſe 'Trees they make their Canoes, or little Country 
Boats, all of a piece. 


The Commeſſerie and the Guiteba are moſt uſed in 
building of Ships, for which Purpoſe, they are as 
much eſteem'd as Oak with us, and are harder, and 
more durable. The Serrie Tree reſembles the Elm, 


and is very durable in Water. The Mangrove Trees 


are red, white, and black; the red they uſe in tanning 
Leather; of the black they made good Plank, and of 
the white, Maſts and Vards for their Barks; both the 

1 black 
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black and white being much larger in Brazil, than 1 In 
the Gulph of Mexico. 


There grows allo in Bragil a wild Cocoa- Nut Tree 
neither ſo tall or ſo large as thoſe in the EH or West- 
Indies. They bear Nuts as the others, but not a Quarter 
ſo big as the right Cocoa-Nuts. The Shell is full of 


Kernel, without any hollow Place, or Water in it, and 


the Kernel is ſw eet, but very hard, both for the Teeth 
and Digeſtion. Theſe Nuts are in much Eſteem for 
making Beads for Pater Noflers, Bowls for 'Tobacco- 
Pipes, and other Toys ; and every ſmall Shop at this 
Place has a great many to ſell. At the Top of theſe 
Baſtard Cocoa-Nuts, among the Branches, there grows 
a Sort of long black "Thread, like Horſe-Hair, but much 
longer, which by the Portugueſe is called 'Treiabo ; of 
theſe they make Cables, which are very ſerviceable, 
ſtrong, and laſting ; for they will not rot as Cables 


made cf Hemp, tho? they lie expoſed to Wet and Heat. 


Theſe are the Cables which they keep in their Harbours, 
to let out for Hire to European Ships, and reſemble the 
Coyre Cables. 


The Beafts that are in this County are the Sloth, the 
Armadillo, the Fpoſſum, the Guanoe, the Racoon, and 


Flying-Squirrel, with great Variety of Monkies, Deer, 


Hares, and Rabbits, differing ſomewhat from ours, the 


Ant, Bear, and ſome Lions, Tygers, and Porcupines. 


Their Fowls are Maccaws, Parrots, Parroquets, 
Quams, the Curaſoe, the Bill-Bird, the Cockrecoe, the 


Partridge, the Wood Pigeon, the Heron, the Pelican, 


the Crab-Catcher, the Fiſhing Hawk, the Oftrich, 
the Cormorant, the Curlieu, the Carrion- Crow, 
and the Humming- Bird. They have alſo great 
Variety of Singing Birds, ſeveral Species of Wild 


Ducks, Wild Geeſe, and Dunghiil Fowls ; and there 


is not any Sort of Poultry in Euro, but what has been 
carried thither by the Porbugueſe. 


Here 


* 
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Here 1s alſo found the Rattle-Snake, and ſeveral other 
Species of Snakes. They have alto Scorpions, Centi- 
pedes, Spiders, and other venomous Inſe&s, of an ex- 
traordinary Size. Here is alſo the Fire-Fly, which 
ſeems to differ but lite from the Glow-Worm, only 
in its Wings: When any cf theſe fix on Boughs of 
Trees, they appear at a little Diſtance like ſa many 
Stars. ES | 


Of amphibions Animals they! have Tortoiſes of 
three Kinds, viz. the Hawksbill, the Loggerhead, and 
the green Tortoiſe ; but of theie it ſeems the Portugue/z 
never eat, tho' our Seamen eſteem the green "Tortoiſe 
very good Food. There are alſo great Numbers of 
Crocodiles in their Lakes and Rivers, but not ſo large 
as thoſe of Ahica; and they have a Creature, which 
the Portugucſe call Cachora de Agua, or the Water dog, 
as big as a Maſtiff, and Hairy from Head to Tail; he 
has tour ſhort Legs and a long Head, and 1s of a dark 
Colour, and lives in freſh Water Lakes and Ponds, 
but comes on Shore to fun himſelf, and is ſaid to be 
good Food. . 


The Pertugueſe have diſcover'd very rich Gold Mines 
in this Country; likewiſe Diamond Mines, Jaſper, 
Emeralds, Chryſtal and other precious Stones, which 
they fend annually to Europe. | 


After living here above four Months without any 
Relief from the Governor, or the Inhabitants, who be- 
haved to our poor Adventurers as if they were under a 
Combination to ſtarve them, they embark'd on board 
the S'. Tubes With their good Friend the Captain who 
brougit them from Rio Janeiro; and ſail'd from Bahia, 
the 11th of September, for Lisbon, in Company with one 
of the King of Portugal's Ships of War, and two Eaſt- 
India Ships. But the Sz. Tubes not being able to fail 
ſo well as the other Ships, loſt Sight of them the firſt 
Night. About 70 Leagues from the Weſtward of 
Madeira, they bent a new Foreſail; within __ or 

three 
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three Days afterwards they had a very hard Gale of 
Wind ſcudding under the Foreſail; and no Danger 
happening to the Ship during this Gale, when the 
Wind had ceas'd, and they had fair Weather, the Cap- 
tain, after the Evening Maſs, made an Oration to the 
People, telling them, that their Deliverance from Dan- 
ger in the laſt Gale of Wind, and that the Ship, though 
leaky, made no more Water than before, was owing to 
their Prayers to Nueſtra Senhora Boa Mortua, and her 
Interceſſion; that in Gratitude they ought to make an 
Acknowledgment to that Saint for ſtanding their Friend 
in Time of Need, and that he himſelf would ſhew an 
Example, by giving the new Foreſail, which was bent 
to the Yard, to the Saint, their Deliverer : Accordingly 
one of the Seamen went forward and mark'd out theſe 
Words on the Sail, Deal efta Trinckado pour noſtra Senhora 
Boa mortua. i. e. I give this Foreſail to our Saint the 
Deliverer from Death. The Sail, and Money collect- 


ed on this Occaſion, amounted to upwards of twenty 
Moidores. 5 . 


The 23d of November, the Rock of Lisbon bearing 
8. by W. diſtant ſixteen Leagues, they ſteer'd E. S. E. 
to make the Rock before Night. At Four o Clock it 
blew a very hard Gale, and right on the Shore; the 
Ship lay to under a Foreſail with her Head to the 
Southward ; at Six it blew a Storm; the Foreſail ſplit- 
ting, oblig'd them to keep her before the Wind, which 
was running her right on the Shore. The Ship was 
now given over for loſt, the People all fell to Prayers, 
and cry'd out to their Saints for Deliverance, offering 
all they had in the World for their Lives; and yet at 
the ſame Time neglected all Means to ſave themſelves ; 
and left off pumping, though the Ship was exceeding 
leaky. This Sort of Proceeding in Time of Extremity 
was a Thing unknown to our Exg/z Seamen ; who 
were uſed in theſe Emergencies to ſee all Hands em- 
ploy'd for the Preſervation of the Ship and People, and 
no Body upon their Knees, till after the Danger is over. 


The Carpenter and Gunner could by no means reliſh 
NO XV. e | this 
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this Behaviour, they begg'd the People for God's Sake, 
to go to the Pumps, telling them, they had a Chance 
to ſave their Lives, while they kept the Veſſel above 
Water, and that they ought not to ſuffer her to fink, 
while they could keep her free. 'The Captain and 
Officers hearing the three Engli/&men preſſing them ſo 
earneſtly, left off Prayers, and intreated the Men to 
keep the Pumps going; accordingly to pumping they 
went, and preſerv'd themſelves and the Ship. In a little 
Time afterwards the Wind ſhifted to the W. N. W. and 
then the Danger being over, they attributed this Deliver- 
ance alſo to the Interceflion of Nuzfra Senhora Boa 
Mortua. On this Occafion they collected Fifty Moidores 
more, and made the following pious Reſolution, that, 
when the Ship arrived ſafe at Lisbon, the Foreſail, 
which was ſplit in the laſt Gale of Wind, ſhould be 
carried in Proceſſion to the Church of this grand Saint, 
and the Captain ſhould there malte an Offering equal in 
Value to the Foreſail, which was reckon'd worth 
eighteen Moidores. | 


The 28th of November, they arrived at Lisbon; and 
on the next Morning everv Perſon who came in the 
Ship, (excepting the three Exgliſb Officers, Paſſengers ) 
the Spaniſb Don himſelf, and all the People, Men and 
Boys, walk'd bare-footed with the Foreſail in Proceſſion, 
to the Church of Nuefira Senhora Boa Mortua ; the 
Weather at that Time being very cold, and the Church 
a good Mile diſtant from the Landing-place. The 
Engliſhmen went immediately on the Change, Mr. Bulke- 
ley inform'd the Gentlemen of the Englicb Factory, that 
they were three of the unfortunate People that were caſt 
away in the Vager, and wanted to embrace the firſt 
Opportunity of going for England. They told him that 
the Lieutenant had been before them ; that he was gone 
Home in the Packet-Boat, and left Meſſieurs Bu/keley 
and Cummins, and their Friends, a very. indifferent Cha- 
rater. To this the Gunner anſwer'd, he believ'd the 
Lieutenant could give but very little Account of him- 
ſelf, having kept no Journal, nor made any Remarks 
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ſince the Loſs of the Ship, nor perhaps before ; that 
they doubted not but to acquit themſelves of any falſe 
Accuſations, having with them a Journal, which gave 
an impartial Relation of all their Proceedings. The 
Journal was read by ſeveral Gentlemen of the Factory, 
who treated them, during their Stay at Lisbon, with ex- 
ceeding Kindneſs and Benevolence. 


The City of Lion is the Capital of Portugal, as 
being the Reſidence of the Kings, the great Seat 
of the Courts of Judicature, and of the Supreme Tri- 
bunal of the Inquiſttion. It lies in 38 Degrees and 40 
Minutes North Latitude, and is ſituated on the North 
Shore of the Tagus, which conveys up to it the Riches 
of the Eaſt and I eſt. Indies, and the Commodities of all 
the European Nations; the Harbour being moſt conve- 
nient for the Trade of the World, as lying upon the 
Weſtern Ocean, and being large enough to contain ten 
thouſand Sail of Ships, without endangering one an- 
other, having Water for the largeſt Veſſels, which 
often come up and anchor before the Palace. The 
Harbour is defended by two Forts at the Mouth of the 
River; that on the North. ſide is call'd St. Fulian's 
Fort, and is a large, regular, and beautiful Fortreſs, 
built after the modern Manner, and well furniſh'd with 
Artillery, and a good Garriſon. Oppoſite to this, in 
the midſt of the Water, is another round Fort, altoge- 
ther built upon Piles, being entirely of Wood, and 
call'd by the Poutugueſe, Torro de Bougio; __ this, 
tho' ſmall, is as well furniſhed as the other, propor- 
tionably to its Greatneſs, with Artillery and a ſufficient 
Garriſon. Theſe two ſo abſolutely command the En- 
trance into the River, that ſcarce any Thing can eſcape 
the one or the other. But Nature bas provided another 
Defence to this River, which is the Bar, being dan- 
gerous for any who is not well acquainted with it to 
carry a Ship over it; for which Reaſon, there are few 
Veſſels that either enter or go out but take in Pilots, who 
conſtantly attend there for that Purpole. Within theſe 
Forts and Bar the River forms a vaſt Bay, ſafe and 
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deep, and the Shores on both Sides are beautified with 
Country Houſes, Monaſteries, Olive and Orange Gar- 
dens, and Vineyards. On ſailing nearer the City, the 
Channel grows narrower. In the ſtreighteſt Part of it 
ſtands another Fort, which they call Torre de Belen, or 
the Tower of Bethlehem. It is a very ſtrong Fortreſs, 
built with Stone upon Piles, and ſtands in the Middle 
of the River, which, at high Water, ſeparates it a 
great Diſtance from both Shores, but at low Water it 
is to be approach'd over the Sands on that Side where 
Lisbon ſtands, becauſe being all flat in that Place the 
Ebb leaves it dry. Juſt under this Fort runs the 
Channel of the River, ſo that all Ships are obliged to 
paſs under the Guns, and none can eafily eſcape. All 
Ships that paſs by this Fort are obliged to ſalute it; 
but are prohibited from firing a Gun when they come 
up as high as the Town, on any Pretence whatever. 
Immediately after paſſing this Fort the River opens to a 
Breadth, and deep Water, ſo that the largeſt Ships may 
ride fafely in any Part. 


Oppoſi ite to the Fort of Bethlehem, on the South 
Shore, is a great Building which ſerves for a Lazarerto 
that is, to lodge thoſe who come from Ports ſuſpected 
to be infected with the Plague, till they perform Qua- 
- Funtino, - © --; 


The City ſtands upon Seven Hills, and thoſe conſi- 
derably high, and the Aſcents not being any Way 
levelled, renders the Streets in many Parts very tire- 
ſome, by Reaſon of their Steepneſs, which is ſuch, 
that in many Places the Middle of the Street is paved 
with Brick for the Conveniency of the Horſes and 
Mules, that their Feet may not fail them, as of Ne- 
ceſſity they muſt were the Pavement of Stone, and they 
drawing or carrying any conſiderable Weight. Beſides 
this, for the moſt Part the Streets are very narrow, 
and this obliges the Gentry to continue the Uſe of 
Horſe-litters, more than of Coaches, which cannot 
paſs in many Parts of the Town, or _ at 
alt 
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leaſt be very troubleſome. 'Thoſe Streets which lye 
along the Sides of the Hills are the cleaneſt, eve 
great Shower of Rain waſhing away the Filth that is - 
caſt out, for it will run down like a Flood; ſo that 
whilſt the Violence of the Rain laſts there is often no 
crofling a Street without wading above Mid-leg. As 
for the lower Streets which lye along the Bottom, they 
are filthy in the higheſt Degree, in wet Weather al- 
moſt impaſſable, as floating in Mire, there being no 
Shores to carry off any Water, nor Scavengers to clear 
the Dirt, except ſome few Horſes with Pannjers 
that take it 'away, but ſuperficially. If theſe Streets be 
bad in wet Weather, they are not much better in dry, 
in Regard to the Stench of the Ordure that is continually 
thrown out ; for not only the Duſt of the Houſe 1s caſt 
into the Streets, but Chamber-pots, and Cloſe-ſtools ; 
for in all the City there are no Houſes-of-Office, but 
they make Uſe of long Pots, which the cleanlier 
People cauſe to be carried down and emptied upon the 
Shore, but Thouſands, to fave the Charge of carrying 
it down to the River, empty all into the Street. The 
carrying of theſe Pots to the River Side, makes that 
which ought to be the pleaſanteſt Part of the Town in 
Summer, almoſt inſufferable, for the Shore is ſo covered 
with Filth, and the Stink is ſo great, that any other 
Place is more tolerable, Were the City kept clean, 
the Streets enlarged, and ſomewhat of the Aſcents 
levelled, it would be a moſt delightful Place, for the 
Air is good, and the Situation convenient, and even as 


it is, chooſing the high and open Parts, it 1s pleaſant 
and healthy. 


The Extent of the City is about two Leagues, if 
taken from the Hill of St. Vincent, which is at the Eaſt 
End, to the Hill of St. Catharine, on the Weſt ; but the 


Breadth is very unequal, the 'Vown forming a Kind of 
Creſcent on the River. 


Upon the Hill of St. George, which is the higheſt, 
and commands all che Town, ſtands the Citadel, 
ſeparated 
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ſeparated from the City by a Wall, and looks like a 


3 itſelf. The City is ſurrounded only by a ſingle 


Wall, and ſeventy-ſeven antient Towers, but of no 
great Strength at preſent. There are twenty-ſix Gates 
on that Side next the River, and ſeventeen on the Land- 
fide. It is computed there are in Lisbon above thirty 


thouſand Houſes, and about two hundred moufand In- 
habitants. 


The Citizens Houſes are generally old Il. Conte ie 


Buildings, and the Lattice- Windows are no great Orna- 


ments to them. Thoſe of the Nobility indeed are fair 
handſome Structures, built of hewn Stone, and with 


their Vards, and Gardens belonging to them, take up 


2 great deal of Ground, but few of them have Courts 
before them. 


There are in it, . che Cathedral, forty Pariſh 


Churches, and about as many Monaſteries of both 


Sexes, which make a tolerable Appearance. The fineſt 
Square in the Town is that. before the Royal Palace, 


which forms one Side of it; another Side of it runs 


along the River, and is ſupported by a Wall, and the 
oppolite Side is a Range of fine Buildings. This Place 


is altogether delightful ; for here are the moſt elegant 


Buildings in Town, and here you continually ſee large 
Fleets at Anchor in the River, beſides great Numbers 


of Ships perpetually under Sail, either coming in or 
going out of the Harbour: Here they celebrate their 


Bull. feaſts, and here they more barbarouſly bait ſuch 
unfortunate Proteſtants as fall into their Hands; the 
People are taught to ſhout and huzza at the roaſting and 
torturing an innocent defenceleſs Man, as if ſome ſignal 


Victory was gained. 


Near to this is another great Square on the Bank of 
the River, where the principal Market of the City 1s 
held. But the largeſt in the Town is that called the 
Rucio, where the ſeveral Hills about it form a Kind of 
e and it is adorned with ſeveral magnifi- 

| cent 
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cent Houſes of the Nobility. Here a Fair is held once | 
a Week. 


Among the Buildings that of the King's Palace is 
the moſt remarkable, which lies upon the River, and 
is one of the firſt Things that preſents itſelf to a Fo- 
reigner on his Arrival. There is a fine Proſpect from 
it of the Port, the Ocean, and the Country on the op- 

Polite Side of the River. The Apartments of the Pa- 
| lace are grand, and richly furniſht'd. There are ſeveral 
large Rooms in it where the Cortes or States aſſemble, 
the Council of War, and the ſovereign Courts of 
Tuſtice. The King's Chapel is a fine Building, richly 
adorn'd and ſhining with Gold and Azure. Adjoining 
to the Palace is a ſquare Court, ſurrounded with a 


Piazza, where the Merchants meet and expoſe their 
Goods to Sale. 


The Churches at Lisbon are fine Structures; the Ca- 
thedral, dedicated to St. Vincent, and ſtanding upon a 
Hill of the ſame Name, is a very old Building; but 
the fineſt and moſt magnificent of their Churches is that 
of the Dominicans, in which are three Chapels ſhining 
with Gold from the Pavement to the Roof. In one is 
the Genealogy of our Saviour in Baſs-Relief; in ano- 
ther that of St. Dominick; in the third 1s a fine Crucihx, 
with the Wound in the Side open, and here the holy 
Sacrament is continually expoſed. This Chapel is illu- 
minated with Wax-tapers, and a vaſt Number of Silver 
Lamps; and over the Portal are the Names of all thoſe 
who have been burnt by the Inquiſition. The Convent 

is ſuitable to the Magnificence of the Church, and near 
it is the Palace of the Inquiſition, to which the Portu- 
gueſe give the Name of Santa Caſa, or the Holy 
Houſe ; before which there 1s a fine Fountain, adorn'd 


with Marble Statues throwing out Water on every 
Side. 


In the Church called our Lady of Grace is a Croſs of 
Gold, adorned with precious Stones, valued at an 
hundred 
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hundred onen Crowns, which is carried i in Proceſſion 
at their grand Feſtivals. | 


The Merciful Society, as it is call'd, have alſo a 
magnificent Church, but it is much more celebrated for 
the Humanity and Benevolence of its Members. It 1s 
compoſed of Perſons of the higheſt Rank in the King- 
dom, the King and Princes of the Blood are frequently 

Members of it ; and he who happens to be Steward, 
which is eſteemed a Poſt of great Honour, cannot 

ſpend leſs than a Hundred Thouſand Livres the Year he 

ſerves, if he would come off with Applauſe. They 
apply themſelves to relieve all People in Diſtreſs, par- 
ticularly thoſe who are aſhamed to beg. Widows. 
and Orphans they protect | againſt their injurious. 
Neighbours. They maintain a great Number of poor 
Virgins, give them Portions, and marry them as they 
have Opportunity; and, in ſhort, ſuffer none to want 
but ſuch as have abandoned themſelves to Vice. They 
relieve Priſoners, and aſſiſt them in compounding for 
their Liberty; and when any are condemned to Death, 


they attend and comfort them in their laſt Mo- 
ments. 


In the Chavch, dedicated to the Mother of God, 


. every Holy Thurſday they ſhew the holy Handkerchief 
uſed by our Saviour at hit Crucifixion. 


The Hoſpital of All Saints is one of the largeſt and 
belt endowed in Europe, where People of every Nation 
and Religion, without Exception, are received, and 
look'd after with as much Care, Neatneſs, and Plenty, 
as if every one of them were the only Charge of that 
Place. Naturals and Lunaticks are alſo entertain'd 

here, beſides a vaſt Number of Infants continually left 
about the Doors, all of whom they breed up, and diſpoſe 
of them either to Trades, or to ſome Courſe of Liveli- 
hood that they may get their Bread by. 


'F he 
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The Jeſuits have four fine Convents here, being in 
great Eſteem in Portugal, where they are ſtiled Apoſtles. 


There are Merchants of all Nations in this City, but 

eſpecially Engliſ, who carry on a great Trade here, by 
exchanging their Woollen Manufactures, Lead, and 
Tin, for Wine and Fruit, and receive good Returns in 
Treaſure, tho' it is Death to export any Gold from 
hence. The Court reſiding here contributes very much 
to its flouriſning Condition, as well as its Foreign Trade. 


There is Plenty of Fiſh, Fowl, and other Proviſions. 


The 2oth of P:cember, our Adventurers embark'd 
on board hi: Mzjelty's Ship the S7rling-Caſtle for 
Emnoland. Here they had again the Happineſs cf ex- 
periencing the Viſference between a Brityh and a Fo- 
reign Ship, particularly in Regard to Cleanlineſs, Ac- 
commedcation, Diet and Diſcipline. They met with 
nothing mate rial in their Paſf ſiage, and arrived at Spit- 
head on the 1ſt of Jas mary, 1742.34 Here they thought 
of nothing but going ore in mediately to their Fa- 
milies; bat were told by the Captain, they muſt not 
ſtir out of the Ship till he knew the Pleaſure of the 
Lords of the Admiralty. This was a very great Af. 
fliction to them, and the more ſo, becauſe they had in- 
dulged themſelves in thinking their Troubles at an 
End. The Carpenter and Gunner were in View of | 
their Habitations ; their Families had long given them 
over for loſt; and, on the News of their Safety, their 
Relations looked upon them as Sons, Husbands, and 
Fathers, reſtor'd to them in a miraculous Manner. But 
their being detained on board gave them an unexpected 
Anxiety; being conſcious that they had done nothing 
to offend their Lordſhips; that, if Things were not 
carried on with that Order and Regularity, which is 
ſtritly obſerved in the Navy, Neceſſity drove them out 
of the common Road. Their Caſe was ſingular. Since 
the Loſs of the Ship, their chief Concern was for the 
Preſervation of their Lives and Liberties; to accompliſh 
which, they acted according to the Dictates of Nature, 
and their beſt Underſtanding. Ina Kerwa s Time, 
Cc their

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their Lordſhips ordered them to be ſet at Liberty, and 
they inſtantly went aſhore to their reſpective Habitati- 
ons, having been abſent from thence about two Years 
and {1x Months. 


After having ſtaid a few Days with their Families, 
they came to London, and ſent in their Journal to the 
Lords of the Admiralty ſor their Lordſhips Inſpection, 


who had before received a Narrative from the Lieute- 


nant, which Narrative he confeſſed to be only a Rela- 
tion of ſuch Things as occurred to his Memory; there- 
fore, of Conſequence, could not be ſo fatisfatory as a 


Journal regularly kept. This Journal lay for ſome 


Time in the Admiralty Office, when they were ordered 


to make an Abſtract, by way of Narrative, that it 
might not be too tedious for their Lordſhips Perufal. 


After the Narrative was examined into, their Lord- 


ſhips were pleaſed to fix a Day for examining all the 
Officers lately belonging to the Yager. The Gentlemen 
appointed to make Enquiry into the whole Affair, were 


three Commanders of Ships, Perſons of diſtinguiſhed _ 


Merit and Honour. However, it was afterwards 
thought proper not to admit them to any Examination, 
till the Arrival of the Commodore, or elſe Capt. 
Cheap. And it was alſo reſolved, that not a Perſon of 
them ſhould receive any Wages, or be employed in his 


Majeſty 8 Service, till every Thing relating to the Mager 


was more conſpicuous. There was no Favour ſhewn in 
this Caſe to one more than another; ſo that every Body 
teem'd eaſy with their Lordfhips Reſolution, 


The Lords of the Admiralty have fince received Ad- 
vice from his Majeſty's Conſul General at Lisbon, which 


informed, that he had received a Letter, dated the 14th 


of February, 1743, from Captain Dawid Cheap, late 
Commander of his Majeſty's Ship the Wager, caſt away 
in the South-Sras, in 1741, adviſing of his being in 


good Health at St. Jago in Chili, together with Lieute- 


nant Thomas Hamilton, of Colonel Lowthers Regiment of 
Marines, and two Midſhipmen, (one of whom is Mr. 
Hiron, Brother to Lord Biron) and that they meet with 

| Very 
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very honourable Treatment from the Preſident of 
Chili. 


T ſhall now conclude this Journal with a Word or 
two concerning the Severn and Pearl. 


After they had loſt Sight of the Commodore and the 
reſt of the Squadron, which was on the 11th of April, 
1741, they ſaw Land on the 13th at Break of Day, 

from the N. N. W. to the S. E. very high, and not 
above five Leagues diſtant: Upon Sight of which, they 
endeavoured to wear, and were above an Hour before 
they they could perform it; then they flood to the 

Weſtward as much as the Wind would permit them; 
but the Wind coming to the N. W. and by W. and 
W. N. W. and blowing very hard for above five Weeks, 
with exceeding great Seas, forced them to beat moſt of 
the Time under Reef Courſes. On the iſt of Fuze they 
ſpoke with a Portugueſe Veſſel bound to Pabia, who told 
them Cape Trio bore W. S. W. 3o Leagues; and on the 

th of June they arrived at Rio Fautiro in a moſt miſe- 

Table Condition, having loſt a great Number of Men 
by Fatigue and Sickneſs, among which were the Cap- 
tain, Lieutenant, and Enſign of the Invalids ; they were 
received there with great Friendſhip and Humanity 


At that Place they met with an Officer, who belonged 
to a 70 Gun Ship of the Spani/p Squadron that had 
chaced the Engliſo, (which Ship met with a worſe Fate 
than either the Pearl or Severn, for ſhe was caſt away at 
Santa Martha,) who informed them that the Spani/þ 
Commodore had got into Rio de Plata with two Ships, 
and had buried 1200 Men by Fatigue, Famine, and 
Sickneſs ; that one of their Squadron was ſtill miſſing, 
and ſuppoſed to have periſhed, having loſt her Main- 
maſt before they parted with her. After the Severn 
and Pear! had refitted, and the Men recovered, they 


ſailed for Barbados, having been at Rio Janeiro above 
fix Months, 
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
